This  being  the  day  and  the  phce  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  annual  convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Vermont,  the  bishop,  clergy,  and 
lay-delegates  from  the  parishes  assembled  in  Trinity  Church, 
and  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  the  convention  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  who  took  the  chair, 
ex  officio ;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Hoit  being  secretary. 

On  calling  the  list  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
convention,  and  of  the  parishes  entided  to  representation 
therein,  a  quorum  of  both  clergy  and  laity  was  found  to  be 
present,  and  the  convention  was  duly  organized.  .

On  motion,  Resohedj  that  clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  not  canonically  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
convention,  and  all  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Church, 
who  may  be  present,  be,  and  hereby  are,  invited  to  attend 
the  sittings  of  the  convention. 

Whereupon,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Samuel  B.  Bostwick,  Henry 
M.  Davis,  Wm.  F.  Halsey,  and  W.  D.  Wilson  of  this  Dio- 
cese, the  Rev.  Jedediah  Huntington,  M.  D.,  and  the  Rev. 
Lucius  M.  Purdy  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  John 
A.  Fitch,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  ap- 
peared and  took  seats  in  the  convention. 

The  convention  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  secretary  and 
treasurer;  and  after  balloting,  as  the  canon  directs,  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Hoit  was  declared  to  be  elected  secretary, 
and  Nahum  Parker,  Esq.,  treasurer. 


On  motion,  the  convention  adjourned  to  attend  Divine 
service,  to  meet  again  immediately  after  the  services  appoint- 
ed for  the  afternoon. 

Divine  service  was  then  attended,  morning  prayer  being 
read  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Hoit,  the  sermon  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Nathaniel  Sprague,  and  Deacon's  orders  conferred 
upon  Mr.  George  B.  Manser,  and  Priest's  orders  upon  the 
Rev.  Samuel  B.  Bostwick  and  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Wiboo,  with 
the  administiation  of  the  Eucharist,  by  the  Rt  Rev.  the 
Bishop.  Divine  service  was  again  attended  at  3  o'clock,  P. 
M.,  evemng  prayer  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Bost- 
wick ;  after  which,  and  administration  of  the  ordinance  of 
confirmation,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  delivered  his  primary 
charge  to  the  clergy. 

The  convention  then  re-assembled,  pursuant  to  adjoum- 
ment 

The  Rev.  £.  H.  Sayles,  not  present  in  the  morning,  ap- 
peared and  took  his  seat  in  convention. 

Messrs.  James  H.  Whitney,  from  St  Peter's  Church,  Ben- 
nington, and  Isaiah  H.  Carpenter,  from  St.  James'  Church, 
Woodstock,  presented  certificates  of  their  being  duly  ap- 
pointed delegates  to  the  convention,  and  took  their  seats 
therein. 

The  convention  again  adjourned,  to  re-assemble  at  the 
dose  of  Divine  service  in  the  evening. 

Divine  service  having  been  again  attended,  at  which  the 
evening  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Wilson,  and  a 
sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Jedediah  Huntington,  M.  D., 
the  convention  re-assembled,  pursusant  to  adjournment, 
and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  diocese  delivered  his  annual 
address. 


ADDRESS. 

Bbloyed  Brethren: 

A  year  of  more  than  common  interest  has  passed  since  we 
last  met  together,  to  counsel  for  the  welfare  of  the  Church. 
Prevented  by  imperious  necessity  from  performing  the  whole 
of  my  accustomed  round  of  episcopal  labor  during  the  con* 
ventional  year  of  1841,  I  endeavored  to  make  up  for  this  defi- 
ciency as  early  as  my  domestic  arrangements  permitted ;  and 
have  therefore,  at  this  time,  a  double  circle  of  duty  to  report, 
which  I  shall  proceed  to  lay  before  you  according  to  the 
Canon. 

I  commenced  my  visitation  on  Friday,  January  7th,  of  the 
present  year,  at  Montpelier ;  where  I  preached,  morning  and 
afternoon,  at  the  Methodist  Chapel,  which  was  kindly  offer- 
ed for  that  purpose,  on  the  following  Sunday,  being  the  first 
after  the  Epiphany.  There  was  considerable  conversation 
held  with  our  friends  upon  the  building  of  a  Church,  but 
nothing  concluded.  My  second  visit  was  on  Friday,  the 
15th  July,  on  which  occasion  I  was  rejoiced  to  find  a  sub- 
scription actually  b^un,  and  now  a  handsome  and  appropri- 
ate edifice  is  so  far  advanced  that  it  is  expected  to  be  ready 
for  consecration  by  November. 

Monday,  January  10th,  I  proceeded  to  Randolph,  and,  by 
particular  request,  preached  at  the  East  village  in  the  Union 
Meeting  house.  Tuesday,  January  11th,  I  ofliciated  at  the 
Centre  in  the  Congregational  house  of  worship,  preached 
twice,  and  confirmed  ten  persons,  being  assisted  in  the  servi- 
ces by  the  Rev.  James  Sabine,  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Bethel,  to  whose  labors,  under  God,  that  interesting  little 
flock  are  mainly  indebted  for  their  parochial  organization. 


My  second  virit  was  on  Thnnday,  July  Hth,  when  I  preach- 
ed, and  confirmed  two  persons  more.  As  yet,  however,  they 
have  no  place  of  worship  which  they  can  call  their  own.  May 
it  soon  be  otherwise. 

Thursday,  January  13th,  I  visited  St  Paul's  Church,  Roy- 
alion,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  nine  persons.  And  on 
my  second  visitation,  July  13th,  I  preached  twice  and  con- 
firmed  seven  more,  making  sixteen  persons  in  that  young 
and  small  parish,  nearly  all  of  whom  had  chosen  the 
Church  ip  preference  to  their  former  religious  connexions,  on 
conscientious  conviction,  after  diligent  and  careful  examina- 
tion. Exceedingly  interesting  to  me  were  all  the  circum- 
stances attending  the  progress  of  this  parish.  Since  my 
former  visit  in  1840,  the  zeal  of  the  Rector,  Rev.  Nathanid 
Sprague,  had  added  a  great  improvement  of  the  Chancel,  a 
smaU  but  sweet-toned  organ,  and  above  all,  by  divine  favor, 
a  most  gratifying  enlargement  of  his  flock.  Nor  is  it  easy  to 
find  an  instance  in  which  the  beginning  and  growth  of  Church 
principles  have  shown  more  evidently  the  wisdom  and  the 
power  of  her  gracious  Master.  May  his  Spirit  keep  them 
humble. 

Friday,  January  14th,  I  visited  St  James'  Chwch,  Wood- 
stock, preached  twice,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  And  on 
Monday,  July  11th,  I  made  them  a  second  visit,  preached 
twice,  and  confirmed  three  more.  This  important  Church 
seems  to  be  in  an  iifiproving  condition,  by  the  blessing  of 
God  upon  the  labors  of  its  Rector,  Rov.  Joel  Clap. 

Sunday,  the  16th  January,  being  the  2d  Sunday  after  the 
Epiphany,  I  passed  with  the  congregation  of  St  Paul's 
Church,  Windsor,  which  I  found  vacant,  and  much  depress- 
ed, without  any  hope  of  an  adequate  ministerial  supply^  I 
preached  twice,  however,  to  large  congregations,  and  admm- 
istered  Baptism  in  the  evening.  And  on  my  next  visit,  which 
was  Sunday  the  10th  July,  being  the  6th  Sunday  aft^ 
Trinity,  I  was  gratified  to  find  them  enjoying  a  fiur  brighter 
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prospect.  The  Lord  of  the  hanrest  had  aent  them  a  laborer, 
the  Rev.  William  D.  Wilson,  whose  work,  we  trust,  will  be 
abondantly  prospered,  so  that  the  future  increase  of  his  inter- 
esting flock  may  bear  a  just  proportion  to  their  past  discour- 
agement I  preached  twice  in  Windsor,  at  my  second  vis- 
itation, and  confirmed  one  person.  At  the  urgent  request  of 
our  friends  in  Claremont,  New  Hampdiire,  I  preached  a  third 
time  in  the  evening,  at  that  phce,  where  I  found  a  very 
crowded  and* attentive  congregation. 

Tuesday,  January  18th,  I  visited  Emanuel  Church,  Bel- 
lows' Falls,  where  I  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  eleven 
persons.  My  second  visit  to  this  flourishing  Church  was  on 
Friday  the  8th  July,  when  I  found  the  sealous  kbois  of  their 
Rector,  Rev.  Dr.  Chase,  had  the  same  number  again  pre- 
pared for  the  apostolic  ordinance,  so  that  I  had  the  grati- 
fication of  confirming  twenty  two  persons  in  the  whole  on 
both  the  visitations,  within  the  half  year. 

Thursday,  January  SOth,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Guilford, 
which,  at  the  time  of  our  last  Convention,  was  vacant,  and 
much  depressed.  But  here  the  good  Providence  of  God  had 
prepared  a  most  unexpected  result,  through  his  blessii^  on 
the  labors  of  Rev.  Augustus  Wadleigh.  I  found  the  parish, 
in  a  few  months,  had  become  united,  and  perhaps  more  pros- 
perous than  I  had  seen  it  at  any  former  period.  Nineteen 
candidates  were  ready  for  confirmation,  and  at  my  next  visit, 
July  7th,  there  was  confirmed  one  moie,  being  twenty  alto- 
gether. 

Saturday,  Jamiary  32d,  I  visited  St.  Peter's  Church,  Ben- 
nington, where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.  My 
second  visit  to  this  interesting  parbh  was  on  Sunday  the  S6th 
of  June,  bemg  the  5th  after  Trinity,  at  which  time  I  preach- 
ed twice  at  the  Church,  and  confirmed  two  persons,  and 
preached  a  third  time  at  the  Centre,  in  the  Court  House,  to 
a  large  congregation.  Their  v  Rector,  Rev.  Nathaniel  O. 
Preston,  has  been  called  to  no  smaU  exercise  of  faith  and 


tealous  perseverance  in  the  organizing  and  building  tip  of 
this  perish.  Few  phces  in  the  diocese  have  felt  more  se- 
Terely  the  difficulties  of  the  times.  But  yet,  through  that 
blessing  which  the  Lord  never  fails,  in  his, own  good  time, 
to  manifest  to  those  who  truly  trust  in  him,  the  prospects  of 
the  Church  are  steadily  improving,  and  promise  to  yield 
a  ridi  reward. 

January  Si3d,  being  Septuagesima  Sunday,  I  visited  St 
lames'  Church,  Arlington,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed 
five  persons.  One  other,  however,  being  at  Bennington  on 
the  previous  day,  was  confirmed  along  with  th6  candidate  of 
that  parish,  .so  that  the  whole  complement  belonging  to  Ar^ 
Hngton  was  six.  In  the  afternoon,  by  particular  request,  I 
preached  at  West  Arlington,  in  the  Congregational  meeting- 
house. My  second  visitation  of  this  parish  was  on  Thursday 
the  23d  of  June,  at  which  time  I  preached  to  a  respectable . 
congregation,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Anson  B.  Hard,  assisting.  I 
was  thankful  to  find  his  health  restored  from  the  serious  ill- 
ness of  the  previous  year,  so  as  to  be  able,  with  some  occa- 
sional help,  to  perform  full  duty. 

Monday,  January  24th,  I  visited  Zion  Church,  Manches- 
ter, where  I  preached  and  confirmed  three  persons,  the  Rec- 
tor, Rev.  John  T.  Sabipe,  assisting.  My  second  visit  to  this 
parish  was  on  Wednesday  the  22d  of  June,  at  which  time 
I  preached,  having  the  pleasure  of  seeing  an  appropriate 
screen  put  up  behind  the  communion  table,  which  afforded 
the  ofliciatitig  clergyman  what  had  hitherto  been  wanting,  a 
place  in  which  to  put  on  his  robes.  But  the  parish  was  va- 
cant, their  former  Rector  having,  to  thegreat  regret  of  his 
flock,  resigned  it  some  time  previously,  and  gone  to  reside  at 
Bethel,  where  he  exercises  a  very  useful  ministry,  without 
the  resp<MisibiKty,  but  also  without  the  support,  of  the  rec- 
torship. It  is  an  instance  of  a  very  peculiar  kind,  in  whidi 
a  young  roan  of  excellent  abilities  and  a  most  irreproachable 
life  and  conversation,  as  a  preacher  highly  acceptable,  and  as 
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ft  dian  belayed  and  eeteemed,  has  felt  himBelf  compelled, 
through  an  uaoonqoeffaUe  diffidence  of  himself,  to  give  up 
the  parochial  chaige,  at  a  time  when  his  congregation  were 
united  in  hia  support  and  well  pleased  with  his  services. 
However  much  I  regretted  the  circumstance,  it  was  impos- 
sible to  denjr  t&e  utmost  respect  to  the  pure  and  disinter- 
ested conscientiousness  of  the  act  Most  earnestly  do  I  pray 
that  the  good  Providence  of  God  may  enable  him  to  use  his 
gifts  in  such  a  way  as  shaD^approve  his  modest  worth,  and  aid 
in  Ike.  promulgation  of  the  €rospel,  either  as  a  teacher  of 
youth,  or  an  assistant  to  some  parochial  minister.  The 
Church  at  Manchester  is  still  without  any  pastoral  supply. 

Wednesday,  January  26th,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Wdb,  and  consecrated  their  handsome  new  building  lo  the 
eervioe  of  Almighty  God,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  T.  Sabine, 
Lucius  M.  Pnrdy  of  the  diocese  of  New  York,  and  Louis 
MgDooald,  who  is  the  Rector,  assisting.  My  second  visit 
to  this  parish  was  on  Tuesday,  June  21st,  when  I  confirmed 
five  persons.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  little  body  of  zeal- 
ous and  warm-hearted  men  who  have  persevered  through  an 
undertaking  of  no  small  magnitude.  May  the  bfessing  of 
God  prosper  them  abundafatly,  and  giv^  them  an  hundred 
fold  for  what  they  have  laid  out  in  his  iservice. 

Thursday,  January  27th,  I  visited  St.  John's  Church, 
Poultney,  preached,  and  confirmed  seven  persons.  Rev.  Lu- 
cius M.  Purdy,  of  Hampton,  New  York,  who  was  the  Rector, 
assisting.  At  my  second  visitation  of  this  parish,  I  appropria- 
ted to  them  the  4th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  being  June  19th, 
at  which  time  I  preached  twice,  and,  by  request,  held  a  third 
service  at  Fairhaven,  where  I  preached  to  a  large  congrega- 
tion in  the  same  place  of  worship  in  which  the  Bishop  of 
New  York  bad  kindly  and  most  acceptably  officiated  the 
;if^ear  before. 

Friday,  January  2eth,  I  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Tinmouth,  where  I  preached  to  our  little  tl(Kk  in  the  Con- 
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gw^giii>wi!  nealiiig-^Miufle.  U  k  a  long  what  aiHoe  Ihqr 
ime  bMH  able  to  Gtlmilate  on  •  f^gokur  aervioM,  and  atthongii 
IhflTO  avD  a  km  apiioopaliant  lesidiiig  thutwhOf  ia  iataUi* 
pooa  and  POMiitBacy,  aie  probably  equal  to  any  of  our  pao* 
pla,  Jret  tba  fsmdflm^  of  the  ChunAcaaiiol  be  diffoaed  to 
aNMb  aHeal  wilboat  the  work  of  the  preaebei. 

Jmaamf  aoih,  hmag  Sezagerima  Sundayi  I  fiahed  Trinity 
Chwaahj  Radand,  wbeie  I  preached  twice,  aad  eonfinnedoM 
paiMMi^  Ibe  &eelor,  Rev.  John  A.  Hicka,  aaaiatiiig;'  My 
aaeoiid  viah  waa  on  Satiiiday,  June  18th^  at  wUeh  linaa  ako 
I  pteaebed,  aod  cdnfirmed  ooe  peiaoii.  And  tbia  day,  tbeia 
have  been  confimied  five  peraooa  moie*  It  givea  bmi  pleaio 
mn  to  atate  that  tbia  important  pariah  aeetna  taeii}oy,  by  the 
diviaa  Ueaaiag,  a  ateady  increaae  in  ita  proaperity. 

Monday,  Janutfy  Slat,  I  viaited  St  Thomaa*  Chureh, 
don.  Rev.  Joaiah  Perry,  Rector,  where  I  preached  and 
'firaned  taro  peraona,  the  whole  number  ezpe^ed  being  six. 
Jaat  aa  we  were  about  to  commence  the  aervioe,  bowevet, 
we  weie  informed  that  foar  of  4he  eandidatea  wba  wieaa  on 
their  way  from  Rochester,  were  atopped  at  tiie  Fmrnaoe,  by  a 
diatreaaiog  interruption.  A  physician  of  Rochester,  one 
of  the  four,  with  his  wife,  had  been  thrown  out  of  their  car* 
riage,  and  so  sev^ely  injured  that  his  life  was  thought  to  be 
in  imminent  peril.  A  mournful  cloud  was  oast  over  the  ser*- 
ricea  of  that  evening.  It  Was  one  of  those  mysterious  dia* 
penaations  under  which  the  believer's  heart  is  forced  to  pon* 
der  the  words :  '^  Be  still  and  know  that  I  am  Ood/'  The  fol* 
fewing  mornings  at  day  break,  brought  a  mesaaga  from  the 
Furnace  with  the  urgent  request,  that  if  possible  I  would  take 
that  road  to  Middlebury,  and  hold  the  service  of  confinma- 
tion  on  my  way.  The  rector  and  I  set  out,  accordingly,  and 
met  a  goodly  number  in  the  house  where  the  sufferer  lay. 
No  religious  service  in  which  I  had  ever  borne  a  part,  was  so 
strangely  impressive.  The  pious  man  whom  the  Lord  had 
proved  by  this  unwonted  trial,  lay  prostrate,  his  head  ban* 
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dagedy  the  blood  veneb  raptored,  and  the  violent  hsBOior- 
rhage  kept  down  by  constant  applications  of  ice,  his  pulse 
just  perceptible,  and  scarcely  able  to  atter  in  the  lowest  whis- 
per, the  response  which  boand  his  sool  in  coTenant  with  his 
Redeemer.  His  &ithfiil  wife,  injured  in  her  own  person, 
though  not  dangerously,  absorbed  in  anxious  solicitude  for 
her  companion — the  attending  physicians,  watchfully  ob- 
serring  the  effort  by  which  they  feared  the  small  remaining 
strength  of  the  wounded  man  might  be  totally  exhausted — 
the  three  other  candidates,  sympathizing  with  the  double 
emotion  of  personal  friends  and  Christians,  in  the  peculiar 
feeUngs  which  the  circumstances  were  so  fitted  to  inspire — 
the  benevolent  family  and  neighbors  which  filled  up  the  ad- 
joining room — all  was  calculated  to  fix  a  deep  impression 
on  the  memory  of  him  who  witnessed  it :  an  impression  not 
likely  to  he  effaced  to  his  dying  day. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Perry  performed  the  Morning  Prayer  in  a 
low  and  subdued  voice ;  and  after  a  brief  address,  I  admhi- 
istered  confirmation  to  the  patient  and  resigned  sufferer,  and 
his  three  companions.  I  then  left  them  for  my  next  appoint- 
ment, doubting  much  whether  I  should  ever  see  this  new  sol- 
dier of  the  cross,  until  I  should  meet  him  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  But  the  goodness  of  God  had  ordered  it  otherwise. 
And  on  my  next  visit  to  the  parish,  June  17th,  I  enjoyed  the 
high  gratification  of  beholding  him,  not  only  restored  to 
soundness  and  health,  but  bringing  forward  to  the  same 
blessed  ordinanee  of  confirmation,  his  wife,  his  two  daugh- 
ters, and  his  son.  Never  had  it  fallen  to  my  lot  to  witness  a 
more  direct  exemplification  of  the  truth  of  God  in  that  beau- 
tiful-passage, '<He  makethsore,  and  bindeth  up ;  he  wound- 
eth,  and  his  hands  make  whole." 

Tuesday,  February  Ist,  I  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Middlebury,  where  I  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  two 
persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  J.  W.  Diller,  assisting.  My  sec- 
ond visit  to  this  important  parish  was  on  Thursday,  June 
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ICtb,  on  which  oocaskm  I  preached,  and  confirmed  nine  per- 
Mm.  It  was  a  painful  occasion,  too,  although ^  under  Tery 
difiefent  curomnsCanees.  The  Rector  had  found  himself 
obliged  to  leave  his  parish  for  a  congregation  in  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  for  reasons  connected  with  the  health  of  his 
fiunily ;  and  this  was  the«  last  fruit  of  his  faithful  ministry 
aoiotag  tbenr  which  he  eipected  to  witness.  In  the  midst  of 
lus  uaeiiiliieBS,  with  the  warm  attachment  of  his  people,  and 
the  ooidial  esteem  and  regard  of  the  diocese,  this  separation 
waa  felt,  to  be  a  trial  on  all  sides.  Our  only  resource  on  such 
occaaioDS  is  in  the  wisdom  of  Him  who  can,  at  his  pleasure, 
bring  light  from  darkness  and  good  from  evil.  I  am  happy 
to  add  that  the  place  of  Mr.  Diller  has  been  since  supplied 
by  the  Rev,  Dr.  Huntington.  At  Middlebury,  during  my  first 
visitation  in  February,  I  met  the  Board  of  Land  Agents,  and 
held  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Thursday,  February,  3d,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Ver- 
gennes,  which  was  then  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Grreen** 

* 

leaf,  from  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts.  I  preached  twice, 
tnd  confirmed  three  persons.  Not  long  afterwards,  however, 
Mr.  Greenleaf  communicated  his  intention  to  remove  to  the 
State  of  Maine,  and  on  my  next  visitation  to  this  interesting 
parish,  I  was  glad  to  find  his  place  supplied  by  the  Rev.  H. 
M.  Davis,  who  has  since  been  regularly  transferred  to  this 
diocese  by.  the  Bishop  of  New  York.  I  made  my  second 
Yisit  on  Wednesday,  June  15th,  preached  twice,  and  con- 
firmed three  persons. 

Allowing  myself  only  the  interval  of  a  week  at  home,  I 
commenced  my  northern  visitation  with  Union  Church,  St 
Albans,  on  Friday,  February  11th,  where  I  officiated  thrice, 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Hoit,  and  Rev.  John  A.  Spooner 
of  the  diocese  of  New  York  assisting,  and  confirmed  thirteen 
persons.  My  second  visit  was  made  June  12th,  being  the  8d 
Sunday  after  Trinity,  on  which  occasion  I  preached  twice 
and  confirmed  two  persons,  the  B^tor  assisting.    There  are 
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few  parishes  which  enjoy  a  larger  share  of  steadfast  pros- 
perity. 

February  13th,  being  1st  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  visited  St. 
John's  Church,  Highgate,  Rev.  Wm.  F.  Halsey,  Rector, 
where  I  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  My 
second  visit  to  this  parish  was  on  Saturday,  Jdne  llth,  on 
which  occasion  I  preached  once,  and  confirmed  two  persons 
more,  the  Rector  assisting  in  all  the  services.  This  interest- 
ing parish  has  sufiered  a  serious  loss  in  the  removal  of  one  of 
its  most  liberal  supporters.  But  we  must  console  ourselves 
in  the  hope  that  he  is  doing  an  equal  amount  of  good  in 
another  quarter. 

Monday,  February  14tb,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Sheldon, 
which  I  was  sorry  to  find  vacant,  and  without  any  immediate 
prospect  of  ministerial  supply.  I  preached,  and  conversed 
with  some  members  of  the  vestry,  who  were  much  depressed 
at  the  condition  of  the  parish.  I  visited  them  the  second 
time  on  Friday,  June  lOth,  and  preached,  bul  saw  no  signs 
of  encouragement  Still,  there  is  so  much  of  religious  feel- 
ing and  worldly  ability  in  that  congregation,  that  I  have  no 
doobt  of  their  having  a  very  difiiereat  report  to  give,  by  and 
by.  When  it  shall  please  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send 
them  a  suitable  laborer,  I  have  full  confidence  that  the  result 
will  soon  be  of  the  most  cheering  character. 

Tuesday,  February  15th,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Fairfield, 
preached,  and  confirmed  nine  persons,  the  Rev.  £.  H.  Sayles, 
Rector,  assisting.  The  same  day  I  visited  Christ  Church, 
Fairfax,  which  forms  a  part  of  his  pastoral  charge,  preached 
in  the  school-house  at  Buck  hollow,  and  confirmed  four  per- 
sons. My  second  visit  to  Fairfield  was  on  Thursday,  the  9th 
of  June,  on  whieh  occasion  I  preached,  and  confirmed  four 
persons.  The  contrast  between  the  state  of  this  parish  four 
years  ago,  and  that  which  it  presents  now,  is  a  lesson  of  en- 
couragement that  the  Church,  under  the  most  disheartening 
circuiBstaBces,  should  never  despair. 
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Wednesday,  February  16th,  I  Fusited  Christ  Cbiirch,  Eaoi. 
oQigb,  Rev.  Moore  BiDgbanD,  Rector,  where  I  preached  and 
confirmed  eight  persons.  And  at  my  second  visit,  on  Wed- 
nesday, June  8th,  I  preached  and  confirmed  three  isore. 
The  condition  of  this  parish,  under  the  care  of  its  laborious 
and  faithful  pastor,  is  becoming  more  and  more  &m  and 
prosperous. 

At  this  part  of  my  visitation  I  was  compelled  to  lose  two 
of  my  appointments,  in  consequence  of  a  sudden  and  m- 
markaUy  deep  fall  of  snow,  which  rendered  it  totally  knpos- 
siUe  to  reach  Montgomery  and  Berkshire  in  season  on  tbe 
following  day.  With  great  toil  and  difficulty,  however,  I 
was  enabled  to  arrive  in  time  to  ascertain  that  no  one 
was  disappointed  by  the  failure,  for  not  an  individual  thonglit 
it  possible  to  travel,  and  fire  had  not  been  kindkd  in  either 
Church.  All  that  remained  was  to  endeavor,  under  fiivor  of 
divine  Providence,  to  secure  the  remaining  appointment  at ' 
St  John's  Church,  Derby  Line,  which  lay  50  miles  off,  widi 
roads  unc^ned.  However,  we  were  enabled  to  aecomfdiih 
this  part  of  the  route,  in  twice  the  usual  time,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Sayles,  of  Fairfield,  and  Alex.  H.  Cull,  of  Montgom- 
ery and  Berkshire,  accompanying  me,  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
sisting at  the  ordination  on  the  following  Sunday. 

February  20th,  being  the  2d  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  visited  St. 
John's  Church,  Derby  Line,  preached  twice,,  ordained  tbe 
Rev.  Norman  W.  Camp,  who  had  been  elected  Rector,  to 
the  Holy  Order  of  PriesjLhood,  Rev.  Messrs.  Sayles  and  Cull  as- 
sisting, and  confirmed  seven  persons.  My  second  visit  to  this 
important  parish  was  on  the  5th  of  June,  being  the  2d  Sun- 
day after  Trinity,  on  which  occasion  I  preached  twice,  and, 
by  special  request,  lectured  in  the  evening  upon  the  prophe- 
des  which  were  said  by  some  persons  in  that  region  of  the 
country  to  predict  the  destruction  of  the  world  in  the  spring 
of  1843.  A  very  uncommon  excitement  was  thus  produced, 
and  to  an  astonishing  extent,  considering  how  often  similar 
interpretations  have  been  found  erroneous,  and  how  plainly 
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it  may  be  shown  that  whether  the  event  shall  take  place  at 
that  time  or  not^  it  is  impossible  for  any  man  to  tell  before- 
hand. ^'  It  is  not  for  you,"  said  our  Lord  to  his  apostles^ 
**  to  know  the  times  and  the  seasons  which  the  Father  hath 
put  in  his  own  power."*  It  is  enough  for  us  to  be  assured 
that  we  should  be  ready,  not  because  we  know  when  the  Son 
of  Man  shall  come,  but  because  we  know  it  not.f 

On  Tuesday,  June  7th,  I  visited  the  two  parishes  which 
the  storm  had  prevented  me  from  reaching  in  February,  viz. 
Calvary  Church,  Berkshire,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed 
thirteen  persons,  and  Union  Church,  Montgomery,  where  I 
preached  and  confirmed  five  persons  more.  At  that  time, 
both  those  parishes  were  united  under  the  pastoral  care  of 
Jlev.  Alexandejr  H.  Cull,  whose  services  appeared,  on  the 
whole,  to  be  acceptable  and  useful.  Since  then,  however, 
I  have  been  informed  that  he  has  abandoned  his  flock,  his 
fieunily  and  his  country,  under  very  painful  circumstances. 
We  cannot  but  sympathize  cordially  in  a  bereavement  of  so 
melancholy  a  character,  and  it  becomes  us  to  unite  our  fervent 
prayers,  that  the  Lord  may  make  it  a  useful  lesson  of  humil- 
iation, over-rule  it  by  his  infinite  wisdom  for  good,  and  raise 
up  for  the  churches  a  pastor  who  shall  cause  them  to  forget 
their  past  sufiering  in  the  enjoyment  of  prosperity  and  peace. 

There  should  be  added  to  the  list  of  confirmations,  two 
held  in  St<  Paul's  Church,  Burlington,  of  which  one  was  on 
the  first  Sunday  after  Christmas,  when  ten  persons  were  con- 
firmed ;  and  the  other  on  Whit-Sunday,  when  that  sacred  or- 
dmance  was  administered  to  seven  persons  more. 

The  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Shelburne,  the  Rev.  Charles 
Cleveland,  Rector,  was  visited  on  Sunday  last,  being  the  17th 
after  Trinity,  when  five  persons  were  confirmed ;  and  I  had 
the  satisfaction  of  seeing  a  well  planned  and  handsomely  ex- 
ecuted improvement  in  the  Church  edifice,  which  is  now  ar- 
ranged with  appropriate  regard  to  the  comfortable  acconraio- 

dation  both  of  minister  and  people.

The  present  circuit  of  the  diocese  embraees  578  miles  of 
trntelling.  Two  visits  to  New  York,  of  which  the  first  was 
for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  General  Contention,  in  Oc- 
tober last,  and  the  sedond  in  June,  to  attend  the  annual  Com- 
mencement  of  the  General  Theological  Semfinary,  being  ad- 
ded to  the  two  visitations  of  the  diocese,  make  the  whole  of 
my  journeys  since  our  last  Convention^  in  the  discharge  of  my 
episcopal  duties,  amount  to  2,128  miles. 

It  was  suggested  at  our  last  Convention,  by  one  of  our  rev- 
erend brethren,  that  several  of  our  nominal  parishes,  (organ* 
ized  in  past  yearsr,  but,  for  want  of  ministerial  care,  dying 
utterly  away,  or  at  least  giving  no  signs  of  vitality,)  should 
be  stricken  from  dur  list  of  Churches.  I  doubted  the  expe- 
diency of  this  measure  at  the  time,  but  further  reflection  has 
convinced  me  that  it  ought  to  be  adopted,  in  justice  to  the 
diocese  and  to  truth.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  old 
parochial  organizations  of  Pawlet,  Perkinsville,  Milton,  Al- 
burgh,  Norwich,  and  Brattleboro',  be  no  longer  recorded 
amongst  our  Churches,  and  that  those  several  localities  be 
considered  as  missionary  ground. 
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Four  of  our  clergy  have  been  disnilssed  to  other  dioeetfes, 
viz :  / 

Rev.  Jacob  W.  Diller  and  Thomas  P.  Tyler,  to  the  dio^ 
cese  of  New-York ;  Rev.  John  B.  Pratt,  to  the  diocese  of 
Pennsylvania  ;  and  Rev.  Benj.  C.  C.  Parker,  to  the  diocese 
of  Massachusetts. 

And  we  have  received  the  five  following,  in  their  stead, 
viz: 

Rev.  Wm.  F.  Halsey,  from  the  diocese  of  Ohio ;  Rev^ 
Henry  M.  Davis  and  Jedediah  Huntington,  M,  D.,  from  the 
diocese  of  New-York ;  and  Rev.  Augustus  Wadleigh  and* 
William  D.  Wilson,  from  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts. 

On  the  whole,  the  aspect  of  the  dioce^ie  presents  much 
ground  for  thankfulness,  some  for  painful  sympathy,  and  a» 
large  field  for  prayerful,  faithful,  ancl  energetic  action.  May 
our  divine  Lord  and  Master  look  with  increasing  favor  upon 
this  young  branch  of  the  true  vine  which  his  own  hand  ha9 
planted  ;  teach  us  all,  clergy  and  laity,  to  labor  in  his  service 
with  greater  zeal ;  pardon  the  manifold  defects  of  the  past, 
and  so  order  our  future  course,  that  the  Church  shall  go  on 
advancing,  in  the  light  of  his  Spirit,  and  the  strength  of  his 
effectual  blessing. 


The  address  being  concluded,  it  was,  on  motion,  Reaoloedf

The  parish  has  felt  the  effects  of  emigration  and  the  gen- 
eral pressure  of  the  times  in  its  pecuniary  resources,  which 
have  contributed  to  keep  down  its  numerical  increase,  and  pre- 
vented, for  the  present,  some  improvements  about  the  church 
edifice*  Its  spiritual  condition  continues  equal,  most  proba- 
bly, to  the  general  average  of  the  churches,  which  is  much 
lower  than  it  should  be.  There  are  two  aspects  of  this  point, 
which  should  never  be  forgotten.  A  congregation  may  be 
quite  up  to  the  m^rk  of  piety,  such  as  may  be  ordinarily 
looked  for  in  these  days,  and  may  therefore  stand  in  the  front 
rank  among  their  brethren,  while,  nevertheless,  there  is  noth- 
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iDg  to  call  for  any  special  praise  when  the  comparison  is 
made  with  what  all  churches  are  exhorted  to  emulate,  in  the 
high  standard  of  the  Gospel.  On  the  whole,  however,  we 
have  much  for  which  to  be  thank^l,  as  respects  the  past,  and 
good  ground  for  hope  as  respects  the  future.

As  tliere  is  not  an  organized  parish  in  either  place,  and  o^ 
course  no  record,  and  as  the  communion  has  not  been  ad- 
ministered, the  number  of  communicants  cannot  be  reported. 

After  entering  the  ministry  in  February  last,  I  was  en- 
gaged, in  connexion  with  Rev.  Z.  Thompson,  in  continuing 
the  services  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington,  during  a  tem- 
porary absence  of  the  Bishop.  Since  that  time  I  have  regu* 
larly  officiated  in  Jericho  and  Milton  alternately,  with  the 
exception  of  six  weeks,  when  requested  by  the  Bishop«to  per- 
form services  in  his  parish  during  his  absence  upon  a  visita- 
tion of  the  diocese. 

In  prosecuting  my  labors  in  these  two  places,  I  have  met 
with  as  much  encouragement  as  could  reasonably  be  expect- 
ed. Articles  of  association  for  organizing  a  parish  in  each 
place  have  been  prepared  and  signed  ;  and  I  trust,  with  the 
blessing  of  God,  the  Church  will  ere  long  be  firmly  establish- 
ed here  in  its  purity  and  integrity. 

I  also  thankfully  acknowledge  pecuniary  aid  from  a  few  of 
the  parishioners  of  the  Bishop's  Church,  and  from  the  Rector 
of  Union  Church,  St.  Alban's  ;  without  whose  kind  assistance 
it  would  have  been  impossible  to  continue  the  services  in 
those  places.

steady.    Many  more  attend  occasionally. 

We  have  much  reason  to  be  grateful  for  the  divine  bless- 
ing upon  us  during  the  last  eighteen  months.  Both  spirit- 
ually and  temporaUy,  we  have  increased  ;  and  our  prospects 
are  still  favorable. 

1.  All  our  communicants  have  been  confirmed.  Sickness 
and  other  causes  sometimes  delay  this ;  all  of  which  have 
been  happily  removed ;  and  all  our  communicants  have  seal- 
ed their  vows  in  confirmation. 

2.  Our  whole  parochial  body  are  united  and  appear  happy 
in  their  good  mother,  the  Church ;  and  none  Itiore  so  than 
those  who  have  escaped  the  connexion  and  domination  of 
dissent. 

3.  None  have  died,  and  but  one  has  left  us. 

4.  I  think  I  can  see  an  increase  in  spirituality,  accompa- 
nied by  a  growth  in  the  knowledge  and  use  of  the  privileges 
of  God's  Church. 

5.  As  to  our  temporal  interests,  we  have  had  considerable 
increase  to  our  congregation,  some  permanently  attached, 
others  yet  not  so ;  but  our  prospects  are  still  good  for  further 
increase. 

6.  We  have  also  altered  our  chancel  much  for  the  better, 
though  done  cheaply  and  plainly. 

7.  We  have  also,  through  the  liberality  of  the  good  people 
in  Troy,  Hartford,  and  New  York,  who  generously  contribu- 
ted somewhat  over  $100.00,  obtained  a  small  but  sweet- 
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toned  organ,  costing  about  $270.00 ;  large  enough,  how^ 
ever,  for  our  house,  which  enables  us  to  set  forth  Divine  wor^ 
ship  more  beautifully  than  before,  and  in  the  use  of  which 
we  have  been  and  still  are  much  rejoiced.  Of  the  sum  con-* 
tributed,  the  greater  part  was  obtained  in  Troy  through  the 
kindly  assistance  of  the  clergy  there ;  to  none  of  whom  are 
we  so  much  indebted  as  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cox,  who  took  up 
our  cause,  and  never  ceased  his  exertions  till  our  whole  pur* 
pose  was  accomplished.  It  remains  for  us  gratefully  and 
faithfully  to  use  our  increased  means  for  good,  to  the  glory 
of  God,  and  to  the  setting  forth  the  salvation  of  men  in  his 
holy  catholic  Church. 

I  would  add,  that  at  the  erection  of  our  Church,  we  were 
very  kindly  assisted  by  several  churches  in  our  own  diocese^ 
which  has  not  been  before  acknowledged  ;  and  I  must  charge 
myself  with  the  fault.  The  Church  of  the  Bishop  gave  us 
one  hundred  dollars,  the  Church  in  Rutland  between  forty 
and  6fty,  and  the  Church  at  Bellows'  Falls  about  the  same 
amount ;  and  our  good  friend  and  brother,  R.  Blake,  of  Bran- 
don, gave  us  a  beautiful  stove.

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The  minister  of  St.  Paul's  Church  has  experienced  nO 
small  difficulty  in  making  out  his  report  so  as  to  represent  the 
present  state  of  the  Parish  in  its  true  light,  when  compared 
with  the  Reports  that  have  been  made  in  former  years.  In 
the  number  of  families  reported,  there  are  some  whose  atten** 
dance- is  not  very  regular,  and  there  are  others,  some  of  whose 
members  usually  attend  public  worship  elsewhere.  Besides 
there  are  several  families  some  of  whose  members  usually  wor-* 
ship  with  us,  that  are  not  included ;  so  that  this  report  is 
esteemed  as  a  jhir  representation,  on  the  whole,  of  our  pt&h 
ent  condition  in  this  respect. 

The  services  of  the  present  minister  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
commenced  on  Rogation  Sunday  and  have  continued  constant- 
ly since ;  with  several  extra  services.  It  is  confidently  be- 
lieved that  this  parish  presents,  at  present,  some  unusual 
promises  of  prosperity  and  growth.  The  burden  of  support, 
however,  comes  upon  a  very  few.  And  although  they  are 
most  devoted  and  most  liberal  churbhmenand  church-^women ; 
and  although  they  contribute  with  a  liberality  in  proportion 
to  their  means,  which,  if  imitated  in  all  of  our  more  wealthy 
parishes,  would  enable  us  soon  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature,  and  cause  the  desert  to  blossom  as  the  rose  ^-^ 
still,  so  great  have  been  our  pecuniary  reverses  and  embar- 
rassments, that  it  is  feared  that  welihall  not  be  able  to  keep 
our  church  open  without  some  pretty  substantial  assistance 
from  abroad.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  if  an  appropria- 
tion could  now  be  made  which  would  enable  us  and  the  peo- 
ple of  our  village  to  feel  a  confidence  that  the  church  would 
be  kept  open  permanently,  there  would  be  such  a  constant 
increase  of  strength  and  members  as  to  make  foreign  aid 
soon  unnecessary.  There  are  many  that  are  ready  to  join 
us,  and  they  would  do  so  at  once,  but  for  the  fear  that  we 
shall  be  obliged  soon  to  shut  our  church,  and  then  they  will 
be  under  the  necessity  of  taking  seats  elsewhere.  This 
feeling  on  the  part  of  our  citizens  is  thought  to  be,  at  present, 
one  of  the  greatest  difficulties  which  we  have  to  overcome.

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
annual  convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Vermont,  the  bishop,  clergy,  and  lay-delegates 
from  the  parishes  assembled  in  Christ  Church,  Montpelier, 
and  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  the  convention  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  took  the  chair, 
ex  officio;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Hoit  being  secretary. 

On  calling  the  list  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
convention,  and  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  representation 
therein,  a  quorum  of  both  clergy  and  laity  was  found  to  be 
present,  and  the  convention  was  duly  organized.

On  motion,  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Rochester, 
was  admitted  into  union  with  the  convention,  and  Daniel 
Huntington,  M.  D.,  appeared  as  lay-delegate  therefrom,  and 
took  his  seat  in  the  convention. 

On  motion,  resolved,  that  clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  not  canonically  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
convention,  and  all  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this 
Church,  who  may  be  present,  be,  and  hereby  are,  invited  to 
attend  the  sittings  of  the  convention. 

The  Rev.  Nathan  W.  Munroe,  of  this  Diocese,  and  the 
Rev.  S.  A.  Crane,  of  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island,  were 
present,  and  took  seats  in  the  convention  under  the  above 
resolution. 

The  convention  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  secretary 
and  treasurer :  the  Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Hoit  was  re-elected 
secretary,  and  Nahum  Parker,  Esq.,  treasurer. 


On  motioD,  the  convention  adjourned  to  attend  Divine 
service. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  N.  W.  Camp,  assist- 
ed in  the  reading  of  the  lessons  by  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Wilson, 
and  the  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  N.  O.  Preston ;  after 
which  the  Holy  Eucharist  was  celebrated,  and  the  Commu- 
nion administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Wilson. 

Divine  service  was  again  performed  at  half  past  2  o'clock, 
P.  M.,  the  Evening  Prayer  being  said  by  the  Rev.  S.  A. 
Crane ;  after  which  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  delivered  a  charge 
to  the  clergy. 

The  convention  then  re-assembled,  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Joel  Clap  and  Frederick  A.  Wadleigh, 
not  present  in  the  morning,  appeared  and  took  their  seats  in 
the  convention. 

The  convention  adjourned  to  7  o'clock  in  the  evening.

ADDRESS. ^^ 

Beloved  Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Convention  : 

The  year  that  has  passed,  since  our  last  meeting  together, 
has  been  marked  by  many  events  in  which  the  Church 
throughout  our  land  has  felt  a  deep  interest.  But  first  and 
chief  among  them,  which  of  us  can  forget  that  the  venerable 
bishop  Griswold,  who  had  sustained  his  arduous  and  respon- 
sible office  for  thirty-two  years  with  such  a  singular  measure 
of  respect  and  affection,  and  to  whom  the  Church  in  Ver- 
mont, for  more  than  twenty  of  that  period,  was  indebted  so 


largely,  under  divine  Providence,  has  been  caHed,  full  of 
years  and  honor,  to  the  rest  that  remaineth  for  the  people  of 
God  !  You  are  all  aware  that  on  him  had  devolved  the  title 
of  Presiding  Bishop,  at  the  decease  of  Bishop  White.  And 
assuredly,  if  I  were,  what  I  am  not,  skilled  in  the  work  of 
panegyric,  I  could  not  desire  a  fairer  topic  than  the  character 
of  each  affords,  for  meekness,  wisdom,  moderation,  purity,  and 
soundness  in  the  faith.  Of  both  it  might  be  truly  said,  that 
whether  within  or  without  the  pale  of  their  own  communion, 
there  was  but  one  sentiment  entertained  of  their  Christian 
Tirtues ;  and  the  rare  felicity  seems  alike  to  have  attended 
them,  that  they  never  made  an  enemy,  and  never  lost  a 
friend. 

It  should  call  forth  our  thankfulness  to  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church  that  our  late  bereavement  was  so  mercifully  or- 
dered, as  to  produce  an  increase,  rather  than  a  diminution,  of 
the  Episcopal  body.  The  place  of  Bishop  Griswold  was  al- 
ready provided  for,  in  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts,  by  the 
unanimous  appointment  of  Rev.  Dr.  Eastburn  to  be  his  as- 
sistant, and  the  flock  of  Christ  was  regularly  committed  to 
the  new  under-shepherd,  before  their  former  faithful  pastor 
was  taken  away.  In  the  Church  of  Rhode  Island,  his  duties 
have  been  happily  transferred  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henshaw : 
while  his  office,  as  Presiding  Bishop,  has  fallen  upon  the  well- 
known  Bishop  Chase,  of  Illinois,  in  whose  energetic  and 
extraordinary  labors  the  Church,  on  either  side  of  the  At- 
lantic, has  long  felt  the  deepest  interest.  Be  it  our  care, 
my  beloved  brethren,  to  manifest  the  sympathy  which  be- 
comes us,  in  all  these  dispensations  of  the  good  government 
of  God.  Let  the  departure  of  our  venerated  friend  and 
brother,  be  a  solemn  call  to  us  to  stand  with  our  own  loins 
girt,  and  our  light  burning ;  let  our  fervent  thanksgivings 
ascend  for  the  manifestations  of  his  love  to  the  Church  in 
providing  it  with  able  and  sufficient  successors  ;  and  let  our 
earnest  supplications  to  the  throne  of  grace  implore  on  their 


behalf  the  constant  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  they 
may  stir  up  the  gift  that  is  in  them,  preach  the  word  in  sea- 
^o  and  out  of  season,  exhort,  reprove,  rebuke,  with  all  long 
suffering  and  doctrine,  and  finally  receive  the  reward  of  their 
stewardship,  in  the  crown  of  everlasting  righteousness  and 
glory. 

The  statement  of  my  Episcopal  duties  during  the  past 
year,  shall  now,  according  to  the  canon,  be  laid  before  you^ 
after  which,  such  notice  as  may  seem  advisable,  will  be  taken 
of  those  subjects  more  especially  calling  for  attention. 

Oo  the  Festival  of  the  Nativity,  December  25th,  I  held  a 
oonfirmation  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington,  and  a  second 
on  the  following  Good  Friday,  April  14th,  of  the  current 
year.  On  both  of  which  occasions,  six  persons  were  oon- 
firmed« 

On  Thursday,  December  29th,  1842, 1  was  called  to  per- 
form the  most  acceptable  duty  of  consecrating,  to  the  service 
of  Almighty  God,  the  building  in  which  we  are  now  assem- 
bled, the  Rev.  Messrs.  Clap,  Hicks,  Sabine,  John  T.  Sabine, 
Hoit,  Sprague,  Bostwick,  and  Manser,  assisting. 

On  Thursday,  February  7th,  I  attended  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Land  Agents,  at  Middlebury,  and,  in  the 
evening,  according  to  previous  arrangement,  I  preached  in 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Hoit  and  the  Rector,  Rev.  Jedediah  Huntington, 
assisting.     It  was  a  highly  gratifying  occasion. 

My  regular  tour  of  visitation  was  commenced  on  Monday, 
the  5th  of  June,  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Vergennes,  where  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  five  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  H. 
M.  Davis,  assisting. 

Tuesday,  June  6th,  I  attended  an  adjourned  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Land  Agency,  at  Middlebury,  and  on 
Wednesday,  June  7th,  I  preached,  and  admitted  the  Rev. 
George  B.  Manser  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Chase,  and  Rev.  Messrs.   Clap,    Hicks,    and    Perry, 
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assisting.  It  was  with  much  sorrow  that  I  found  the  Rector, 
Rev.  J.  Huntington,  laboring  under  a  severe  attack  of  pul- 
monary disease,  which  was  likely  to  prevent  his  performance 
of  full  parochial  duty  for  some  considerable  time.  He  waf, 
however,  able  to  attend  the  service  in  the  evening  and  pre- 
sent five  candidates,  whom  I  confirmed,  making  eighteen 
confirmations  in  this  parish  since  the  last  convention. 

Thursday,  June  8th,  I  visited  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Bran- 
don, preached  in  the  school-house  and  confirmed  one  per- 
son, the  Rector,  Rev.  J.  Perry,  assisting.  It  was  with 
much  thankfulness  that  I  saw  a  good  progress  made  in  the 
erection  of  a  place  of  worship,  which  is  now  almost  com- 
pleted. 

Friday,  June  9th,  I  endeavored,  in  company  with  Rev. 
Mr.  Perry,  to  fulfil  my  appointment  with  the  new  parish  of 
St.  Andrew's,  Rochester.  But  a  violent  and  protracted 
storm  during  the  previous  night  had  caused  the  road  over 
the  mountains  to  be  quite  obstructed  by  a  land-slide,  and  one 
of  the  bridges  near  Rochester  had  been  carried  away.  Af- 
ter riding,  with  difficulty,  more  than  half  the  distance,  we 
were  forced  to  abandon  our  undertaking,  and  return  to 
Brandon  ;  having  the  consolation,  however,  of  knowing,  that 
although  we  failed  to  keep  our  appointment,  we  had  done 
what  we  could. 

June  lllh,  being  Trinity  Sunday,  I  visited  Trinity  Church, 
Rutland,  preached  twice,  the  rector.  Rev.  John  A.  Hicks, 
assisting,  and  confirmed  ten  persons.  It  was  a  gratifying 
and  interesting  occasion. 

Monday,  June  12th,  I  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Tin- 
mouth,  but,  owing  to  som6  mistake,  the  notice  had  not 
reached  them,  and  I  passed  on  to  my  next  appointment. 

Tuesday,  June  13th,  I  visited  St.  John's  Church,  Poultney, 
where  the  Rev.  N.  W.  Camp  had  been  laboring  since  Jan- 
uary last,  with  much  success.  The  result,  by  the  divine 
blessing,  appeared  in  a  class  of  twenty-nine  persons,  whom 


the  Rector  had  the  privilege  of  presenting  for  confirmation. 
A  crowded  Church,  and  every  outward  mark  of  lively  interest, 
testified  the  zeal  and  devout  feeling  of  the  people. 

Wednesday,  June  14th,  I  preached  at  the  west  village, 
where  the  Methodist  house  of  worship  was  very  kindly  and 
courteously  offered  for  the  occasion. 

Friday,  June  I6th,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Wells, 
preached,  and  confirmed  seven  persons ;  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Louis  McDonald,  assisting. 

June  18th,  being  the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  spent  at 
Zion  Church,  Manchester,  which,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  still 
continues  vacant.  It  is  an  interesting  and  important  locality, 
and  I  doubt  not  that  it  would  well  reward  the  labors  of  a 
faithful  and  devoted  man.  I  preached  twice  to  full  congre- 
gations, and  as  it  had  been  a  long  while  since  they  had  re- 
ceived the  Eucharist,  I  administered  that  holy  ordinance  to 
a  body  of  more  than  forty  persons. 

Monday,  June  19th,  I  visited  St.  James'  Church,  Arling- 
ton, preached,  and  confirmed  eight  candidates.  Rev.  Nathan- 
iel O.  Preston,  assisting.  I  had  the  further  satisfaction  of 
baptizing  the  infant  child  of  the  Rector,  Rev.  Anson  B. 
Hard,  and  was  thankful  to  find,  througfi  the  blessing  of  God, 
that  his  health  was  quite  restored,  and  his  parish  prosperous. 

Tuesday,  June  20th,  I  visited  St.  Peter's  Church,  Ben- 
nington, where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  eight  persons, 
the  Rev.  N.  O.  Preston,  assisting.  I  preached  a  second  time 
at  the  court-house  in  the  Centre  Village,  and  confirmed  two 
more,  under  circumstances  of  very  deep  and  peculiar  inter- 
est. The  condition  of  the  Church,  on  the  whole,  seemed 
highly  encouraging. 

Wednesday,  June  21st,  I  preached  in  the  evening  at 
Brattlcboro'. 

Thursday,  June  22d,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Guilford, 
where  I  preached,  and  baptized  the  infant  child  of  Rev. 
Thomas  P.  Tyler ;  but  owing  to  the  recent  illness  of  the 
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Rector,  Rev.  Augustus  Wadleigh,  there  were  none  presented 
for  confirmation.  He  was  then,  however,  on  the  recovery, 
through  the  goodness  of  God,  and  was  able  to  assist  in  the 
service. 

Friday,  June  23d,  I  visited  the  flourishing  Church  of  Bel- 
lows' Falls,  where  I  preached  twice  to  large  congregations^ 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Dr.  Chase,  assisting,  and  confirmed  twenty 
four  persons.  It  was,  on  every  account,  a  highly  interesting 
occasion. 

June  25th,  being  the  second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  spent 
at  Proctorsville,  at  the  special  request  of  a  few  zealous  mem- 
bers of  the  Church.  The  Methodist  minister  had  kindly 
ofiered  them  the  use  of  his  house  of  worship,  and  I  oflliciated 
'  three  times  to  large  and  attentive  congregations. 

Monday,  June  26th,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Windsor, 
preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev. 
William  D.  Wilson,  assisting.  I  preached  l  second  time  on 
the  following  day,  and  confirmed  three  more.  There  was 
reason  to  think  that  this'  interesting  parish  had  passed  the 
lowest  point  of  its  depression,  and  was  rising,  slowly,  to  a 
condition  of  greater  strength. 

Wednesday,  June  28ih,  I  visited  St.  James'  Church, 
Woodstock,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person,  the  Rev. 
William  D.  Wilson,  and  the  Rector,  Rev.  Joel  Clap,  assist- 
ing. 

Thursday,  June  29th,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Royal- 
ton,  and  preached  twice,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Nath'l  Sprague, 
assisting. 

Friday,  June  30th,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Bethel,  preach- 
ed, and  confirmed  one  person  from  Rochester,  the  Rector, 
Rev.  James  Sabine,  assisting. 

Saturday,  July  1st,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Randolph,  and 
preached,  Rev.  Nathaniel  Sprague  assisting. 

July  2d,  being  the  third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited 
Christ  Church,  Montpelier,  preached  twice,  baptized  seven 
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adults,  confirmed  ten,  and  administered  the  Holy  Eucharisti 
the  Rector,  Rev.  George  B.   Manser,  assisting. 

After  one  week  spent  in  my  own  parish  and  family,  I 
again  left  home,  on  my  northern  visitation,  commencing  on 
Monday,  July  10th,  with  Calvary  Church,  Jericho,  where  I 
preached  in  the  Congregational  house  of  worship,  and  con- 
firmed five  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Bostwick, 
assisting. 

Tuesday,  July  11th,  Mr.  Bostwick  accompanied  me  to  an- 
other of  his  parishes,  Christ  Church,  Fairfax,  where  I  preach- 
ed in  the  school-house,  to  a  crowded  congregation,  and  con- 
firmed thirteen  persons. 

Wednesday,  July  12lh,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Fairfield, 
which  has  remained  without  any  ministerial  supply  since 
Rev.  Mr.  Sayles  removed  to  Berkshire.  Here  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Thursday,  July  13th,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Enosburgh, 
preached,  and  confirmed  four  persons.  Rev.  E.  H.  Sayles, 
and  the  Rector,  Rev.  Moore  Bingham,  assisting. 

Friday,  July  14th,  I  visited  Union  Church,  Montgomery, 
preached  to  a  large  congregation,  and  confirmed  six  persons, 
Rev.  Moore  Bingham,  and  the  Rector,  Rev.  E.  H.  Sayles, 
assisting.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  I  visited  Calvary 
Church,  Berkshire,  of  which  Rev.  Mr.  Sayles  is  also  Rector, 
where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons,  the  same 
brethren  assisting.     Both  these  Churches  arc  doing  well. 

Saturday,  July  15lh,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Sheldon, 
which  is  provisionally  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Moore  Bing- 
ham, preached  to  a  good  congregation,  and  confirmed  four 
persons,  the  same  brethren  assisting. 

July  16th,  being  the  fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited 
St.  John's  Church,  Highgate,  which  has  been  vacant  for 
some  months,  in  consequence  of  the  declining  health  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Halsey,  their  last  Rector.  Here  I  preached  twice  to 
large  congregations,  administered  the  Eucharist,  and  con- 
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firmed  three  persons.  In  the  evening,  I  preached  a  third 
time,  at  Swanton  Falls. 

Monday,  July  17lh,  I  visited  Union  Church,  St.  Albans, 
preached  twice,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons,  the  Rector, 
Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hoit,  assisting.  In  this  important  parish,  since 
my  last  visitation,  the  zeal  of  the  Rector  iiad  established  the 
Gregorian  Chants,  and  the  whole  portion  of  the  daily  Psalms 
were  sung  by  his  choir  with  great  correctness ;  a  result 
which  I  never  supposed  likely  to  be  accomplished  beyond  the 
sphere  of  Cathedral,  collegiate,  and  large  city  Churches. 

Tuesday,  July  18th,  I  visited  Immanuel  Church,  Milton, 
another  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bostwick's  parishes.  Here,  service  was 
held  in  the  school-house.  Rev.  Messrs.  Hoit  and  Bostwick 
assisting ;  where  I  preached,  and  administered  the  ordinance 
of  confirmation  to  three  persons. 

Sept.  17lh,  being  the  fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I 
visited  Trinity  Church,  Shelburne,  preached,  and  confirmed 
three  persons,  the  Rev.  Charles  Cleavcland  assisting. 

Thus  the  whole  Diocese  has  been  visited,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Derby  Line,  at  which  place  the  predominance  of  sec- 
tarian influence  and  the  indiflerencc  of  those  who  were  sup- 
posed to  be  churchmen,  render  it  inexpedient  for  me  to 
obtrude  the  interests  of  episcopacy.  It  is  impossible,  indeed, 
to  foretell  what  may  hereafter  be  the  course  of  religion  in 
that  quarter ;  but,  judging  from  the  events  of  the  past  autumn 
and  winter,  the  prospect  is  discouraging,  and  it  seems  but 
too  probable  that  our  past  labors  have  been  in  vain. 

Being  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  as  one  of  the 
bishops  who  should  attend  the  consecration  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Dr.  Henshaw,  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Rhode  Island,  on  the 
11th  of  August  last,  I  repaired  to  the  city  of  Providence  ac- 
cordingly, and  enjoyed  the  high  privilege  of  uniting  with  my 
Episcopal  brethren  in  that  most  interesting  and  important 
solemnity. 

The  ordination  of  Rev.  George  B.  Manser  to  the  priest- 
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hood  on  the  7th  of  June  last,  at  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Mid- 
dlebury,  is  the  only  one  since  the  Convention  of  1842. 

Two  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  have  been  received  ;  Mr. 
Bailey,  of  Poultney,  and  Mr.  Swelt,  of  Windsor,  making, 
with  Mr.  Fitch,  three  altogether. 

The  ministerial  changes  have  been  the  following : 

The  Rev.  Norman  W.  Camp  has  resigned  his  former 
charge  at  Derby  Line,  and  become  the  Rector  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Poultney. 

The  Rev.  William  F.  Halsey  has  resigned  the  rectorship 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Highgate,  and  is  travelling  for  his 
health,  but  still  remains  canonically  a  clergyman  of  the 
diocese. 

The  Rev.  Ezekiel  H.  Saylcs  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of 
Trinity  Church,  Fairfield,  and  Christ  Church,  Fairfax,  and 
has  become  the  Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Berkshire,  and 
Union  Church,  Montgomery. 

The  Rev.  George  B.  Manser  has  become  the  Rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Montpelier.  The  number  of  clergy  canoni- 
cally connected  with  the  diocese  is  precisely  the  same  as  the 
list  of  last  Convention. 

One  new  parish,  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Rochester,  is  re- 
ceived into  our  Convention. 

One  new  edifice  has  been  completed  since  we  last  assem- 
bled together,  Christ  Church,  Montpelier ;  and  one  is  nearly 
ready,  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Brandon.  This  last  is  an  upper 
room,  standing  over  the  Town  Hall.  It  is,  however,  secured 
as  the  property  of  the  Church,  and  will  yield  our  young  soci- 
ety there  ample  and  excellent  accommodations. 

The  whole  number  of  confirmations  is  192,  being  the 
lai^st  we  have  yet  had  in  a  single  visitation,  and  within  the 
period  of  one  year. 

The  extent  of  my  travelling,  including  my  journey  to 
Rhode  Island,  has  been  1240  miles. 

Our  vacant  parishes  are  numerous.   To  say  nothing  of  St. 
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John's  Church,  Derby  Line,  we  have  Sheldon,  Fairfield, 
Manchester,  all  having  substantial  edifices,  besides  St.  John's 
Church,  Highgate,  which  has  a  building  of  rather  uncommon 
beauty.  The  parish  of  Randolph  is  well  disposed  towards 
the  erection  of  a  Church,  but  will  probably  do  nothing  eflec- 
tual  until  it  has  a  zealous  minister.  The  pressure  of  the 
times  has  doubtless  had  some  influence  in  producing  this 
painful  result,  but  far  less  than  the  too  common  apathy  of 
men — even  Christian  men — on  the  subject  of  their  religious 
privileges. 

Of  the  topics  requiring  particular  attention  at  this  time,  I 
know  of  nothing  special  beside  the  set  of  canons  which  were 
laid  before  us  at  the  last  Convention,  and  of  which  a  copy 
has  been  furnished  to  me  in  season  to  allow  of  a  careful  and 
repeated  examination. 

The  alterations  proposed  are  much  more  extensive  than  I 
could  have  anticipated  in  formy  but  in  principle  and  in  sub- 
stance I  am  glad  to  perceive  that  the  committee  have  dis- 
played, in  general,  a  faithful  adherence  to  all  that  can  be 
considered  important.  The  chief  changes  seem  to  be  these. 
They  propose  to  abolish  the  existing  Constitution  altogether, 
supposing,  doubtless,  that  its  chief  features  are  secured  in 
the  canons.  In  the  case  of  vestrymen,  they  do  not  require 
that  they  shall  be  of  pious  and  sober,  but  only  of  sober  life 
and  conversation  ;  and  in  the  case  of  delegates  to  the  diocesan 
convention,  they  omit  the  existing  rule  which  confines  the 
choice  to  the  members  of  the  vestry,  leaving  each  Church 
free  to  send  any  member  of  the  parish  which  they  may  think 
expedient  at  the  time. 

Of  this  latter  change,  I  have  already  distinctly  expressed 
my  decided  disapprobation.  As  the  law  now  stands,  the  del- 
egates to  this  Convention  are  required  to  be  vestrymen,  and 
in  order  to  be  vestrymen,  they  should  be  pious  and  sober 
men, — men  to  whom  the  congregation  may  safely  entrust  the 
general  care  of  the  interests  of  the  parish, — and  therefore  it 
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may  be  presamed  that  they  will  be  men  in  whom  we  may  fully 
confide,  when  we  meet  annually  for  the  solemn  and  impor- 
tant purpose  of  consulting  together  for  the  welfare  of  the 
^hole  diocese.     It  is  said,  indeed,  that  under  such  a  rule, 
the  convention  may  often  lose  the  services  of  persons  who  are 
preeminently  qualified  for  the  transaction  of  its  business.     I 
apprehend,  however,  that  much  professional  ability  is  not 
often  needed  in  an  ecclesiastical  body  like  this  ;  and,  when 
it  is  needed,  I  should  be  very  unwilling  to  believe  that  there 
are  not  more  than  enough  amongst  the  communicants  of  the 
Church,  qualified  for  any  supposable  emergency.    But  of  the 
piety,  prudence,  steadfastness,  and  prayers  of  our  brethren  of 
the  laity,  we  have  need  at  all  times  ;  and  hence  our  system 
of  canon  law  should  contain  some  rule,  by  which  we  may 
hope  that  those  who  come  up  to  aid  us  in  making  laws  for 
the  Church,  have  themselves  a  true  regard  for  the  obligations 
of  Christian  principle.     I  remain  fully  of  opinion,  therefore, 
that  it  will  not  do  to  remove  the  present  protection,  at  least 
until  some  equally  efficient  one  can  be  provided.     When 
this  is  done,  I  shall  be  quite  prepared  to  gratify  any  of  my 
brethren  in  their  desire  to  enlarge  the  selection  of  delegates 
to  the  utmost  extent,  compatible  with  the  conducting  of  our 
religious  work    under  the  influence   of  religious   motives. 
True,  I  am  well  aware  that  no  rule  can  be  established  which 
will  not,  in  practice,  exhibit  many  exceptions.     Neither  the 
clergy  nor  the  laity  are  always  what  they  ought  to  be.     But 
this  inconsistency  must  not  destroy   the  standard.     Let  the 
principle  be  right,  and  then  there  will  be  some  hope  of  regret 
and  acknowledgment  when  we  fall  short  of  it.     While  the 
abandonrr^nt  of  the  principle,  in  order  to  accommodate  our 
views  of  present  expediency,  can  never  commend  itself  to 
the  favorable  judgment  even  of  reflecting  minds  amongst  men ; 
still  less  can   it  call  down  upon  the  councils  of  the  Church 
the   influence  of  that  divine  blessing,  without  which  both 
clergy  and  laity  will  meet  and  legislate  alike  in  vain. 
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With  the  other  change  contemplated,  namely,  the  casting 
away  our  present  constitution,  I  cannot  feel  satisfied  in  one 
respect.  The  proposed  canons  contain  no  declaration  of  our 
unity  with  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  nor  of  our  distinctive  reli- 
gious system.  I  have  always  supposed  that  there  was  a  real 
advantage  in  possessing  a  plain  statement  on  those  points 
which  embrace  our  real  constittient  principles,  or,  in  other 
words,  those  principles  which  canstiiute  us  what  we  arCy  as 
an  organized  and  apostolic  branch  of  the  Church  of  God  ;  and 
therefore,  because  they  arc  constituent  principles,  I  inserted 
them  in  our  present  constitution.  But  since  our  committee 
desire  us  to  throw  aside  this  constitution,  and  have  oflered 
us  nothing  in  its  place,  I  am  bound  to  require,  before  I  give 
my  assent  to  the  change,  that  there  shall  be  some  plain, 
direct  and  intelligible  recognition  of  the  cardinal  principle, 
that  we  are  a  part  of,  and  profess  subjection  to,  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States,  and  that  our 
doctrines  may  be  found  in  the  Bible  and  the  Prayer  Book. 

There  is  a  third  difficulty  in  my  mind,  which  belongs  as 
well  to  our  existing  system  as  to  that  which  the  committee 
has  laid  before  us.  Experience  has  convinced  me  that  we 
shall  do  better  to  omit  entirely  from  our  diocesan  code  the 
canons  of  the  General  Convention.  There  is,  indeed,  a 
manifest  advantage  in  having  before  us  the  whole  ecclesias- 
tical law  which  involves  diocesan  action,  in  one  connected 
series ;  and  this  consideration  was  my  own  motive  for  in- 
serting so  much  out  of  the  general  canons  in  our  present 
code.  But  unfortunately,  so  strong  is  our  propensity  to 
legislation,  in  the  Church  as  well  as  in  the  State,«that  not  a 
single  General  Convention  has  passed,  without  more  or  less 
alteration.  Now  as  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  next  code  will 
be  sufiered  to  remain  as  long  as  our  present  one  has  done, 
which  is  rather  more  than  seven  years,  and  as  three  General 
Conventions  will  sit  within  that  period,  at  every  one  of  which 
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there  will  probably  be  new  legislation,  we  shall  either  subject 
oarselves  to  the  impropriety  of  having  on  our  statute  book 
what  has  ceased  to  be  the  law  of  the  Church,  or  oblige  our- 
selTes  to  a  new  revision  every  three  years,  beginning  with 
October,  1844,  which  is  the  time  for  the  assembling  of  the 
next  General  Convention.  I  would  suggest,  therefore,  the 
expediency  of  omitting,  for  the  future,  all  such  matters  as  are 
merely  copied  from  the  General  Canons,  and  of  letting  them 
speak  for  themselves.  We  shall  then  be  under  the  necessity 
of  printing  only  our  own  variations,  which,  after  we  shall  have 
once  more  settled  our  diocesan  code,  will  be,  I  trust,  as  few 
as  possible. 

There  is  yet  another  subject  on  which  I  have,  of  late 
years,  been  strongly  inclined  to  think  that  we  had  adopted  a 
mistaken  principle,  and  that  is  the  subject  of  the  Standing 
Committee.  Of  the  existence  of  such  a  body  in  the  Episco- 
pal Church,  I  shall  not  now  discuss  the  propriety.  Very 
certain  it  is  that  there  is  no  such  thing  in  any  other  Episcopal 
Church  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  that  it  must  be  set 
down  as  a  pure  novelty,  confined  solely  to  ourselves.  But 
still  it  is  a  part  of  our  system,  by  the  express  enactment  of 
the  General  Convention,  and,  as  such,  I  have  no  difficulty  in 
embracing  it,  and  sustaining  its  proper  claims.  It  is  quite 
apparent,  however,  that  the  Standing  Committee,  provided  by 
the  General  Convention,  is  a  body  composed  of  equal  num- 
bers of  the  clergy  and  the  laity,  appointed  as  a  committee  by 
the  whole  Conventiony  which  is  itself  composed  of  both 
orders,  and  not  by  the  clergy  alone ;  and  therefore  it  results 
that  our  Standing  Committee  in  Vermont,  being  composed  of 
clergymen  only,  does  not  fulfil  the  design  of  the  General 
Convention,  and  is  not  such  a  body  as  the  canons  of  the 
Church  at  large  require.  In  casting  our  canons  into  a  new 
shape,  therefore,  I  shall  ask  for  the  adoption  of  the  rule  which 
obtains  in  almost  all  the  older  dioceses.  By  electing  as  many 
laymen  as  clergymen  upon  that  committee,  we  shall  secure 
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many  advantages.  First,  we  shall  be  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  General  Canon,  which  we  are  not  now.  Secondly, 
we  shall  find  it  more  easy  to  obtain  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  ordinary  business :  and  thirdly,  when,  at  any  time, 
the  committee  has  occasion  to  meet  as  a  council  of  advice  to 
the  Bishop,  their  increased  number  will  secure  a  greater 
variety  of  judgments,  and  thus  be  more  likely  to  attain  the 
best  result,  according  to  the  proverb,  <<  In  the  multitude  of 
counsellors  there  is  safety." 

For  the  rest,  I  am  not  tenacious.  The  present  constitu- 
tion and  canons  cost  me  much  thought  and  labor.  I  do  not 
for  myself  discern  why  they  should  be  so  thoroughly  cast 
aside  ;  but  I  dismiss  all  feelings  of  paternity,  in  order  that  I 
may  be  quite  sure  of  escaping  all  bias  of  prejudice ;  and 
freely  declare  my  perfect  readiness  to  accept  the  proposed 
collection,  if  these  objections  be  done  away.  The  system 
put  before  us  shows  the  care,  the  judgment,  and  the  skill 
which  we  had  a  right  to  expect  from  the  known  character  of 
the  Rev.  Chairman  of  the  committee.  It  presents  no  other 
difficulties  to  my  mind  than  those  which  I  have  specified,  and 
if  the  Convention  prefer  its  form  or  its  phraseology,  or  even 
feel  disposed  to  adopt  it  from  the  mere  feeling  of  fraternal 
accommodation,  let  these  points  be  in  some  way  provided 
for,  and  I  shall  give  it  my  assent  with  pleasure.  I  earnestly 
pray  that  in  this  and  all  our  other  undertakings  for  the 
Church  of  God,  we  may  be  guided  by  the  spirit  of  wisdomi 
in  the  bond  of  unity  and  peace. 


The  Rev.  Messrs.  Sprague  and  Preston  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  nominate  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  ensu- 
ing year,  the  clerical  members  of  the  delegation  to  the 
General  Convention,  and  the  preachers  for  the  next  annual 
Diocesan  Convention. 

Messrs.  Thrall  and  Strong  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
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nomioate  the  lay-members  of  the  delegation  to  the  General 
Conirention. 

Messrs.  Parker,  Fleming,  and  Thrall  were  appointed  com- 
mittee on  finance. 

Messrs.  Parker,  Tucker,  and  Thrall  were  appointed  lay- 
members  of  the  committee  on  missions. 

The  parochial  reports  were  then  read,  and  laid  upon  the 
the  secretary's  table  for  insertion  in  the  journal.

Chittenden  and  Saxton,  at  their  request,  were,  on  motion,, 
excused  from  further  attendance  upon  the  sittings  of  the 
convention. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  constitu- 
tion and  canons,  presented  at  the  last  annual  convention  of 
the  diocese,  and  referred  thereby  to  this  convention,  was,  by 
request  of  the  committee,  returned  to  them  for  their  further 
consideration. 

Mr.  Atwater  was,  at  his  request,  excused  from  further  at- 
tendance upon  the  sittings  of  the  convention. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  be 
requested  to  furnish  to  the  convention  a  copy  of  his  Charge 
for  publication. 

The  Bishop,  after  the  passing  of  the  above  resolution, 
begged  leave  to  decline  the  request  of  the  convention,  inas- 
much as  he  had  written  the  charge  with  a  view  to  publica- 
tion in  another  and  enlarged  form.

Since  some  of  the  communicants  reside  in  the  surrounding  towns  of  Tin- 
mounth,  Fairhaven,  Middletown  and  Castleton,  I  have  found  it  necessaxy 
to  preach  aud  visit  with  them  occasionally.  In  Tinmouth  I  have  preached 
three  times  and  baptized  two  adults.    In  Fairhaven  I  have  preached  four 
times,  attended  two  burials,  and  administered  the  Holy  Eucharist  once.  In 
Middletown  I  have  preached  once.    In  Castleton  I  have  preached  six 
times,  and  baptized  two  children.    In  Hampton,  N.  Y.,  I  have  preached 
three  times,  administered  the  Holy  Eucharist  twice,  and  baptized  one 
adult    In  Whitehall  I  have  preached  six  times,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Eucharist  twice.    By  request  I  was  at  that  place  in  June  last,  and 
took  a  part  in  the  ordination  of  tlie  Rev.  M.  Van  Rensselaer  to  the  Priest- 
hood.    In  Cuttingsville  I  have  preached  once,  and  in  Royalton  I  have 
preached  twice.    Monday,  September  10,  1843,  by  request  I  went  to 
Castleton  and  assisted  in  the  formation  of  St  James'  Parish. 

This' Parish  has  suffered  a  good  deal  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view  dur- 
ing the  last  two  years,  and  hence,  until  the  present  Rector's  charge,  has 
never  enjoyed  the  constant  and  entire  services  of  a  clergyman.    It  owns 
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a  good  chnrcliv  which,  I  believe,  is  entirely  free  from  debt  There  is  a 
society  of  Ladies  called  the  **  St  John's  Charitable  and  Benevolent  So- 
eiety,"  which,  I  am  happy  in  saying,  is  productive  of  great  good,  by 
ministering  to  the  wants  of  the  poorer  communicants,  and  the  general 
distribution  of  its  charities. 

Nevertheless,  situated  in  the  midst  of  a  large  and  vigorous  dissenting 
population,  its  growth  is  but  slow,  and  calls  for  much  zeal  and  self-de- 
nial from  its  members.  Through  the  divine  blessing,  I  am  happy  to 
add  that  its  general  prosperity  is  visible,  and  the  spread  of  truth,  as  be« 
lieved  and  taught  by  the  Holy  Catholic  Church,  was  peihaps  never  more 
extensive  or  gratifying  than  at  the  present  moment  Though  the  means 
which  are  used  are  but  feeble,  yet  we  rest  with  fiaiith  and  confidence  upon 
the  blessing  of  our  gracious  Grod,  who  **hath  chosen  the  foolish  things 
of  the  world  to  confound  the  wise ;  and  the  weak  things  of  the  world 
to  confound  the  things  which  are  mighty." 

For  the  information,  and  (he  would  hope,)  satisfaction  of  his  parish- 
ioners, the  Rector  would  here  submit  that  among  them  he  has  made 
more  than  eight  hundred  visits,  and  travelled  in  their  service  over 
eighteen  hundred  miles,  and,  for  their  benefit,  he  has  preached  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  sermons.

We 

have,  however,  much  cause  for  gratitude  to  God,  and  for  encouragement 

in  our  labors.    Although  this  report  does  not  indicate  an  increase  of  the 

parish,  the  average  attendance  on  the  public  worship  is  larger  than  at 

the  time  of  the  last  Convention,  and  we  trust  there  has  been  a  much 

larger  increase  in  the  graces  of  the  Spirit  and  in  attachment  to  the 

sacred  principles  of  the  Church.    Six  have  been  confirmed  ;  more  than 

in- the  nine  years  previous,  as  appears  by  the  records.    One  of  these  is 

now  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

On  the  whole  my'experience  and  observation  during  my  stay  at  Wind- 
sor has  confirmed  the  opinion  which  I  formed  at  first,  that  there  is  noth- 
ing wanting,  but  the  constant  labors  of  some  one  faithful  to  his  Divine 
Master,  and  true  to  the  principles  of  His  Church,  to  make  this  portion  of 
His  vineyard  as  flourishing  as  its  friends  can  desire.

inconstant    Also  of  tlie  communicants  enumerated,   13  are  resident 
at  such  distance  from  the  parit^h  church  as  to  be  infrequent  in  their  at- 
tendance upon  the  administrations  of  the  Holy  Communion ;  six  from  be- 
ing in  a  feeble  state  of  health ;  and  five  from  other  causes  ;  leaving  the 
number  of  those  w^ho  may  be  reckoned  as  ordinary  attendants  upon  our 
Eucharistic  seasons  about  70.    Of  these  the  number  ordinarily  present 
at  those  seasons  is  about  45  or  t^O. 

It  will  bo  perceived  that  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  large 
increase  made  in  tliis  Parish  of  its  public  services  and  of  its  Eucharistic 
-seasons.   -It  seems  proper  to  add  that  they  have  been,  for  the  most 
part  well  attended,  and  it  is  believed  (for  how  could  it  well  be  otherwise !) 
that  Uiey  have  proved  perceptibly  beneficial  to  the  general  interests  of  the 
Parish.    During  the  long-continued  daily  services  of  the  Lent  and  Easter 
season  the  average  attendance  of  persons  (including  children)  was  more 
-than  30;  and  upon  the  regular  Wednesday  and  Friday  morning  prayers, 
continued  through  the  year,  the  number  is  nearly  the  same.     During 
the  weekly  administrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  number  of  com- 
municants ordinarily  present  to  receive  it  was  from  30  to  40. 

Another  improvement  in  this  Parish  during  the  past  year  is  that  of  the 
procuring  of  a  good-sized  and  good-toned  bell  for  Uie  Parish  church.  It 
is  due  to  tlio  ladies  of  the  sewing-circle  of  the  Parish  to  say,  that  this 
had  been  done  wholly  by  their  zeal  and  industry  ;  its  purchase  having 
been  made  by  them,  and  from  the  proceeds  of  tlieir  o^^ti  work.

In  this  way,  the  Gospel  and  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Church  are  proclaimed  to  many  who  never  attend  the  regular 
services.  Ignorance  of,  and  opposition  to,  the  Church  usually  go  hand 
in  hand,  and  arc  confined  to  places  where  she  is  known  only  by  report ; 
and  the  best  way  to  enlighten  the  one  and  remove  the  other  is  to  cany 
her  services  to  their  own  doors. 

Lay  reading  has  been  regular  and  constant  in  this  Church  ever  since 
it  was  built.  Every  Lord*8  Day,  whether  with  or  without  a  Rector,  has 
witnessed  the  voice  of  prayer  and  praise.  This  practice  has  secured 
regularity,  stability,  and  gradual  progress  ;  and  for  her  present  influence 
and  prosperity  the  Church  is  not  so  much  indebted  to  her  Rectors  as  to 
a  few  choice  spirits.  In  addition  to  the  scholars  of  the  Sunday  school 
there  is  a  Bible  class,  composed  chiefly  of  young  ladies.  The  ladies  of 
the  Parish  have  formed  a  circle  of  industry,  which  meets  once  in  two 
weeks,  and  the  avails  of  their  labor  are  devoted  to  religious  and  charita* 
ble  purposes.

PROPOSED    CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  CONVENTION   OF   THE    PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  VERMONT. 


AsT.  1.  The  seyeral  Parishes  in  the  State  of  Vermont,  holding  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  faith  and  discipline,  unite  in  a  Convention,  which 
■hall  be  entitled,  **  The  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Vermont" 

Abt.  2.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay 
delegates  from  the  several  Parishes,  in  such  number  and  possessing  such 
qualifications,  as  the  Convention  by  canon  may  prescribe. 

Abt.  3.  This  Convention  acknowledges  subordination  to  the  General 
CoDvention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and 
obedience  due  to  its  Constitution  and  Canons. 


CANONS. 

(pBOPOSED  FOR  ADOPTION.) 


CANON  L 
Of  the  Convention, 

(  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  holden  in  the 
Church  nearest  the  residence  of  the  Bishop  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in 
August,  unless  the  previous  Convention  have  directed  that  it  be  held  else- 
where. 

(  2.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of 
the  Diocese,  in  the  manner  following : 

Every  clergyman  having  been  admitted  canonically,  as  a  resident  of 
tbe  Dioceee  for  ooe  year  previous  to  the  meeting  of  Convention,  and  hav- 
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ing  become  regularly  connected  with  some  parish  in  the  same,  or  beix:^ 
a  professor  in  some  college,  or  incorporated  seminary  of  learning,  or  be- 
ing engaged  as  a  Missionary  or  a  Theological  Professor  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  Diocese,  shcall  be  a  member  of  tlic  Convention. 

Every  parish  organized  as  required  by  the  canon  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
delegation  according  to  the  following  ratio,  viz :  If  it  contains  three  male 
communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate ;  if  ten  male  commun- 
icants, it  shall  be  entitled  to  two  delegates ;  if  twenty  male  communi- 
cants, it  shall  be  entitled  to  three  delegates ;  if  forty  male  communicants, 
it  shall  be  entitled  to  four  delegates ;  and  if  eighty  male  communicants, 
it  shall  be  entitled  to  five  delcofates. 

Provided,  always,  that  no  unbaptized  person,  and  no  person  under  ec- 
clesiastical censure  or  process,  whether  clergyman  or  layman,  shall  be 
allowed  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

{  3.  The  Convention,  in  its  ordinary  mode  of  transacting  business,  shall 
deliberate  and  vote  without  distinction  of  orders ;  but  a  division  being 
called  for  and  sustained  by  three  members,  on  a  question  in  debate,  then 
the  question  shall  be  put  first  to  the  clergy  and  next  to  the  laity ;  and 
in  such  case  a  majority  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
vote  of  the  Convention. 

{  4.  The  Bishop,  without  whose  approval  no  enactment  of  tlie  Conven- 
tion shall  take  effect,  shall  preside  in  the  Convention  ex  officio.  In  his 
absence,  or  in  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  the  president  of  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  preside ;  in  whose  absence  the  Convention  shall  choose 
a  chairman  from  the  clergy  present  A  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Standing 
Committee,  and  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  sliall  be  chosen 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

{ 5.  Of  the  officers  above  named,  the  Chairman,  the  Secretary,  and 
the  Treasurer  shall  always  be  chosen  by  a  joint  vote  of  the  two  orders. 
The  clerical  members  of  the  delejnition  to  the  General  Convention  shall 
be  elected  by  the  clergy  aloue.  The  lay  members  of  the  delegation  shall 
be  elected  by  the  laity  alone.     All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot 

\  6.  When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected,  the  Convention  shall  vote  in  dis- 
tinct orders.  The  clergy  shall  make  a  nomination  by  ballot ;  and  the 
laity,  voting  by  parishes,  each  parish  being  entitled  to  one  vote,  shall 
concur  in  order  to  constitute  an  election. 

{  7.  When  the  Bishop,  or  in  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing- 
Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  call  a  special  Convention,  five 
weeks  notice  shall  be  given  to  every  minister  and  to  one  of  the  wardens 
of  each  parish  in  the  Diocese.  And  the  notice  shall  express  the  special 
object  or  objects,  for  which  said  Convention  is  summoned ;  and  no  other 
subject  shall  be  proposed  or  determined  upon  in  said  Convention. 

{  8.  To  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Convention  for  ordinary  purpoMB  it 
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diall  be  necessaiy,  that  there  be  present  seven,  at  least,  of  the  clergjr, 
ind  seven,  At  least,  of  the  laity.  In  the  absence  of  the  bishop  such 
number  shall  not  be  competent  to  the  transaction  of  business  beyond  the 
receiving  of  the  usual  reports  and  the  electing  bf  the  ordinary  officers. 
To  the  valid  election  of  a  Bishop  it  shall  be  necessary  that  two  thirds  of 
the  clergy,  and  lay  delegates  from  a  majority  of  all  the  parishes  entitled 
to  a  representation,  be  present  in  Convention. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 

f  1.  The  secretary  of  the  Convention,  besides  the  duties  customarily 
belonging  to  his  office,  shall  prepare,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop, 
at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a  list  of  all 
clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese ;  annexing  respectively 
their  stations  in  the  service  of  the  Church,  or  their  residence  if  not 
engaged,  and  stating  whether  they  are  Priests  or  Deacons, — but  not  in- 
Miting  the  name  of  any  clergyman  suspended  from  the  ministry.  This 
list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  inmiediately  after  it  shall  have 
been  called  to  order,  and  the  names  of  tho  clerical  members  shall  be 
called  therefrom. 

{  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties  customarily  belonging  to 
that  office,  and  shall  have  his  accounts  duly  audited  by  two  members  of 
the  standing  committee,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  every  year. 

}  3.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  either  of  these  offices  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  shaU,  by  appointment,  supply  the  same  for  the  time ;  and  the 
person  or  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  authorized  to  take  and  keep  pos- 
session of  funds,  papers,  6lc.,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  III. 
Of  Attendance  at  Convenlimu 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person,  who  shall  be,  or  be  chosen,  a 
member  of  the  convention,  to  attend  its  sessions  punctually.  Clergy. 
men  disregarding  this  duty  may  be  presented  for  ecclesiastical  censure, 
and  Parishes  neglecting  to  send  delegates  for  two  successive  Conventions, 
may,  on  motion,  be  stricken  from  the  list  until  a  satisfactory  apology 
flfaall  be  rendered. 

CANON  IV. 

Rules  of  Order  of  the  Convention, 

{  1.  The  morning  prayer  of  the  Church  shall  be  publicly  performed 
ereiy  day  during  the  session  of  the  Convention.

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{  2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  cootiniM 
■landing  or  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  chair. 

{  3.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
house,  he  shall  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining 
his  remarks  to  the  point  in  debate. 

{  4.  No  member,  while  B]>eaking  or  delivering  any  matter  to  the  house, 
shall  be  interrupted,  except  on  a  point  of  order. 

{  5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  with- 
out leave  of  the  house. 

5  6.  While  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  the  members  shall  con- 
tinue in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  nrivate  discourse. 

}  7.  No  question  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

}  6.  Where  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be 
made  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  post- 
pone it ;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

{  9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

{ 10.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his 
place  until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

CANON  V. 

Of  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  contingent  purposes  of  the  Conreniion. 

At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  there  shall  be  appointed  a 
committee  consisting  of  three  clertrymen  and  four  laymen,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  first,  to  form,  after  cousuitation  witli  the  Treasurer,  an  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  of  funds  needed  by  the  Convention  ;  and  then,  to 
assess  each  Parish  in  such  sum  as  they  in  their  discretion  shall  deem  fair 
and  equitable,  regard  being  had  to  the  ability  of  the  several  Parishes. 
Such  assessments,  being  reported  to  the  Convention  and  approved,  shall 
be  required  to  be  paid  by  the  respective  Parishes  to  the  treasurer  at  the 
next  ensuing  Convention.  Any  Parish  failing,  without  reasonable  cause, 
to  make  this  payment  for  two  successive  Conventions,  may  be  admon- 
ished by  resolution,  or  even  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Parishes,  until 
the  rendering  of  due  satisfaction,  as  the  Convention,  in  view  of  the  cir- 
cumstances, may  think  proper. 

CANON  VI. 

Cf  the  public€Uum  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Conveniioru 

The  proceedings  of  each  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the  secre- 
tary, under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
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tke  cloie  of  each  Bession,  the  expense  being  charged  to  the  Conventioii 
fimd.  And  the  secretary  shall  send  eight  copies  to  each  clerg3rman  in  the 
Dioceee,  and  one  copy  to  each  warden  and  vestryman  of  every  Parish  ; 
hhxs  one  to  each  Bishop  of  the  American  Church«  and  one  to  each 
•ecretary  of  CiAvention  in  the  several  Dioceses. 

CANON  VII. 

Cf  the  organization  qf  Parishes, 

New  Parishes,  in  order  to  be  admitted  into  connection  with  the  Con- 
▼ention,  shall  present  to  the  Bishop  a  written  instrument  containing 
their  articles  of  association,  and  signed  by  the  male  members  of  the 
association.    From  this  instrument  it  must  appear,  that  they  are  so  or- 
Ionized  as  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  distinct  religious  society 
by  the  laws  of  the  State ;  and  further,  that  they  adopt,  receive,  and 
promise  entire  confirmity  to  the  constitution  and  canons  of  the  Diocese 
of  Vermont      Such  document  being  received  and  approved  by   the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  or  by  the  Convention,  such  association 
■hall  be  recognized  as   a  Parish   of  the  Diocese,   and   be  entitled  to  a 
delegation  in  the  Convention.     Provided^  That  no  Parish   shall  be  en- 
titled to  vote  in  the  election  of  a  Bishop  at  the  same  Convention,  which 
recognized  it  as  a  parish  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON   VIII. 

Of  the  election  and  duUj  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen, 

\  1.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  every  Parish  on  Easter  Monday,  in 
every  year,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  by  ballot  either  five  or  seven 
persons  of  sober  life  and  conversation,  for  Vestrymen,  to  serve  until  the 
following  Easter  Monday,  and  until  their  places  shall  be  supplied  by 
another  election.  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for 
said  Vestrymen,  who  has  not  signed  the  articles  of  association,  by  which 
the  Parish  holds  its  connexion  with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

{  2.  Notice  of  this  election  ehall  be  given  by  the  Minister  ajfter  morn- 
ing prayer,  on  the  day  before,  bcini^  Easter  Sunday,  or  during  his  absence 
by  the  senior  Warden,  or  by  such  person  as  shall  have  officiated  in  the 
reading  of  the  Church  service.  And  the  Minister,  if  a  Rector,  or  m  his 
absence,  the  senior  Warden,  shall  preside  at  the  election. 

\  3.  The  Vestry,  when  elected,  together  with  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  former  Vestry,  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  by  the 
Rector,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  senior  Warden  of  the  former  Vestry  ;  the 
time  being  always  within  the  same  week.  And  the  Rector  shall  preside  at 
thifl  and  every  meeting  of  the  Vcstr}-,  and  shall  open  the  proceedings  with 
appropriate  collects  from  the  Liturgy.    But  if  the  Rector  be  absent,  or 
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the  Parish  be  vacant,  then  the  senior  Warden  shall  preside  and  perfonil 
the  same  duty.  The  first  act  of  the  new  Vestry  shall  be  to  appoint  the 
two  Wardens  from  their  own  number ;  one  of  which,  the  senior  warden* 
ahall  be  desi^ated  by  the  Rector  if  there  be  one,  while  the  junior  war- 
den shall  be  elected  by  the  vestrymen.  The  Vestry  shall  also  elect  a 
Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  And  as  soon  as  these  appointments  are 
made,  the  secretary  of  the  former  Vestry  shall  deliver  to  the  new  secre- 
tary, the  records  of  the  Parish,  and  the  treasurer  shall  deliver  over  funds 
and  transfer  accounts.  The  Wardens  and  Vestry  shall  then  proceed  to 
the  election  of  one  or  more  delegates  from  their  own  body  to  represent 
the  parish  in  the  ensuing  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

{4.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry,  to  consider  and  determine 
upon  the  election  of  a  minister,  if  the  parish  be  vacant;  to  see  that  he 
be  well  provided  for  and  punctually  paid  ;  to  make  and  execute  all  con- 
tracts for  the  erection,  the  furnishing,  the  repair,  and  the  due  preservation 
of  the  church  edifice,  the  parsonage,  and  other  parish  property ;  to  regu- 
late the  use  of  the  grave  yard ;  to  employ  an  organist  or  chorister ;  to 
employ  a  sexton,  and  generally  to  transact,  as  the  constituted  representa- 
tives and  authorized  agents  of  tlic  Parish,  all  the  temporal  business  con- 
nected with  the  objects  for  which  the  Parish  was  organized,  in  such  way 
and  manner  as  the  Parish  may,  by  vote  or  by-laws,  authorize  and  direct 
For  these  purposes  they  shall  hold  such  meetings  as  the  Rector,  or  in 
his  absence  the  senior  Warden  may  deem  necessary,  due  notice  being 
given  by  the  secretory,  or  by  the  Rector  from  the  desk,  on  the  previous 
Sunday. 

{  5.  It  is  the  special  duty  of  the  Wardens,  to  provide  out  of  the  parish 
funds,  the  elements  for  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper ;  to  collect 
the  alms  offered  at  the  same ;  to  attend  to  the  due  preparation  of  the 
church  for  every  occasion  of  public  worship ;  to  see  that  it  is  kept  duly 
warmed,  ventilated,  cleaned  and  in  good  repair ;  to  provide  proper  gar- 
ments and  books  to  be  used  by  the  minister  in  public  worship  ;  to  regulate 
and  superintend  the  mode  in  which  the  sexton,  door-keeper  or  other  in- 
ferior officers  of  the  church,  perform  their  duty ;  to  attend  to  the  aceom- 
modation  of  the  congregation  with  seats,  and  to  repress  all  disorder  in 
time  of  worship.  In  the  fulfilment  of  these  duties  the  Vestrymen  shall 
render  such  assistance  as  the  Wardens  may  require. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee  and  Council  of  Advice, 

}  1.  At  every  annual  Convention  five  Presbyters  shall  be  elected  as  the 
Standing  Committee,  and  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop.  They  shall 
elect  from  their  own  body  a  president  and  a  secretary.    They  may  meet 
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mk  their  own  adjoomment  from  time  to  time ;  and  the  president  shall 
have  power  to  summon  special  meetings  whenever  he  shall  deem  it- 


}  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a  regular  record  of 
ill  the  proceedings  of  the  Conmiittee  in  a  book,  which  shall  belong  to  the 
legisftry  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  which,  together  with  all  papers  in  posses- 
iion  of  the  Committee,  shaU  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop  and 
the  Convention,  when  required. 

}  3.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  summoned  on  the  requisition  of 
the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall  wish  for  their  advice ;  and  they  may 
meet  of  their  own  accord  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  whenever 
they  may  be  disposed  to  give  their  advice  to  the  Bishop. 

{  4.  In  case  the  Episcopate  shall  become  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  same 
forthwith ;  and  after  consultation  as  to  time  and  place,  to  summon  a  spe- 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  elect  a  successor. 


CANON  X. 

Cf  the  caution  to  he  used  by  those  who  sign  the  certificates  of  Candidates 

for  Orders. 

The  peace  and  edification  of  the  Church  and  the  honor  of  the  Gospel 
requiring  the  exclusion  of  unworthy  and  incompetent  men  from  the 
office  of  the  ministry,  care  shall  be  taken,  that  the  certificates  given  to 
candidates  be  in  all  cases  founded  on  reasonable  evidence  of  the  facts 
therein  alleged.  And  if,  in  any  case,  it  be  found,  that  they  have  been 
signed  rashly  and  unadvisedly,  the  signers,  whether  clergymen  or  lay- 
meuy  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  censure. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  Diocesan  Missions, 

For  the  furtherance  of  the  interests  of  the  Gospel  in  this  Diocese  by 
the  aiding  of  feeble  Parishes  and  the  forming  of  new  ones,  the  Bishop, 
with  the  advice  and  concurrence  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  a  major- 
ity of  its  members,  is  empowered  to  draw  from  the  Treasury  of  the 
Convention,  and  appropriate,  such  moneys  as  may  be  contributed  by 
Christian  people  for  that  purpose.  A  report  of  the  labors  performed  under 
such  appropriations  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  annually  by  the 
Bishop.  And  it  is  hereby  earnestly  recommended  to  the  several  Parishes 
in  the  Diocese,  to  raise  by  monthly  or  quarterly  collections,  or  such  other 
methods  as  the  clergy,  by  advice  of  their  respective  vestries,  may  deem 
expedient,  and  transmit  to  the  Treasurer,  liberal  contributions  for  this 
purpose. 
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CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Continuance  of  Officers  in  Office. 

In  all  cases  whatever  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  officers,  whether 
by  Conventions  or  by  Parishes,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  con- 
tinue to  serve  till  others  are  chosen. 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  the  Administration  of  Ecclesiastical  Justice. 

{  1.  There  shall  be  no  trial  of  a  clergyman  without  a  regular  pre- 
sentment made  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

\  2.  In  all  cases  of  presentment  a  copy  of  the  charge  or  charges, 
with  the  proper  specifications,  together  with  a  citation  to  appear  and 
answer,  shall  be  served  on  tlie  party  accused  in  the  manner  herein-after 
provided. 

\  3.  The  regular  place  of  trial,  and  the  office  for  the  records  of  all 
ecclesiastical  proccedin^n,  shall  be  the  dwelling-house  of  the  Bishop. 
But,  in  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  the  Stiinding  Committee  shall  appoint 
the  place  for  those  purposes.  The  Bishoj),  by  and  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  designate  for  tlie  trial  any  place  within 
the  Diocese. 

{  4.  The  testimony  adduced  upon  the  trial  shall  be  in  writing,  on 
oatli  or  affinnation,  taken  on  due  notice  to  the  parties,  either  by  a  com- 
missary appointed  for  Uiat  purpose  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  in 
the  manner  of  commissions  or  depositions  in  civil  cases.  But  this  provis- 
ion shall  not  prevent  the  a])pearaiicc  of  the  witnesses,  and  the  delivery 
of  their  testimony  orally  on  the  trial,  whenever  it  shall  be  prefered  by 
either  party. 

{  5.  Advocates  or  proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  parties,  not  exceeding  two  on  each  side,  provided  they 
are  clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have 
been  communicants  of  some  parish  in  the  same,  at  least  two  years  before 
the  trial.  The  proctor  or  proctors  on  the  part  of  the  presentment  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  names  of  the  advocates 
or  proctors  shall  appear  at  the  foot  of  the  presentment  and  the  ansu'er 
respectively  ;  and  notice  of  all  subsequent  proceedings  given  to  the  proc* 
tors  shall  be  considered  notice  to  the  party. 

{  6.  The  Bishop  shall  preside  as  judge  on  all  trials  ;  and  where  the 
party  accused  is  a  clergyman,  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  seven 
presb3rters  shall  be  assessors  with  him,  the  names  of  which  presbyters 
shall  be  selected  by  the  party  accused  out  of  a  list  of  twelve  prepared  by 
the  Bishop ;  provided,  always,  that  the  presbyters  selected  shall  be 
unconnected  with  said  party  by  relationship  or  marriage,  and  shall 
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declaret  under  their  signature,  that  their  minds  are  in  no  way  committed 
to  a  pre-judgment  of  the  case.    On  the  verdict  of  these  assessors,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  the  Bishop  shall  rest  his  judgment ;  or  he  may,  if  he 
thinks  proper,  order  a  new  trial.   And  the  sentence  which  he  pronounces 
shall  be  recorded  before  the  rising  of  the  court    Provided,  always,  that 
if  the  Bishop  be  related  to  the  accused,  or  if  he  have  any  personal  inter- 
est involved  in  the  issue,  he  may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  request  some  other  Bishop  to  preside  on  the  trial. 
"MI  the  Episcopate  be  vacant,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  the 
rvices  of  such  Bishop  as  they  may  choose.    Where  the  party  accused 
a  la3rman,  the  assessors,  in  number  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
ven,  shall  be  selected  by  him  out  of  the  wardens  and  vestrymen  of  any 
two  Parishes  which  the  Bishop  shall  name,  under  the  same  provision  for 
"tte  securing  of  impartial  justice  as  in  the  case  of  the  presbyters  afore- 
said.  In  the  case  of  a  layman  accused,  the  presentment  may  be  made  by 
the  aggrieved  party,  or  by  the  minister  of  the  Parish  where  the  accused 
xeeides. 

{  7.  In  all  cases  of  presentment,  where  the  party  accused  shall  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  appear  and  answer,  or  to  select  the  assessors,  or  to  do 
any  other  act  which  shall  be  necessary  to  a  fair  and  full  investigation  of 
the  cause,  according  to  equity  and  justice  and  the  course  of  ecclesiastical 
proceediDgs,  sentence  of  contumacy  shall  be  declared  against  him  ;  and 
if  he  be  a  layman,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  all  religious  ordinances ; 
and,  if  a  clergyman,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  the  min- 
istry. And  these  sentences  shall  stand  in  force,  in  the  cases  respectively, 
until  the  party  consent  to  a  trial. 

{  8.  All  citations  and  notices  in  every  ecclesiastical  proceeding, 
whether  to  parties  or  witnesses,  may  be  served  either  personally  or  by 
leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  their  residences  respectively ;  the  time  between 
the  day  of  service  and  the  day  of  appearance  being  not  less  than  twenty 
days  over  and  above  the  ordinary  time  required  to  travel  to  the  place  of 
appearance. 

And  in  case  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  minister,  against  whom 
any  ecclesiastical  proceeding  has  been  instituted,  has  departed  from  the 
United  States,  or  that  the  place  of  his  sojourn  cannot  be  conveniently 
ascertained,  then  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  have  a  copy  of  the  citation  pub- 
lished three  times  in  some  newspaper  printed  at  the  seat  of  government 
of  the  State  in  which  he  last  resided,  and  also  three  times  in  some  news- 
paper printed  at  the  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  at  least 
six  months  before  the  day  of  appearance. 
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CANON  XIV. 

Of  the  alteration  of  Canons. 

Forasmuch  as  frequent  legislation,  or  any  needless  change  in  the  mlaf 
and  regulations  of  the  Church,  is  to  be  avoided,  as  being  both  tioable- 
Bome  and  dangerous,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  no  alteration  in  the 
Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  made,  unless  it  be  approved  by  the  Coa« 
vention  on  one  day,  and  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  both  orders  on  ft  fol- 
lowing day.  It  is  also  declared  that  no  new  Canon,  or  alteration  of  a 
Canon,  shall  take  effect  till  after  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Conventiaa 
which  passed  it,  without  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirda  of  the  ckffgy 
and  two-thirds  of  the  laity.

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  An- 
nual Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Vermont,  the  Bishop,  Clergy,  and  Lay  Delegates 
from  the  Parishes  assembled  in  Union  Church,  St.  Alban's, 
and  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  the  Convention  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  took 
the  Chair,  ex  officio;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Hoil  being 
Secretary. 

On  calling  the  list  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  and  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation 
therein,  a  quorum  of  both  Clergy  and  Laily  was  found  to  be 
present,  and  the  Convention  was  duly  organized.

Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  delivered  his 
annual 

ADDRESS. 

Beloved  Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Convention  : 

We  are  again  assembled,  under  the  favor  of  Divine  Pro- 
vidence, in  our  diocesan  Convention,  to  hear  the  annual 
reports,  and  consult  together  for  the  welfare  of  that  portion 
of  the  Church  of  Christ,  which  it  has  pleased  him  to  com- 
mit to  our  care.  Solemn — yea,  awful — is  the  responsibility 
of  such  a  stewardship.  Blessed — yea,  glorious — is  the  pro- 
mised reward,  if  we  are  found  faithful  in  the  day  of  account 
with  our  gracious  Master.  May  the  Holy  Spirit  vouchsafe 
to  us  the  influence  of  his  presence,  awakening  in  all  our 


hearts  the  consciousness  of  our  sins  and  infirnaities,  and 
arousing  us  to  renewed  eflfort,  in  humble  dependence  on  the 
love  and  power  of  our  adorable  Redeemer,  God  over  all, 
blessed  forever ! 

My  first  duty  is  to  set  before^  you  the  record  of  my  official 
acts  since  our  last  Convention,  next  I  shall  state  the  changes 
and  the  present  condition  of  the  diocese,  and  lastly  suggest 
the  topics  on  which  your  action  seems  most  needed  at  the 
present  session. 

The  Confirmations  of  the  past  year  commenced  with  my 
own  parish,  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington.  April,  5th  1844, 
being  Good-Friday,  I  confirmed  eight  persons;  and  May 
S6th,  being  the  Festival  of  Whitsunday,  I  confirmed  seven 
more ;  making  the  whole  number  fifteen,  in  that  congre- 
gation. 

June  2nd,  being  the  Festival  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  I  visited 
Trinity  Church,  Shelburne,  performed  divine  service  and 
preached.  But  I  was  grieved  to  find  that  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Charles  Cleveland,  had  been  confined  to  his  room  for  some 
weeks  by  a  severe  lameness,  in  consequence  of  which  he  had 
no  candidates  prepared  for  confirmation.  For  this  reason  I 
made  a  second  visitation  to  his  parish,  on  the  afternoon  of 
Sunday  last,  when  I  preached,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

Monday,  June  3d,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Vergennes, 
preached,  and  confirmed  four  persons ;  the  rector,  Rev.  H. 
M.  Davis,  assisting. 

Tuesday,  June  4th,  I  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Mid- 
dlebury,  preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  And  the 
following  morning,  Wednesday,  at  the  request  of  the  vestry, 
I  instituted  the  Rev.  Jos.  F.  Phillips  as  Rector,  with  much 
thankfulness  that  this  interesting  parish  had  the  vacancy  cre- 
ated by  the  resignation  of  their  former  pastor,  so  soon  and 
80  happily  supplied. 

The  same  day,  June  5th  1844,  I  visited  St.  Thomas' 
Church,  Brandon,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.    At

the  time  of  our  last  report,  the  Rev.  Josiah  Perry  was  the 
Rector  of  this  parish,  but  the  state  of  his  health  obliged  him 
soon  afterwards  to  seek  the  more  genial  climate  of  Florida. 
His  place,  however,  had  become  supplied  by  Rev.  SamL  B. 
Bostwick,  who  assisted  me  in  the  services. 

Thursday,  June  6th,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Rutland, 
preached,  and  confirmed  four  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  John 
A.  Hicks,  assisting. 

Friday,  June  7th,  I  visited  the  new  society  organized  last 
year  under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  N.  W.  Camp,  by  the  name 
of  St  James'  Church,  Castleton,  and  preached  in  the  Con- 
gregational house  of  worship,  which  was  kindly  granted  for 
the  occasion ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Daniels,  of  Hampton,  N.  Y., 
assisting. 

Saturday,  June  8th,  I  proceeded  to  St.  John's  Church, 
Poultney,  whose  late  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Camp,  had  taken 
letters  dimissory  to  the  diocese  of  Mississippi.  Here  I  held 
an  evening  service,  and  again,  on  the  following  morning,  I 
preached  a  second  time,  and  administered  the  holy  Eucha- 
rist, assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Daniels,  who  officiated  alter- 
nately in  this  parish  and  in  Hampton,  but  had  his  canonical 
residence  in  the  diocese  of  New- York.  The  same  day,  be- 
ing the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Wells,  where  I  preached,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Daniels,  assisting. 
Here,  I  was  much  afflicted  to  learn  the  malady  of  the  Rector, 
Rev.  Louis  M' Donald,  who  had  not  been  able  to  officiate  for 
several  weeks,  and  whose  disease,  I  grieve  to  say,  is  such  as 
to  make  it  doubtful  whether  he  will  officiate  for  a  long  while 
to  come. 

Monday,  June  10th,  I  visited  Zion  Church,  Manchester, 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person,  assisted  by  Rev.  Henry 
Blackaller,  who  had  recently,  to  my  great  satisfaction,  been 
elected  to  the  rectorship  of  that  interesting  parish. 

Tuesday,  June  llth,  I  visited  St.  James'  Church,  Arling- 
ton, where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.    I  was 
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BOtty  to  find  this  important  parish  vacant.  The  tlev.  Ansdn 
B.  Hard  had  accepted  a  call  to  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania 
some  time  previously,  and  the  vestry  bad  not  yet  been  able 
to  have  this  serious  loss  supplied.  Here,  also,  I  had  the 
society  and  assistance  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Daniels,  who  had 
kindly  conveyed  me  from  Rutland,  and  had  devoted  a  whole 
week  to  the  service  of  my  visitation.  Alas  !  how  little  did 
either  of  us  suppose  that  our  earthly  intercourse  was  closed 
forever.  But  it  was  even  so.  This  young  clergyman,  full 
of  hopeful  promise,  was  buried  on  the  last  Lord's  day,  a  sol- 
emn admonition  that  we  also  be  ready,  for  we  know  neither 
the  day  nor  the  hour  when  our  Lord  cometh. 

Wednesday,  June  12th,  I  visited  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Bennington,  and  preached. 

Thursday,  June  13th,  I  crossed  the  mountain  in  season 
to  hold  divine  service  at  four  o'clock,  in  Christ  Church,  Guil- 
ford, where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  seven  persons,  the 
Rector,  Rev.  Augustus  Wadleigh,  assisting. 

Friday,  June  14th,  I  visited  Immanuel  Church,  Bellows 
Falls,  preached,  and  confirmed  seven  persons,  the  Rector, 
Rev.  A.  K.  Putnam,  assisting.  Since  our  last  convention, 
this  important  parish  had  been  obliged  to  part  with  their 
former  pastor,  who,  after  a  faithful  and  prosperous  ministry 
of  more  than  twenty  years,  was  unanimously  elected  bishop 
of  New  Hampshire.  Previous  to  his  removal,  however, 
measures  were  so  judiciously  taken  to  supply  his  place,  that  no 
actual  vacancy  occurred.  The  same  Easter  Sunday  which 
closed  the  connexion  of  the  old  Rector,  beheld  the  commence- 
ment of  the  new  one,  and  all  things  wore  their  usual  air  of 
prosperity  at  the  time  of  my  visitation. 

Saturday,  June  15th,  I  proceeded  to  St.  Paul's  Churcb, 
Windsor,  and  preached,  the  Rector,  Rev.  W.  D.  Wilson, 
assisting.  On  the  following  day,  being  the  second  Sunday 
after  Trinity,  I  preached  a  second  Ume,  and  confirmed  three 
persons. 


From  Windsor  I  travelled,  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr. 
Wilson,  to  St  James'  Church,  Woodstock,  in  season  to  hold 
service  in  the  afternoon,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed 
four  persons ;  the  Rector,  Rev.  Joel  Clap,  assisting. 

Monday,  June  17th,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Royalton, 
which  is  under  the  provisional  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Clap,  in 
consequence  of  the  removal  of  Rev.  N.  Sprague,  its  former 
hborious  and  disinterested  minister,  to  the  diocese  of  New- 
Hampehire.     Here  I  preached  ;  the  rector  assisting. 

Tuesday,  June  18th,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Bethel,  and 
preached,  the  Rector,  Rev.  James  Sabine,  assisting. 

Wednesday,  June  19th,  I  visited  the  new  society  organi- 
zed by  the  name  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Rochester,  where 
I  performed  service  and  preached  in  the  Union  meeting- 
house, to  a  considerable  congregation,  but  very  few  of  whom, 
however,  had  probably  become  acquainted  with  the  system 
of  the  Church. 

Thursday,  Juno  20th,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Randolph, 
performed  divine  service,  and  preached  in  the  Congregation- 
al house  of  worship,  with  the  same  feeling  of  mingled  sur- 
prise and  regret  which  has  attended  many  of  my  visits  to  this 
interesting  society,  arising  from  the  fact  that  they  have  nei- 
ther minister  nor  church-edifice,  notwithstanding  an  appa- 
rent ability  and  good-will  to  have  both,  and  to  sustain  them 
with  zeal  and  profit.  I  humbly  hope  and  pray  that  these 
wants  may  be  soon  supplied. 

After  a  short  interval  spent  in  my  own  parish,  I  resumed 
my  visitation  of  the  diocese  on  Monday,  July  8ih,  at  Union 
Church,  St.  Alban's,  where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two 
persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  W.  H.  Hoii,  assisting.  And  yes- 
terday evening,  in  your  presence,  I  confirmed  five  more, 
making  seven  altogether  in  this  congregation. 

Tuesday,  July  9th,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Fairfield, 
preached  and  baptized  an  infant,  Rev.  John  A.  Fitch,  who 
accompanied  me,  assisting.     In  the  afternoon  I  proceeded  to

Christ-Church,  Fairfax,  and  performed  divine  senrice  at  the 
school-house,  in  Buck-hollow. 

Wednesday,  July  10th,  I  travelled  in  company  with  Rev. 
Mr.  Fitch,  to  Christ  Church,  Enosburgh,  being  somewhat 
behind  my  time  in  consequence  of  a  violent  storm.  Here  I 
preached,  however,  to  a  considerable  congregation,  and  con- 
firmed four  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Moore  Bingham,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Fitch,  assisting. 

Thursday,  July  11th,  I  proceeded  along  with  Mr.  Fitch  to 
Calvary  Church,  Berkshire,  where  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
one  person.  And  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  visited 
Union  Church,  Montgomery,  preached  and  confirmed  two 
persons.  Rev.  E.  H.  Sayles,  who  is  the  Rector  of  both  these 
parishes,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch,  assisted  in  the  services. 

Friday,  July  12th,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Sheldon,  where 
the  Rev.  John  A.  Fitch  ofiiciates  one-half  the  time.  Here 
I  preached  to  a  considerable  congregation,  and  confirmed 
one  person.  The  following  day  I  proceeded  to  St.  John's 
Church,  Highgate,  where  Mr.  Fitch  officiates  the  other  half 
of  his  time.  And  on  the  14th  July,  being  the  sixth  Sunday 
after  Trinity,  I  preached  in  this  interesting  parish,  morning 
and  afternoon,  and  administered  the  Holy  Eucharist,  Rev. 
Mr.  Fitch  assisting.  I  thus  closed  my  visitation  of  the 
Churches  north  of  Burlington,  being  indebted  to  my  reverend 
brother  for  his  care  and  kind  attention  through  the  whole 
of  my  way. 

Wednesday,  August  28th,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Mont- 
pelier,  preached,  and  confirmed  six  persons,  the  Rector, 
Rev.  George  B.  Manser,  assisting. 

The  whole  number  of  confirmations  in  the  diocese  during 
the  past  year  amounts  only  to  75.  Here  is  a  serious  diminu- 
tion. In  the  year  1842,  our  number  was  230,  in  1843  it 
was  192,  and  in  1844  it  is  75.  For  this  decrease  many 
causes  might  be  assigned,  but  perhaps  the  chief  is  to  be  found 
in  the  fact  that  we  have  bad  so  large  a  number  of  ministerial 
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changes.  Royalton,  Bellows  Falls,  BenDington,  Arlington, 
PouUney,  Brandon,  and  Middlebury,  have  all  undergone  this 
inevitable  but  hurtful  process  since  our  last  Convenlion. 
Notwithstanding  this,  however,  our  return  to  the  approach- 
ing General  Convention  will  show  a  gratifying  increase  for 
the  last  twelve  years.  For  I  find,  on  a  retrospect  of  this 
matteri  commencing  with  the  General  Convention  of  1832, 
that  the  number  of  confirmations  during  the  three  years  pre- 
vious to  that  date  had  been  234.  At  the  next  Convention, 
in  1835,  they  amounted  to  433.  The  next  report  in  1838 
was  304.  The  next  in  1841  was  only  259 ;  while  our  report 
in  1844  will  be  497,  more  than  double  what  it  was  in  1832, 
though  still  far  from  what  it  should  be.  The  whole  number 
of  confirmations  since  I  entered  upon  my  episcopate,  being 
somewhat  less  than  twelve  years,  is  1543. 

On  Wednesday,  the  27th  of  March,  1844,  I  ordained  to 
the  holy  Order  of  Deacons  the  Rev.  John  A.  Fitch,  who  has 
since  officiated  at  Highgate  and  Sheldon.  It  is  the  only 
ordination  since  the  last  convention. 

Our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  only  two,  Messrs. 
Swett  and  Bailey,  the  same  reported  at  our  last  convention. 

The  change^n  our  ministry  have  been  numerous,  viz. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Bostwick  has  resigned  the  infant 
parishes  of  Jericho  and  Milton,  and  has  become  the  Rector 
of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Brandon. 

The  Rev.  Norman  W.  Camp  has  resigned  the  parish  of 
St.  John's  Church,  Poultney,  and  taken  letters  dimissory  to 
the  diocese  of  Mississippi.  His  place  at  Poultney  was  partly 
supplied  by  half  the  services  of  Rev.  Mr.  Daniels,  of  Hamp- 
ton, New  York,  until  his  decease.     It  is  now  vacant. 

The  Rev.  Carlton  Chase  has  resigned  the  parish  of  Im- 
manuel  Church,  Bellows  Falls,  in  consequence  of  his  election 
as  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire,  to  which  diocese  he  has  been 
transferred.  His  place  at  Bellows  Falls  has  been  supplied 
by  Rev.  A.  K.  Putnam. 
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The  Rev.  William  F.  Halsey,  whose  health  obliged  him  to 
travel  to  the  South  previous  to  the  last  convention,  has  since 
been  dismissed,  at  his  request,  to  the  diocese  of  Georgia. 

The  Rev.  Anson  B.  Hard  has  resigned  his  parish  at  Ar- 
lington, and  taken  letters  dimissory  to  the  diocese  of  Penn- 
svlvania. 

The  Rev.  Jedediah  Huntington  was  compelled  by  ill  health 
to  resign  his  parish  at  Middlebury,  and  has  since  taken  letters 
dimissory  to  the  diocese  of  South  Carolina.  His  place  at 
Middlebury  is  supplied  by  Rev.  Joseph  F.  Phillips. 

The  Rev.  N.  W.  Munroe  has  taken  letters  dimissory  to 
the  diocese  of  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Josiah  Perry  has  been  obliged,  by  ill-health,  to 
become  a  resident  in  Florida,  and  has  been  accordingly 
transferred  to  that  diocese. 

The  Rev.  Nathaniel  Sprague  has  resigned  his  parish  at 
Royalton,  and  taken  letters  dimissory  to  the  diocese  of  New 
Hampshire :  as  also  has  been  done  by  the  Rev.  O.  H. 
Staples. 

Nine  clergymen  in  one  year,  therefore,  have  left  the  dio- 
cese. Two  of  these,  however,  Messrs.  Munroe  and  Staples, 
although  canonically  belonging  to  our  list,  werfinot  connected 
with  any  of  our  parishes.  Two  others  have  left  us,  from  the 
insufficiency  of  their  pecuniary  support.  Four  were  induced 
to  leave  for  the  sake  of  health,  and  one  has  been  called  to 
the  office  of  the  Episcopate. 

On  the  other  hand  we  have  received  five  additions  to  our 
list.  Rev.  Messrs.  Phillips  and  Putnam,  from  the  diocese  of 
New  York  ;  Rev.  Henry  Blackaller,  from  the  diocese  of 
Massachusetts  ;  the  Rev.  John  A.  Fitch,  ordained  Deacon  in 
this  diocese,  and  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Putnam,  a  Deacon  from  the 
diocese  of  Virginia,  who  has  recently  commenced  his  minis- 
try in  the  parishes  of  Fairfield  and  Fairfax.  And  the  practi- 
cal result  is,  that  although  we  have  fewer  clergymen  on  our 
list,  yet  we  have  also  fewer  parishes  vacant  than  we  had  last 
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year.  Highgaie,  Sheldon,  Fairfield,  Fairfax,  and  Manches- 
ter, which  were  then  vacant,  are  now  supplied,  while  Poultney 
and  Arlington,which  were  then  supplied,  are  now  vacant.  This 
apparent  paradox  is  easily  understood,  however,  when  it  is 
remembered  that  there  were  several  clergymen  upon  the  list 
whose  labors  and  whose  actual  residence  were  out  of  the 
diocese,  and  there  were  some  parishes  endeavoring  vainly  to 
secure  the  whole  time  of  a  clergyman  which  are  now  satisfied 
with  the  half. 

Our  present  list  of  ministers,  therefore,  consists  of  twenty- 
three,  instead  of  twenty-seven.  And  of  these,  only  twenty 
are  operative  in  the  regular  discharge  of  parochial  duty. 
Rev.  Messrs.  Peck  and  Thompson  do  not  officiate  regularly, 
on  account  of  their  health.  And  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Cull, 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  stands  suspended  for  contumacy.  He 
was  presented  by  the  standing  committee  on  charges  of  a 
very  grave  and  melancholy  character ;  and  after  waiting  for  a 
considerable  period  in  the  expectation  that  he  would  avail 
himself  of  the  general  canon  which  allows  of  the  voluntary 
resignation  of  the  ministry,  I  was  compelled  to  issue  a  cita- 
tion directing  him  to  appear  and  answer  the  complaint  ac- 
cording to  the  due  course  of  ecclesiastical  law.  This  he  has 
failed  to  do,  and  therefore  the  sentence  of  suspension  stands 
recorded  against  him,  which  remains  in  force,  until  he  shall 
come  forward  and  consent  to  a  trial. 

Most  of  you,  brethren,  are  doubtless  aware,  that  the  aflfairs 
of  the  Cburch  at  large,  whether  in  England,  Ireland,  Scot- 
land, or  the  United  States,  have  been  a  subject  of  intense 
and  peculiar  interest  during  the  past  year.  In  certain  quar- 
ters of  our  own  country,  an  excitement  has  grown  out  of  the 
theology  of  the  Oxford  Tracts,  which  invests  the  approaching 
Creneral  Convention  of  our  Church  with  an  importance,  far 
beyond  what  has  hitherto  marked  the  meetings  of  that  body. 
In  my  individual  capacity,  I  have  endeavored  to  perform 
what  I  conceived  to  be  my  duty,  by  publishing  my  views  of 
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sundry  questions  now  involved  in  controyerty,  on  my  per- 
sonal and  official  responsibility.  But  now,  as  you  have  also  a  ' 
potential  voice  in  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Convention, 
through  the  delegates  which  you  may  appoint  to  represent 
your  judgment,  and  whom,  if  you  think  fit,  you  have  a  per- 
fect right  to  govern  by  your  instructions,  it  becomes  impera- 
tive on  me  to  state  the  course  which  I  shall  pursue  as  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  order  that  you  may 
either  secure  the  co-operation  of  your  representatives  in  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  if  you  approve  that 
course ;  or  may,  if  you  think  it  best,  leave  it  to  their  owo 
discretion. 

In  the  first  place,  then,  I  shall  not  consider  it  either  neces- 
sary or  advisable  to  call  for  any  measure,  which  shall  directly 
censure  the  official  decisions  of  my  brethren.  But  I  do  con- 
sider myself  bound  to  advocate  some  distinct  expression  of 
our  judgment,  which,  although  it  may  not,  in  terms,  advert 
to  the  past,  may  yet,  under  God,  guard  the  Church  from  any 
recurrence  of  similar  difficulties  for  the  future. 

Secondly,  however,  and  chiefly,  I  shall  endeavor  to  obtain 
the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee  of  both  houses,  for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  a  complete  and  thorough  system  of 
Ecclesiastical  Law,  which  shall  unite  the  whole  Church 
together  in  the  bonds  of  wholesome  discipline,  as  eflectually 
as  we  are  now  bound  together  in  our  faith  and  worship. 
And  I  beg  leave  to  state,  for  your  better  satisfaction,  the 
aspect  of  this  question,  which  has  long  been  familiar  to  my 
own  mind ;  being  substantially  the'same  which  I  published  in 
my  book,  called  the  Primitive  Church,  more  than  nine  yean 
ago. 

That  we  profess,  in  all  points  of  importance,  to  follow  the 
rule  of  Scripture,  the  system  of  the  Apostles,  and  the  fathers 
of  the  primitive  Church,  is  familiar  to  every  Episcopalian* 
But  our  present  organization,  by  which  every  single  bishop, 
with  his  diocesan  convention  around  him,  performs  the  very 
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serious  work  of  enacting  constitutions  and  calfons  for  the 
diocese,  is  neither  scriptural,  nor  apostolic,  nor  primitive. 
Indeed,  to  say  the  truth,  it  is  a  perfect  novelty  :  for  no  such 
thing  was  ever  heard  of  in  the  Church  of  Christ  as  a  canon 
eonfirmed  by  the  authority  of  only  one  bishop,  until  the  forma- 
tioo  of  oar  American  system,  in  A.  D.  1789.  It  is  not  to  be 
doubted  that  this  peculiarity  grew  out  of  the  desire  to  con- 
Ibmi  the  system  of  the  Church,  so  far  as  might  be  practicable, 
to  the  political  confederation  of  the  United  States.  And  I 
am  far  from  desiring  to  cast  the  slightest  censure  upon  our 
venerated  predecessors,  because  they  thought  this  new  kind 
of  Church  polity  was  recommended  by  prudence  or  expe- 
diency. But  while  it  is  our  duty  to  make  every  allowance 
for  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  their  day,  I  cannot,  for  my 
own  part,  perceive  that  we  have  gained  the  slightest  benefit 
by  this  departure  from  the  primitive  system.  For  certain  it 
is  that  it  is  a  departure,  and  a  very  serious  one.  Since  the 
rise  of  the  Gospel  we  may  in  vain  search  the  whole  range  of 
Church  records  for  the  passing  of  canons,  unless  in  Councils 
consisting  of  many  bishops,  belonging,  at  the  least,  to  one 
province,  or  one  patriarchate,  or  one  arch-bishoprick,  which 
contained  many  dioceses.  And,  therefore,  if  we  would  have 
the  same  conformity  to  the  Church  catholic  or  universal  in 
tht€K,  that  we  justly  claim  to  have  in  our  faith  and  worship, 
we  should  commit  our  canons  to  the  General  Convention, 
which  is  the  only  body,  on  primitive  principles,  strictly  enti- 
tled to  the  character  of  an  Ecclesiastical  Council. 

Besides  this  great  argument  of  conformity  to  the  primitive 
principle  of  Church  legislation,  we  should  gain,  in  my  humble 
judgment,  many  advantages  by  having  only  one  code  of 
canon  law,  as  we  have  only  one  faith  and  one  liturgy. 
1.  We  should  have  a  single  set  of  canons  to  study,  instead 
of  having,  as  now,  the  general  canons  of  the  whole  Chnrch, 
and,  in  addition  to  these,  the  canons  of  each  particular  dio- 
cese.   3.  There  would  be  more  dignity  and  weight  in  such 
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a  code,  when  the  work  of  legislation  was  confined  to  the 
highest  assembly  known  to  our  system.  3.  There  would  be 
more  stability  and  completeness  attained,  because  change 
would  be  more  difficult,  and  the  demands  of  the  Church 
would  bring  more  care  and  intellectual  energy  to  the  task 
of  preparation.  4.  There  would  be  more  unity  of  feeling, 
because  this  kind  of  unity  is  always  less  perfect  amongst 
those  who  are  not  governed  by  the  same  laws.  And  lastly, 
there  would  be  a  far  superior  unity  of  administration,  because 
each  bishop  would  be  necessarily  guided  by  the  same  code. 
A  proper  system  of  appeals  could  then  be  used,  as  in  the  an- 
cient Church,  to  secure  unity  of  interpretation  ;  and  thus  we 
should  be  safe,  comparatively  speaking,  from  the  dangers 
arising  from  those  mistaken  judgments,  to  which  the  best 
men  are  liable. 

In  the  hope  of  seeing  this  suggestion  carried  into  effect,  I 
am  disposed  to  let  our  own  diocesan  legislation  rest  as  it  is, 
until  we  see  whether  the  General  Convention  will  favor  the 
appointment  of  such  a  committee.  For  although  it  were 
even  likely  that  we  could  agree  upon  any  alteration  of  our 
code  for  the  Church  in  Vermont,  at  this  time,  it  would  hardly 
be  worth  the  trouble  and  expense  of  printing  it,  if  it  were 
probable  that  it  would  be  superseded  in  three  years  by  the 
completion  of  a  general  system. 

Should  my  hopes  in  this  respect  be  frustrated,  however,  I 
shall  cordially  render  my  best  assistance  to  the  revision  of  our 
present  system  ;  which,  after  all,  will  be  found  to  need  but 
little  change,  unless  we  desire  to  alter  it  for  the  sake  of  alter- 
ation. With  respect  to  the  revised  system  which  was  printed 
by  order  of  our  last  Convention,  I  must  distinctly  say  that  I 
cannot  conscientiously  regard  it  as  an  improvement,  and 
shall  not  feel  myself  at  liberty  to  become  accessory  to  any 
act  which,  in  my  judgment,  would  make  our  diocesan  code 
worse,  instead  of  better. 

The  whole  difficulty  arising  out  of  the  course  of  our  com- 
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mittee  might  have  been  avoided,  if  a  proper  regard  had  been 
paid  to  the  ecclesiastical  head  of  the  diocese  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  report  And  I  see  no  way  now  in  which  the 
object  can  be  attained  with  the  slightest  prospect  of  harmo- 
oious  action,  unless  the  Convention  will  do  again  what  was 
done  in  the  preparation  of  our  present  code,  by  submitting 
the  subject  to  another  committee,  with  the  understanding 
that  they  will  act  in  conjunction  with  their  bishop.  This  is 
the  customary  mode  of  proceeding  in  all  such  matters.  It 
was  the  course  taken  by  ourselves  in  the  year  1835,  and  it 
was  the  course  which  I  had  every  right  to  anticipate,  when, 
by  my  own  recommendation,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
prepare  the  late  revision. 

I  am  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  add,  as  the  result  of  further 
reflection  on  this  unpleasant  subject,  that  the  committee  have 
gone  very  far  beyond  the  powers  which  either  I  intended,  or 
the  Convention  resolved,  to  grant  on  that  occasion.  They 
were  appointed  to  <  revise  the  Constitution  and  Canons/ 
and  this  was  the  whole  extent  of  their  duty.  But  when  they 
presented  their  report,  they  had  stricken  out  the  Constitu- 
tion altogether.  Surely  it  is  a  new  way  of  revising  an  instru- 
ment, to  expunge  it  entirely  !  On  my  pointing  out  this,  with 
other  objections,  at  our  last  Convention,  a  draught  of  a 
Constitution  was  presented  and  now  forms  part  of  the  report. 
To  this  it  would  take  too  long  a  time  to  specify  all  my  objec- 
tions. LfCt  it  suffice  to  say  that  it  is  not  only  a  total  depar- 
ture from  the  Constitution  which  the  Committee  were  only 
authorized  to  revise,  but  that  it  is  unlike  any  Constitution  of 
any  other  diocese,  and  seems  especially  faulty  in  this :  that 
it  does  not  contain  a  single  principle  which  can  properly  be 
called  ConstituiionaL  If  such  extraordinary  changes  as 
this  come  within  the  true  scope  of  the  term  '^  revision,"  I 
must  confess  myself  quite  ignorant  of  the  meaning  of  the 
word. 

The  same  remark  may  be  fairly  applied  to  other  legal  pro- 
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visions  of  our  system.  The  Committee  was  appointed  (o 
'*  revise ''  the  existing  code  which  had  already  obtained  the 
unanimous  approbation  of  the  Convention  ;  but  no  one,  I 
presume,  expected  that  in  the  execution  of  this  power,  they 
would  blot  out  whole  sections,  (see  Can.  x.  ^  2,  Can.  ix.  and 
Art,  7th,  8th,  and  9th  of  the  Constitution)  change  impor- 
tant principles,  (sec  Can.  xiv,  ^1 ,  Can.  xvi,  at  the  beginning, 
and,  in  effect,  lay  before  us,  not  the  old  Constitution  and 
Canons  revised,  but  a  new  code,  containing,  indeed,  much 
of  the  same  material,  only  so  transformed  in  its  whole  order 
and  arrangement,  that  I,  who  have,  perhaps,  the  best  right 
to  be  familiar  with  it,  would  never  have  recognized  it  a»  the 
same. 

Now,  I  shaU  not  say  any  thing,  at  present,  about  the 
comparative  merits  of  this  proposed  system.  But  I  do  say 
that  what  the  Committee  have  done  is  not  what  I  recom- 
mended, nor  what  the  Convention  contemplated  by  the  terms 
of  their  appointment.  And  therefore  I  do  not  think  they 
can  justly  complain  if  I  refuse  to  consent  to  any  compromise. 
At  our  last  Convention,  as  well  as  at  the  previous  one,  I  dis- 
tinctly made  known  my  dissatisfaction,  while,  nevertheless, 
as  a  matter  of  accommodation,  I  proposed  to  waive  my 
other  objections,  if  the  Committee  would  only  restore  certain 
matters  to  their  proper  place,  and  introduce  an  equal  num- 
ber of  our  Laity  into  the  Standing  Committee.  With  Uiis 
proposal,  however,  the  Committee  did  not  think  proper  to 
comply,  perhaps  because  they  thought  that  as  they  had  so 
lightly  regarded  their  bishop  in  the  beginning  of  their  work, 
consistency  required  that  they  should  regard  him  as  lightly 
at  its  close.  1  cannot  see,  therefore,  that  under  these  circum- 
stances, this  report  can  claim  any  further  allowance  from  me. 
Whatever  influence  I  have  hitherto  yielded  to  feelings  of 
personal  delicacy  in  the  matter,  it  behoves  me  to  take  heed 
of  the  apostle's  precept  to  Timothy,  the  first  bishop  of  Ephe- 
BUB :  Let  no  man  despise  thee.    I  trust  that  if  we  should  bo 
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obliged  hereafter  to  recur  to  the  work  of  revising  our  pres* 
ent  system,  which  I  hope  the  action  of  our  General  Conven- 
tion will  render  unnecessary,  it  will  be  entered  upon  in  a  far 
better  spirit  of  accordance  with  our  ordination  vows.  I  do  not, 
indeed,  anticipate  that  a  similar  incongruity  will  occur  again. 
We  are  Episcopalians  in  theory,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  see  that 
we  be  Episcopalians  in  practice  likewise ;  for  although  a 
theoretical  episcopacy  may  do  well  enough  for  the  work  of 
controversy,  it  is  only  practical  episcopacy  which  can  hold 
Che  Church  together,  and  preserve  it,  under  God,  in  unity 
and  peace. 

A«  four  years  have  elapsed  since  the  Convention  requested 
the  Land  Agents  to  increase  my  salary  so  as  to  allow  of  my  em- 
ploying an  assistant  minister  in  my  parish  at  Burlington,  it  may 
perhaps  be  proper  to  suggest  thut  this  Convention  should  take 
into  consideration  the  whole  of  this  subject,  fix  the  amount 
of  my  yearly  allowance  at  a  certain  sum,  as  also  the  rate  of 
my  assistant,  and  send  their  vote  through  me  to  the  parent 
society,  with  the  request  that  they  will  give  directions  to  the 
Board  of  Agents  accordingly.  This  will  be  a  much  more 
dignified  and  orderly  mode  of  proceeding  limn  the  leaving  of 
the  question  to  the  small  number  of  our  present  Board,  the 
more  especially  as  the  bisliop  himself,  being  the  presiding 
officer,  cannot  urge  his  own  claims  upon  that  Board,  as  it 
would  be  his  duty  to  do,  if  he  were  in  a  different  station. 
It  would  be  a  proper  opportunity,  also,  to  nominate  some 
new  Agents,  several  of  the  present  Board  having  reached 
such  a  time  of  life  that  their  future  meeting  with  the  Board 
is  more  than  doubtful,  and  one  is  virtually  removed,  by  be- 
ing elected  the  bishop  of  New  Hampshire.  But  in  making 
these  new  appointments,  I  would  strongly  recommend  that 
they  be  of  the  Laity  ;  for  the  obvious  reason  ihat  clergymen, 
by  the  nature  of  their  office,  are  not  so  fit  for  the  manage- 
ment of  such  a  trust  as  men  of  skill  in  the  business  of  the 
world,  and  besides  this,  they  aio,  unhappily,  in  these  evil 
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days,  so  often  called  to  change  their  canonical  residence,  tha 
we  can  hardly  expect  them  to  remain  with  us  for  many  years 
together. 

If  any  illustration  of  this  remark  be  needed,  we  have  only 
to  look  around  us.  Not  twelve  years  have  yet  elapsed  since 
I  held  my  first  Convention,  and  of  those  clergymen  which 
then  composed  that  body,  there  are  but  three  remaining  io 
the  diocese  at  the  present  day,  one  of  whom  has  been  dis- 
abled from  the  labors  of  the  ministry  by  ill-health  for  more 
than  half  that  time.  The  rest  of  the  clergymen  who  sat  in 
thafConvention  are  all  living,  however  ;  but  they  are  gone  to 
other  portions  of  the  vineyard,  and  some  of  them  have  oc- 
cupied three  different  parishes  during  the  period,  in  as 
many  different  States  of  the  Union.  A  reasonable  regard, 
therefore,  to  the  probability  of  permanence,  if  there  were 
no  other  argument,  would  seem  to  dictate  the  propriety  of 
committing  the  management  of  this  agency  to  those,  who  are 
more  likely  to  continue  in  the  same  residence  than  our  cler- 
gy are  apt  to  do,  in  this  degenerate  age  of  fluctuation.  You 
will  not  understand  me,  by  these  remarks,  as  expressing  any 
new  opinion  on  the  cause  of  these  frequent  changes  amongst 
our  ministry.  I  have  on  former  occasions  distincdy  declared 
my  belief,  that  they  are  owing,  in  the  great  majority  of  in- 
stances, to  the  penurious  and  insufficient  support  afforded 
to  the  clergy.  And  I  am  not  so  happy  as  to  see,  for  the  most 
part,  any  serious  improvement  in  this  very  important  matter. 
The  time  has  yet  to  come  when  our  laity  shall  set  themselves 
to  work  upon  the  duty  of  a  permanent  and  creditable  main- 
tenance of  their  ministers,  with  the  zealous  devotion  which 
ought  to  mark  every  provision  made  for  their  own  eternal  wel- 
fare, and  without  which  it  is  idle  to  expect  any  solid  prosperity 
for  the  Church  of  God. 

Nevertheless,  although  there  is  more  than  enough  of 
deficiency  to  keep  us  humble,  and  we  have  no  ground  to 
justify  us  in  assuming  the  tone  of  high  gratulation,  either  for 
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Ihe  acbievements  of  the  past,  or  the  prospects  of  the  future, 
yet  we  have  somewhat  to  encourage  us  in  the  belief  that  the 
daiins  of  the  Church  are  surely  and  steadily  advancing.  We 
can  see  a  great  change  for  the  better  in  the  feelings  and  judg- 
nents  of  the  community,  when  we  revert  to  the  condition 
of  the  diocese  twelve  years  ago.  Our  ministry  were  then 
eleven  in  number,  and  they  are  now  twenty-three,  notwith- 
itnnding  the  recent  diminution.  Twelve  new  Churches  have 
been  consecrated  in  the  period  of  my  episcopate,  besides 
two  which  have  been  remodelled  and  enlarged.  And  we 
look  in  vain  to  any  other  diocese  for  a  more  complete  agree- 
ment in  the  order  of  our  services.  I  know  of  no  irregulari- 
ties, no  incongruities,  no  divisions  of  party  amongst  us. 
And  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  our  Conventions  have  been 
marked  by  an  unanimity  of  action,  and  a  freedom  from  all 
unseemly  debate,  in  a  degree  far  superior,  on  the  whole,  to 
the  average  of  what  we  had  a  right  to  expect,  considering  the 
common  lot  of  human  infirmity.  The  excitement  which  has 
taken  phce  elsewhere  has  had  but  small  effect  upon  us,  nor 
do  I  doubt  that  this  effect,  although  disadvantageous  for  a 
time,  will,  under  God,  be  ultimately  beneficial,  by  awaken- 
ing inquiry,  exciting  us  to  renewed  zeal,  and  establishing 
onr  scriptural  principles  and  character  more  firmly  than  ever. 
There  is  one  subject,  however,  belonging  to  the  topic  of 
oar  public  ministrations,  to  which  I  have  been  requested  to 
advert  in  my  address  to  the  Convention.  It  concerns  the 
propriety  of  the  extraordinary  increase  of  public  services, 
especially  the  multiplied  administrations  of  the  holy  com- 
munion, together  with  the  custom  of  singing  the  whole  of 
the  daily  psalms,  and  the  responses,  in  the  manner  of  the 
English  cathedrals.  The  opinion  which  I  have  delivered  in 
private  on  these  matters,  it  is  equally  due  to  myself  and  to 
the  diocese  to  state  publicly.  I  have  said  that  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  cathedral  service  of  our  Mother  Church  of  Eng- 
aad,  I  consider  it  lawful  for  any  rector  to  proceed,  so  long, 
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118  there  was  no  Canon  of  our  own  Church  which  forbids 
him  ]  while  the  expediency  and  wisdom  of  going  beyond  the 
usual  custom  of  our  own  oldest  and  best  established  dioceses, 
was  another  question,  which  I  should  leave  to  every  parish 
minister  to  decide  for  himself.  That  I  do  not  think  this 
change  expedient  is  sufficiently,  manifest  from  the  fact,  that 
I  have  not  adopted  it  in  my  own  parish.  But  believing  it  to 
be  the  result  of  a  zeal  which  is  not  likely  to  be  very  con- 
tagious, and  that  the  excess,  whatever  it  may  be,  will  cure 
itself,  by  the  simple  observation  of  the  working  of  the  sys- 
tem which  a  few  years  experience  will  teach  to  all  concern- 
ed, I  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  discourage  it  by  the 
slightest  opposition.  The  tendencies  and  spirit  of  our  age 
are  all  in  the  opposite  direction,  and  the  practical  good  sense 
of  our  respected  brethren  of  the  laity,  co-operating  with 
their  pastors,  respectively,  will  by  and  by,  doubtless,  settle 
down  into  the  judicious  mean,  which  seems,  to  my  judgment, 
the  sound  and  true  rule  for  a  general  example.  Meanwhile, 
so  long  as  we  retain,  faitlifully  and  honestly,  the  doctrines  of 
the  blessed  Reformation,  I  am  perfectly  willing  that  every 
parish  in  the  land  should  imitate  the  model  of  a  ctithedral, 
if  the  Rector  and  his  people  prefer  to  have  it  so. 

But,  to  sum  up  the  whole,  my  beloved  brethren,  our  safe- 
ty, under  God,  will  depend  on  our  obedience  to  the  apos- 
tle's admonition,  '•  Be  not  high-minded,  but  fear."  The 
spirit  of  Romanism,  our  old  and  active  adversary,  is  busy  on 
the  one  hand,  and  the  temper  of  misrule,  which  confounds 
liberty  with  licentiousness,  is  ready  on  the  other,  to  tempt 
us  aside  from  the  middle  path  of  evangelical  truth  and  apos- 
tolic order.  Let  us  take  heed  to  our  course,  for  our  lot  is 
cast  in  troublous  times.  Let  us  diligently  practise  our  divine 
Redeemer's  precept,  "  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not 
into  temptation."  Let  us  not  be  wise  in  our  own  conceits, 
nor  lean  unto  our  own  understandings,  but  bring  up  every 
doctrine  to  the  law  and  to  the  testimony  —  the  law  of  the 
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Lord|  and  the  testimony  of  his  inspired  Word,  which  alone 
is  able  to  make  us  wise  unto  salvation.  Let  us  hold  firmly 
to  the  interpretations  of  divine  truth  furnished  by  the  Church 
in  those  admirable  Articles,  which  express  so  faithfully  the 
principles  of  the  British  Reformation.  And  let  us  never 
forget  that  we  are  the  successors  of  ^'  a  noble  army  of  mar- 
tyrs," whose  principles  have  come  down  to  us  consecrated 
by  the  willing  sacrifice  of  their  own  blood.  True  disciples 
of  those  who  were  the  immediate  disciples  of  Christ — apos- 
tles not  only  by  office,  but  in  spirit — may  God  give  us  grace 
to  follow    them,   as   they  followed  their  divine  Lord  and 

Master.

Divine  service  and  a  lecture  are  holden  every  Thursday 
evening,  in  three  different  districts  of  the  parish  alter- 
nately.   The  church  is  open  for  divine  service  and 
a  preparatory  lecture  on  the  Friday  before  the  Holy 
Communion,  which  is  administered  the  first  Sunday 
in  every  month. 
Since  the  resignation  of  my  brother-in-law.  Rev.  John  T.  Sabine,  who 
appears  to  have  secured  for  himself  and  services,  the  respect  and  warm 
attachment  of  the  whole  community,  the  parish  has  sufiered  from  the 
evils  attending  an  absent  and  fluctuating  ministry.    From  April,  1842,  to 
September,  1843,  it  was  without  any  stated  services.    In  August  of  last 
year  the  wardens,  by  letter,  expressed  a  desire  that  I  would  visit  the 
parish,  but  being  engaged  until  April,  I  was  unable  to  comply  with  their 
wishes.    I  was  requested,  however,  to  hold  myself  disengaged  at  that 
time.    Meanwhile,  Rev.  Mr.  Munroc  oflTered  his  services,  and  arrange- 
ments were  made  fur  him  to  supply  the  church  until  the  following  Easter. 
Having  an  invitation  to  take  charge  of  the  church  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y., 
Mr.  M.  accepted  the  invitation  and  vacated  the  parish  in  the  month  of 
April.    I  visited  Manchester  on  the  27th  of  the  same  month,  officiated 
the  third  and  fourth  Sundays  after  Easter,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

Regret  was  expressed  to  mc,  that  a  question  of  expediency  respecting 
the  removal  of  the  church  edifice  to  the  village  had,  during  the  winter, 
been  agitated,  and  had  created  some  party  feeling,  which  it  was  devoutly 
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hoped  would,  by  jodicious  management,  be  soon  allayed.  I  felt  some 
reluctance  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  a  divided  parish,  but  sup- 
plied by  the  blessed  and  harmonizing  influence  of  our  venerable  liturgy, 
and  reposing  in  a  humble  affiance  in  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church,  I  yielded  to  the  expressed  wish  of  the  parish 
that  I  would  come  among  them. 

On  inquiry,  it  appeared  to  me,  the  position  of  the  society  was  such, 
that  in  order  to  make  our  humble  services  available,  the  friends  of  the 
Church  must,  with  myself,  be  willing  to  make  considerable  sacrifice  the 
first  year.  It  was  acknowledged  that  the  edifice  needed  embellishing, 
and  the  library  of  the  Sunday  School  replenishing. 

To  my  great  satisfaction  the  disaffection  that  prevailed  has  nearly  sub- 
sided, and  I  have  enjoyed  the  most  cordial  and  zealous  co-operation  in 
the  establishment  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  in  every  other  measure 
deemed  desirable  in  order  to  place  the  church  upon  a  footing  of  exten- 
sive usefulness. 

Already  several  families  who  had  ceased  their  attendance  at  church 
have  returned  to  her  bosom  ;  and  a  disposition  the  most  friendly  is  mani- 
fested by  the  heads  of  several  families  who  as  yet  know  little  of  her 
ways.  Our  encouragement  is  such  that  it  is  intended,  Providence  per- 
mitting, to  make  a  material  alteration  in  the  exterior  of  the  church  edi- 
fice and  then  to  paint  it  And  I  am  instructed  to  present  a  respectful 
request  to  the  convention  that  its  next  annual  meeting  be  holden  in  Zion 
Church,  Manchester. 

My  humble  hope  is  that  our  call  to  this  parish  is  an  ordering  of  that 
gracious  Providence  which  doeth  all  things  well.  I  have  a  cheering 
hope  that  my  beloved  people  will  vie  with  me  in  the  attainment  of  that 
sound  churchmanship  and  sound  piety  which  when  united  have  con- 
strained the  observer  to  "  report  that  God  is  in  us  of  a  truth."

At  Ripton  there  appears  to  be  an  opening  for  the  Church,  if  the  services 
of  a  Missionary  could  be  secured.  A  small  Sunday  School  has  been 
established  there,  mainly  by  the  exertions  of  a  pious  lady  belonging  to  St 
Stephen's  parish  ;  and  the  people,  driven  about  by  various  and  contrary 
winds  of  doctrine,  seem  desirous  to  cast  anchor  in  some  safe  haven.  The 
frequent  interruptions  of  the  Pastoral  relation  in  this  Parish,  and  the 
efforts  and  machinations  of  powerful,  intolerant,  proselyting  and  perse- 
cuting sects  on  every  side,  have  severely  tested  the  fidelity  of  the  little 
flock,  but  the  Rector  is  happy  and  grateful  that  he  has  no  recent  defec- 
tions to  report,  tliat  his  parishioners  are  generally  well  grounded  in  the 
Catholic  faith,  comparatively  well  instructed  in  the  system  of  the 
Church,  and  that  their  faith  and  intelligence  very  generally  manifest 
themselves,  in  a  rational  and  active  piety,  in  a  well  ordered  life  and 
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conversatioD,  in  a  zeal  for  God  according  to  knowledge,  in  peace  and 
unity  among  themselves,  and  in  aflectionate  and  tender  regard  to  their 
Pastor. 

A  parochial  library  has  been  commenced  in  the  parish.  The  Ladies 
Missionary  Society  continue  their  praiseworthy  exertions.

St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington,  \ 
September  17tb,  1845.         5 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  An- 
nual Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Vermont,  the  Bishop,  Clergy,  and  Lay  Delegates 
from  the  Parishes  assembled  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burling- 
ton, and  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  the  Convention  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  took  the 
chair,  ex  officio ;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Hoit  being  Secretary. 

On  calling  the  list  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  and  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation 
therein,  a  quorum  of  both  Clergy  and  Laity  was  found  to  be 
present,  and  the  Convention  was  duly  organized.

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Henry  M.  Davis,  Isaac  G.  Hubbard, 
James  Stephenson,  Louis  McDonald,  and  John  T.  Sabine,  of 
this  Diocese,  and  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Taylor  of  Canada  Elast, 
were  present,  and  took  seats  in  the  Convention  under  the 
above  resolution. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  Secreta- 
ry and  Treasurer. 

The  Rev.  Albin  K.  Putnam  was  elected  Secretary,  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Hoit  having  declined  a  re-election. 

Nahum  Parker,  Esq.,  was  re-elected  Treasurer. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention 


be  presented  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoit  for  his  long  and  faithful 
serYices  as  Secretary  of  this  Conyention. 

Oo  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  attend  divine 
service,  and  to  meet  again  at  half  past  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Joel  Clap,  D.  D. 
The  Rev.  Joseph  F.  Phillips  preached  the  Sermon ;  and  the 
Rev.  John  A.  Fitch  and  the  Rev.  Edward  F.  Putnam,  Dea- 
cons, were  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  the  Priesthood  by  the 
Bishop.  The  Candidates  were  presented  by  the  Rev.  Henry 
Blackaller,  and  the  Bishop  was  assisted  in  the  Holy  Com* 
munion  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips.

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  delivered  his 
annual 

ADDRESS. 

Mt  respected  and  beloved  Brethren  in  Christ, 

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Convention  : 

The  year  which  has  elapsed,  since  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
addressing  you,  has  been  one  of  extraordinary  interest  and 
importance  in  the  history  of  our  Church  ;  producing  a  varie- 
ty of  events  which  you  will  not  expect  me  to  detail  on  the 
present  occasion.  The  recital  could  give  you  no  information 
which  you  do  not  already  possess,  through,  the  channels  of 
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our  various  periodicals.  And  the  course  which  my  sense  of 
official  duty  has  led  me  to  adopt,  is  too  well  known  to  need 
any  repetition.  I  shall  not  occupy  your  time,  therefore,  longer 
than  may  be  necessary  for  the  recital  of  the  usual  routine 
of  my  diocesan  services,  postponing  any  discussion  of  extra- 
neous subjects  to  a  future  day. 

My  visitation  of  the  parishes  during  the  past  year  commen- 
ced on  Monday,  the  2d  day  of  June,  at  St  Paul's  Church, 
Vergennes,  where  I  preached.  This  Church  was  then  vacant, 
but  has  since  become  supplied  by  an  arrangement  with  Rev. 
I.  G.  Hubbard,  of  New  Hampshire. 

Tuesday,  June  3d,  I  proceeded  to  Middlebury,  where  I 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  Land  Agents.  And  on  Thursday, 
the  5th,  I  officiated  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  administered  the 
Communion,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  five  persons ; 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Jos.  F.  Phillips,  and  others  of  our  clerical  " 
brethren,  assisting. 

Friday,  June  6th,  I  visited  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Brandon, 
preached,  and  confirmed  four  persons ;  the  Rector,  Rev.  Sam- 
uel B.  Bostwick,  assisting. 

June  8th,  being  the  third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  officiated 
at  Trinity  Church,  Rutland,  and  preached  twice  to  large  con-   - 
gregations. 

June  9th,  Monday,  I  visited  the  infant  society  of  St.  James'  ^ 
Church,  Castleton,  and  preached. 

June  10th,  Tuesday,  was  devoted  to  St.  John's  Chnrch,K 
Poultney,  which  had  been  for  some  time  vacant,  but  is  nowHi 
happily  supplied  by  an  engagement  with  Rev.  James  Ste — 
phenson. 

June  11th,  Wednesday,  I  proceeded  to  St.  Paul's  Churchy 
Wells,  also  vacant,  where  I  preached.  This  parish  presents 
a  good  field  of  usefulness  to  an  energetic  and  faithful  prea- 
cher. 

June  12th,  Thursday,  I  visited  Zion  Church,  Manchester, 
which  was  growing  very  encouragingly  under  the  abundant 


hbofs  of  its  present  Rector,  Rer.  Henry  Blackaller.  Here  I 
preached  twice,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

June  13ib,  Friday,  I  proceeded  to  St  James'  Church, 
Arlington,  which  I  was  rejoiced  to  find  again  supplied  with  a 
pastor,  and  zealously  occupied  in  that  important  work,  the 
erection  of  a  comfortable  and  handsome  parsonage.  I  preach- 
ed, and  confirmed  one  person,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Fred.  A.  Wadleigb,  who  had  been  transferred  from  Guilford, 
with  my  consent,  after  two  years  of  successful  labors. 

June  15th,  being  the  fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  passed 
with  the  parish  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Bennington,  which  had 
been  vacated  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Nath'l  O.  Preston  in 
October,  1844.  Here  I  officiated  morning  and  afternoon, 
and  left  them  in  the  hope  of  being  soon  supplied. 

From  Bennineton  I  proceeded  to  New  York,  in  order  to 
attend  the  annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  also 
that  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  This  latter  duty, 
however,  interfered  with  my  appointments  on  the  eastern 
^ide  of  the  mountains,  by  detaining  me  one  day  longer  than 
I  had  anticipated ;  and  therefore  I  was  obliged,  to  my  great 
regret,  to  send  letters  of  apology  to  those  parishes,  and  name 
a  later  period  for  that  part  of  my  visitation. 

On  Monday,  July  14th,  I  resumed  my  work  by  visiting 
Union  Church,  St.  Alban's,  where  I  preached  to  a  full  congre- 
gation, and  administered  the  ordinance  of  Confirmation  to 
fifteen  persons,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hoit. 
It  was,  in  many  respects,  a  very  interesting  occasion. 

July  l&th,  Tuesday,  I  proceeded  to  Triuity  Church,  Fair- 
field, preached  in  the  morning,  and  confirmed  six  persons, 
lo  the  afternoon  of  the  saipe  day  I  visited  Christ  Church, 
Fairfax,  and  preached.  These  parishes  have  been  prosper- 
ing under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  £.  F.  Putpam,  who  assisted  in 
the  services. 

July  16th,  Wednesday,  I  went  to  Christ  Church,  Enos- 
hoigh,  where  I  preachedi  and  confirmed  two  persons.    This 
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parish,  hairing  become  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  ReT. 
Moore  Bingham,  united  with  Sheldon  under  the  ministry  of 
Roy.  John  A.  Fitch,  who  divides  his  time  between  them.  He 
accompanied  me  very  kindly  through  the  remaining  part 
of  my  northern  visitation,  and  assisted  in  the  services  from 
day  to  day. 

July  17th,  Thursday,  I  proceeded  to  Calvary  Church,  Berk- 
shire, where  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  confirmed  two 
persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  Union  Church,  Mont- 
gomery, preached,  and  confirmed  five  persons.  These  parish- 
es continue  united  and  prosperous  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
E.  H.  Sayles,  Rector. 

July  18th,  Friday,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Sheldon,  which 
remains  under  the  ministerial  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch  along 
with  Enosburgh,  and  appears  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition. 
Here  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  confirmed  six  persons, 
being  especially  rejoiced  to  learn  that  the  time  for  erecting  a 
new  church  was  thought  to  be  fast  approaching.  The  after- 
noon was  devoted  to  St.  John's  Church,  Highgate,  where  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.  This  parish  had  be- 
come vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch,  who  took, 
instead  of  it,  the  Church  at  Enosburgh.  It  therefore  aflfords 
another  field  of  useful  and  interesting  labor,  and  in  connex- 
ion with  Swanton  Falls,  where  several  Episcopal  families 
reside  who  are  anxious  to  have  regular  services,  it  is  believed 
that  a  faithful  and  zealous  man  would  find  it  an  advantage- 
ous location. 

In  pursuance  of  previous  arrangements,  I  proceeded,  on 
Tuesday,  the  2d  of  September,  to  Christ  Church,  Montpelier, 
where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  four  persons,  the  Rector, 
Rev.  George  B.  Manser,  assisting. 

September  3d,  Wednesday,  I  went  on  to  Grace  Church, 
Randolph,  where  I  preached  in  the  Congregational  house  of 
worship. 

September  4th,  Thursday,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Bethel, 


and  officiated  alone,  ia  oonsequence  of  the  illness  of  Rev. 
Jamef  Sabine,  the  Rector,  whose  advanced  years  and  preca- 
rious atate  of  health  will  probably  render  it  necessary  that  he 
should  retire  from  the  active  duties  of  the  parochial  ministry. 
In  Ibia  event  it  ia  likely  that  a  new  arrangement  will  be  made 
for  the  location  of  the  Church  in  the  flourishing  village  of 
Bethely  a  measure  which  the  diminished  population  in  its 
praaeol  neighborhood  seems  to  render  expedient.  And  while 
the  pariah  intend  to  do  their  duty  to  their  aged  and  faithful 
Rector,  who  has  served  them  so  long,  it  will  become  the  care, 
I  tfttst,  of  the  rest  of  the  diocese  to  aid,  so  far  as  shall  be  ne- 
cenary,  in  rendering  the  remainder  of  his  days  easy  and 

8epteml>er  5th,  Friday;  I  proceeded  to  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Rojaltoo,  where  I  preached,  and  administered  Confirmation 
to  one  person;  the  Rev.  Joel  Clap,  D.  D.,  assisting.  This  small 
nod  feeble  parish  is  vacant,  but  hopes  to  derive  encouragement 
nod  aid  from  the  projected  change  in  the  Church  at  Bethel, 
which  will  bring  the  future  minister  of  that  congregation  with- 
in fonr  miles,  and  thus  enable  them  to  have  the  benefit  of  his 
■enrioes  with  comparative  facility. 

September  7th,  being  the  sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
I  devoted  to  the  parishes  of  St.  James',  Woodstock,  and  St. 
Pnul'a,  Windsor.  At  Woodstock  I  preached  in  the  morning, 
confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy  Eucharist, 
nasisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Slafter  of  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts, 
nndbyRev.JoelClap,D.  D.,the  Rector , who  afterwards  accom- 
pnnied  me  to  Windsor.  There  I  preached  again,  assisted  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Clap.  This  much  diminished,  but  important  parish, 
hns  become  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  their  former  Rector, 
Rev.  Mr.  Wilson,  and  designs  to  obtain  the  services  of  anoth- 
er as  soon  as  possible.  Meanwhile  the  Rev.  O.  H.  Staples  of 
the  diocese  of  New  Hampshire,  who  has  taken  charge  of  the

Academy,  kindly  officiates  pro  tempore.  We  earaeitly  praj 
that  the  time  may  soon  arrive  when  the  Church  in  that  beau- 
tiful village  shall  be  restored,  by  the  divine  blessing,  to  its  for- 
mer prosperity,  and  go  on  rejoicing. 

September  8th,  Monday,  I  proceeded  toImmanuelChorchi 
Bellows  Falls,  where  I  preached  to  a  large  congregation,  and 
confirmed  six  persons ;  the  Rector,  Rev.  A.  K.  Putnam,  and 
Rev.  N.  Sprague  of  the  diocese  of  New  Hampshire,  assisting. 

September  9th,  Tuesday,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Guil- 
ford, which  had  been  rendered  vacant  by  the  transfer  of  iU 
late  Rector,  Rev.  Fred.  A.  Wadleigh,  to  Arlington,  but  bad 
enjoyed  the  services  of  Rev.  N.  6.  Allen  of  the  diocese  oi 
Massachusetts,  for  some  weeks  before  my  arrival.  Here  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  five  persons,  assisted  by  Mr.  Allen. 
The  church  edifice  had  been  well  painted  within  and  with- 
out, and  the  aisles  carpeted,  since  my  last  visit,  and  the  con- 
gregation seemed  in  good  hope  for  the  time  to  come.  Assu- 
redly they  deserve  the  praise  of  doing  their  utmost,  according 
to  their  ability,  and  we  trust  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
will  give  them  an  abundant  blessing.  In  the  evening  of  the 
same  day  I  ofl[iciated  in  Brattleboro',  where  there  are  stil 
a  few  of  our  people.  May  the  goodness  of  God  multiply  then 
in  due  season. 

September  14th,  being  the  17th  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
visited  Trinity  Church,  Shelburne,  and  preached  ;  the  Reo 
tor.  Rev.  Charles  Cleveland,  assisting. 

To  the  above  I  have  only  to  add  the  services  in  my  owib 
parish,  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington,  on  February  81  st,  be- 
ing the  evening  of  Good  Friday,  when  I  confirmed  ten  pe^ 
sons ;  making  the  whole  number  confirmed  in  the  diocese 
since  our  last  Convention  amount  to  seventy-six. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  our  ministry,  during 
the  past  year.  Rev.  W.  D.  Wilson  has  been  dismissed  to  the 
diocese  of  Western  New  York,  Rev.  N.  O.  Preston,  to  the  dio- 
cese of  Louisiana,  and  Rev.  O.  H.  Staples  to  the  diooeae 


u 

of  New  Hampthire.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  received 
Rev.  James  Stephenson  from  Connecticut,  and  Rev.  I.  6. 
Hubbard  from  New  Hampshire,  and  Rev.  Josiah  Perry  has 
returned  to  us  from  Florida,  with  his  health  so  much  improved, 
that  he  hopes  to  continue  in  the  diocese. 

There  have  been  only  two  ordinations,  viz :  of  Rev.  John 
A.  Fitch  and  Rev.  E.  F.  Putnam,  both  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
Priesihood,  which  you  witnessed  this  day. 

We  have  not  been  favored  with  any  accessions  to  our  can- 
didates for  Holy  Orders,  but  one  of  our  former  candidates, 
Josiah  Swett,  Jr.,  late  Professor  in  the  Norwich  University, 
his  been  transferred  to  the  diocese  of  New  Hampshire,  in 
which  he  now  resides. 
Our  vacant  parishes  are  the  following,  viz : 

St.  John's  Church,  Highgate, 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Royalton, 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Windsor, 

Christ  Church,  Guilford, 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Bennington, 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Wells. 
All  the  above  have  edifices  for  public  worship,  nearly  all 
of  which  are  of  the  average  size,  most  of  them  well  finished, 
and  some  of  them,  beautifully.  Besides  the  above,  there  is 
Grace  Church,  Randolph,  St.  James'  Church,  Castleton,  two 
infant  parishes  at  Milton  and  Jericho,  and  one  at  Rochester, 
where  there  is  no  church  edifice,  and  but  a  doubtful  pros- 
pect of  there  being  any  for  some  time  to  come.  The  call  for 
well-qualified  laborers  amongst  us,  is  therefore  sufficiently 
manifest.  And  I  cannot  complain  of  any  want  of  good  feel- 
ing towards  the  diocese.  Not  a  year  passes  that  does  not 
bring  me  several  applications  from  clergymen  who  desire  to 
lettle  in  Vermont.  But  there  are  no  funds  at  my  disposal  to 
defray  their  travelling  expenses,  and  it  hardly  ever  happens 
that  they  can  afford  to  journey  upon  an  uncertain  ezperi- 
tteot    The  parishes  cannot  engage  them  until  they  have  an 
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opportunity  to  see  and  judge  of  the  probabiHtjr  of  their  ob- 
taining a  maintenance  ;  and  the  accounts  which  I  am  oom- 
pelled  in  candor  to  give  upon  the  subject  of  salary,  are  not 
such  as  to  justify  a  stranger  in  coming  from  other  quarters  od 
a  mere  contingency. 

This,  in  truth,  is  the  only  difficulty.  Few  of  our  lliWiia- 
ters  have  ever  left  Vermont  during  the  thirteen  years  of  my 
episcopate,  for  any  other  reason  than  the  want  of  means  to 
live  with  decent  comfort.  In  all  other  respects,  the  diocese 
is  rather  an  attractive  portion  of  the  great  Vineyard.  And  1 
am  persuaded  that  if  ever  the  time  shall  come  when  our  peo- 
ple can  insure  a  competent  support  to  their  clergy,  no  part 
of  the  land  can  be  more  confident  of  having  a  fuU  supply. 

The  public  business  of  the  Church  has  seriously  interfered, 
during  the  past  year,  with  the  time  which  I  had  hoped  to 
employ  in  visiting  the  diocese.  Within  twelve  months,  in- 
cluding the  call  to  assist  at  the  consecraticm  of  Rev.  Dr.  Pot- 
ter, I  shall  have  paid  two  visits  of  official  duty  to  Philadelphia, 
and  as  many  to  New  York,  occupying,  on  the  whole,  more 
than  one  fourth  part  of  the  year.  It  is  devoutly  to  be  hoped 
that  the  same  necessities  will  not  occur  again.  My  expecta- 
tion, under  divine  favor,  is  that  I  shall  be  able  to  spend  more 
time  in  my  visitation  of  the  diocese,  for  the  future,  and  thus 
accomplish  an  improvement  which  will  be  equally  acceptable 
to  my  brethren  and  to  myself. 

And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  having  no  special  sugges- 
tions to  make,  I  commend  you  all  to  the  blessing  of  Him  who 
alone  maketh  men  to  be  of  one  mind  ;  whose  wisdom  is  our 
only  safe  dependence,  and  whose  fovor  is  our  only  sure  re- 
ward.

Whenever  a  Parish  in  this  Diocese  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  report 
itself  to  the  Bishop ;  who  may,  if  requested,  make  appointmentSv  from 
time  to  time,  for  such  Clerg]rmen  as  can  most  conveniently  perform  the 
duty,  to  officiate  occasionally  in  such  parish,  until  the  vacancy  is  filled. 
The  expenses  incurred  by  a  Clergyman  in  the  performance  of  snch  ser- 
vices shall  be  defrayed  by  said  parish. 

The  Parochial  Reports  were  then  called  for,  and  laid  upon 
the  Secretary's  table  to  be  printed  with  the  Journal. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hoit  introduced  a  resolution  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Land  Agency ;  whereupon.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Clap  then  called  up  the  Canon,  **  Of  Vacant 
Parishes,"  proposed  by  him  yesterday,  and  it  was  confirmed 
bj  both  orders,  without  dissent. 

The  Bishop  then  made  the  following  communication  to 
the  Convention : 

Brethren,  I  have  been  requested,  by  one  of  our  respected  Rectors,  to 
gtate  my  opinion  on  a  point  of  ecclesiaiitical  order,  as  follows : 

**  Will  the  Rt  Rev.  the  President  of  the  Convention,  oblige  a  presby- 
*  ter  by  stating  to  the  Convention  his  views  respecting  the  propriety  of 
«*tbe  use  of  the  Surplice  in  the  ministrations  of  the  pulpit  t  The  object 
**  of  this  request  is  to  promote,  as  far  as  may  be,  an  uniformity  of  prac- 
^  tke  in  the  Diocese." 

In  answer  to  the  above  question,  I  can  certainly  affirm  that  the  wear- 
ing of  the  Surplice  in  the  pulpit  is  the  old  practice  in  the  Cathedrals  and 
College  Chapels  of  our  mother  Church  in  England,  and  is  therefore  un- 
doubtedly lawful  and  right  in  itself.  But  it  is  not  obligatory  any  where 
else,  and  therefore  the  use  of  the  Gown  in  the  pulpit  being  the  estab- 
lished pmctice  of  the  Parishes,  and  of  our  own  Church  generally,  is  le- 
galised by  custom.  For  myself,  I  prefer  the  Surplice,  because  it  avoids 
a  needless  change,  and  because  it  is  properly,  what  the  Gown  is  not,  an 
eeclesiastical  garment,  derived  from  the  linen  ephod  of  the  Jewish 
Church,  and  descending  to  us  from  the  earliest  antiquity.  But  as  there 
is  DO  positive  law  of  the  Church  on  the  subject  of  the  garment  which  the 
Clergyman  is  to  wear  in  the  pulpit,  each  minister  is  free  to  adopt  his 
own  choice,  with  regard  to  the  rule  of  a  sound  and  enlightened  expedi- 
ency. It  has  been  my  own  custom  to  preach  in  the  Surplice,  since  the 
jear  1839,  after  my  return  from  England.  I  should  perhaps  hesitate  to 
make  the  change  at  this  time,  since  it  has  become  associated,  in  the 
minds  of  many,  with  certain  objectionable  notions  in  Theology.  But 
where  it  is  in  accordance  with  the  preference  of  the  clergyman,  and  can 
be  done  without  oflfending  or  disturbing  his  congrregation,  I  should  ap- 
prove the  practice.

Fridays  throughout  Lent,  and  on  the  Fridays  before  Com- 
munion.    Usually  there  is  a  third  Service  in  Church  on 
.Sundays,  and  a  Lecture  in  some  other  part  of  the 
parish  once,  and  sometimes  twice,  in  the  week. 
The  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  regularly  once  a 
month,  and  on  the  principal  Festivals  of  the  Church. 

During  the  past  conventional  year,  we  have  endeavored,  a9  &r  as  in  at 
lies,  *  both  to  save  ourselves,  and  those  committed  to  our  care.' 

We  have  sought  to  cherish  in  the  minds  of  our  people  a  deep  and 
solemn  sense  of  their  baptismal  obligations,  believing  that  the  spiritual 
duties  and  holy  aflfections  therein  enjoined,  when  exhibited  in  life,  are 
the  best  testimony  to  our  pastoral  fidelity,  and  the  best  answer  to  those 
who  are  disposed  to  charge  us  whether  with  formalism  or  Romanism. 

We  have  deemed  it  our  duty  also,  lest  through  negligence  or  indiffer- 
ence, or  a  sinful  misapprehension  of  its  nature,  any  should  come  to  the 
Holy  Communion,  and  eat  and  drink  unworthily,  not  truly  'discemin|^ 
the  Lord's  body',  to  follow  out  the  apostolic  practice,  *  not  to  cease,  in 
every  house,  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus  Christ,'  insisting  on  that  *  lively 
faith  in  God's  mercy  through  Christ,  and  thankful  remembrance  of  his 
death,  and  fervent  charity  with  all  men,'  required  by  the  Church  of  those 
who  eome  to  the  Lord's  supper.    (See  Catechism.) 
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Although  we  aie  xambh  t»  report  any  extended  sensibility  to  religious 
impfessions,  we  are  happy  in  being  able  to  say  that  there  is  a  very  percep- 
tible growth  of  attachment  to  the  Church  and  her  holy  ordinances.  And 
ihhough,  from  tiie  character  of  our  population,  the  growth  of  the  Church 
Ifr  Manchester' wiU,  in  all  probability,  be  gradual,  our  persuasion  is,  that 
with  the  divine  blessing,  it  will  yet  become  a  flourishing  portion  of  the 
Loid's  vineyard. 

The  means  of  the  parish,  at  present,  are  comparatively  small,  and  we 
have  had  to  exercise  a  rigid  economy.  But  we  think  the  success 
which  has  attended  our  efforts  upon  the  plan  of  systematic  charity  indi- 
cates a  growing  disposition  to  give  more  liberally  to  the  Lord.  We  have 
obtained  about  50  subscribers,  at  50  cents  per  annum^  to  form  a  Parish 
library.  We  have  also  l^cently  organized  our  Sunday  School  into  a 
Jwwnile  Missionary  Association,  having  eight  collectors,  who  collect 
monthly  in  their  respective  districts  a  cent  per  week,  or  per  month,  or  per 
qiiarter,  as  the  case  may  be.  They  will  raise,  at  the  end  of  the  first  year, 
between  (20  and  930,  which  is  to  be  applied  directly  in  support  of  the 
missionary  operations  of  the  Church. 

The  children  meet  semi-monthly  to  knit  and  sew,  under  the  direction 
of  older  ladies.

This  is  owing  to  the  migratory  disposition  which  prevails  so 

fnenJly  among  the  village  population  of  this  part  of  our  country,  and 

wlueh  leads  the  young  and  adventurous  from  their  homes,  to  distant 

tod  more  alluring  fields  of  enterprise.    This  disposition  of  our  people 

operates  very  extensively  and  materially  to  prevent  the  growth  of  our 

fvidies,  and  often  to  discourage  and  almost  to  paralyze  the  exertions  of 

^  most  diligent  pastor.    To  see  those  on  whom  be  has  long  bestowed 

bii  ^thful  instructions,  and  whom  he  has  been  accustomed  to  regard  as 

^  fiiture  supply  and  strength  of  his  little  flock,  leaving  him  succes- 

*ively  as  fast  as  they  attain  to  an  age  and  capacity  to  be  useful,  is  an 

^  which  many  a  pastor  has  occasion  to  lament,  but  which  none  has 

pwrer  to  remedy. 

Baring  the  past  year  this  little  parish  has  sustained  its  full  share  of 

^  persecuting  rage,  which  our  branch  of  the  church  has,  in  the 

providence  of  God,  been  called  to  endure.    But  the  rector  is  happy  to 

Keport  that  the  effect  has  been  among  his  people,  (what  he  believes  it  to 

Imvs  been  throughout  the  church,)  to  convince  members  of  our  ^  house- 


hold  of  faith*'  of  the  necessity  of  more  cordial  imioii  tad  eo^wralko— 4o 
confirm  the  fakhfal — ^to  drive  the  erring  home  to  the  flock— «iid  to  attach 
all  more  firmly  to  the  primitive  aod  wholesome  order  and  institutions  of 
tSie  church. 

Though  the  rector  is  obliged  to  report  a  diminution  in  the  number  of 
his  parishioners  and  communicants*  yet  he  is  happy  to  report  no  diminn* 
tion  in  his  people  of  christian  zeal  and  devotiont  of  iational«  practical 
piety,  nor  of  affectionate  regard  toward  their  pastor.

CANON  TWENTY-FOURTH. 

Adopted  September  ISth,  1845. 

OF  VACANT  PARISHES. 

Whenever  a  parish  in  this  Diocese  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  rep<Mt 
itself  to  the  Bishop ;  who  may  if  requested,  make  appointments,  from 
time  to  time,  for  such  clergymen  as  can  most  conveniently  perform  the 
duty,  to  officiate  occasionally  in  such  parish,  until  the  vacancy  is  filled. 
The  expenses  incurred  by  a  clergjrman  in  the  performance  of  such 
services  shall  be  defrayed  by  said  parish.

APPENDIX  V. 


DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

7^  foUotoing  Resolutions  were  passed  at  the  Convention  af  1841. 

Whereas  an  efiective  Missionary  operation  is  believed  to  be  highly 
important  to  the  interests  of  the  Diocese,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  hereby  recommend  to  the  respectiTe 
parishes  in  the  Diocese,  to  raise  by  monthly  collections,  or  such  other 
method  as  the  clergy  may  deem  expedient,  contributions  for' domeetic 
missions. 


89 

Resolved,  That  said  contributions  be  paid  quarterly  into  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  subject  to  the  order  of  a  Committee, 
consisting  of  the  Bishop,  as  ex-qfflcio^  chairman ;  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  ;  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  appointed  by  the  lay-members 
of  the  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Committee  appropriate  the  funds  thus  raised* 
at  their  discretion,  for  missionary  purposes  within  the  Diocese,  and 
report  annually  to  the  Convention. 

RULES 
Adopted  hy  the  Missionary  Committee,  September  18/Jk,  1845» 

1.  Feeble  parishes  already  organized,  as  well  as  other  places  where 
in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  the  labors  of  a  Missionary  would  be 
productive  of  sufficient  good  to  warrant  such  an  undertaking,  will 
bo,  from  time  to  time,  designated  as  Missionary  Stations,  and  those 
Clergymen  who  are  aided  by  the  Committee,  will  be  regarded  as  Mis- 
sionaries. 

2.  Two  or  more  such  places,  near  to  each  other,  in  which  a  Clergy- 
man can  conveniently  labor,  will  frequently  be  regarded  as  a  single 
station. 

3.  All  moneys  appropriated  by  the  committee  for  Missionary  labor, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Missionary  who  performs  it,  and  not  to  the  parish 
in  which  he  labors. 

4.  When  a  Missionary  is  appointed  to  a  Station  which  comprises  more 
than  one  parish  or  place  where  he  is  to  officiate  statedly,  he  shall 
divide  his  services  between  the  several  places,  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  salary  paid  by  each  over  and  above  the  stipend  which  the 
committee  allow  him. 

5.  The  stipends  of  the  Missionaries  shall  ordinarily  be  equal ;  and 
shall  be  fixed  at  such  a  sum  as  the  Committee,  at  a  meeting  held  annu- 
ally for  that  purpose,  shall  determine. 

6.  Any  Missionary  Station  may  be  discontinued  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Committee. 

7.  No  Clergyman  shall  receive  aid  as  a  Missionary  from  this  Cons- 
mittee  who  is  not  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese. 

8.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be,  ex-officio.  Secre- 
tary of  the  Missionary  Committee.

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  An* 
nual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Vermont,  the  Bishop,  Clergy,  and  X«ay  Delegates 
from  the  Parishes  assembled  in  Immanuel  Church,  Bellows 
Falls,  and  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  the  Convention  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  took  the 
chair,  ex  officio  ;  the  Rev.  A.  K.  Putnam  being  Secretary. 

On  calling  the  list  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  and  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation 
therein,  a  quorum  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  was  found  to  be 
present,  and  the  Convention  was  duly  organized.

Rev.  Carlton  Chase,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  New  Hampshire,  be  respectfully  invited  to  attend  the  sit- 
tings of  this  Convention,  and  that  a  seat  be  provided  for  him 
in  the  Chancel. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  not  canonically  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention, 
all  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  all  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Church,  who  may  be  present,  be, 
and  hereby  are,  invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Albert  H.  Bailey,  of  this  Diocese,  Na- 
thaniel Sprague  and  Isaac  G.  Hubbard,  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  Hampshire,  Titus  Strong,  D.  D.,  and  Samuel  T.  Car- 
penter, of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  and  John  B.  Pradt, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  were  present  and  took  seats 
in  the  Convention  under  the  above  resolution. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

The  Rev.  Albin  K.  Putnam  was  re-elected  Secretary. 

Nahum  Parker,  Esq.  was  re-elected  Treasurer. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  for  the  purpose 
of  attending  Divine  Service. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Titus  Strong,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Greenfield,  Mass.,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Joseph  F.  Phillips,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Middlebury,  who  read  the  Lessons  ;  the  Sermon  was  preach- 
ed by  the  Rev.  George  B.  Manser,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Montpelier ;  after  which,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  admitted 
Mr.  Albert  H.  Bailey  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons.  The 
Candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Joel  Clap,  D.  D.,  Rec- 


tor  of  St  James'  Church,  Woodstock,  and  the  Bishop  was 
assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  by 
the  Rt  Rev.  Carlton  Chase,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

The  Convention  then  was  called  to  order,  and,  on  motion, 
adjourned  till  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 


3  o'clock,  p.  m.  op  the  same  day. 

The  Convention  then  re-assembled  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment. 

The  Rev.  Frederic  A.  Wadleigh,  who  was  not  present  in 
the  morning,  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  following  Lay  Delegates,  not  present  in  the  morning, 
also  appeared  and  took  their  seats  in  the  Convention ;  from

The  Rt  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  then  delivered  his 
annual 

ADDRESS. 

My  respected  and  beloved  Brethren  in  Christ, 

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Convention: 

Having  received  from  many  quarters  of  the  diocese  the 
request  that  I  would  allot  a  longer  time  to  my  yearly  visita- 
tion, I  have  endeavored,  since  the  period  when  I  last  ad- 
dressed you,  to  comply  with  the  desire  of  the  Churches,  by 
spending  on  an  average  two  days  with  each  parish,  instead 
of  one,  which  I  believe  is  the  general  rule. 

Commencing  on  Whitsun-Monday,  June  1st,  I  visited  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Vergennes,  and  preached  in  the  afternoon, 
Rev.  Mr.  Cleveland  assisting.  On  Tuesday,  I  preached 
again  ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hubbard,  minister  of  the  parish,  assist- 
ing. The  congregations  were  small,  but  serious  and  atten- 
tive. 


Wednesday  and  Thursday  were  devoted  to  the  meeting 
of  the  land  agents  at  Middlebury.  On  Thursday,  I  preached 
at  St.  Stephen's  Church,  and  again  on  Friday ;  on  which 
occasion  the  Eucharist  was  administered,  the  Rector,  Bev. 
Mr.  Phillips,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cleveland,  assisting. 

June  7th,  being  Trinity  Sunday,  I  preached  twice  at  St 
Thomas'  Church,  Brandon.  The  parish  was  vacant  at  that 
time,  but  has  the  prospect  of  being  soon  supplied. 

June  9th,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Rutland,  preached, 
and  confirmed  three  persons.  On  Friday  evening  following 
I  preached  again,  and  confirmed  three  persons  more,  Rev. 
Mr.  Hicks,  the  Rector,  assisting.  Two  of  the  four  days 
spent  in  this  interesting  and  important  parish  were  allotted 
by  me  to  the  visiting  of  Tinmouth  and  Castleton.  But  in 
the  case  of  Tinmouth,  notice  was  not  received,  and  in  that 
of  Castleton  it  was  not  thought  expedient  to  hold  any  ser- 
vice under  existing  circumstances. 

June  13th,  being  Saturday,  I  visited  St.  John's  Church, 
Poultney,  preached,  and  baptized  one  adult  and  one  infant. 
And  the  following  day,  being  the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
I  officiated  morning  and  afternoon,  and  confirmed  two  per- 
sons. The  parish  was  vacant,  but  I  was  assisted  in  the 
Sunday  services  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bingham,  of  Hampton,  N.  Y. 

June  15th,  Monday,  I  officiated  at  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Wells,  and  confirmed  one  person.  The  next  day  I  officiated 
again,  and  confirmed  three  more.  This  Church  was  also 
vacant. 

June  17th,  Wednesday,  I  visited  Zion  Church,  Factory 
Point,  and  preached ;  and  the  following  day  I  preached  a 
second  time,  and  confirmed  five  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Mr.  Blackaller,  assisting  on  both  occasions.  I  was  much 
gratified  to  see  the  improvements  eflected  in  the  Church  edi- 
fice, and  the  remarkably  full  congregations  which  attended 
the  services. 

June  19th,  Friday,  I  visited  St.  James'  Chimjh,  AxlingtOD, 
preached,  and  confirmed  seven  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr. 
Wadleigh,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Blackaller,  assisting. 


Jane  2l8t,  being  the  second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  offi- 
iated  morning  and  evening  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Benning- 
HI ;  and  baptized  two  children.  The  parish  was  vacant, 
liough  anxious  to  be  supplied,  and  presenting  an  encourag- 
Qg  field  for  usefulness. 

Prom  Bennington  I  proceeded  to  New  York,  in  order  to 
Qcct  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  General  Missionary  So- 
liety,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Greneral  Seminary. 
Phat  duty  being  discharged,  I  returned  home ;  and  on 
llonday,  July  6th,  I  visited  Union  Church,  St.  Alban's, 
rhere  I  preached.  On  the  following  day  I  delivered  a  sec- 
md  discourse,  and  confirmed  nine  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev. 
ir.  Perry,  assisting. 

July  8th,  Wednesday,  I  proceeded  to  Trinity  Church, 
Fairfield,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  The 
lext  day  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Fairfax,  preached,  and 
x>nfirmed  one  person.  Rev.  E.  P.  Putnam,  who  is  the  Rec- 
or  of  both  these  parishes,  assisted  in  all  the  services. 

July  10th,  Friday,  I  proceeded  to  Christ  Church,  Enos- 
nirgh,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons ;  the 
EUctor,  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Putnam,  assisting. 

July  12th,  being  the  fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited 
Calvary  Church,  Berkshire,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed 
me  person.  After  the  second  service,  I  proceeded  to  Union 
Church,  Montgomery,  where  I  preached  again,  and  con- 
firmed two  persons.  The  following  morning  I  preached  a 
second  time,  to  a  good  congregation.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sayles, 
who  is  the  Rector  of  both  these  parishes,  assisted  in  the  ser- 
nces  at  Montgomery,  and  at  Berkshire  his  place  was  sup- 
plied by  Rev.  Mr.  Bingham,  of  Hampton,  N.  Y. 

July  14th,  Tuesday,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Sheldon, 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr. 
Pitch,  assisting. 

And  on  Thursday,  the  16th  day  of  July,  I  officiated  at  St 
John's  Church,  Highgate,  and  confirmed  one  person.  This 
Church  was  then  vacant,  and  still  remains  so,  but  is  desir- 
ous and  able  to  maintain  a  minister.   A  faithful  and  accept- 
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aUe  preacher  would  find  there  a  very  useful  and  interesdng 
location. 

On  the  9th  day  of  August,  being  the  ninth  Sunday  after 
Trinity,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  ShelbumOi  preached,  and 
confirmed  three  persons.  And  on  Tuesday,  the  26th  of  the 
same  month,  I  officiated  for  the  little  flock  organized  by  the 
name  of  Calvary  Church,  Jericho. 

Friday,  the  30th  day  of  January,  I  visited  Christ  Church, 
Montpelier,  by  special  request,  preached,  and  confirmed  four 
persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Manser,  assisting. 

Tuesday,  September  1st,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Ran- 
dolph, and  preached  in  the  House  of  Worship  belonging  to 
the  Congregational  Society,  Rev.  John  T.  Sabine  assisting. 

Wednesday  and  Thursday,  the  2d  and  3d  days  of  the 
same  month,  were  devoted  to  Christ  Church,  BetheL  This 
parish  has  proceeded  with  great  unanimity  and  qpirit  in  the 
erection  of  their  new  Church  in  Bethel  village,  which  they 
hope  to  have  ready  for  consecration  during  the  coming  fall 
or  winter.  I  preached  on  Wednesday  at  the  old  Church, 
and,  on  Thursday,  at  the  union  house  in  the  village.  Rev. 
John  T.  Sabine  assisting.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that 
the  parish  are  unanimous  in  desiring  him  to  remain  with 
them,  and  thus  succeed  his  worthy  father,  in  the  care  of  the 
same  flock,  under  happier  circumstances. 

Friday,  Sept.  4th,  I  proceeded  to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Roy- 
alton,  (which  is  placed  provisionally  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Sabine,)  and  preached  to  a  small  but  attentive  congre- 
gation. 

Saturday,  the  5th  September,  I  visited  St.  James*  Church, 
Woodstock,  and  Sunday,  being  the  13th  after  Trinity,  I  ad- 
ministered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  preached  three  times, 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Dr.  Clap,  assisting  in  all  the  services. 

Monday  the  7th,  and  Tuesday  the  8th,  were  appropriatedL 
to  St  Paul's  Church,  Windsor ;  but  under  existing  circum- 
stances it  was  not  thought  expedient  to  hold  more  than  on^ 
service.  The  parish  is  vacant,  and  I  officiated  alone  to  m^ 
small  but  serious  congregation. 


Wednesday,  the  9th,  with  the  two  following  days,  were 
passed  at  Immanuel  Church,  Bellows  Falls.  A  portion  of 
the  time  was  occupied  in  the  examination  of  Mr.  Bailey  for 
Holy  Orders,  with  the  assistance  of  Rev.  Dr.  Clap,  and  Rev. 
Mr.  Putnam,  the  Rector.  Services  were  held  for  three  suc- 
eessive  evenings,  on  the  last  of  which,  Friday,  six  persons 
were  confirmed.  I  preached  three  times,  and  was  assisted 
by  Rev.  Dr!  Clap,  Rev.  Mr.  Perry,  and  the  Rector.  On  the 
evemng  before  Convention  three  persons  more  were  con- 
firmed. 

Saturday,  the  12th  of  September,  and  the  following  day, 
which  was  the  14th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  were  spent  at 
Christ  Church,  Guilford,  where  I  administered  the  Holy 
Conmiunion,  preached  twice,  and  baptized  two  children,  be- 
ing  assisted  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Pradt ;  and  in  the  evening, 
on  my  return  to  Brattleboro',  I  baptized  another  infant,  the 
child  of  my  hospitable  entertainer. 

To  the  foregoing  I  have  to  add  the  confirmation  of  seven- 
teen persons  in  my  own  parish,  St.  PauPs  Church,  Burling- 
ton, on  the  evening  of  Good  Friday :  making  the  whole 
number  confirmed  in  the  diocese,  within  the  past  year, 
amount  to  seventy-seven. 

Two  of  our  ministerial  list  have  been  removed  by  death 
since  our  last  Convention.  The  Rev.  James  Sabine,  after 
a  long  life  spent  in  his  divine  Master's  service,  has  departed, 
as  we  humbly  trust,  to  the  assembly  of  the  spirits  of  the  just 
made  perfect,  having  left  an  example  to  his  brethren,  in 
faithful  and  laborious  devotion  to  his  duty  under  many  dis- 
couragements, and  in  zeal  for  the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  which 
has  not  often  been  surpassed  in  our  day.  And  the  Rev. 
Richard  Peck,  of  Sheldon,  has  recently  followed  him,  —  a 
man  of  pure  and  excellent  character,  who  had  served  with 
great  acceptance  the  parishes  of  Berkshire  and  Montgomery 
in  the  early  years  of  his  ministry,  and  was  then  obliged  to 
surrender  his  trust  by  the  inroads  of  epilepsy.  He  suffered 
under  that  mysterious  disorder  for  many  years,  with  Chris- 
tian resignation,  and  his  memory  is  endeared  to  those  who 
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knew  him  best,  by  a  long  course  of  consistrat  piety  and 
devotion. 

The  remaining  instance  of  loss  to  the  ministry  of  the  dio- 
cese is  of  a  character  in  some  respects  more  serious  and 
afflicting.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hoit  resigned  his  parish  at  St 
.  Alban's  in  January,  renounced  his  ecclesiastical  vows  on  the 
23d  of  July,  and  was  accordingly  deposed  from  the  ministry 
in  pursuance  of  the  38th  Canon  of  the  General  GonventioD. 
Within  a  week  from  that  time  he  formally  entered  the  com- 
munion of  the  Church  of  Rome.  My  opinions  on  the  sub- 
ject of  this  kind  of  apostacy  are  too  well  known  to  need  any 
remark  on  the  present  occasion.  We  shall  all  unite,  I  am 
sure,  in  deploring  the  delusion  which  has  led  to  such  a  sad 
catastrophe,  and  in  praying  that  the  Spirit  of  God  may  yel 
convince  him  of  his  awful  error,  and  restore  him  to  the  truth 
which  he  once  professed,  and  to  the  communion  of  that  pure 
and  undefiled  Church,  of  which  he  was,  for  several  years, 
a  zealous  defender. 

The  pastoral  letter  which  I  addressed  to  the  laity  of  the 
diocese,  on  the  subject  of  my  correspondence  with  Mr.  Hoit, 
has  doubtless  been  seen  by  the  members  of  the  Convention. 
And  I  advert  to  it  now  only  for  the  purpose  of  saying,  that 
it  was  my  intention  to  have  followed  it  by  a  charge  to  the 
clergy  at  this  time,  if  the  unhappy  conclusion  of  Mr.  Hoit's 
course  had  not  rendered  it,  in  my  opinion,  quite  unnecessary, 
since  the  melancholy  fact  is  a  more  powerful  and  impres- 
sive warning  than  any  official  document  of  mine  could  be. 
I  have  been  told  that  some  surprise  has  been  manifested, 
although  I  know  not  by  whom,  because  my  pastoral  letter 
was  not  addressed  to  the  clergy  along  with  the  laity.  But 
this  must  have  arisen  from  want  of  reflection.  In  strict  pro- 
priety, pastoral  letters  are  only  addressed  to  the  laity  of  a 
diocese.  The  proper  form  of  a  bishop's  address  to  the 
clergy  of  his  jurisdiction  is  that  of  a  charge. 

The  other  changes  in  our  ministiy,  during  the  past  year, 
have  not  been  numerous.  The  Rev.  Moore  Bingham  and 
the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Bostwick  have  been  dismissed  to  the 
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diocese  of  New  York,  the  Rev.  James  Stephenson  to  the  dio- 
cese of  Tennessee,  and  the  Rev.  Isaac  G.  Hubbard  to  the 
diocese  of  New  Hampshire.  The  Rev.  Josiah  Perry  has 
been  received  into  the  diocese  from  Florida,  and  the  Rev. 
Thornton  W.  Clapp,  deacon,  from  Massachusetts,  and  the 
Bihr.  Albert  H.  Bailey  has  been  added  to  our  number  by  ordi- 
nation in  your  presence  this  day.  This  reduces  the  number 
of  our  present  ecclesiastical  list  from  twenty-three  names  to 
nineteen.  But  notwithstanding  this,  there  is  little  differ- 
ence in  the  number  of  our  working  clergy.  No  Church,  which 
was  filled  at  the  time  of  our  last  Convention,  is  vacant  now, 
unless  it  be  St  Paul's,  Vergennes,  and  St.  John's,  Poultney, 
for  the  Church  at  Brandon  expects  to  be  immediately  sup- 
plied by  Rev.  Mr.  Bailey ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  one  of 
the  Churches  then  reported  vacant,  viz.  Christ  Church,  Guil^ 
find,  enjoys  the  services  provisionally  of  Rev.  Mr.  Pradt,  be- 
longing to  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  they  have  the 
hope  of  soon  making  this  a  permanent  arrangement.  Al- 
though the  names  on  our  list  of  clergy,  therefore,  are  less, 
yet  the  effective  force  of  the  diocese  is  nearly  the  same. 

We  have  not  now  a  single  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  It 
is  a  cause  of  sad  and  mournful  reflection  that  it  should  be 
so.  Every  diocese  ought  to  be  contributing  its  due  propor- 
tion to  the  ranks  of  the  ministry,  and  I  humbly  trust  that 
we  shall  yet  see  the  day  when  our  own  portion  of  the  vine- 
yard will  furnish  a  share,  not  only  sufficient  to  supply  our 
our  own  wants,  but  to  repay  to  other  parts  of  the  vineyard 
the  laborers  which  they  have  given  to  us,  with  ample  in- 
terest. 

The  list  of  Churches  now  vacant  are  the  following,  viz. 
the  parishes  of  High  gate,  Vergennes,  Poultney,  Wells,  and 
Bennington. 

There  is  but  one  special  topic  which  I  have  to  recommend 
to  the  attention  of  the  Convention,  and  that  is  a  point  of 
liturgical  order,  in  the  mode  of  repeating  the  General  Con- 
fession, so  as  to  attain  a  desirable  conformity  with  what  has 
become  the  universal  practice  of  our  Church  elsewhere. 
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It  is  known  to  most  of  yon.  wj  brethren,  that  the  old  and 
eUablishtsd  mode  of  repeatins  that  important  part  of  our 
aenrice  was  in  strict  aoconiance  with  the  words  of  our 
mbric.  mfier  the  minister,  aiid  not  wiik  him.   A  change  was 
recommended  by  the  Cieaeral  ConTention  of  1835,  and  this 
reoommeodation  was  not  followed  by  the  Chnrch  in  Ver- 
mont, because  I  considered  it  unconstitutional.   For  in  order 
to  protect  the  Prayer  Book  from  the  danger  of  any  hasty 
and  injudicious  alteration,  the  General  Constitution  of  our 
Church,  in  its  Sth  article,  has  most  wisely  provided  that  ^^no 
alteration  or  addition  shall  be  made  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer^ — **  unless  the  same  be  proposed  in  one  General  Con- 
Tention, and  by  a  resolve  thereof  made  known  to  the  Con- 
vention of  every  diocese,  and  adopted  at  the  subsequent 
General  Convention.^  It  was  said,  indeed,  that  the  proposed 
change  did  not  conflict  with  this,  since  the  wards  of  the 
rubric  were  not  altered.    But  I  considered  then,  (and  I  still 
retain  the  same  opinion,)  that  it  was  a  virtual  change  to 
recommend  the  word  after  to  be  subjected  to  a  new  mean- 
ing, as  if  it  were  the  word  with  ;  since  it  seemed  to  me  in 
plain  violation  of  the  rules  of  language  to  say  that  repeating 
the  prayer  after  the  minister,  and  repeating  it  with  him, 
should  mean  the  same  thing.    And  therefore  I  willingly 
consented  to  the  suggestion  of  the  respected  brother  who  was 
then  the  rector  of  this  parish,  to  place  on  the  records  of  our 
Journal  my  reasons  for  continuing  the  old  established  cus- 
tom, which  accorded  with  the  plain  meaning  of  the  rubric, 
and  was  handed  down  to  us  by  our  Mother  Church ;  and  the 
diocese  of  Vermont  thereupon  became  the  only  one  which 
refused  to  alter  the  good  old  way  in  this  little  matter,  until 
the  language  of  the  Pnxyer  Book  should  be  changed  in  the 
regular  mode  provided  by  the  Constitution. 

Since  that  time,  however,  many  years  have  passed  away, 
and  the  recommendation  of  1835  has  become  the  universal 
fashion,  with  the  single  exception  of  our  own  diocese ;  while 
the  increasing  number  of  our  younger  clergy  who  never 
used  the  old  and  more  regular  way,  makes  the  difficulty  and 
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the  inconvenience  of  the  variation  greater  every  year.  As 
anxious  as  any  one  can  be  to  promote  the  uniformity  of  the 
Church,  and  as  desirous  to  remove  every  obstacle  in  my 
power,  I  have  been  led  to  consider  whether  the  lapse  of 
time  and  the  general  acquiescence  of  the  Church  in  this 
matter  may  not  be  taken  as  equivalent  to  the  course  pointed 
out  by  the  Convention  ;  the  more  especially  as  the  Greneral 
Convention  have  met  three  times  since  then,  and  seem  to 
think  the  point  sufficiently  and  finally  determined.  And 
the  result  of  my  reflection  has  been  such,  that  I  here  signify 
my  entire  consent  to  the  alteration,  and  recommend  to  my 
brethren,  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  with  the  now  universal 
course  in  every  other  diocese,  to  repeat  the  Ceneral  Confes- 
sion cUong  with  the  minister,  instead  of  after  him.  At  the 
same  time,  I  beg  to  be  distinctly  understood  as  not  having 
changed  my  own  opinion  on  the  true  merits  of  the  question, 
but  as  merely  agreeing  to  what  I  consider  a  mistaken  pre- 
cedent, in  order  to  avoid  the  more  practical  inconvenience 
of  nonH5onformity. 

In  conclusion  I  have  only  to  say,  that  the  coiurse  of  my 
visitation,  on  the  whole,  has  been  gratifying.  The  general 
state  of  the  Church  in  the  diocese  appears  to  be  sound  and 
healthful.  Of  the  kindness  and  hospitality  shown  to  myself 
in  every  quarter  I  have  no  need  to  speak,  for  this  has  been 
invariable  on  every  occasion,  and  never  more  manifest  than 
during  the  past  year.  And  I  himibly  trust  that  the  agita- 
tions through  which  the  Church  at  large  has  been  sustained, 
the  oppositions  and  the  controversies  which  many  have  re- 
garded with  so  much  alarm  and  apprehension,  and  even  the 
melancholy  desertion  of  a  few  misguided  men,  as  well  from 
the  ranks  of  our  Mother  Church  as  from  our  own,  will  all 
be  found  to  work  together  for  the  better  purification,  the 
firmer  union,  and  the  surer  advancement  of  the  whole  body, 
under  the  good  Spirit  and  the  Almighty  hand  of  our  blessed 
Redeemer.  We  know,  my  beloved  brethren,  that  the  Church 
is  built  on  the  rock,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it.     Only  let  us  be  faithful,  humble,  and  diligent 
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to  walk  in  the  appointed  way, — that  sure  and  safe  way  which 
the  Scriptures  of  divine  and  unerring  truth  and  the  practice 
of  the  primitive  saints  have  set  before  us.  Let  us  who  are 
of  the  clergy  be  zealous  and  constant  in  preachii^  Christ 
and  Him  crucified,  and  careful  to  shew  forth  the  fruits  of  our 
doctrine  in  our  life  and  conversation.  Let  our  brethren  o{ 
the  laity,  in  every  parish,  be  faithful  followers  of  the  Word 
of  God,  honoring  the  Lord's  day  by  a  steadfast  attendance 
at  the  sanctuary,  assembling  their  families  at  home  around 
the  domestic  altar,  holding  up  the  hands  of  their  minister  by 
a  just  provision  for  his  maintenance,  by  a  consistent  im- 
provement of  his  instructions,  and  by  a  daily  offering  of  their 
prayers  that  the  blessing  from  on  high  may  be  vouchsafed 
to  his  labors  amongst  them  ;  and  then  the  Church  will  ad- 
vance with  accelerated  vigor  and  prosperous  success.  In 
brotherly  love,  in  unity  of  doctrine,  in  holiness  of  life,  in  our 
zeal  for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  the  world  will 
behold  the  best  proof  that  our  religion  is  indeed  divine. 
And  <4hen  shall  our  land  bring  forth  her  increase,  and  God, 
even  our  own  God,  shall  give  us  his  blessing." 


The  Bishop's  address  being  concluded,  notice  was  given 
that  the  followmg  resolution  would  be  offered  to-morrow : 

Resolved,  That  the  second,  the  fourth,  and  the  eighth 
Canons  of  this  Diocese,  having  been  predicated  upon  Gen- 
eral Canons  which  have  since  been  modified,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year.  On  balloting  as  the  Canon  directs, 
the  following  elections  were  declared  to  be  duly  made.

For  Clerical  Delegates  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion :  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Joel  Clap,  D.  D.,  John  A.  Hicks, 
Joseph  F.  Phillips,  and  George  B.  Manser. 
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For  Lay  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  : 
Messrs.  Charles  K.  Williams,  Isaac  F.  Redfield,  Charles 
Linsley,  and  Alexander  Fleming. 

For  Committee  of  Finance  :  Messrs.  Nahum  Parker, 
A.  L.  Miner,  and  Greorge  B.  Shaw. 

For  Lay  Members  of  the  Missionary  Committee  : 
Messrs.  Nahum  Parker,  A.  L.  Miner,  and  George  B.  Shaw. 

The  Rev.  Josiah  Perry  was  appointed  Preacher  before  the 
next  Convention,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clap  to  be  his  substitute. 

The  Rev.  John  T.  Sabine  was  appointed  Preacher  of  the 
Missionary  Sermon,  the  evening  preceding  the  Convention, 
the  Rev.  Charles  Cleveland  to  be  his  substitute. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Blackaller  laid  before  the  Convention  the 
following  proposed  alterations  of  the  Constitution  and  Can- 
ons, which,  on  motion,  were  approved  and  referred  to  the 
action  of  the  next  Convention. 

To  alter  section  I,  of  Canon  I,  so  that  it  will  read  :  "At 
every  annual  Convention,  three  Presbyters  and  three  Laymen 
shall  be  elected  as  the  Standing  Committee,  or  Bishops' 
Council  of  Advice,  for  the  ensuing  year,  &c." 

Article  III  or  the  Constitution. 
After  the  sentence  referring  to  the  prerogatives  of  the 
Bishop,  ending  thus :  "  to  govern  the  same  according  to  the 
Scriptures  and  the  Canons,"  read  as  follows :  "  Nevertheless, 
he  does  not  act  in  any  important  matter  without  his  Council 
of  Advice,  elected  for  that  purpose,  and  called  the  Stand* 
ing  Committee.     Neither  does  he  exercise  any  legislative 

power,  &.C." 

Article  VIII. 
After  the  clause  "  assisted  by  his  Council  of  Advice,'^ 
read,  "  assisted  ,by  the  clerical  members  of  his  Council  of 
Advice,  or  by  other  Presbyters,  ike." 

In  the  XVth  Canon. 
Strike  out  the  fifth  section  altogether,  and  append  to  the 
fourth  section  the  following  clause  :  "  by  a  joint  vote  of  the 
whole  house." 
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The  following  comminiicatioii  was  then  read.

The  Ladies'  Sewing  Society,  in  addition  to  the  stipend  of  $50.00 
which  for  almost  twenty  years  they  have  annually  paid  towards  the 
salary  of  the  Rector,  have  this  year  raised,  by  a  Fair,  about  $76.00, 
which  has  been  appropriated  to  painting  and  otherwise  improving  the 
Ulterior  of  the  Church,  and  to  other  parish  purposes. 

Of  the  burials  above  reported,  two  were  in  Randolph,  the  Hon. 
Dudley  Chase  and  his  wife,  who  were  among  the  earliest  communi- 
ccmts  of  Christ  Church,  Bethel ;  and  to  whom,  with  the  blessing  of 
God  upon  their  Christian  zeal  and  liberal  aid,  that  parish,  as  also  the 
one  at  Randolph,  were  largely  indebted  for  their  existence.  The 
Church  in  this  Diocese  has  never  been  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of 
warmer  hearted  or  more  devotedly  attached  members.

Since  the  death  of  my  father,  the  former  rector,  (which  office  he  held 
for  15  years,)  I  have  had  the  charge  of  this  parish.  It  being  thought 
essential  to  the  life  and  growth  of  this  Church,  that  a  change  should 
be  made  in  the  location  of  its  place  oC  worship,  with  very  commenda- 
ble zeal  and  liberality  the  parish  have  commenced  the  erection  of  a 
Church  in  the  village  of  West  Bethel,  four  miles  from  the  old  oaej 
which  it  is  expected  will  be  ready  for  consecration  in  a  month  or  two. 
When  finished,  though  small,  it  will  be  a  neat,  convenient,  and  not 
unsightly  building ;  and  when  filled  with  devout  worshippers,  as  we 
trust,  such  a  temple  as  Grod  will  visit  and  own  as  his. 

For  the  last  four  or  ^ve  months  we  have  held  but  one  service  on  the 
Sabbath  at  the  Church,  holding  Evening  Prayers  at  the  village,  a« 
preparatory  to  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  entire  service 
there,  when  the  Church  is  completed. 

Note,  It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  communicants  re- 
ported this  year  is  not  so  large  as  formerly,  as  this  report  does  not  in- 
clude Grace  Church,  Randolph,  which  parish  for  some  years  has  been 
considered  under  the  charge  of  the  rector  of  Christ  Church.  Having 
performed  no  duty  there,  with  the  exception  of  ofiiciating  one  Sun- 
day during  the  last  winter,  in  the  Congregational  meeting-house,  at 
the  urgent  request  of  their  minister,  and  not  being  apprised  of  the 
number  of  families  and  individuals  that  consider  themselves  belongs 
ing  to  that  Church,  I  am  not  able  nor  authorized  to  report  them. 

I  have  also  officiated  and  administered  the  Communion  once  a 
month  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Royalton,  since  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clap 
ceased  his  services  there  in  May.

The  Ladies'  Benevolent  Society  continue  their  praiseworthy  la- 
bors, though  they  have  thought  it  expedient  to  devote  the  avails  of 
their  industry  the  past  year  to  parochial  objects. 

An  attempt  to  introduce,  in  this  parish,  the  last  year,  a  more  sys- 
tematic mode  of  contribution  to  the  veirious  eleemosynary  institutions 
of  the  Church,  by  way  of  individual  subscriptions  to  specific  objects, 
has  been  unsuccessful.  The  objects  aimed  at  in  the  adoption  of  this 
mode  were,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  contributors  as  well  as  of  the 
amount  contributed,  and  the  ability  to  estimate  with  more  definiteness 
the  annual  sum  which  might  be  expected  for  each  canonical  object  of 
contribution.  These  advantages  have  not  however,  been  realized  > 
and  the  inconvenience  and  delay  of  collecting  and  appropriating  to 
their  various  specific  purposes  numerous  minute  subscriptions,  have 
been  found  such  as  to  discourage,  in  this  parish,  the  continuance  of 
this  mode.  This  statement,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  greater 
part  of  the  subscriptions,  left  as  they  were  to  the  discretion  of  the 
subscribers,  were  for  parochial  purposes,  must  explain  the  want  of  a 
more  definite  and  creditable  report  in  regard  to  the  contributions  of 
the  present  year. 

The  state  of  the  parish,  since  the  last  report,  has  not  materially 
changed. 

In  a  community  where  the  population  is  stationary,  if  not  declining, 
and  where  strong  and  combined  influences  and  multiform  devices  and 
expedients  are  in  active  and  constant  operation  against  the  Church, 
no  considerable  accession  to  her  fold  can  be  expected,  without  a  spe- 
cial interposition  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  subduing  the  wilfulness  and 
pride  of  human  opinion,  and  bringing  the  minds  and  hearts  of  men  into 
obedience  to  the  laws,  and  conformity  to  the  ordinances,  of  Christ. 
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The  same  measure  of  devotion  and  diligence  which,  in  the  thriTin^ 
towns  and  populous  communities  of  our  land,  usually  result!,  with 
Grod's  blessing,  in  the  building  up  of  large  and  flourishing  pariahefli 
must  here  be  expended  in  keeping  within  their  sacred  enclosore,  and 
training  up  for  the  great  fold  above,  a  little  handful  of  the  elect  flock 
of  the  Redeemer.  In  a  remote  and  obscure  portion  of  the  Great  Mas- 
ter's vineyard,  it  is  my  allotment,  in  common  with  many  of  my  breth- 
ren, far  more  faithful,  diligent  and  deserving  than  myself,  to  labor  and 
"  endure  hardness,"  without  those  visible  and  animating  results  which, 
in  more  conspicuous  and  fruitful  portions  of  the  ground,  ensure  to  the 
faithful  laborer  his  hire,  recompense  his  toil  with  increase,  and  win 
for  him  a  wide  reputation  among  his  fellow  men.  Considerations  like 
these,  however,  have  little  weight  with  the  faithful  Christian  pastor. 
It  is  sufficient  honor  to  us  that  our  Lord  condescends  to  employ  us  in 
any  part  of  his  vineyard,  or  in  any  department  of  his  service.  Though 
our  sphere  be  limited  and  humble,  yet  we  pray  and  trust  that  our 
labor  may  not  be  wholly  in  vain ;  and  though  in  the  warfare  we  are 
called  to  wage,  the  posts  of  eminence  and  glory  are  filled  by  worthier 
soldiers  or  the  cross,  we  would  fain  contribute,  in  our  obscurer  sta- 
tions, our  little  aid  to  the  final  victory  of  our  Lord  and  his  Church. 

Though  the  Rector  deeply  laments  the  too  great  prevalence  of  a 
worldly  spirit  among  his  people,  he  yet  humbly  trusts  that  there  are 
among  them  those  who  are  growing  up  for  the  kingdom  of  Qod ;  and, 
through  a  Saviour's  merits,  and  in  the  use  of  the  means  of  grace 
which  the  Church  affords,  and  in  the  exercise  of  the  faith,  obedience, 
and  love  which  she  inculcates,  becoming  more  and  more  meet  for  its 
blessed  and  endless  enjoyments.

A  part  of  the  last  sum  mentioned  in  the  list  of  contributions  above, 
though  expended*during  the  last  year,  had  been  raised  the  year  pre- 
vious.   The  Ladies  of  the  parish,  foremost  in  every  good  work,  had 


raised,  in  a  Sewing  Circle,  $140.  During  the  year  now  past,  an  en- 
terprising Juvenile  Sewing  Circle  realized  the  sum  of  $65u  Of  these 
two  funds,  the  Ladies  have  expended,  for  handsomely  enclosing  the 
Church  edifice  and  grounds,  and  towards  recasting  the  beU,  which 
had  been  broken,  the  sum  of  $191.49; 

A  Parochial  School,  designed  chiefly  for  the  girls  of  the  parish,  was 
planned  and  put  in  operation  by  the  previous  Rector,  and  is  still  pros- 
perous. The  design  of  its  founder  and  friends  is,  while  imparting 
thorough  practical  instruction,  both  in  elementary  and  most  other 
studies  pursued  in  Young  Ladies'  Seminaries,  to  secure,  also,  correct 
instruction  in  the  duties  of  the  Christian  life,  as  taught  by  the  Church. 
The  condition  of  admission  is,  membership  of  the  parish,  and  attend- 
ance upon  its  services.  The  school  is  wholly  under  the  management 
of  the  Rector,  who  supplies  it  with  instructors,  gives  general  direc- 
tions, manages  its  fiscal  concerns,  attends  and  opens  its  exercises  in 
the  morning,  and  spends  some  hours  each  day  in  hearing  recitations. 
Various  opportunities  are  taken  for  familiar  conversational  discussions 
and  explanations  of  religious  subjects,  suggested  by  the  sacred  Scrip- 
tures, Liturgy,  dec. 

The  Sunday  school  has  been  for  some  time  suspended.  The  for- 
mer Rector  sought  to  secure  the  children  of  his  flock  from  various 
and  contradictory,  and  sometimes  erroneous  teaching,  by  dispensing 
with  teachers  of  classes,  calling  the  pupils  around  him,  and  reserving 
their  instruction  solely  to  himself.  The  result  of  the  experiment  was, 
however,  unsatisfactory.  The  present  Rector  made  an  efibrt  to  ob- 
tain the  same  object  by  means  of  the  Parish  School  and  a  Bible  Class. 
Many  children,  however,  who  can  be  brought  into  a  Sunday  School, 
the  influence  of  these  means  will  fail  to  reach,  and  recourse  will  again 
be  had  to  the  old  system,  which,  though  not  free  from  objections,  has 
been  too  well  proved  to  be  regarded  as  an  experiment

RELIEF  OF  AGED  AND  INFIRM  CLERGYMEN,  Ac. 

The  foUotoing  Resolutions  were  adopted  at  this  Convention, 

Resolved,  That  upon  Easter  day  in  each  year  a  contribution  be 
fiiade  by  every  Church  in  the  Diocese,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  applied  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  and  the 
Standing  Committee,  for  tlie  relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  in 
this  Diocese  who  may  be  destitute  of  the  means  of  an  adequate  and 
comfortable  support,  and  also  for  the  reliei'  of  such  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  who  have  labored  and  died  in  this 
Diocese,  as  are  destitute  and  need  assistance. 

Resolved,  That  if,  in  the  judgment  of  tlie  Bishop  and  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  contributions  shall  amount  to  more  in  any  year  than 
the  necessities  for  that  year  require,  the  overplus  shall  be  safely  in- 
vested by  them,  as  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy- 
men, and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese  of 
Vermont 


APPENDIX  IV. 


DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

The  foUotoing  Resolutions  were  passed  at  the  Convention  of  1841. 

Whereas  an  efiective  Missionary  operation  is  believed  to  be  highly 
important  to  the  interests  of  the  Diocese,  therefore, 

Resolvedt  That  this  Convention  hereby  recommend  to  the  respective 
{Mirishes  in  the  Diocese,  to  raise  by  monthly  collections,  or  such  other 
tnethod  as  the  clergy  may  deem  expedient,  contributions  for  domestic 
missions. 

Resolved^  That  said  contributions  be  paid  quarterly  into  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  subject  to  the  order  of  a  Committee, 
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ronsisting  of  the  Bishop,  as  ex^offieio,  chairman;  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese ;  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  appointed  by  the  lay- 
members  of  the  Convention. 

Resolvedj  That  the  said  Committee  appropriate  the  funds  thus  rais- 
ed, at  their  discretion,  for  hiissionary  purposes  within  the  Diocese,  and 
report  annually  to  the  Convention. 

RULES 
Adopted  by  the  Missionary  Committee^  September  18/A,  1845. 

1.  Feeble  parishes  already  organized,  as  well  as  other  places  where 
in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  the  latmrs  of  a  Missionary  would  be 

Productive  of  sufficient  good  to  warrant  such  an  undertaking,  will 
e,  from  time  to  time,  designated  as  Missionar]^  Stations,  and  those 
Clergymen  who  are  aided  by  the  Committee,  will  be  regarded  as  Mis- 
Idonaries. 

2.  Two  or  more  such  places,  near  to  each  other,  in  which  a  Clergy- 
man can  conveniently  labor,  will  frequently  be  regarded  as  a  single 
station. 

3.  All  mone3r8  appropriated  by  the  committee  for  Missionary  labor, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Missionary  who  performs  it,  and  not  to  the  parish 
in  which  he  labors. 

4.  When  a  Missionary  is  appointed  to  a  Station  which  comprises 
more  than  one  parish  or  place  where  he  is  to  officiate  statedly,  he  shall 
divide  his  services  between  the  several  places,  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  salary  paid  by  each  over  and  above  the  stipend  which  the 
committee  allow  him. 

5.  The  stipends  of  the  Missionaries  shall  ordinarily  be  equal;  and 
shall  be  fixed  at  such  a  sum  as  the  committee,  at  a  meeting  held  an- 
nually for  that  purpose,  shall  determine. 

6.  Any  missionary  Station  may  be  discontinued  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Committee. 

7.  No  Clergyman  shall  receive  aid  as  a  Missionary  from  this  Com- 
mittee who  is  not  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese. 

8.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Conmiittee  shall  be,  ex-qfficioj 
Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Committee.

ADDRESS. 

BSLOrE0  BSBTHttBN: 

Trb  year  which  has  padHed  away  since  otu'  last  Conten- 
tion, has  not  been  marked  by  anything  out  o^  the  ordinary 
course,  in  the  parishes  of  the  diocese.  The  Church,  on  the 
Dvliole,  is  rather  in  a  growing  and  healthy  state,  althongh 
its  progress^  whether  in  a  spiritual  or  a  temporal  aspect,  is 
far  below  the  mark  of  a  Sanguine  anticipation ;  and  there  ill 
atill  so  little  done,  in  comparison  with  what  is  left  undone^ 
that  we  havcf  much  more  reason  to  humble  ourselTes  before 
Okxi  than  to  assume  the  tone  of  satisfied  complacency. 

The  first  act  which  my  official  duty  as  your  bishop  called 
ujlon  me  to  perform,  was  the  transmission  of  the  resolution 
pasGred  by  our  last  Convention,  requesting  that  the  VenerabW 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  foreign  paits 
would  appoint  certain  individuals  therein  named,  as  addi- 
tional members  of  their  Vermont  Board  of  Agency.  Imme- 
diately after  our  adjournment,  the  Rev.  Ebenezer  Williams, 
of  Wisconsin,  wrote  to  me,  desiring  some  letters  of  introduc* 
tion  for  himself,  as  he  was  about  to  visit  England.  l%tt 
gave  me  a  happy  opportunity  to  transmit  a  copy  oi  owt 


Journal,  together  with  a  communication  addressed  to  bis 
Grace,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  who  is  the  President 
of  the  Venerable  Society.  And  the  month  of  June  brought 
me*  the  new  power  of  attorney  in  complete  form,  presented 
in* <be  kindliest  generosity,  free  from  all  expense  or  charge; 
another  evidence  added  to  a  long  and  precious  list  of  the 
cordial  Christian  liberality, which  our  beloved  Mother  Church 
•f  England  has  exhibited  towards  her  transatlantic  pro- 
geny. 

The  document  did  not  arrive  in  season  for  the  r^;nlar 
meeting  of  the  Board,  but  I  lost  no  time  in  giving  notice  to 
the  new  agents,  and  it  will  be  doubtless  proper  that  a  meet- 
ing should  be  holden  on  some  day  during  the  cuireat  year, 
to  reeeive  the  fiscal  report  of  the  treasurer,  and  make  suitar 
ble  arrangements  for  the  future  disposition  of  the  trust  com- 
mitted to  them. 

On  Wednesday,  February  lOtb,  I  visited  our  little  society 
(organized  by  the  name  of  Calvary  Church,  Jericho,  which 
has  been  kept  alive  by  regular  lay-reading  in  a  private 
room,  ever  since  the  year  1844,  weak  in  numbers,  but 
strong  in  the  zeal  of  a  few  devoted  christian  peoj^e.  On 
this  occasion  I  officiated  alone,  preached,  baptized  two  chil* 
dren  and  two  adults,  coufirmed  four  persons,  and  adminis- 
tered the  holy  Communion. 

On  the  evening  of  Good  Friday,  April  2d,  in  St  Paul's 
Church,  Burlington,  I  confirmed  eleven  persons.  And  on 
Whitsunday,  May  23d,  I  administered  confirmation  to  six 
more,  making  seventeen  persons  in  that  parish  since  the  last 
Convention. 

On  Monday,  August  9th,  I  visited  Union  Church,  St  Al- 
bans, preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  the  rector,  Rev. 
Josiah  Perry,  assisting.  A  meeting  of  the  vestry  was  held 
in  the  evening,  at  which  the  rector  attended ;  and  it  was 
there  agreed  that  he  was  to  close  his  connexion  with  the 
parish  by  the  first  of  October  next,  or  earlier,  if  a  successor 
could  be  found  prepared  to  enter  upon  his  duties.  The  sun- 
dering of  the  ministerial  bond,  from  whatever  cause,  is  al> 


wAys -painful ;  but  it  was  rendered  as  little  so  in  this  case  m 
could  have  been  anticipated,  by  the  kindly  feelings  and  en- 
life  unanimity  of  all  concerned. 

Tuesday,  August  10th,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Fairfield, 
in  eompany  with  Rev.  Mr.  Perry,  who  not  only  assisted  in 
the  performance  of  morning  prayer,  but  also,  at  the  request 
of  the  rector.  Rev.  E.  F.  Putnam,  administered  the  sacra- 
meiit  of  baptism  to  an  adult ;  after  which,  I  preached,  and 
oonfirmed  the  same  person.  In  the  afternoon  I  proceeded 
with  Mr.  Putnam  to  his  other  parish,  Christ  Church,  Fair* 
fax,  where  I  preached  in  the  school-house  to  a  serious  and 
attentive  assembly.  Some  progress  has  been  made  at  Fair- 
field in  the  building  of  a  rectory,  and  in  Fairfax  towards 
Ihe  erection  of  a  suitable  house  of  worship,  and  I  tnist  that 
Am  Convention  of  the  next  year  may  be  told  of  their  com- 
pLstion. 

Wednesday,  August  11th,  I  arrived  along  with  Rev.  Mr. 
Putnam,  at  Calvary  Church,  Berkshire,  in  season  for  mom- 
\ng  service.  A  good  congregation  were  assembled,  and  the 
Ractor,  Rev.  E.  H.  Sayles,  presented  four  candidates  for  con- 
irmation,  one  of  whom  had  been  wonderfully  raised  up^ 
ifiier  many  years  of  sickness  and  sorrow,  to  praise  her  heav- 
inly  Physician,  and  pay  her  vows  in  the  presence  of  his 
wqple.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  Union  Church,  Mout- 
pmtery,  of  which  Rev.  Mr.  Sayles  is  also  Rector,  where  I 
Mreached,  and  confirmed  one  person.  Rev.  Messrs.  Putnam 
md  Fitch  assisted  the  Rector  in  the  services  of  this  interest- 
ng  day. 

Thmrsday,  August  12th,  I  proceeded  with  Rev.  Mr.  Put- 
wm  to  Christ  Church,  Enosburgh,  where  he  performed  the 
naming  service,  and  baptized  an  adult;  after  which  I 
Meached,  and  confirmed  the  same  person.  In  the  afternoon 
re  went  on  to  Grace  Church,  Sheldon,  in  which  also,  one 
sandidate  was  prepared  for  the  ordinance  of  confirmation. 
rhe  rector  of  both  these  churches,  the  Rev.  John  A.  Fitch, 
wmm  suddenly  called  away  by  an  unexpected  claim  of  frater- 
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nal  duty^  and  devolved  his  office  for  the  time  upon  Rev.  Mr; 
Putnam,  who  fulfilled  it  most  acceptably. 

Friday,  August  13th,  I  preached  at  St.  John's  Church, 
Highgate,  where  I  officiated  alone  to  a  serious  and  attentive 
congregation,  baptizing  the  infant  child  of  a  valued  friend, 
l)ut  having  no  candidates  for  confirmation.  This  interest- 
ing parish  had  been  vacant  for  a  considerable  period,  and 
has  now  engaged  the  services  of  Rev.  C.  IL  Batchelder, 
who  was  expecting  to  have  reached  his  new  home,  tc^ether 
\vith  his  family,  in  season  for  my  visit,  but  was  unavoidaUy 
Retained,  as  much  to  his  disappointment  as  to  mine. 

Returning  to  my  own  parish  in  time  for  the  duties  of  the 
Lord's  day,  f  resumed  my  visitation  on  Monday,  the  16th 
of  August,  at  St.  Paul'9  Church,  Vergennes,  where  I  preach-^ 
ed  to  a  small,  but  attentive  congregation,  and  was  gratified 
to  find  that  afler  suffering  a  long  vacancy,  they  were  again 
supplied  with  a  rector,  the  Rev.  Foster  Thayer,  and  were 
looking  forward  to  a  brighter  prospect,  under  his  pastoral 
supervision.  Mr.  Thayer  assisted  me  in  the  services,  but 
had  not  been  long  enough  in  his  new  post  to  have  any  can* 
didates  prepared  for  con^rmation. 

Tuesday,  Ai^gust  17th,  I  proceeded  to  S^t  Stephen's 
Phurch,  Middlebury,  where  I  preached  in  (he  afternoon,  the 
^rector.  Rev.  Joseph  F.  Phillips,  assisting.  In  the  evening, 
the  vestry  and  the  Rector  met,  and  after  dfscussing  the  sub- 
ject at  some  length,  it  was  agreed  that  his  connexion  with 
the  parish  should  be  dissolved.  It  is  due  to  Mr.  Philips  to 
add  that  the  ostensible  cause  of  the  separation  involved  no 
pensure  on  him,  but  vfos  rested  on  the  ground  of  pecuniary 
inability.

Rev.  Albert  Bailey,  assisting.

cese,  has  been  long  vacant,  and  become  greatly. 


Bmt  Uma  10  enough  1^  to  encourage  the  hope  thai  it  inM 
nee  agaia  lo  its  former  vigor.  The  congregation  waa  larger 
lluai  Inspected  in  the  morning,  and  very  full  in  the  aftei^ 
noon,  and  I  earnestly  hope  that  the  time  is  at  hand  when 
aome  sealoiis  and  devoted  labourer  will  be  sent  into  thia 
important  quarter  of  the  vineyard. 

Monday,  August  30th,  I  was  conveyed  to  St  James' 
Church,  Woodstock,  where  I  preached  to  a  small  but  atten* 
five  congregation,  the  rector,  Rev.  Dr.  Clap,  assisting. 

St  Paul's  Church,  Royalton,  would  have  stood  next  in 
order,  but  I  had  written  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Swett  who  had  the 
eharge  over  the  parish,  and  in  reply  was  excused  from  the 
duly,  inasmuch  as  the  members  who  could  have  attended 
pneferred  to  unite  in  the  services  at  Bethel. 

Tuesday,  August  31st.  Owing  to  a  disappointment  in  the 
Tahide  he  had  expected,  the  rector  and  I  left  Woodstock  for 
Bethel  in  the  stage,  which  had  been  detained  nearly  twe 
hours  later  than  the  usual  time  by  the  extraordinary  num^ 
bear  of  passengers,  thus  compelling  me  to  fall  more  than  one 
hottr  behind  my  appointment,  to  my  serious  mortificaticMi 
and  regret  For  the  new  Church  was  to  be  consecrated, 
and  a  crowded  congregation  had  assembled  to  do  honor  to 
a  service  which  occurs  only  at  rare  intervals,  and  it  was 
painful  to  know  that  our  unavoidable  delay  was  producing  ao 
much  impatience  and  apprehension,  and  thus  putting  our 
brethren  and  friends  into  a  state  of  uneasiness  but  little 
adapted  to  the  solemn  duties  of  the  day.  Notwithstanding 
thia  unpleasant  drawback,  however,  the  services  were  at* 
leaded  to  with  great  seriousness  and  apparent  interest.  The 
hailding  did  much  credit  to  all  concerned,  neat,  commodious, 
and- well-proportioned.  A  small  but  very  effective  organ,

Thursday,  Sept.  3dj  I  visited  dhrist  Ohmch^  Mon^iriiei^ 
preached,  and  administered  the  rite  ct  confirmation  to  ontf 
person)  the  Rector,  George  B.  Manser,  asristing; 

And  on  Monday,  September  13th,  I  proceeded  to  Trimt^ 
Church,  Shelbume,  preached,  and  confirmed  three  personft 
Several  others  who  were  prepared  for  confirmation  were  un« 
avoidably  absent ;  but  it  was  anttnged  that  a  second  visit 
riiould  be  paid  on  their  account^  sodn  after  Convention^  I 
was  assisted  in  the  Jiervice  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Oharlefl 
Cleveland j  and  waS  not  a  little  thankfhl  to  setf  the  parish 
growing  stronger,  under  his  faithful  and  NteadfiiSt  ministra^ 
tions,  notwithstanding  the  didculties  to  Which  it  has  beisn 
exposed. 

The  whole  number  con^rmed  Since  ottr  last  Conviniildn 
is  only  sixty-nine.  This  fallfl  short  of  the  average 
of  former  years,  and  indicates,  no  doubt,  the  influence  of  the 
worldliness  and  indifierencCj  of  which  vte  have  all  heard 
such  sad  complaints  in  every  direction)  Nevertheless  thd 
Church  in  the  diocese,  on  the  whole,  seems  to  be  prosperingi 
Our  principal  difficulty  appearis  to  have  consisted  iH  die  fte> 
quent  changes  of  our  ministry,  and  the  consequent  faitefVali^ 
sometimes  of  months  and  even  years,  during  Wfalidi*  Ihanf' 
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fwUies  hare  been  vacann  Under  these  cifeiimttanoeii^ 
any  ineteaae  of  ipiritual  growth  would  be  impossible,  and 
k  eoald  hardly  be  expected  that  our  congregations  ooald 
wen  hold  their  own.  And  one  great  cause  of  this  diflSi- 
etttty)  beloted  brethren,  can  only  be  removed  by  the  eflbrts 
of  the  laityi  Oui"  wardens  and  vestrymen  need  a  far  more 
gsaknis  interest  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  responsible 
Qflce»  To  them  it  belongs  to  provide  for  Iheir  minister's 
eomfortaUe  support,  to  attend  punctually  to  the  collection 
aad  paying  over  of  the  stipulated  salary^  and  to  strengthen 
tli8  parishioners)  both  by  precept  and  example,  in  the  essen^ 
lial  duty  of  giving  what  is  just  and  right  for  the  mainte^ 
aance  of  the  (xospeL  l^hey  should  remember  that  this  is  a 
tfltty  which  the  minbter  himself  cannot  enforce,  without 
hanrding  the  respect  and  affection  belonging  to  the  higher 
Vbjecta  of  his  office-.  And  instead  of  laying  aside  the  busi« 
toss  of  the  Church)  under  the  mistaken  idea  that  it  is  as 
imtch  the  affair  of  every  other  man,  they  should  bear  in 
Ittind  that  the  very  law  of  the  Church  commits  it  specially 
la  them;  and  that  if  it  involves  some  additional  trouble  ocea» 
ttionally,  yet  it  also  involves  higher  privileges  and  more 
■faundant  blessings,  in  behalf  of  those  who  discharge  it  as  an 
ndbring  of  love  to  the  Redeemer*  Qod  grant  Us  an  increas* 
log  spirit  of  attention  to  this  important  matter,  and  spare  uS 
the  awful  evils  wl>ich  must  ensue,  if  the  ministers  of  Christ 
are  not  supported%  l^he  Lord's  Sabbaths  profaned — the 
liocd's  house  closed  and  going  to  decay — the  children  of  onf 
congregations  deprived  of  Sunday  School  instruction,  and 
growing  up  in  religious  ignorance)  in  utter  recklessness 
towards  Qod,  and  in  practical  contempt  for  piety  and  virtue— « 
O  brethren  1  fearful  must  be  the  result  of  all  this,  even  CA 
yxxai  oi#n  earthly  comfort  and  prosperity,  and  dreadftd  wilt 
be  the  account  to  be  rendered  for  it  at  the  last  day. 

You  will  hardly  think  that  I  say  more  than  is  reasonable 
Upon  this  painful  subject,  when  I  add  the  result  of  a  simple 
inquiry  into  the  history  of  ministerial  changes  during  the 
perioidi  not  quite  fifteen  yeart^  of  my  official  oonnection  wiHi 
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the  dioeese.  Of  the  eboeen  Cboidiet  which  Vme  fibm 
•UODg  enough  to  have  a  ministeri  nine  have  had  five  idiS- 
finent  Rectors  apiece,  two  have  had  aiZ|  one  hae  had  :thieQ| 
three  have  had  two,  and  two  only,  the  parish  at  Bntlani 
and  my  own  parish,  have  the  same  man  .still  oficaatingj 
Besides  this,  most  of  them  have  suffered  firom  oonsidembls 
vacancies,  when  their  Churches  were  clpsed  altogether. 
Now  I  need  not  tell  you  how  injuriously  this  must  opeoM 
upon  the  mutual  confidence  of  both  ministers  and  peephw 
On  neither  side  oan  there  be  a  fair  opportunity  to  form  the 
intimate  acquaintance  and  affectionate  regard  which  are  M> 
iiniiortant  for  the  proper  influence  of  the  CSospeL  And  if 
something  is  not  done  to  produce  a  better  state  of  things  with 
regard  to  the  permanence  of  the  parochial  connexion  hetweoi 
the  pastors  and  their  flock,  we  shall  be  compelled  to  Ismwtf 
aa  increasing  loss  of  religious  power,  or  seek  for  the  only 
practicable  resource  in  an  itinemting  ministry. 

I  am.  far  from  wishing  to  be  understood^  however,  as:dft* 
siring  to  lay  the  whole  fault  upon  the  laity,  K  is  beyond  all 
dispute  that  many  of  the  changes  to  which  I  have  lefianed 
were  imputable  to  the  clergy  themselves.  For  the  evil,  up^ 
hajqpily,  is  almost  epidemical  throughout  the  Churdi  at 
lai^.  Our  ministry  only  share  in  the  restlessness  which 
marks  our  whole  national  character,  and  this  restlessnen^ 
perhaps,  should  be  regarded  as  a  necessary  part  of  the  quiit 
of  progress  or  enterprize,  which  makes  the  age  we  live  in  so 
emphatically  an  age  of  movement  and  of  change.  Still, 
while  I  have  every  disposition  to  make  allowance  for  the 
cause,  the  effect  upon  our  religious  stability  and  growth  ii 
ncme  the  less  disastrous.  And  it  is  my  solemn  duty  to  pie- 
sent  the  evil  to  your  assembled  wisdom,  in  the  faiope  that 
something  may  be  done  to  lessen  its  injurious  qperatioiiy  if 
not  to  effect  its  cure. 

To  this  end,  I  would  recommend  to  your  attention  die  fol- 
lowing subjects  of  consideration : 

First,  the  expediency  of  availing  yourselves  of  the  canon 
passed  by  our  laat  General  Convention,  authoriiing  .dii 
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Kshop^with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  ordaW 
(feaeons  withont  demanding  the  full  theological  lequirementa 
«irpected  of  those  whose  sole  object  is  the  clerical  vocation. 
This  measure  would  give  us,  in  time,  one  branch  of  the 
ntnistry,  and  that  a  highly  important  onci  permanently 
lociatejd  in  every  parish,  to  aid  the  Rector  when  he  is  present, 
to  supply  his  place  to  a  certain  extent  when  he  is  absent, 
SMd  tfius  to  keep  up  the  regular  services  of  the  Church  under 
aU  the  changes,  to  which  the  present  system  is  liable.  I 
know  many  individuals  admirably  qualified  to  discharge 
this  duty,  without  adding  to  the  pecuniary  burdens  of  the 
people — men  who  stand  high  in  their  respective  conununi- 
tiss,  and  whose  position  in  office  and  in  property  would  give 
weight  to  their  piety,  and  influence  to  their  example,  without 
any  sacrifice  of  their  secular  concerns.  And  the  Church,  in 
aivailing  herself  of  their  aid  in  the  form  proposed,  would  nol 
only  be  returning  to  the  system  of  the  Apostles  which  bam 
besn  fiedrly  recorded  in  our  Prayer  JSook,  but  would  gain  an 
asm  of  strength  likely,  under  God,  to  relieve  us  from  a  large 
amount  of  the  existing  difficulty. 

And  in  the  second  place,I  would  advise  the  passage  of  a  leso* 
huion  requesting  our  older  and  stronger  parishes  to  relinquish 
their  present  share  in  the  land  fund  of  the  Diocese,  for  the 
ezpiress  purpose  of  supporting  as  many  missionaries  as  possi- 
ble, to  preach  as  itinerants  amongst  the  weaker  Churches. 
Without  some  such  relinquishment,  the  income  of  that  fund 
ytHl  not  be  sufficient  to  effect  much.  We  have,  at  this 
moment,  several  organized  societies  which  are  nothing  more 
in  fact  than  missionary  stations,  and  which,  without  this  aid, 
will  not  only  be  utterly  unable  to  increase  in  strength,  but 
must,  on  the  contrary,  fall  away  to  nothing. 

The  ministerial  changes  of  the  past  year  have  been  largely 
in  favor  of  the  diocese.  The  Rev.  Henry  M.  Davis  has 
been  dismissed  at  his  own  request  to  the  diocese  of  New 
York,  the  Rev.  John  T.  Sabine  to  the  diocese  of  Massachu* 
wtts,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  I.  Todd  to  the  diocese  of  Con* 
necticut    On  the  other  hand,  the  Rev.  Jobai  B.  PradI  ha* 
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toen  rooeiyed  flpom  the  diooeae  of  PouMfltiliii,  ^hm  Bow. 
Oiiver  Bopmm  from  the  dioccM  of  Copneolicat,  the  Asr. 
Foster  Thayer  from  the  diocese  of  New  Toric,  aiid  tha  Bev. 
Messrs.  C.  R.  Batchelder  and  Josiah  Swett  ttom.  tlia  diooesa 
of  New  Hampshire.  Our  list  of  clergy,  thenfim,  whidi 
stood  at  nineteen  a  year  ago,  is  now  increased  to  tWiWtf-oiie» 
besides  the  Bishop. 

The  ordinations  have  been  <mly  those  whieh  yoa  haTtt 
this  day  witnessed,  Yiz-t  the  BeT.  Albert  Hi  Baileyy  JMih 
Swett,  and  C.  R.  Batchelder,  deacons,  advanced  to  tfw  eider 
ef  priests.

however,  cannot  be  placed  on  the  permanency  of  those  added. 

The  inducements  which  are  frequently  held  out  to  our  artisans  and 
Uiorers  to  improve  their  circumstances  by  going  elsewhere,  make 
thw  class  of  our  congregation  usually  fluctuating.  Meanwhile  they 
cany  with  them  the  Prayer  Book,  and  some  favorable  impressions 
respecting  our  doctrines  and  usages,  and  generally  leave  behind  them 
their  former  prejudices.  In  this  way  they  imbibe  a  taste  which  puts 
Ihem  upon  the  inquiry  after  the  Episcopal  Church,  at  their  next  lo^ 
eation.  From  the  attempts  which  have  been  made  by  some  in 
oar  church  to  give  a  Romish  interpretation  to  our  standard  of  faith 
and  practice,  occasion  has  been  taken  by  the  influential  among  othef 
denominations  to  increase  and  confirm  existing  prejudices,  and  we  have 
had,  and  still  have  in  Manchester,  to  contend  against  them.  We  have 
found,  however,  that  a  mild  and  unobtrusive  upholding  of  even  the 
distinctive  principles  of  the  church,  with  preaching  the  truth  in  love, 
has  secured  the  favor  of  a  thinking  community. 

There  is  a  contentious  spirit  abroad  which  the  Editors  of  our  reli^ 
loos  journals,  by  their  love  of  controversy,  are  apt  to  inflame,  rather 
than  by  a  holy  enforcement  of  love  and  good  works,  endeavor  to 
quench.  The  people  in  consequence  come  with  little  of  the  right 
preparation  of  heart  to  the  house  of  Qod,  and  are,  therefore,  little 
profited.  We  have  reason  to  bless  God,  however,  for  the  degree  of 
religious  sensibility  among  us,  for  although  so  few  comparatively  are 
prepared  for  confirmation,  some  six  or  eight  others  are  almost,  if  not 
altogether,  persuaded  to  take  up  the  cross  and  follow  Christ  Oh ! 
that  the  Lord  would  dispose  more  and  more  towards  the  attainment 
of  everlasting  salvation.

Once,  I 
was  out  of  the  Diocese;  once,  I  was  called  to  bury  a  child  of  a 
parishioner  in  Enosburgh,  and  once,  after  morning  service  in  the 
Church,  I  went  out  of  the  parish  to  attend  a  funeral.  Services  on 
Christmas  Eve  and  Christmas  Day.  I  had  an  appointment  for  ser- 
vices on  Thanksgiving,  but  in  consequence  of  a  very  severe  storm, 
there  was  no  attendance.

The  experience  of  more  than  a  year  having  convinced  me  tiiat  the 
chanting  of  the  responses  to  the  commandments,  in  the  Comitfdniaa 
■enrice,  and  of  the  Psalter  at  Evening  Prayer,  (which  had  been  the 
practice  in  this  parish)  was  inexpedient,  it  was  discontinued  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year.  It  is  undoubtedly  desirable  to  render 
tiie  animated  devotion  oi  the  Pssilms  common  to  the  whole  worship- 
ing assembly.  A  nearer  approach  to  this  will  be  made,  when  all  join 
devoutly,  and  each  hears  his  own  voice,  pronouncing  the  language  of 
penitence,  of  supplication,  and  praise,  than  when  the  exercise  is  re- 
stricted to  the  choir,  and  the  few  who  commonly  unite  with  thenb 
This  remark  applies  with  still  greater  force  to  the  offering  up  of  the 
Kyrie  fileison.  In  other  respects,  the  usages  of  the  parish  continue 
the  same  as  in  former  years,  and  its  general  condition  is  not  materi- 
ally changed.

I  assumed  the  charge  of  this  Church  the  last  of  June,  and,  therefore, 
can  present  no  definite  statement  in  regard  to  its  condition  and  circum- 
stances. I  can  only  remark,  that  the  few  weeks  I  have  been 
here,  I  have  witnessed  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  attendants^ 
and  a  strong  desire  on  the  part  of  Christians  for  the  grov^  and  pros- 
perity of  the  Church.

Rev.  Bishop  of  the  diocese  then  delivered  his 
annual 

ADDRESS. 

Beloved  Bbetrben  : 

The  mercy  of  Divine  Providence  again  allows  us  to  meet 
together  in  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and 
communicate  the  transactions  of  the  past  year,  and  consult 
lor  iffe  future  interests  of  the  Church  committed  to  our  care 
by  our  gracious  Redeemer.  I  proceed  to  discharge  the  duty 
required  by  the  Canon,  in  laying  before  you  the  record  of 
my  own  official  acts,  to  which  1  shall  have  little  to  add,  by 
way  of  suggessiou. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  our  last  Convention,  viz. : 
on  Sunday,  September  20th,  1847, 1  visited  Trinity  Church, 
Shelburne,  by  special  request,  preached,  and  confirmed  four 
persons ;  the  Rector,  Rev.  Charles  Cleveland,  assisting  in 
the  services. 

The  Parish  of  Union  Church,  St.  Albans,  being  vacant, 
requested  me  to  officiate  for  them  several  times  during  their 
destitute  condition.    Accordingly,  on  Sunday,  December  12th, 


I  ffflri^fa^  there  twice  find  again  cm  Moiidfty  eveiikig,aiid  tap^ 
tiased  two  children.  On  Sunday,  January  16th,  1848, 1  alao 
ofliciated,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  haptized 
two  children.  The  congregations  were  large  throughout, 
wd  an  excellent  spirit  was  manifested  by  the  people. 

February  23d  and  24th,  I  vinted  Albuzgh  by  lequest, 
preached  each  day,  and  administered  the  Euchariat.  ThQ 
ReY.  Bir.  Townsend,  of  Lower  Canada,  kindly  attended, 
and  assisted  in  the  services,  and  the  coi^regatiana  were 
good,  and  appeared  much  interested. 

April  2l8t,  being  the  evening  oi  Good  Friday,  I  oonfixm* 
ed  fibfieen  persons  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington. 

Sunday,  the  2l8t  of  May,  and  the  following  Sunday,  the 
28th  of  May,  I  officiated  by  request  at  Union  Churdi,  St 
Albans,  preached,  administered  the  Communion,  and  attend- 
ed the  funeral  of  an  aged  communicant,  the  mother  of  Bev. 
Mr.  Spooner  of  the  diocese  of  New  York. 

Thursday,  July  6tb,  I  made  my  regular  visitation  to  the 
same  parish,  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  I  am 
thankful  to  add  that  this  important  Church  has  at  length 
become  supplied,  by  an  engagement  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fay, 
and  I  trust  that,  after  their  peculiar  trials  and  difficulties, 
the  blessing  of  God  will  grant  them  a  long  period  of  pros- 
perity. 

Friday,  July  7th,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Fairfield, 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person,  Rev.  W.  Fitch,  of  Shel- 
don, assisting  in  the  services.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Fairfax,  and  preached  in  the 
school-house  at  Buck-hollow.  Both  these  parishes,  I  am 
sorry  to  say,  are  vacant. 

July  9th,  the  3d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  in  the 
morning  at  Calvary  Church,  Berkshire,  and  in  the  after- 
noon at  Union  Church,  Montgomery,  being  assisted  in  the 
services  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Sayles.  Another  service 
being  desired,  I  preached  a  third  time  in  tlie  evening.  The 
congregations  throughout  were  large  and  attentive. 


July  lOdi,  Monday,  I  tisttad  Christ  Ghmth)  BncMmtglii 
piMchbd)  and  oonfiimed  one  person,  tbe  Rector^  Her*  Wk 
Fitch,  assisting. 

July  11th,  Tuesday,  t  preached  at  Orace  Cbttbhi  6^1- 
dbiii  which  is  also  under  the  chai^  of  Rev.  Mr*  Fitdi,  and 
had  reason  to  believe  that  the  sseal  of  the  congregatkm  IvwM 
not  aUow  thetn.to  postpone,  much  logger,  the  erectfon  of  t 
MW  Gharch,  to  take  the  place  of  theit  present  old  and  dilo* 
pidfttM  building. 

Wednesday,  July  12th,  I  visited  8t.  John^s  Chimin,  8tgb« 
gate,  where  1  preached,  and  confirmed  five  persons,  being 
assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  €k  R.  Batehehkf. 

I  had  appropriated  the  two  following  days  to  a  tisit  at 
9wanton  Falls  and  Alburgh,  but  the  notices  Were  not  given^ 
oil  account  of  circumstances  which  rendered  it,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  our  friends  in  those  places,  inexpedient  to  appoint 
service  at  that  time,  and  therefore  they  preferred  to  have  It 
(xMponed  to  the  winter  season. 

Monday,  July  ITth,  I  visited  St  Paul's  Church,  Vergenlies, 
and  preached  to  a  good  congregation  in  the  evening,  iha 
Rector,  Rev.  F.  Thayer,  assisting  in  the  services. 

Tuesday,  July  18th,  I  preached  at  St.  Stephen's  Chtuch, 
Middlebury,  and  also  on  the  two  following  evenings.  Three 
children  were  baptized,  and  I  was  assisted  in  the  sertices 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Maury,  of  the  diocese  of  Kentucky,  on  tW6  oi 
the  occasions,  and  by  Rev.  Geo.  B.  Manser,  of  Montpel^, 
on  the  other.  This  valuable  parish  is  still  vacant,  but  ih» 
veatry  ho^  soon  to  obtain  a  supply. 

Ditring  the  three  days  passed  in  Middlebilry,  Ih6  dbaitf 
of  Land  Agents  held  their  annual  meeting,  hating  pM^ 
vidusly  assembled  in  February  for  the  purpose  of  makhig 
tlie  arrangements  necessary.  In  consequence  6i  ihe  add!* 
tional  agents  appmnted  by  the  parent  Society.  The  blttii- 
nese  was  all  transacted  with  entire  harmony,  and  ih6  piti^ 
sent  state  of  that  important  trust  is  highly  satisfaCtoty. 

Friday,  July  21st,  I  visited  St.  Thomas'  Chtirch,  firandon. 
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arbeie  Iimached  in  the  afkenuxm, Ifa0  B0T.  Mi^^ 
ly  acocnnpaiiied  me,  and,  at  the  nqneat  of  Rev.  Mr.  Buhyi 
the  Rector,  assisted  in  the  senrices. 
.  July  23d,  the  6th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  Trinity 
Church,  Rutland,  preached  twioe^  and  confirmed  fixir  per-* 
aoDs,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Dr.  Hicks,  assisting.  Afiertfaeaeoond 
service,  I  confirmed  a  young  lady  who  had. long  hean  con- 
fined to  the  house,  and  was  a  great  suffiarer.  Tlie  zoom 
was  filled  with  her  afflicted  relatives  and  finends,  and  I 
united  the  service  for  the  visitation  of  the  sick  witfi  the 
office  of  confirmation,  being  assisted  by  the  Redor.  The 
oocasimi  was  marked  with  great  feeling  and  solenmity. 

August  12th,  being  the  10th  Sunday  afier  Trinily,  I  visits 
ed  Trinity  Church,  Shelbume,  in  the  afternoon,  and  pnacb- 
ed  to  a  good  congregation,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Charles  Cleve- 
land, assisting.  I  have  spce  received  firom  him  a  letter 
stating  that  on  account  of  the  delicate  state  of  his  wi&s 
health,  he  will  be  obliged  to  seek  a  change  of  climate,  so 
that  the  Parish  which  he  has  served  fidtbiiilly  fi>r  several 
years  will  soon,  I  fear,  be  added  to  the  list  of  vacancies. 

I  resumed  my  visitation  on  Wednesday,  September  Gtfa| 
at  Bfontpelier,  where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons, 
the  Rev.  George  B.  Manser  assisting. 
.  Tbe  following  day,  Thursday,  Sept  7th,  I  visited  Grace 
Church,  Randolph,  where  I  was  much  gratified  to  fitnd  their 
new  ed^ce  advanced  so  far  towards  completion.  I  preach- 
ed in  the  Congregational  House  of  Worship  to  an  attentive 
audience,  and  was  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Mr.  Swett, 
the  Rector  of  Bethel,  with  whom  I  trayelled  the  same  even- 
ing to  his  house. 

Friday,  September  8th,  I  preached  twice  in  Christ  Church, 
Bethel,  and  confirmed  six  persons.  The  congregations  were 
good,  and  very  attentive.  The  Rector  assisted  in  the  Min- 
ing Service,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Sabine  of  Boston  in  the  service  of 
the  afternoon. 

Saturday,  September  9tb,  Rev.  Mr.  Swett  conveyed  me 


to  St  Paul's  Church,  Royalton,  which  is  under  his  xmiAih 
terial  charge,  where  I  preached  to  a  small  but  serious  con- 
gr^ation  in  the  forenoon,  and  proceeded  in  the  evening  to 
Woodstock)  in  order  to  be  in  readiness  for  the  duties  of  the 
Sabbath  day. 

September  10th,  being  the  12th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I 
preached  three  times  at  St.  James'  Church,  Woodstock,  the 
Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Herrick,  assisting  in  the  services.  One 
lady  was  confirmed. 

September  11th,  Monday,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Windsor,  and  officiated  in  the  evening  to  a  respectable  con^ 
gregation.  This  important  Parish  is  still  vacant,  but  the 
seal  of  the  people  is  aroused,  and  there  is  good  reason  to 
hope  that,  as  soon  as  they  can  obtain  the  services  of  a  suit- 
able  minister,  they  will  be  able  to  go  forward  with  prosper- 
ity and  success. 

September  12th,  Tuesday,  the  order  of  my  appointments 
brought  me  to  Immanuel  Church,  Bellows  Falls.  Soon 
after  our  last  Convention  in  September,  1847,  the  then  Rec- 
tor of  this  Parish,  Rev.  Albin  K.  Putnam,  declined  being  a 
candidate  for  re-election  as  our  Secretary,  on  account  of  his 
feeble  health.  Desirous,  however,  to  consult  again  a  dis- 
tinguished physician  in  New  York,  from  whose  treatment 
he  had  formerly  received  much  benefit,  he  accepted  the 
office  of  delegate  to  the  General  Convention,  and  took  his 
seat  for  a  short  time  as  a  member  of  that  body.  But  no 
human  skill  could  long  postpone  the  event.  He  returned  to 
his  Parish,  and  in  a  few  months,  notwithstanding  the  care 
and  watchfulness  of  bis  attached  family  and  affectionate 
flock,  he  was  called  away  to  a  better  world.  He  died  as 
the  minister  of  Christ  should  die, — in  faith  and  firm  assur-r 
ance,  and  entire  resignation  to  the  'will  of  God,  who  saw 
fit,  in  his  mysterious  but  unerring  Providence,  to  cut  short 
his  labours  at  an  early  age,  when  he  might  have  looked 
forward  to  a  long  course  of  usefulness.  Few  men  have 
been  more  beloved  and  regretted  by  their  friends,  and  few 
2 
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have  better  deserved  the  esteem  and  afibction  bestowed  wpm 
them. 

To  supply  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  dealli  q(  fiev. 
Mr.  Putnam,  the  Parish  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cla|i,  of  Wood- 
stock, and  I  cordially  assented  to  the  transfer  of  b}^  IQW9- 
terial  relations,  which  had  been  consiimmated  several  aioiiihs 
before  my  visitation.  Being  conveyed  to  t)ie  vtflftge  by  (be 
kindness  o{  one  of  the  vestry  of  Windsor,  I  preadied  io  tbe 
afternoon  to  an  attentive  congregation,  and  cooinrsied  three 
persons  in  Church,  the  Rector  assisting.  I  afterwaids  ac- 
companied him  to  the  houses  of  two  ladies  who  had  been 
for  years  confined  by  sickness,  sind  administered  oonfirma- 
tion  to  them  both,  in  the  presence  of  their  relatives  and 
friends.  Under  all  the  circumstances,^  my  visit  was  one  of 
peculiar  interest,,  and  I  was  especially  gratified  to  find  dial 
the  zeal  of  the  Parish  had  accomphshed  the  erection  of  a 
tasteful  and  commodioms  parsonage,  one  of  the  Hiost  import- 
ant aids  to  the  comfort  and  stability  of  the  pastoral  relation^ 

September  13thy  Wednesday,  I  proceeded  to  Christ  Church, 
Cruilford,  and  preached  to  a  good  congregation,,  the  Rectori 
Rev.  Mr.  P)*adt,  assisting.  The  confirmations  were  seven^ 
and  the  condition  of  the  Parish  appeared  to  be  prosperous. 
I  was  particularly  pleased  to  learn  that  here  also  they  had 
raised  some  funds  for  a  parsonage,  which  they  hope  to  biiild 
in  the  course  of  another  year. 

September  14th,  Thursday,  I  crossed  the  mountain  to  8t^ 
Peter's  Church,  Bennington,  where  J  officiated  to  a  good 
congregation  on  the  following  day.  This  important  Paiisb 
is  still  vacant,  but  expects  to  be  supplied  soon. 

September  17th,  being  the  1 3th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I 
visited  St.  James'  Church,  Arlington,  preached  to  a  large 
congregation,  and  confirmed  seven  persons,,  the  Rector,  Revr  - 
Sir.  Wadleigh,  assisting.    In  the  afternoon  I  proceeded  to^ 
Zion  Church,  Factory  Point,  where  I  preached  again  to  a 
full  house  of  serious  and  attentive  bearers.    One  person  was— 
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COflfinnedy  and  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Blackaller,  assisted  in 
Cfaa  Mrrlces.  Here,  too,  was  a  mark  of  progress  since  mjr 
last  yititf  in  (he  addition  of  an  excellent  organ,  which  aided 
not  a  little  in  the  music  of  the  Church. 

Sefitember  18th,  Monday,  Rev.  Mr.  Blackaller  conveyed 
me  to  St  Paul's  Church,  Wells,  where  I  preached,  and  eon-^ 
fatted  tiro  penons.  At  the  request  of  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr. 
fio^ioii^  the  Rev.  Mr.  Blackaller  assisted  me  in  the  servi^ 
t&^  and  ire  pyoceeded  in  the  evening  to  St.  John's  Church, 
FMikney.  In  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  Tuesday^  I 
fieaehed  to  an  excellent  congregation,  and  confirmed  three 
persons,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Blackaller  and  the  Rector^ 
■ev.  Mr.  Hopson.  And  many  improvements  bore  testimony 
io  Ae  teal  and  activity  of  the  Parish,  since  their  present 
flililister  has  taken  up  his  residence  amongst  them. 

Thitf  closed  my  visitation  for  the  current  year,  althoi^ 
Mtme  places  were  omitted  at  which  I  have  officiated  formerly. 
Tlius  Tinmouth  and  Castleton  have  been  passed  over,  not 
because  there  was  any  lack  of  time  or  inclination  on  my 
part,  but  because  there  was  no  appointment  supposed  to  be 
advisable.  In  cases  such  as  these,  where  there  is  no  house 
of  worship  and  no  settled  minister,  I  can  only  commic  the 
question  of  my  visit  to  the  discretion  of  some  one  amongst 
the  nearest  clergymen.  Accordingly,  for  some  years  past,  I 
have  alloted  time  enough  for  both  these  places,  and  have 
left  the  propriety  of  making  the  appointment  to  the  judgment 
of  Rev.  Dr.  Hicks  of  Rutland.  I  am  glad  to  learn,  since 
ny  arrival  here,  that  our  friends  at  Tinmouth  have  had  the 
beneit  o{  ministerial  services  from  Rev.  Mr.  Bingham  of 
Hampton,  and  I  trust  that  the  time  may  be  at  hand  when 
that  and  some  other  parts  of  the  diocese  may  be  able',  by 
ghe  Divine  blessing,  to  take  such  a  stand  as  shall  claim  a 
ssgnlar  course  of  yearly  visitation. 

The  number  of  confirmations  is  only  sixty-six,  so*that 
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in  this  respect  it  has  been  one  of  the  least  productive  sea- 
sons that  I  have  yet  seen  during  my  16  years'  epscopate. 
No  less  than  twelve  of  the  Parishes  which  I  visited  were 
without  any  candidates  for  this  important  ordinancei  al- 
though, on  many  accounts,  the  general  state  of  the  diocese 
may  be  truly  said  to  be  encouraging  and  hopefuL 

On  the  29th  of  October,  1847, 1  received  the  application 
of  Mr.  Stephen  Chipman  Thrall  as  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders,  and  he  is  now  pursuing  his  studies  in  the  General 
Theologiclil  Seminary.  And  another  candidate  has  since 
Implied,  whose  case  has  not  yet  been  acted  upcm  by  the 
Standing  Committee. 

The  ministerial  changes  of  the  past  year  have  been  the 
following.  Dr.  Clap  resigned  his  parish  at  Woodstock,  and 
accepted  thee  all  of  Emanuel  Church,  Bellows  Falls.  The 
Rev.  Josiah  F.  Phillips  was  dismissed  at  his  own  request  to 
the  diocese  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  Rev.  Edward  F.  Put- 
nam to  the  diocese  of  New  Hampshire.  The  lamented 
death  of  Rev.  Albin  K.  Putnam,  added  to  these  two  last 
mentioned,  makes  a  total  of  three  names  to  be  stricken  from 
the  ministerial  list  of  the  diocese.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Herrick  has  been  received  from  the  diocese  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  the  Rev.  Mr,  Fay  from  the  diocese  of  Lou- 
isiana, leaving  the  present  number  of  our  clergy,  including 
the  Bishop,  twenty  one. 

The  list  of  vacant  Churches  is  painfully  large.  Fairfield 
and  Fairfax,  Middlebury,  Windsor  and  Bennington,  are  all 
without  ministers.  And  there  is  nothing  connected  with 
my  official  duty  which  I  find  so  embarrassing  as  the  diffi- 
culty of  obtaining  a  supply.  I  am  satisfied,  however,  that 
this  difficulty  might  be  easily  removed,  if  the  wardens  o 
every  vacant  church  would  send  a  statement  of  their  case 
to  some  of  our  numerous  Church  Periodicals,  describing,  in 
a  few  words,  the  condition  and  ability  of  their  parish,  an 
keeping  the  advertisement  before  the  eye  of  the  clergy 
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week  after  week,  until  they  gucoeeded.  In  this  way, 
which  is  the  usual  mode  of  diffusing  information  on  sdl 
other  subjectSi  not  only  would  vacancies  be  more  likely  to 
be  soon  supplied,  but  our  periodicals  would  be  more  practi- 
cally useful  than  they  have  ever  been,  in  diffusing  this 
most  important  kind  of  ecclesiastical  intelligence.  And  I 
make  the  suggestion  in  perfect  confidence  that  the  practice 
which  I  recommend,  if  once  adopted  generally,  would  have 
the  best  effect  in  lessening  a  great  and  growing  evil. 

With  regard  to  our  own  diocese,  I  have  no  doubt  that  we 
snflkr  some  disadvantage  from  our  geographical  position. 
Being  at  one  of  the  extremes  of  the  Union,  where  there  is 
nothing  to  attract  the  course  of  clerical  travel,  the  circum- 
stances of  our  parishes  are  but  little  known  beyond  their 
immediate  vicinity.  We  have  never  applied  for  aid  from  the 
ftmds  raised  for  the  Domestic  Missionary  department,  and 
therefore  we  lose  the  benefits  of  the  information  which 
that  might  afford.  We  have  no  diocesan  intelligencer  from 
which  clei^ymen  could  learn  our  wants  with  regularity. 
And  our  duties  confine  us  to  our  own  boimds,  so  as  to  ren- 
der it  impossible,  without  leaving  our  parishes  destitute,  to 
be  firequent  visitors  at  the  meetings  of  the  more  populous 
dioceses,  where  we  might  freely  commmunicate  our  condi* 
tion  to  our  brethren.  A  minister  desirous  of  changing  his 
location,  finds  it  easier,  both  in  respect  of  time  and  money, 
to  pass  from  Boston  to  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New 
York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland,  than  to 
visit  Vermont.  And  if  there  were  no  other  difference  than 
thiSi  it  would  be  sufficient  to  account  for  the  fact,  that  our 
Facancies  are  harder  to  supply,  and  remain  open  longer 
than  those  of  many  other  dioceses. 

I  was  forcibly  impressed  by  these  ideas  during  the  past 
winter,  when  I  sent  a  short  communication  to  two  of  our 
periodicals  in  relation  to  the  vacancy  of  St.  Albans;  To 
my  great  surprize  I  received,  in  a  tew  weeks,  no  less  than 
eleven    applications  from    brethren    of  various   dioceses, 
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clearly  proving  that  there  was  no  want  of  gOdd  feeling 
towards  Yermont,  when  the  proper  information  was  diffused 
amongst  the  clergy.  And  this  was  the  result  of  but  one 
publication. 

The  great  roads  now  in  progress,  and  to  be  completed  in 
another  year  or  two,  will  be  likely  to  have  a  very  favoraUe 
effect  on  this  particular  difficulty,  and  meanwhile  I  would 
specially  advise  the  wardens  of  every  vacant  parish,  to  ad- 
vertise for  a  clergyman  in  our  church-papers,  signing  thenr 
own  names  as  the  persons  to  be  addressed  upon  the  8ul]ject 
I  am  much  mistaken  if  this  will  not  be  found  the  most  ex- 
peditious and  effectual  mode  of  supplying  the  want  under 
which  some  of  our  parishes  are  suffering. 

In  all  other  respects,  I  believe  our  diocese  is  as  happily 
circumstanced  as  we  could  desire.  We  have,  indeed,  no 
large  cities,  and  of  course  we  have  no  large  Churches,  and 
no  large  salaries.  But  for  villages  of  unsurpassed  health- 
fulness,  for  picturesque  and  lovely  scenery,  and — what  is  of 
far  more  importance — fc  r  a  right  state  of  sound  church  feel- 
ing, for  the  regularity  of  church  order,  for  the  prevailing  in- 
telligence and  morality  of  the  population,  for  a  reasonable 
measure  of  unity  and  peace,  and  for  a  large  and  increasing 
field  of  usefulness,  I  have  seen  (no  place  superior  to  the  di- 
ocese in  which  Providence  has  been  pleased  to  cast  our  lot 
It  gives  me  pleasure  to  add,  that  notwithstanding  our  pe- 
culiar disadvantages,  the  principles  of  the  Church  are  ma- 
king their  way  slowly  but  surely,  to  the  approbation  of  the 
community  ;  and  I  doubt  not  that  we  shall  see  the  fruits  in 
an  encouraging  increase,  if  we  only  have  grace  to  be  faith 
ful. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  the  subject  of  a  revision  of 
Constitution  and  Canons  was  laid  aside,  on  my  suggestio; 
that  the  legislation  of  the  Church  in  General  Conventio: 
would  probably  supersede  the  necessity  of  our  further  ac 
tion.    I  am  sorry  now  to  be  obliged  to  say  that  I  see 
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itOBged  of  that  event  soon,  if  at  all.  And  therefore,  accord-' 
Dg  to  my  former  pledge,  I  renew  the  offer  of  my  aasiitaiice 
o  spy  committee  which  yoii  may  think  fit  to  raiae,  iu  relar 
ion  to  the  matter. 

I  ahall  not  detain  you,  my  brethren,  by  any  remarks  on 
ba  general  institutions  of  the  Church,  nor  yet  on  the  doings 
)f  oar  late  General  Convention,  because  I  take  it  for  granted 
hai  you  are  folly  acquainted  with  the  fiicts,  through  the 
mpva^  and  prefer  confining  myself  within  the  limits  ^ich 
leloog  to  our  diocesan  sphere  of  action^  My  own  ophuoiis 
iTO  ai  your  service  on  any  point,where  you  may  think  it  de- 
umUe  to  have  them  ezinressed.  I  would  only  say,  that  I 
lae  BO  ground  of  alarm  or  uneasiness  in  the  present  aspect 
f  ear  ecclesiastical  relations.  The  elements  of  agitation 
eenif  fhrough  the  overruling  power  of  God,  to  be  at  rest^ 
md  I  trust  that  although,  where  there  is  a  large  degree  of 
Siristian  liberty,  there  will  always  be  more  or  less  of  oc*' 
iaikaial  strife,  yet,  on  the  whole,  the  Church  throughout  ottr 
oontry  is  in  as  peaceable  and  united  a  state,  as  can  be  e;^^ 
leeted  firom  human  infirmity. 

The  most  serious  drawback  upon  our  prosperity,  as  weD 
IS  upon  that  of  the  whole  Church,  is  probably  in  the  spirit 
(f  worldliness  which  infects  our  flocks,  I  fear,  most  exten-' 
ivaly.  The  love  of  Mammon,  the  making  haste  to  get 
ich,  the  excitement  of  politics,  the  fever  of  speculation,  the 
ippetite  for  pleasure — these  are  old  causes  of  melancholy 
iMtility  to  the  influence  of  divine  truth.  The  late  revolu^ 
[onary  movements  in  Europe,  too,  have  infused  a  new  ele^ 
Q/emi  of  earthly  anxiety,  tending  not  a  little,  among  thou-* 
Buds,  to  distract  the  feelings  and  the  thoughts  from  those 
temal  interests  which  are  alone  permanent  and  abiding^ 
Ijid  the  recent  and  stirring  events  in  our  own  national  bis^ 
Diy  have  perhaps  contributed  as  much  as  any  other  second^ 
zy  cause,  tt>  the  prevailing  apathy  in  religion.  The  peace 
Mexico,  the  return  of  our  troops,  the  vast  accession  of 
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territory,  the  powerful  impulse  to  emigration,  the  anticipated 
pressure  upon  the  monied  interests  of  the  community, — all 
these,  together,  have  kept  the  minds  of  our  citizens  iii  a 
whirl  of  curiosity  and  solicitude,  to  a  degree  far  beyond  the 
average  of  worldly  perturbation.    Alas!  that  they  should 
operate  against  the  influence  of  the  Gospel,  when,  if  they 
were  regarded  aright,  they  would  only  stimulate  us  the 
more  to  be  zealous  in  the  pursuit  of  the  only  good,  which  is 
worthy  of  all  our  confidence  and  devotion.    For  surely  the 
past  year  has  been  prolific  of  those  changes  which  should 
force  upon  every  thinking  mind  the  inspired  declaration, 
that  all  things  here  below  are  but  vanity  and  vexation  of 
spirit.    The  casting  down  of  thrones,  the  sudden  prostra* 
tion  of  crowns  and  sceptres,  the  tottering  of  the  strongest 
governments,  the  crumbling  into  dust  of  the  most  venerable 
institutions,  the  dismemberment  of  nations,  the  conversion 
of  kings  and  princes  and  ministers  of  State,  into  fugitives 
and  exiles  without  a  country  or  a  home,  and  the  imiver- 
sal  agitation  still  at  work,  heaving  up  the  very  foundations 
of  almost  every  social  system  which  past  centuries  ha&- 
apparently  established  amongst  mankind — what  should  alHi 
this  teach  us  but  a  solemn  lesson  of  the  worthlessness,  th^^ 
deceitfulness  and  the  utter  uncertainty  of  earthly  hopes  anc^ 
expectations !    How  should  it  enforce  the  divine  precepW^- 
"Love  not  the  world,  neither  the  things  of  the  world," — "fo^iz 
the  \\  orld  passe *h  i>  way  and  the  lusts  thereof)  but  the  Wor»  ^^ 
of  the  Lord  endurcth  forever." 

May  we  all  have  wisdom  and  grace,  my  beloved  bretL^^ 
ren,  to  look  on  the  troubled  aspect  of  the  age  with  the  e^^tf 
of  faith,  and  the  heart  of  holy  resolution.    May  the  Lord  fci^ 
onr  strength,  our  hope,  our  confidence,  and  our  crown  of  re- 
joicing.   Vain  is  the   help  of  man  without  his  blessing. 
Vain  are  the  arts  of  policy,  the  power  of  princes,  the 
strength  of  armies,  the  pride  of  rank,  the  influence  of  gold, 
the  authority  of  laws  and  constitutions,  the  skill  of  states- 
men  and  politicians,  without  the  sustaining  hand  of  the 
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ighty  Ruler.  If  God  be  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us? 
odbe  against  us,  what  arm  can  be  our  refuge  and  our 
7  Let  us  seek  his  favor  with  renewed  zeal  and  dili« 
e.  Let  us  implore  our  glorious  Redeemer,  who  has  all

The  Church  was  opened  od 
Chrietmaa  Eve,  and  cm  Thanksgiving  Day»  Chriitmaa  Day,  Epiph- 
aay,  Aah  Wednesday,  Good  (.Friday,  and  Ascension  Day,  for  Mor- 
nlnif  Prayer.  Besides  this  I  have  read  evening  prayer,  and  lectored 
twice  in  a  School  House,  in  a  part  of  the  parish  distant  from  the 
Church.  The  Holy  Communion  lus  been  administered  thirteen 
times,  I  have  attended  four  funerals, — two  in  my  own  parish,  and 
one  in  Sheldon  and  one  in  St  Albans.  There  have  been  two  mar- 
riages and  four  Baptisms,--one  adult  and.three  infants.  Five  persons 
were  confirmed  in  August  One  conmiunicant  has  diefl,  and  two 
have  removed  from  the  parish.  The  present  number  of  Communi- 
cants is  fifty.  The  Sunday  School  in  this  parish  is  small,  but  the 
attendance  and  interest  of  the  members  has  been  uniform  during  the 
year.  I  have  regularly  attended  it,  opened  it  with  a  collect,  cate- 
chised the  children  each  Sunday,  and  then  taken  my  place  as  a 
teacher.

tKma ;  many  inanrmountable  difficultiea  impede  the  growth  of  the  Chuich 
under  even  a  zealoaa  and  active  miniatry.  On  Sundaya,  the  interval  be- 
tween  the  Morning  and  Evening  Servicea  ia  the  only  time  that  eaa  be 
appropriated  to  Sunday  School  inatroction.  In  the  Snmmer,  thia  ia  one 
and  half  hour ;  in  the  Winter,  one  hour ;  and  when^  aa  ia  aometimee  the 
eaae,  the  clergyman  haa  to  fill  the  office  of  Teacher,  Saperintendent» 
and  Librarian,  it  ia  impoasible  that  the  children  can  have  that  ahare  of 
hia  attention  that  should  be  given  them. 

Under  these  and  other  discouraging  circumatancea,  tbe  Pteiah  never- 
thelesa,  we  trust,  has  been  gradually  improving.  Attendance  at  Chmeh 
la  on  the  increase,  and  there  appears  to  prevail  throughout  the  Pariah 
an  almost  unprecedented  degree  of  peace  and  harmony.  To  the  lauda- 
ble exertions  of  some  oif  our  Ladies,  the  Church  is  indebted  for  a  fine- 
toned  fi^lian  Organ,  which  is  found  materially  to  enhance  the  pleaaniea 
<xf  Holy  Worship. 

Among  othe)r  things,  the  Rector  thinks  there  is  a  very  pereeptibia 
benefit  accruing  both  to  the  Parish  and  the  Church  at  laige,  from  t&e 
Inatitnte  of  which  he  ia  the  Principal.  The  yoang  Ladiea  that  come

I  am  happy  to  report,  this  second  year  of  my  Rectorship,  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Church.  The  num. 
ber  of  attendants  has  steadily  increased,  and,  so  far  as  I  can  judge, 
much  harmony  prevails  among  the  congregation. 

I  have  made  pastoral  visits  during  the  Winter,  which  are  resumed 
this  Fall,  at  the  houses  of  the  members  of  the  Parish,  of  a  strictly  reli- 
gious nature — reading  of  the  Scriptures,  exhortation  and  prayer.

The  improvements  in  the  Church,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  made 
at  my  suggestion,  simply  consist  in  the  removal  of  the  altar  to  the  cen- 
tre of  the  Church,  with  the  pulpit  and  lectern  outside  of  the  rails, — an 
atrrangement  more  appropriate  and  better  fitted  for  the  performance  and 
understanding  of  the  whole  service. 

The  unwearied  efforts  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Church  are  worthy  of  all 
commendation,  in  furnishing  the  Church,  and  in  trimming  the  altar  and 
Jlectem  with  a  handsome  covering  of  damask,  and  otherwise  adorning 
^e  House  of  the  Lord. 

The  Rector  deeply  laments  his  many  failures  in  duty, — the  excessive 
3>revalence  of  a  worldly  spirit,  and  alarming  religious  insensibility  to 
"the  great  salvation^  among  many  dear  to  him,  and  for  whose  souls  Re 
:as  bound  to  watch  as  one  who  must  give  an  account — still  he  is  encour- 
M^  to  believe,  that  some  are  growing  in  Christian  virtues,  in  love  and 
Aitb,  daily  commune  with  their  Maker,  and  are  preparing  for  the  heav- 
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enly  0Ute,  while  their  cb-opention  with  htei  in  Ui  <>ffleial  liMHl,  Mil 
their  heartfelt  sympathy  with  him  under  Bev«re  private  aflietioiiBb  (Mm 
which,  by  the  bleseing  of  Gkxi,  he  is  now  entirely  relievedt  have  incited 
him  to  fresh  ardor  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  a  minister  of  Christ, 
and  awakened  brighter  hopes  for  the  future.

From  Enosburgh  I  proceeded,'  in  the  afternoon,  to  Grace  ChttTch, 
Sheldon,  along  with  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch,  where  he 
officiated  in  the  service,  and  1  preached  and  confirmed  two  persona. 
The  congregation  was  larger  than  usual,  and  appeared  seriouily 
engaged.  But  thejr  still  continue  to  worship  in  their  old  building, 
although  not  without  the  expression  of  strong  intentions  to  erect 
a  new  one,  which,  in  truth,  is  sadly  needed,  on  every  grouod  of 
religious  consistency,  as  well  as  personal  comfort. 

On  Friday,  August  10th,  I  visited  St.  John's  Church,  Highgalei 
where  I  preached,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Batchelder,  the  Rector,  awttipg 
in  the  services. 

The  12th  of  August,  being  tlie  10th  Sunday  afterTrinilj,! 
passed  at  Alburgh,  where  a  small  parish,  named  St.  Luke's^  had 
been  once  organized  by  the  zeal  of  Rev.  Mr.  Townsend^  of 
Glarenccville,  Lower  Canada,  and  where  several  families  sdl) 
remain,  as  strongly  attached  to  the  Church  as  ever.  The  tenni- 
nus  of  the  Northern  rail-road  in  their  immediate  neighborhood 
is  expected  to  have  a  favorable  effect  on  the  populatioi^  and  bufli* 
ness  of  this  fertile  region.  It  has  the  further  advantage  of 
possessing  the  well-known  mineral  springs,  whose  reputation  it 
constantly  increasing.  Our  friends  in  that  quarter  are  thereibra 
sanguine  in  the  hope  of  seeing  their  old  organization  renewed,  with 
better  auspices,  and  a  Church  edifice  erected  in  due  time;  aol 
hence  they  requested  me  to  give  them  the  services  of  Sunday. 
And  the  minister  and  brethren  of  the  Methodist  Society,  which  is 
the  only  one  established  in  the  place,  very  kindly  and  liberallj 
consented  to  grant  the  use  of  their  house  of  worship  for  the 
occasion.  The  congregations  were  very  large,  both  nioming  ui 
afternoon,  and  the  interest  displayed  was  apparently  as  strong  aol 
general  as  our  best  friends  could  have  expected. 

I  had  sent  notice  to  the  effect  that,  if  it  were  desired,  I  wooU 
preach  at  Swanton  Falls,  on  Saturday,  on  my  way  to  Alburgh. 
But  as,  unfortunately,  I  received  no  answer,  I  was  obliged  toiH- 
fer  that  the  day  was  not  convenient,  and  so  passed  through  with* 
out  stopping,  in  order  to  save  the  time  of  the  person  who  coDTeyed 
me  from  Highgate.      1  was  mortified  not  a  little  to  IearD»(A  ^f 
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iurriTal  at  Alburgh,  that  an  appointment  had  been  actually  made 
t>r  roe  to  officiate  in  the  afternoon.  But  it  was  too  late  to  return  in 
veason,  and  therefore  I  was  compelled  to  let  it  go,  under  the  hope 
of  making  up  for  it  on  some  future  occasion. 

August  20th  being  Monday,  I  visited  Union  Church,  St.  Albans, 
where  I  preached  to  a  large  and  serious  congregation,  and  con- 
'Armed  eleven  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Charles  Fay,  assisting. 
<Tbe  state  of  the  parish  seemed  to  be  encouraging  and  prosperous. 

*  September  the  9th,  being  the  fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I 
visited  Christ  Church,  Montpelier,  where  I  preached,  morning  and 
kftemoon,  the  Rector,  Rev.  George  B.  Manser,  assisting.  At  the 
ieoond  service,  five  persons  were  confirmed,  in  the  presence  of  a 
lai^e  congregation,  whose  serious  deportment  and  earnest  attention 
l^ve  evidence  of  more  than  common  interest.  It  was,  altogether 
\uk  occasion  to  be  remembered  with  thankfulness  by  us  all. 

On  Monday,-  the  10th  of  September,  I  proceeded  to  Grace 
Oiurch,  Randolph,  which  had  secured  the  services  of  the  Rev. 
X.  Obear,  soon  after  the  time  when  their  edifice  was  consecrated. 
Here  i  found  a  full  congregation,  and  an  excellent  spirit  of  zeal. 
'Ji  large  number  of  adult  baptisms  were  administered,  and  after 
preaching  a  discourse,  I  confirmed  eighteen  persons.  The  evening 
prayer,  the  lessons  and  the  baptisms,  were  divided  between  Rev. 


Messrs.  Obear  and  Manser  ;  the  music  was  unusually  good,  and 
seldom  have  I  been  privileged  to  witness  a  more  gratifying  and 
lonpressive  scene  of  religious  feeling. 

From  Randolph,  I  proceeded  to  St.  James's  Church,  Woodstock, 
im  Tuesday,  September  11th,  where  I  preached  in  the  afternoon, 
lo  an  attentive,  though  not  large,  congregation,  and  confirmed  four 
I^Tsons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Herrick,  assisting.  Since  my 
previous  visit,  the  arrangement  of  the  chancel  had  been  altered, 
*illd  greatly  improved  ;  and  the  condition  of  the  parish,  as  I  trust, 
is  advancing. 

'  Wednesday,  September  12th,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Windsor,  where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons,  the  Rev. 
-Jbsiah  Perry,  who  has  been  the  Rector  of  this  Parish  for  some 
Itooths,  assisting  in  the  services.  I  made  another  visit  to  them  on  the 
Craning  of  Sunday  last,  on  which  occasion  I  preached  to  a  much 
liargec  congregation.      An  adult  was  baptized,  and  two  peraona 
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more  were  confirmed,  Rev.  Mr.  Perry  assisting.  Thia  Ghurdk, 
I  am  happy  to  say,  is  reviving  slowly  but  surely,  from  its  former 
state  of  extreme  depression. 

I  next  proceeded  to  Christ  Church,  Guilford,  where  I  preached, 
on  Friday  the  14th  September,  Rev.  John  B.  Pradt,  the  Rector, 
assisting.  It  was  highly  gratifying  to  me,  to  find  their  new  par- 
sonage so  far  advanced  towards  completion,  that  an  expenditure  of 
two  hundred  dollars  more  will  sufRce  to  finish  it ;  thus  adding 
very  seriously  to  the  comfort  of  their  worthy  pastor,  and  to  the 
stability  of  the  Church,  in  the  regularity  and  pennaneDce  of  her 
ministrations. 

September  the  16th,  being  the  fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I 
visited  Immanuel  Church,  Bellows  Fulls.  Here  I  preached,  morn- 
ing and  afternoon,  to  large  and  serious  congregations ;  the  Reo- 
tor.  Rev.  Dr.  Clup,  performed  the  usual  services,  and  I  confinned 
five  persons.  The  great  improvement  of  the  Church  Cemetery 
since  my  last  visitation,  was  a  gratifying  proof  of  their  zeal  for  tin 
progress  ofexternal  order;  and,  in  common  with  other  things,  gin 
evidence  of  the  spirit  which  loves  to  promote  the  prosperity  of 
Zion. 

From  Bellows  Falls,  I  proceeded  to  St.  Paul's  Church,  RoyaltoOi 
on  Monday,  the  17th  Si'picmber,  where  I  preached  to  a  small  but 
serious  congregation,  the  Rov.  Josiuii  «Swett,  under  wlu>se  charge 
it  is  placed,  assisting  in  the  service. 

And  yesterday,  being  Tuesday,  the  18th  day  of  September,  I 
visited  Clirist  Church,  Bethel,  preached  in  tho  aAerooon,  and 
confirmed  four  persons,  Rev.  Josiah  Swett,  the  Rector,  assistiiif* 
Here,  too,  1  was  much  gratified  to  find  that  the  parish  had  second 
the  great  advantage  of  a  parsonage  ;  and  I  earnestly  hope  tbal 
they  may  be  privileged,  in  due  season,  to  behold  a  goodly  increue, 
both  in  numbers  and  in  zeal,  to  reward  the  faithful  labon  of 
their  pastor. 

Thus  1  have  completed  the  circuit  of  the  Dloceae,  and  am 
thankful  in  being  authorised  to  say  that  everywhere,  makim 
allowance  for  a  few  local  and  temporary  difficulties,  the  state  ef 
the  Church  seems  progressive  and  encouraging.  The  number  ef 
oonfirmations  bears  gratifying  evidence  of  this,  being  one  hiindrai 
and  twenty-eighti  whereasi  last  year,  there  were  only  aizty- 
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I^t  118  acknowledge,  as  we  ought,  this  token  for  good,  and  let  it 
fltiinulate  us  to  an  increase  of  our  efforts  and  our  zeal,  in  humble 
dependence  on  Flim,  who  is  the  fountain  of  every  blessing. 
"  The  ministerial  changes  of  the  past  year  are  the  following  :— 
The  Rev.  E.  F.  Remington  was  ordained  to  the  Office  of  Deacon^ 
at  Randolph,  on  the  i4th  of  September  last  ;  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cadle  has  been  received  into  the  Diocese,  from  Western  New 
Tork,  and  the  Rev.  Josiah  Obear  has  taken  charge,  since  April 
*  Iftsty  of  the  Church  in  Randolph,  although  it  is  not  yet  certain  that 
bis  health  will  allow  him  to  leave,  altogether,  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina,  to  which  he  belongs.  The  Rev.  Josiah  Perry  has  been 
lahpring  very  acceptably  at  Windsor,  and  all  of  the  Reverend 
brethren  reported  at  our  last  Convention,  continue  still  canonically 
•oonected  with  us.  Our  present  list,  therefore,  shows  an  accession 
•f  two  names — making  in  the  whole,  twenty-three  clergymen,  in* 
•lading  the  Bishop.  But  of  these,  I  ought  to  add,  that  there  are 
np  less  than  six  who  are  not  in  charge  of  any  parish.  Two  are 
disabled  by  ill  health,  and  two  others  are  not  residing  in  the 
piooese,  nor  have  I  any  information  \i  hatever,  as  to  their  location ; 
a  fact  which  is  quite  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  our  eccle« 
aiaatical  organization,  although  we  have  not,  as  yet,  adopted  any 
MQonical  mode  of  preventing  the  anomaly. 

.  I  am  authorised  to  report  but  three  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 
Mr.  Stephen  Chipman  Thrull,  reported  at  the  last  Convention,  is 
adll  pursuing  his  studies  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
llr.  Gemont  Graves  and  Mr.  Wm.  R.  Johnson  have  made  appli. 
•ation  since  we  last  met  together,  and  being  duly  approved,  are 
IBgularly  entered  on  the  list.  Two  others  have  applied,  but  their 
aaaee  did  not  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  number  of  our  vacant  parishes  is  much  larger  than  it 
riiould  be.  Fairfield  and  Fairfax,  Middlebury  and  Bennington,  are 
destitute  of  any  regular  ministerial  services,  to  say  nothing  of  one 
ether,  which  has  only  made  a  provisional  arrangement.  I  trust 
«re  shall  yet  see  the  time  when  not  only  all  our  Churches  will  be 
fiiU,  but  additional  laborers  will  be  occupied  in  our  field  of 
nriBsionary  operation. 

The  Board  of  Land  agents  held  their  annual  meeting  at  Middle- 
the  10th  ef  July,  being  the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month. 
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end  amongst  their  other  acts,  they  passed  a  vote  directing  the 
account  of  the  Treasurer  to  be  presented  at  the  Convention,  and 
published  in  the  appendix  of  the  Journal.  I  have  long  been 
desirous  to  have  this  course  adopted,  but  circumstances  ban 
prevented  it  from  being  done  before.  From  this  time  forth,  bow. 
ever,  I  doubt  not  that  you  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  aD 
the  items,  year  by  year,  of  the  income  of  this  fund,  and  its  expen- 
diture, in  the  only  shape  which  can  prevent  the  risk  of  misappiv* 
hension. 

When  we  look,  my  brethren,  from  our  limited  circle  of  eccled- 
Bstical  labor,  to  the  Church  throughout  the  Union,  we  have  cams 
of  gratitude  to  our  Almighty  Redeemer  for  the  steady  advancemeat 
of  her  interests,  and  of  a  wholesome  state  of  concord  and  peacCyill 
almost  every  quarter.  Her  missions,  with  but  one  market 
exception,  appear  to  be  reasonably  prosperous.  Her  doctrine  if 
extending  itself  into  the  new  territory  of  California.  Two  diocesH^ 
Mississippi  and  Indiana,  have  elected  Bishops,  who  will  givetheniy 
we  trust,  the  practical  advantage  of  a  resident  episcopacy.  Her 
General  Theological  Seminary  is  growing  again,  as  we  beliefe^ 
into  the  confidence  which  it  deserves.  Her  local  institutionii 
Colleges  and  Schools,  are  increasing  in  numbers  and  in  influence. 
Even  her  occasional  interruptions  of  harmony,  from  the  ?arioai 
imperfections  and  personal  collisions  inseparable  from  human  in- 
firmity, only  serve  to  demonstrate  the  invincible  strength  and 
substantial  unity  of  her  principles.  Like  the  winds  which  blow 
upon  the  surface  of  tiie  ocean,  but  never  stir  the  peaceful  depthl 
below,  even  so  the  disputes  and  controversies  which  have  occupied 
the  press,  and  agitated  a  portion  of  the  clergy,  at  times,  with 
alarming  violence,  have  had  no  perceptible  eifect  upon  the  maai 
of  her  ministers  and  people.  This  blessed  result,  however,  can 
by  no  means  be  attributed  to  our  wisdom  or  sagacity.  Our  piety 
and  patience  can  claim  no  share  in  the  work,  which  the  favor  of 
God  has  vouchsafed  to  perform  in  behalf  of  His  own  divine  systen. 
And  therefore,  while  we  acknowledge  the  fact,  with  humbln 
thankfulness,  we  are  bound,  in  all  sincerity,  to  apply  to  it  the 
language  of  the  Psalmist :  '^  Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but 
unto  thy  name  give  the  praise,  for  thy  mercy  and  truth's  sake.'' 

And  if  we  extend  our  view  beyond  our  own  horizon,  md  sarvqr 
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^or  beloved  Mother  Church,  in  whose  welfare  we  must  always 
Biel  the  liveliest  sympathy,  we  cannot  fail  to  behold  the  same  in* 
tvease  of  energy  and  influence,  cnly  on  a  far  grander  scale.  The 
nnltiplication  of  her  sanctuaries,  of  her  colonial  Bishopricks  and 
oC,  her  schools,  the  waning  power  of  her  mos>t  determined  enemies, 
he^  firmer  tone  employed  in  the  enforcement  of  her  rights,  and  the 
DpHBtantly  growing  conviction  that  she  is  not  only  the  Church 
astoblished  by  Parliament,  but  the  Church  established  by  the  power 
of  the  Most  High,  in  the  hearts  of  the  people, — all  bear  testimony 
|0  ber  onward  course,  as  the  most  faithful  and  honored  instrument 
In  the  hand  of  God,  for  the  work  of  the  Gospel  dispensation. 
True,  she  has  her  share  of  strife,  dispute  and  controversy  ;  and 
indeed  our  own  portion  of  these  necessary  evils  is,  for  the  most 
yiyrt,  an  exotic  growth,  engrafted  from  her  diversities.  But  there, 
f9  well  as  here,  the  shaking  of  the  branches  has  only  served  to 
BMnifest  the  strength  of  the  root ;  and  the  few  misshapen  twigs 
if^ioh  have  been  blown  away,  have  left,  heightened  and  improved^ 
|bi  vigor  and  lustre  of  her  spreading  foliage.  I  trust  the  time  is 
pot  far  distant,  when  the  good  Providence  of  God  may  enable  her 
Ipxise  above  the  difficulties  which  result  from  her  anomalous  de* 
pendeoce  on  secular  jurisdicton.  Then  she  will  be  capable  of 
yntting  forth  new  energy  in  her  proper  vocation,  and  become  a  yet 
more  expressive  emblem  of  that  tree  of  life,  which  bears  "  twelve 
^Ij^anner  of  fruits,  and  whose  leaves  are  for  the  healing  of  the 
qfOions." 

r  But  while  we  have  so  much  ground  for  thankfulness  in  the  unity 
.fad  progress  of  the  Church,  at  home  and  abroad,  I  cannot  conclude 
Witbout  acknowledging  that  there  is  another  view  of  our  condition 
vbich  presents  a  very  different  aspect.  There  is  a  melancholy 
prevalence  of  apathy  and  worldliness  amongst  our  people.  We 
have  no  merit  to  claim,  on  the  score  of  eminent  zeal  and  devotion 
to  the  higher  interests  of  our  spiritual  nature.  The  love  of 
gain  and  of  pleasure,  the  lust  of  the  eye  and  the  pride  of 
life,  the  license  of  the  younii,  the  lack  of  family  govern- 
jnent  in  the  old,  the  want  of  Ciiristian  teaching  in  our  common 
•cbools,  the  low  state  of  pastoral  discipline,  the  penurious  and 
otint^  support  of  the  Gospel  and  its  ministry,  and  the  growing 
iinpatlence  of  every  form  of  domestic,  religious  and  legal  subordi- 
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nation — alas,  what  a  picture  of  gloom  and  (liscxiuragement  might 
be  formed  from  these  elements,  in  the  state  of  our  own  land,  and 
of  Christendom  in  general !      Nor  ought  I  lo  forget  that  the  pait 
year  has  exhibited  many  impressive  lessons  of  warning  to  the 
people  of  God.     The  awful  pestilence  has  again  made  the  circuit 
of  the  world  ;  wars  and  insurrections  have  desolated  many  nations ; 
destructive  conflagrations  have  raged  amongst  our  cities ;  the  rains 
of  Heaven  have  been  withheld  from  their  accustomed  abundance, 
and  a  drought  of  rare  severity  has  borne  hard  upon  our  harvests; 
iniquity  and   crime  seem  to  be  fearfully  on  the  increase,  and 
although  the  judgments  of  the   Almighty  have  been  abroad  m 
the  earth,  its  inhabitants  refuse  to  learn  rightousness.     Let  us  take 
these  solemn  admonitions,  my  brethren,  home  to  our  own  heam^ 
and  humble  ourselves  for  our  personal  share  in  the  delinqaeocf 
of  our  ago  and  country.      The  Lord  has  favored   us  with  the 
lightest  measure  of  correction — with  the  best  privileges — ^with  the 
brightest  lot — with  the  largest  circle  of  blessings  amongst  the 
nations,  both  as  Christians  and  as  men.     Should  we  not  remember 
that  to  them  of  whom  much  is  given,  much  will  also  be  required  t 
O  may  He  grant  us  grace  to  be  more  faithful  in  His  service,  mora 
zealous  for  His  truth,  more  useful  to  His  Church,  more  holy  ia 
our  hearts,  more  exemplary  in  our  life  and  conversation.      Tboa 
may  we  hope  tiiat  His  favor  will  rest  upon  our  ministry,  and  make 
it  more  and  more  elK^ctual  in  establishing  His  Kingdom  upon  the 
earth.     Then  may  we  trust  that  we  shall  be  able  to  render  onr 
account  to  Him,  with  joy  and  not  with  grief^  in  the  great  and  fioal 
day,  when  He  shall  come  to  judge  the  world,  and  exalt  His  spiritual 
Ciiurch  to  their  heritage  of  glory.

Could  the  Church  edifice  be  enlarged,  and  the  interior  bo  amaged  m 
to  provide  more  sittings,  and  obviate  certain  ineonvemeiices  and  annoy- 
ances, I  see  nothing  to  prevent  the  continued  growth  and  prosperity  of 
the  C  hurch  in  this  place. 

Our  worthy  parishioncni,  during  onr  ministry  among  them,  have  readily 
responded  to  our  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  our  Church.  Ik 
1846  they  undertook  to  remove  the  cupola  and  raise  a  square  tower,  widi 
parapets,  which  gave  an  entirely  new  aspect  to  the  building — mora  ia 
keeping  with  architectural  taste  and  beauty — at  an  expense  eiceeding 
$900.

May  the  Lord  dispose  tlieir  hearts  more  and  more  to  cherish  this  rioB 
of  the  Lord's  planting  among  them,  that  generations  yet  nnbom,  seeiag  ' 
what  their  fathers  *'  did  in  their  day,"  may  be  moved  to  see  that  it  beir 
fruit  unto  life  eternal.

ADDRESS. 

Mt  Beloved  Brethren: 

In  proceeding  to  lay  befbre  you  the  acts  of  your  diocesan 
since  our  last  Annual  Convention,  I  shall  first  state,  as  usual, 
the  details  of  my  visitation,  and  then  add  such  other  remarks 
as  may  be  required  by  the  occasion. 

On  the  evening  of  (rood  Friday,  March  29th,  I  held  an  Bpis*- 
oopal  Service  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington,  preached,  and 
confirmed  twelve  persons. 

Tuesday,  June  4th,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  Bandolph, 
preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons,  the  Beotor,  Bev.  Josiah 
Obear,  assisting. 


Wednesday,  June  5th,  I  visited  Christ  Chureh,  Bethel,  in  the 
morning,  and  in  the  afternoon,  St.  Paul's  Church,  Boj^ton.  I 
preached  in  both,  to  serious  and  attentive  oongregationB,  being 
assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rector,  Bev.  Josiah  Swett,  but 
there  were  no  candidates  ready  for  confirmation. 

Thursday,  June  6th,  I  proceeded  to  St  James'  Church, 
Woodstock,  preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  the  Beetor, 
Bev.  Marcellus  Herrick,  assisting. 

Friday,  June  7th,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Chuich,  Windsor, 
which  I  had  the  pleasure  of  finding  in  a  growing  state,  consid- 
erably raised  from  its  former  depression,  by  tiie  divine  blessing 
on  the  labours  of  its  Pastor.  Here  also,  I  preached,  and  con- 
firmed three  persons,  the  Beetor,  Bev.  Josiah  Perry,  assisting 
in  the  services. 

Saturday,  June  8th,  I  visited  Immanuel  Church,  Bellows 
Falls,  where  I  administered  confirmation  to  a  sick  person  at  his 
own  house,  and  afterwards,  in  the  Church,  preached  to  an  atten- 
tive congregation,  and  administered  confirmation  to  two  persons 
more,  the  Bev.  Dr.  Spraguc,  of  the  diocese  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  the  Beetor,  Bev.  Dr.  Clap,  assisting  in  the  services.  The 
remainder  of  the  evening  was  spent  In  my  journey  to  Ouilford, 
in  order  to  be  in  readiness  for  the  duties  of  the  Lord's  Day. 

June  9th,  being  the  second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited 
Chrigt  Church,  Guilford,  where  I  was  gratified  to  find  the  Pas- 
tor inhabiting  the  new  parsonage.  I  preached  morning  and 
afternoon,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  the  Beetor,  Bev.  John 
B.  Pradt,  assisting. 

Monday,  Juno  10th,  I  visited  St.  Peter's  Church,  Bennbg- 
ton,  and  was  truly  thankful  to  mark  the  prosperous  condition  of 
that  interesting  parish,  which  has  had,  in  past  years,  so  many 
trials  and  disappointments  to  sustain.  I  preached  to  a  large 
and  serious  congregation,  and  confirmed  nine  persons,  the  Bee- 
tor, Bev.  George  B.  Manser,  assisting  in  the  services. 

Tuesday,  June  11th,  I  proceeded  to  St.  James'  Church, 
Arlington,  baptized  the  infant  child  of  the  Beetor,  preached, 
and  confirmed  three  persons,  the  Bev.  Gqo.  B.  Manser  assisting. 
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Wednesday,  Jane  12tli,  I  visited  Zion  Church,  Factory  Point, 
and  preached  to  an  attentive  congregation,  the  Sector,  Rev. 
Henry  Blaokaller,  assisting  in  the  services.  From  this,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Wells,  where  I  abo  preached, 
assisted  by  Mr.  Blackaller,  who  had  kindly  accompanied  me,  and 
officiated  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Hopson.  There 
were  no  confirmations  at  the  two  last-named  Churches. 

Thursday,  June  13th,  I  visited,  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr. 
Hopson,  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Tinmouth,  which  is  under  the 
charge  of  Rev.  Moore  Bingham,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 
The  service  was  held  in  the  House  of  Worship  belonging  to  our 
Congregational  brethren,  which  had  been  very  kindly  offered  for 
the  occasion  by  the  Pastor,  Rev.  Mr.  Parker.  The  devotions  of 
the  Liturgy  were  performed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopson,  and  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Friday,  June  14th,  I  visited  St.  John's  Church,  Poultney, 
where  I  preached  to  a  large  and  attentive  congregation,  and 
confirmed  three  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  0.  Hopson,  assisting. 

Saturday,  June  15th,  I  proceeded  to  the  missionary  station 
at  the  flourishing  village  of  HydcviUe,  accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Hopson,  to  whom,  along  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bailey,  the  Church 
ifi  indebted  for  the  commencement  and  continuance  of  our  ser- 
yices  in  that  place.  I  was  much  gratified  to  see  the  progress 
made  since  my  last  visit.  The  enterprising  proprietors  had 
finished  a  large  and  commodious  apartment,filled  with  comfortable 
seats,  and  having,  at  the  one  end,  a  small  and  sweet-toned 
Organ,  while  the  other  was  handsomely  arranged  as  a  Chancel, 
with  a  pulpit  and  a  tabic,  communicating  with  a  convenient 
vestry-room.  Here,  we  found  a  goodly  number  assembled, 
including  some  of  our  friends  from  Rutland  and  Castleton,  and  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  five  persons,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopson  hav- 
ing read  the  Liturgy.  The  service,  under  all  the  circumstances, 
was  deeply  interesting ;  and  I  could  not  doubt  that  many  fervent 
supplications  ascended  to  the  throne  of  grace,  imploring  the 
<x)ntinuance  of  the  divine  blessing  on  this  prosperous  begin- 
ning. 
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Jane  16th,  being  the  third  Sunday  after  Tiinitj,  I  viaiied 
Trinity  Church,  Rutland,  preached  morning  and  afternoon,  and 
confirmed  one  person,  the  Rector,  Rev.  John  A.  Hicka,  asuBt* 
ing. 

Tuesday,  June  18th,  I  visited  St  Thomas'  Church,  Brandon, 
where  I  preaohed  to  a  small  but  attentive  congregation ;  confir- 
mation was  administered  to  two  persons,  and  the  Rector,  Rer. 
Albert  H.  Bailey,  assisted  in  the  serrioes. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  proceeded  to  St  Stephen's 
Church,  Middlebury,  and  preaohed  in  the  evening.  The  follow 
ing  morning,  being  Wednesday,  June  19th,  the  Reotor,  Rev. 
James  Mulcahey,  was  instituted,  after  which  I  preaohed,  md 
confirmed  four  persons.  I  was  much  gratified  to  find  this  import- 
ant parish  prospering  under  the  ministrations  of  their  present 
pastor,  and  I  trust  that  the  blessing  of  Qod  will  increase  them 
more  and  more,  in  numbers  and  in  seal. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  visited  St.  Pfral's  Church, 
Vergennes,  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons,  the-  minister. 
Rev.  Wm.  W.  Hickox,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  ail^ting. 

June  23d,  being  the  fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited 
Trinity  Church,  Shelburne,  preaohed,  and  confirmed  two  j^ 
sons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Richard  F.  Cadle,  assisting  in  the  serv- 
ices. 

My  visitation  of  the  Diocese  at  this  point  was  interrupted  by 
the  duty  of  going  to  the  City  of  New  York,  to  attend  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General  The- 
ological Seminary,  and  the  solemnities  of  the  Commencement ; 
at  which,  as  the  oldest  of  the  bishops  present,  I  was  obliged  to 
preside.  On  the  following  Sunday,  in  the  noble  edifioe  of  Trin- 
ity Church,  I  enjoyed  the  high  privilege  of  beholding  the  ordi- 
nation of  four  Priests  and  thirteen  Deacons,  one  of  whom  was 
my  own  eldest  son.  The  ordaining  Bishop  was  the  Right  Rev. 
Dr.  Whittingham,  the  Diocesan  of  Maryland,  acting  by  request 
of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  Diocese  of  New  York ;  by 
whose  kind  courtesy,  I  consecrated  the  elements  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist,  and  took  a  part  in  the  other  communion  serviees. 


ti  was^ truly  a  day  which  can  never  be  forgotten  by  those  who 
were  oonoemed ;  nor  is  it  possible  to  estimate  the  results,  for 
time  and  for  eternity. 

The  next  call  of  official  duty  aftei^  my  return,  was  to  attend 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Land  Agents,  at  Middle- 
bury,  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  July.  *The  business  was  all 
transacted  with  the  usual  cordial  unanimity,  and  the  result  will 
be  laid  before  you,  and  appended  to  the  Journal. 

On  the  14th  day  of  July,  being  the  7th  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
I  resumed  my  visitation  of  the  Diocese  at  Christ  Church,  Mont- 
pelier,  which  I  was  very  thankful  to  find  prospering  under  the 
care  of  the  new  Rector,  Rev.  Edward  F.  Putnam.  At  the 
period  of  my  last  visit,  this  important  parish  was  apparently 
thriving  in  the  hands  of  Rev.  Greorge  B.  Manser,  to  whose  zeal- 
ous devotion  and  perseverance,  under  Ood,  it  was  so  largely 
indebted  for  its  rise  and  establishment.  And  when  he  found  it 
expedient  to  resign  his  pastoral  charge  over  it,  I  was  not  with- 
out serious  fears  both  that  he  would  regret  the  separation,  and 
that  the  Church,  which  had  been  so  long  the  object  of  his 
labours,  would  suffer.  But  we  have  great  reason  to  rejoice  that 
the  results  have  thus  far  happily  disappointed  our  apprehen- 
sions. The  transfer  of  Mr.  Manser  to  Bennington  has  given 
an  impulse  to  that  parish  of  the  most  cheering  and  beneficial 
character.  And  the  ministry  of  his  successor  at  Montpelier 
has  been  instrumental,  already,  in  enlarging  the  numbers  and 
stimulating  the  attention  of  the  congregation.  I  preached  on 
the  occasion,  morning  and  afternoon.  Four  persons  were  con- 
firmed, and  the  Rector  assisted  in  the  services. 

Monday,  July  22d,  I  visited  Union  Church,  St.  Albans, 
preached  to  a  large  and  attentive  congregation,  and  confirmed 
three  persons,  being  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Charles  Fay.  This  parish,  to  which,  from  its  peculiar  and 
afflicting  trials,  we  all  look  with  especial  interest,  is  in  a  highly 
prosperous  condition.  And  perhaps  it  is  not  saying  too  much 
to  describe  it  as  stronger  in  unity  and  larger  in  numbers  than 
at  any  former  period. 
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Tuesday,  July  2dd,  the  Kev.  Mr.  Fay  conveyed  me  to  Buck" 
hollow,  Fairfax,  where  our  little  congregation  of  ChiistOmfd 
assembled  in  the  school-house,  with  their  usual  punciaality.  I 
performed  the  morning  office  of  the  Church  and  preaished.  In 
the  afternoon,  I  proceeded  along  with  3Ir.  Fay  to  Trinity 
Church,  Fairfield,  where  the  Kev.  John  A.  Fiteh,  of  Sheldon, 
met  us,  and  I  preached,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fay  assisting  in  the  serv- 
ice. Both  these  parishes  continue  vacant^  although  ihere  is  a 
strong  desire,  on  the  part  of  many,  to  secure  the  labours  of  a 
clergyman ;  and  I  doubt  not  that  a  lealous  and  active  man 
would  find  in  them  a  sphere  of  great  usefulness. 

Wednesday,  July  24th,  I  visited  Christ-Church,  Enosburgh, 
in  couy^any  with  the  Rector,  Rev.  John  A.  FitoL  Here  we 
were  met  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sayles,  of  Berkshire,  who  performed 
the  Service ;  and  I  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

The  same  day  I  proceeded  to  Union  Church,  Montgomery, 
where  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  Rev.  Bie- 
kiel  H.  Sayles,  assisted  in  the  service,  and  I  preached.  There 
was  no  confirmation. 

Thursday,  July  25th,  I  visited  Calvary  Church,  Berkshire, 
which  continues  to  be  united  with  Montgomery,  under  the  care 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Sayles,  and  found  a  large  congregation  assembled. 
I  had  also  the  gratification  of  meeting  Rev.  Mr.  Soott,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Montreal  and  Church  of  England,  who  had  kindly 
come  from  his  parish  in  Canada,  to  take  part  on  the  occasion. 
At  the  request  of  the  Rector,  accordingly,  our  Rev.  brother  per- 
formed the  morning  office  of  the  Liturgy  ;  and  I  preached,  and 
administered  confirmation  to  eleven  persons. 

The  same  day,  in  the  afternoon,  I  proceeded  to  Grace  Church, 
Sheldon,  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Sayles,  where  he  officiated, 
at  the  desire  of  the  Rector,  Rev.  John  A.  Fitch,  and  I  preached 
to  a  large  and  attentive  congregation.  There  were  no  candi' 
dates  to  be  confirmed,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  long  promised 
new  Church  will  soon  shew  itself  amongst  the  other  improve- 
ments of  this  flourishing  Village. 

Friday,  July  26th,  I  visited  Si  John's  Choreh,  Highgale,

iHiere  I  preaehed,  and  confirmed  three  yonths,  whose  ftitore 
oonrse,  I  trufft,  will  correspond  with  this  good  beginning.  The 
Beotor,  Rev.  C.  B.  Batohelder,  assisted  in  the  seryioes,  and  in 
tiie  afternoon  accompanied  me  to  Swanton  Falls,  where  there 
are  a  few  resident  Episcopalians,  and  some  ground  to  hope  that 
the  day  is  approaching  when  we  may  expect  to  see  a  parinh 
oiganiied.  Mr.  Batchelder  performed  the  service  of  the  Even- 
ing Prayer,  and  I  preached  to  a  small  but  serious  congregation. 

Thus  ended  a  visitation,  which,  on  the  whole,  exhibited  an 
encouraging  state  of  the  Churches,  and  a  gradual  increase  of 
strength  and  stability.  The  congregations  were  almost  invaria- 
bly large,  and  considering  that  the  time  interfered,  in  many  pla- 
ces, with  the  labours  of  the  hay-harvest,  they  were  much  more 
numerous  than  could  have  been  expected.  The  aggregate  of  the 
confirmations  is  eighty-one,  in  twenty-one  parishes ;  the  number 
of  Churches  visited  being  twenty-nine,  besides  Swanton  Falls. 

The  Bev.  Foster  Thayer,  who  has  not  been  labouring  in  the 
Diocese  for  the  last  two  years,  has  decided  to  renounce  the  min- 
istry, and  has  been  displaced  from  the  ministry  accordingly. 

The  ministerial  changes  of  the  past  year  are,  for  the  most 
part,  in  favour  of  the  Diocese.  I  have  given  Letters  Dimis- 
sory  to  the  Bev.  Charles  Cleveland,  who  desired  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi ;  but  this  has  made  no 
actual  change  in  any  of  our  own  parishes,  inasmuch  as  his  place 
at  Shelbume  had  been  supplied  by  the  Bev.  Bichard  F.  Cadle, 
previous  to  our  last  Convention.  The  Bev.  Elkanah  F.  Bem- 
ington  has  also  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts, 
but  neither  did  this  cause  any  vacancy.  The  only  real  loss, 
therefore,  which  we  have  sustained,  is  in  the  case  of  the  Bev. 
John  B.  Pradt,  who,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  has  fotlnd  it  expedient, 
in  regard  to  his  means  of  support,  to  accept  a  call  from  a  parish 
in  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  and  has  received  a  Letter 
of  dismission  accordingly.  I  trust  his  place  in  the  Church  at 
Guilford,  will  soon  be  supplied  by  a  Bector  of  equal  faithftilness 
and  ability.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  received  the  aooession 
of  the  Bev.  Edward  F.  Putnam,  as  the  suooessor  of  the  Bev. 
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George  B.  Manser  at  Montpelier ;  of  the  Bev.  James  Huka- 
hej,  as  the  Bector  of  St.  Stephen's  Choreh,  Middlebnry,  and  of 
the  Bey.  Josiah  Obear,  who  is  the  Bector  of  Orace  Ghnzeh, 
Bandolph,  and  has  been  only  lately  transferred  to  this  diocese 
from  South  Carolina,  although  actually  resident  amongsi  us 
some  time  before  our  last  Convention.  In  addition  to  these,  joa 
have  witnessed  the  ordination  of  the  Bev.  Wm.  B.  Johnston. 
The  parishes  of  Bennington,  Middlebury,  Yergennes  and  Tin- 
mouth,  vacant  at  our  last  meeting,  are  now  supplied.  And  oar 
present  vacancies  are  reduced  to  Fairfield,  Fair&z  and  Oullford. 
The  canonical  list  of  our  clergy  is  precisely  equal  to  the  last 
in  number,  namely,  twenty-three  clergymen,  including  the  bishop. 
But  of  these,  there  is  a  larger  proportion  eniployed  in  active 
duty,  and  the  Diocese  is  better  supplied. 

Our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  Messrs.  Gemont  Graves^ 
John  E.  Johnson  and  Theodore  A.  Hopkins. 

Mr.  Stephen  Chipman  Thrall,  having  completed  his  full 
course  of  study  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  was  trans- 
ferred as  a  candidate  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey,  in  the  month 
of  July. 

At  our  last  Convention,  my  brethren,  a  resolution  was  passed 
unanimously,  that  a  Committee  of  two  persons  should  be 
appointed,  in  conjunction  with  the  Bishop,  to  revise  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  and  report  at  the  next 
Annual  Convention.  I  have  to  ask  your  indulgence  for  not 
judging  it  practicable  to  act  efiiciently  on  that  Bcsolution  at 
this  time.  Wc  have  always  found  it  expedient,  every  third 
year,  to  place  the  Episcopal  Address  and  the  Parochial  Beports 
in  the  hands  of  the  printer,  some  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of 
our  Convention,  in  order  that  the  Journal  might  be  completed 
immediately  after  our  adjournment,  and  thus  be  put  out  of  our 
way  previous  to  our  leaving  home  to  attend  to  the  business  of 
the  General  Convention.  But  if  we  had  attempted  to  act  on  so 
large  an  additional  amount  of  matter  as  the  Bevision  of  our 
Diocesan  Code,  at  the  present  session,  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  have  the  Journal  ready,  until  long  after  our  return

from  Cinoinnati ;  and  you  are  aware  that  our  Journals  for  the 
three  years  which  intervene  between  the  sessions  of  the  (General 
Oonyention,  ought  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  appoint- 
ed by  that  body  on  the  state  of  the  Church.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, I  thought  it  best  to  postpone  our  action  until  the 
following  year,  and  will  therefore  ask  you  to  continue  the  Com- 
mittee until  our  next  Diocesan  Conyention ;  at  which  time, 
diyine  Proyidencc  permitting,  I  trust  the  duty  consigned  to  us 
will  be  satisfactorily  performed. 

The  yery  serious  agitation  which  prevailed  in  our  venerable 
Mother  Church  of  England,  in  consequence  of  the  controversy 
between  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Oorham,  at 
the  period  of  my  last  Address,  and  the  practical  importance  of 
the  question  at  issue,  which  concerns  us  quite  as  deeply  as  our 
trans- Atlantic  brethren,  induced  me  to  append  to  my  diocesan 
report  a  few  remarks  upon  the  subject,  by  way  of  affectionate 
caution.  Believing,  however,  when  I  came  to  read  them,  that 
they  were  not  full  enough  to  do  any  reasonable  justice  to  the 
exciting  theme,  I  omitted  them  altogether.  After  our  Conven- 
tion had  adjourned,  I  mentioned  the  fact  to  a  number  of  my 
clerical  brethren,  and  at  their  request,  I  read  to  them  the  por- 
tion which  I  had  passed  over,  and  found  them  all  desirous  to 
see  it  in  print,  since,  notwithstanding  their  own  opinions  were 
by  no  means  accordant  on  the  doctrinal  points  involved,  they 
agreed  in  thinking  that  the  practical  principle  of  kindly  tolera- 
tion which  I  designed  to  inculcate,  was  of  serious  importance  to 
the  Church's  peace  and  welfare.  I  promised,  accordingly,  that 
I  would  treat  the  subject  more  fully  in  the  form  of  an  Address 
to  the  Clergy,  which  might  be  considered  in  the  nature  of  a 
charge,  although  not  delivered  to  them  orally. 

The  result  of  this  promise  appeared  in  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber following,  and  being  printed  at  my  own  expense,  copies 
were  sent  to  all  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  to  all  our  own  Bish- 
ops, and  to  the  Primates  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland,  the  Bishops  of  Exeter,  London  and  Winchester,  and  a 
few  of  the  English  Clergy.     The  decision  of  the  Privy-Council 
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was  delivered  in  the  following  month  of  Harbh,  and  it 
assTuredly  a  oanse  of  thankfulnees  on  my  part,  to  find  thit  the 
principles  on  which  I  had  undertaken  to  rest  the  eue,  were  in 
precise  accordance  with  the  ground  adopted  bj  the  hi|^eit 
Ecclesiastical  Court  of  England ;  and  that  their  judgment  was 
such  as  the  three  superior  Secular  Courts,  the  King^  Beiidi| 
the  Common  Pleas,  and  the  Court  of  Exohequer,  hare  nnee 
refused  to  disturb.  That  question,  therefore,  may  be  r^^arded 
as  settled,  so  far  as  it  ever  can  be.  Not  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gor- 
ham  is  right  in  his  peculiar  view  of  the  doctrinal  argument,  nor 
that  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  is  wrong.  But  that  the  Church  has 
wisely  left  a  certain  range  of  disputed  points,  on  which  the  best 
and  soundest  divines  have  differed  in  every  age,  and  probably 
will  differ  to  the  end  of  the  world ;  and  that  these  are  open 
of  necessity  to  a  diversity  of  sentiment,  which,  whether  it  be 
correct  or  otherwise,  has  been  tolerated,  and  ought  to  be  tolera- 
ted, with  all  fraternal  indulgence ;  instead  of  involving  the 
Church  in  fierce  and  bitter  contention,  by  imputing  results  and 
inferences  on  either  side,  which  every  honest  mind  repudiates, 
and  bandying  the  reproach  of  Romanism  or  Heresy,  without 
any  sufficient  reason. 

-  I  am  by  no  means  disposed  to  be  cither  grieved  or  alarmed 
by  the  occasional  agitation  of  the  Church,  whether  at  home  or 
abroad,  on  this  or  any  other  question,  so  long  as  our  brethren 
conduct  their  disputes  with  a  due  regard  to  Christian  temper. 
It  is  our  high  privilege  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  a  system,  which 
is  constructed,  in  all  its  parts,  on  the  sure  ground-work  of 
Apostolic  truth  and  order,  and  against  which,  I  humbly  trust, 
the  powers  of  darkness  and  the  delusions  of  men  will  always 
strive  in  vain.  Bat  while  the  Church  is  thus  immoveably  fixed 
on  the  rock  of  divine  stability,  in  all  the  great  points  of  essen- 
tial principle,  there  is,  and  must  be,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  a 
large  field  of  debatcable  opinions,  where  our  liberty  should  be 
allowed  a  reasonable  exercise,  although,  as  in  all  other  kinds  of 
liberty,  the  spirit  of  party  may  often  be  found  to  urge  the  best- 
meaning  and  most  earnest  minds,  for  a  while,  into  the  excite- 
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ment  of  ultraiim.  Through  many  suoh  oxcitements  the  Church 
has  hitherto  been  led  safely,  by  the  good  hand  of  God,  and  I 
doubt  not  that  they  have  all  been  over-ruled  to  her  welfare. 
And  such  I  regard  to  be  the  result  of  the  late  agitation.  It 
lias  awakened  the  spirit  of  inquiry.  It  has  demonstrated  the 
oonservatiye  wisdom  of  our  system.  It  has  given  a  new  tri- 
umph to  the  spirit  of  substantial  unity.  And  if  it  be  guarded 
by  the  temper  of  love,  in  watchfulness  and  prayer,  its  fruits  will 
boi  in  the  end,  to  the  honour  of  Christ,  and  the  glory  of  His 
Ueased  Gospel.

The  present  Rector  entered  upon  his  duties  in  this  parish  in  March 
last.  The  services  of  the  Church  have  been  so  much  interrupted  for  the 
past  six  years,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  parish  such,  that  it  is 
difficult,  with  any  good  degree  of  accuracy,  to  report  the  present  number 
of  communicants.  They  are  supposed,  however,  to  be  about  forty  in  all; 
and  there  are  in  attendance  upon  our  stated  worship,  nearly  or  quite  the 
same  number  of  families. 

The  general  aspect  of  Church  matters  here  may  safely  be  said  to  be 
encouraging. 

The  Church  edifice  has  undergone  some  essential  repairs,  and  a  very 
excellent  organ  has  been  procured,  which  arc  certainly  indications  of  a 
commendable  spirit  on  tlie  part  of  those  who  have  interested  themselves 
in  these  improvements. 

There  have  been,  since  March,  7  baptisms-— 4  adults  and  3  infants ;  9 
persons  confirmed,  and  one  couple  married.  The  number  of  our  Sunday 
scholars  is  about  45. 

Public  services  regular,  morning  and  evening  on  each  Lord's  Day,  and 
a  course  of  evening  Lectures  on  Church  History,  each  Sunday  evening 
during  the  spring  and  early  part  of  summer.  The  number  in  attendance 
always  large,  and  much  interest  manifested.  A  third  service  has  usually 
been  held  in  the  Church  on  Sunday  and  Thursday  evenings,  since. 

The  Communion  has  been  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  of  erery 
month. 
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The  parish,  so  far  as  external  circumstances  indicate,  may  be  said  to 
be  in  a  growing  and  prosperous  state,  and  the  Rector  cannot  but  feel 
that  its  spiritual  condition  is  improving.  The  attendance  upon  all  our 
religious  exercises,  and  the  attention  and  interest  manifested  in  them, 
together  vrith  the  readiness  evinced  to  give  of  their  pecuniary  means  to 
sustain  the  Church,  are  encouraging  facts,  for  which  we  ought  to  be  de- 
voutly thankful.

It  is  but  a  little  more  than  a  year  since  the  services  of  the  Church  were 
held  for  the  first  time  in  Hydeyille  (Castleton).  For  scTeral  months  we 
met  for  public  worsliip  in  a  school-house,  at  a  little  distance  from  the 
village.  Now  we  meet  in  a  large  upper  room,  in  a  more  central  posi- 
tion, fitted  up  in  an  appropriate  manner  for  the  convenient  performance 
of  our  services,  with  suitable  chancel  arrangements,  a  large  Vestry  room 
adjoining,  and  affording  a  sufficient  number  of  sittings  for  at  least  two 
hundred  people.  A  fine-toned  Organ,  of  sufficient  size,  has  also  been 
provided.  For  all  these  accommodations,  we  are  indebted,  mainly,  to 
the  highly  commendable  zeal  and  liberality  of  the  Hydeville  Company, 
who,  at  an  expense  of  about  four  hundred  dollars,  (independent  of  the 
Organ,  yet  including  a  Bell  upon  the  tower,)  have  provided  and  furnish- 
ed this  Room  for  tlie  purposes  of  public  Worship,  and  offered  the  use  of 
it,  for  a  term  of  years,  and  without  charge,  to  the  Episcopal  Society,  for 
as  large  a  portion  of  time  as  the  Society  shall  be  able  to  occupy  it.  A  val- 
uable Communion  Table  of  white  marble  has  been  generously  presented  to 
the  Church  by  Mr.  Isaac  Fournier,  one  of  the  operatives  in  the  factory — the 
materials  of  which  being  furnished  by  the  Hydeville  Company.  It  is 
also  with  very  great  pleasure  that  this  opportunity  is  embraced  of  ac- 
knowledging the  receipt  of  a  very  beautiful  and  valuable  surplice,  of 
linen  lawn,  the  generous  and  highly  prized  gift  of  the  Ladies  of  Trinity 
Church,  Rutland.

There  have  been  no  very  material  changes  in  the  parish  since  our  last 
report  Most  of  our  influential  members  have  passed  the  age  of  person- 
al activity ;  and  with  respect  to  the  few  that  might  make  themselves  use- 
ful, the  cares  of  life,  or  the  lack  of  the  true  Christian  spirit,  operates  to 
deter  them  from  offering  their  services.

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Of  the  ten  clastes  in  our  Sunday  School,  all  the  teaeben  but  one,  are 
lemalea,  who,  when  truly  pioua — which,  I  tnut,  is  happily  the  eaae  with 
ours—are  alwayk  the  ready  helpers  ilk  every  good  work.  Woman  was 
first  to  sin,  and  truly  she  is  the  first  to  repent  and  beliere  in  the  Saviour. 
We  have  of  late  procured  the  Sunday  School  Liturgy,  published  by  the 
P.  Episcopal  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society,  which,  by  fumiahing  the 
children  with  a  responsive  service,  has  begotten  among  them  a  much 
more  lively  interest.  Dr.  Rudd's  duestions  on  the  Prayer  Book,  also, 
have  been  introduced,  which  draws  their  attention  to  its  stmetore  and 
use,  so  that  they  appear  to  take  more  interest  in  the  poUic  Mrvioes  of 
the  sanctuary.

Amidst  a  variety  of  local  discouragements  we  take  the  motto  of 
Gideon,  and  hope  on,  '*  faint,  yet  pursuing."

Public  worship  on  Sundays,  two  sendees  in  the  Church  erery  Sunday, 
conducted  alternately  by  the  Rector  and  Lay  Reader.  And  a  Ihird  ser- 
Tice  is  held  every  other  Sunday,  by  the  Rector  in  school  houses  in  different 
parts  of  the  parish.  On  other  days  divine  service  is  celebrated  on 
Christmas  Eve,  Christmas  Day,  Epiphany  Eve,  Good  Friday,  Thanks- 
giving Day  and  Fast  Day,  but  when  the  State  Fast  comes  after  Esster 
Sunday,  the  Church  is  not  opened.  The  Holy  Communion  is  administered 
eight  times  per  year.

The  con- 
gregation remains  about  the  same  as  last  year,  averaging  about  100,  and 
the  third  service  about  60.  Two  aged  and  venerable  communicants,  who 
assisted  in  the  organization  of  tliis  branch  of  the  Church  militant,  have 
been  removed  to  the  Church  Triumphant.

The  present  Rector  was  invited  to  the  charge  of  this  parish  in  the 
fourth  week  of  Advent,  and  removed  hither  on  the  18th  of  January  last ; 
since  which  date  he  has  labored  regularly,  with  the  exception  of  two 
Sundays  during  the  latter  part  of  summer.  He  is  happy  to  report  a 
manifest  increase  in  the  number  both  of  regular  attendants  and  transient 
hearers,  and  likewise  records,  with  satisfaction,  the  prompt  and  cheerful 
response  of  the  parishioners  to  all  his  suggestions  of  parochial  improve- 
ments— in  addition  to  their  own  designs  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Church. 
The  Sunday  School  Library  has  been  enlarged,  and  a  distinct  Library 
for  the  Bible  Class  begun — being  selected  by  himself.  The  Sunday 
School  itself  is  prospering  through  the  zealous  exertions  of  the  several 
teachers,  and  the  Bible  Class,  formed  in  the  spring,  is  conducted  by  the 
Rector,  with  books  of  instruction  introduced  by  him  especially  for  their 
use.  Aided  by  an  efficient  choir,  he  has  been  enabled  to  give  somewhat 
greater  fullness  to  the  music  of  the  Service,  and  set  forth  more  profitably 
the  praise  of  God  in  the  worship. 

Among  other  measures  of  improvement  in  externals,  may  be  mention- 
ed the  renovation  of  the  Organ,  the  purchase  of  a  fine-toned  Bell  from 
the  excellent  establishment  of  A.  Meneely,  Troy,  N.  Y.,  who  kindly  con- 
tributed $21.00  to  the  sum  elsewhere  specified. 

If  in  the'  preceding  statements  tlie  Rector  may  seem  to  read  signs  of 
encouragement  for  the  Holy  Church,  yet  he  cannot  but  lament  the  evi- 
dent disproportion  of  the  number  of  Communicants  to  the  size  of  the 
Parish.  So  far  as  the  youthfulness  of  the  latter  may  be  pleaded  in  ex- 
tenuation, he  is  ready  to  concur,  and  also  to  adduce  the  usual  obstaclea 
to  a  system  which  lays  tlie  foundation  of  piety,  "  not  in  hearing  only," 
but  "  in  doing  "  devotionally  '♦  the  Lord's  will."  But  yet  the  before-men- 
tioned defect  may  well  be  noticed  anew,  if  only  to  serve  as  an  incitement 
to  the  Parish  and  himself,  and  to  remind  bot^j  that  whoever  planteth,  it  i«

This  parish  has  suffered  much  the  past  year  by  the  removal  of  several 
important  members.  Yet  a  tried  and  (aithful  little  band  of  devoted 
Churchmen  still  rcmainSi  affording  ground  of  hope  that  the  dews  of  Di- 
vine blessing  may  yet  be  shed  forth  in  still  more  abundant  measures, 
upon  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard.

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Oliver  Hopson, 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Poultncy ;  the  sermon  before  Con- 
vention was  preached  by  the  Rev.  James  Mulchahey,  of 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  Middlebury  ;  after  which  the  Rt.

ADDRESS. 

Beloved  Brethren  : 

The  year  which  has  passed  since  we  met  together 
in  our  diocesan  Convention  has  been  more  than  common- 
ly fruitful  in  the  evidences  of  tlie  divine  blessing.  And  at 
no  former  period,  during  the  nineteen  anniversaries  of  my 
episcopate,  has  the  record  which  it  is  my  duty  to  lay  be- 


fore  you  been  prepared  with  so  strong  a  sentiment  of 
gratitude  to  the  favoring  Providence  of  God.  Acxsording 
to  the  usual  order  I  shall  first  state  briefly  the  course  of 
my  visitation,  and  then  notice  the  main  facts  worthy  of 
observation. 

On  the  evening  of  Good  Friday,  April  18th,  I  held  the 
annual  Confirmation  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington,  on 
which  occasion  I  preached,  and  confirmed  twenty-five 
pereons. 

May  25th,  being  the  5th  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  visited 
St.  Stephen  s  Church,  Middlcbury,  preached  three  times, 
and  confinned  eight  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  James  AIiil- 
chahey,  assisting. 

Tuesday,  ]\Iay  27th,  I  visited  Calvary  Church,  Jericho, 
preached  on  that  and  the  following  day,  baptised  four 
children  and  administered  the  Communion.  This  small 
but  zealous  society  is  still  hold  together  by  lay- reading, 
and  instead  of  being  dishoartened,  they  have  raised  a  sub- 
scription to  build  a  Church,  in  the  hope  of  securing  reg- 
ular ministerial  services. 

Wednesday,  June  Uth,  I  visited  St.  Thomas'  Church, 
Brandon,  preached  in  the   morning,  and  coji firmed  one 
person,  and  in  the  afternoon  1  preached  at  Forestdale,  in 
the  School  house,  and  administered  Confirmation  in  pri- 
vate to  a  sick  person,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bailey  assisting  in  the 
services.      I  am  happy  to   add  that   at  the  latter  place, 
F^orestdale,  a  new  Church  has  been  erected,  which  is  al- 
most readv  for  consecration,  intended   to  accommodate  a 
considerable  number  of  families  coimected  with  the  Iron 
Works,  and  who  could  not  in  any  other  way  be   brought 
within  the  privileges  of  the  Gospel.     But  it  is  not  designed 
at  present  to  have  a  distinct  parish  :    both  places  of  wor- 
ship being   under  the  same  vestry,  and   intended  to  be 
served  by  the  same  Rector. 


Thursday,  June  12tli,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Rut- 
land, where  I  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  five  persons. 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Dr.  Hicks,  assisting.  Here,  too,  it  gives 
me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  parish  has  raised  the  means 
to  put  the  parsonage  in  complete  repair,  and  make  some 
con.siderahle  improvement  in  the  C'hurch  buihling. 

Wednesday,  June  18th,  I  visited  8t.  Stephen's  Church, 
Tinmouth,  and  preached  in  the  School  house,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Hopson  assisting. 

Thursday,  June  19th,  I  preached  in  the  morning  at  St.

Julv  15th,  I  visited  St.' .lames- Church,  Hvde- 
ville,  preaclu'd  twic(\  and  (M)n firmed  {wc^.  persons,  the 
Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Hailey,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopson,  assist- 
ing in  the  services,  whirli  were  remarkably  well  attended. 
and  highly  interesting. 

Wednesday,  July  16th.  I  proceeded,  along  with  tiie  Rev. 
Mr.  Hopson,  to  Hanson,  where  1  ])reaehed,  and  confirmed 
one  person.  This  is  a  new  Itu'ation  for  our  Church,  and 
a.s  yet.  is  missionary  ground,  but  lull  of  promise.

"Wednesday,  July  30lli,  I  proceeded  to  (Jrace  Church, 
Randolph,  where  I  ])reached,  anrl  confirmed  seven  per- 
sons, the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Obear,  assisting. 

Thursdav,  Julv  *.>lst,  I  i)rocee(led  with  Mr.  01)ear  to 
Northfield.  which  is  a  .Missionarv  station,  established 
within  the  year  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Dr.  Perry.  Here 
I  perfonned  the  evening  servicj*  a] id  preached  to  a  small 
conciviration.  The  zeal  of  their  Mini.ster  has  succeeded 
in  taking  the  preliiriinary  ste})s  to  a  Parochial  organiza- 
tion, and  hopes  are  entertained  that  the  Church  may  ob- 
tain a  reasonable  standing,  in  due  season. 

Friday,  August  1st,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Montj)clier, 
preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Edward  F.  Putnam,  assisting. 
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Resuming  my  labor  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  3d,  I  visited 
Union  Church,  St.  Albans,  in  the  morning,  preached,  and 
confirmed  eight  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Fay,  assist- 
ing. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  proceeded  to  St. 
John's  Churcli,  Highgate,  of  which  Rev.  C.  R.  Batchel- 
der  is  the  Rector,  where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  nine 
persons,  most  of  whom  were  younger  than  I  have  usually 
seen  prepared  for  the  reception  of  the  apostolic  ordinance, 
but  not  too  young  to  perform  this  duty  according  to  the 
system  of  the  Scriptures.  And  hence  it  is  so  expressly 
declared  by  the  Church,  that  all  who  have  been  rightly 
instructed  should  be  ready  to  take  their  baptismal  cove- 
nant upon  themselves,  as  soon  as  they  have  arrived  at 
years  of  suflicient  discretion  to  do  so,  with  suitable  intel- 
ligence and  sincerity  of  heart.  True,  indeed,  it  is,  that 
most  persons  are  afraid  of  those  youthful  professors,  lest 
they  might  not  be  found  able  to  remain  firm  against  the 
assaults  of  temptation.  But  experience  and  observation 
abundantly  justify  the  system  of  the  Church,  by  showing 
that  those  who  arc  not  brought  in  early  life  to  adopt  the 
service  of  Christ,  are  but  too  apt  to  postpone  it  until  their 
b(*st  powers  have  been  wasted  in  the  cares  aud  follies  of 
the  world,  and  in  multitudes  of  cases,  decline  the  duty  al- 
together, and  die  without  any  religious  hope  or  consola- 
tion. 

Thinsday,  Sept.  Ith,  I  proceeded  to  Grace  Church, 
Sheldon,  in  comi)any  with  Rev.  Mr.  Batchelder,  where  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  one  person,  being  assisted  by 
Mr.  Batchelder  and  liie  Rector,  Rev.  John  A.  Fitch. 

Tuesday.  Sept.  Olli,  1  visited  Christ  Church,  Fairfax, 
in  the  morning,  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person ;  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Fay,  of  St.  Albans,  and  the  Rector,  Rev.  Rich- 
ard F.  Cadle,  assisting.    In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day, 
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I  proceeded  to  Trinity  Church,  Fairfield,  which  is  also 
under  the  pastoral  care  of  Mr.  Cadle,  where  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  three  persons,  one  of  whom  belonged  to 
Fairfax.  On  this  occasion  I  was  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Fitch,  of  Sheldon. 

Wednesday,  Sept.  10th,  I  proceeded  in  company  with 
Mr.  Cadle,  to  Christ  Church,  Enosburgh,  preached,  and 
confirmed  three  persons,  being  assisted  by  Mr.  Cadle  and 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Ezekiel  H.  Sayles. 

The  same  day,  in  the  afternoon,  I  preached  a  second 
lime  at  the  school-house,  Enosburgh  Centre,  being  assist- 
ed by  the  Rector  and  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch. 

Thursday,  Sept.  11th,  I  visited  Calvary  Church,  East 
Berkshire,  in  the  morning,  preached,  and  confirmed  one 
person,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch  assisting. 

And  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  closed  my  dio- 
cesan visitation  by  preaching  at  Union  Church,  Mont- 
gomery, being  assisted  in  the  services  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Sayles. 

The  whole  number  of  confirmations  has  been/ 24,  to 
which  should  be  added  five  who  are  to  be  confirmed  this 
evening.  This  is  very  nearly  forty  more  than  the  aver- 
age of  the  Diocese  for  the  last  three  years — a  highly  en- 
couraging evidence  of  improvement  and  increase. 

The  changes  in  our  Clergy  will  be  tlie  next  item  of  in- 
formation which  it  is  my  duty  to  place  before  you. 

The  Rev.  Albert  II.  Bailey,  who,  at  the  time  of  our  last 
Convention,  was  the  Rector  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Bran- 
don, has  resigned  that  parish,  in  order  to  take  charge  of 
St.  James'  Church,  Hydeville. 

The  Rev.  Richard  F.  Cadle,  who  was  the  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Shelburne,  at  the  period  of  my  last  re- 
port, has  become  the  Rector  of  the  Churches  in  Fairfield 
and  Fairfax. 
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The  Rev.  Josiah  Perry,  D.  D.  has  resigned  tlie  parish 
of  St.  PauPs  Chuich,  Windsor,  with  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing up  a  new  Soci(3ty  of  episcopahans  at  Northficld,  and 
has  been  succeeded  by  Rev.  Wm.  R.  Johnson,  whose  or- 
dination to  the  Priesthood  vou  have  all  witnessed  this 
day. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Sayles  has  resigned  the  parishes  of 
East  Berkshire  and  ^Montgomery,  and  has  become  the* 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Enosburgh,  with  the  ready  ac- 
quiescence of  Rev.  jNIr.  Fitch,  in  the  hope  that  the  spirit- 
ual interests  of  botli  Enosburgh  and  Sheldon  mav  be  ad- 
vanced  by  each  })arisli  enjoying  the  entire  services  of  a 
Rector,  instead  of  haviiig  but  half  services  as  formerly. 

Tlie  Rev.  HiMiry   Hlackallor  has  been  compelled  by   ilL 
health  to  ask  for  Icttors  of  dismission  to  the  milder  climate 
of  Ohio,  for  which  he  has  resigned  his  former  parish  ot" 
Zion  Church,  h'actory  Point,  to  the  mutual  regret,  as  E 
believe,  of  himself  and  tlie  people.     This  is  the  only  loss 
which  the  Diocese  Ims  sustained  since  our  last  Convention. 
But  I  am  gratilled  to  say  that  we  have,  on  the  other  hand, 
received  the  welcome  addition  of  Rev.  Edward  Bourns, 
wlio  has  accej)ted  the  Presidency  of  Norwich   University, 
and  of  Rev.  Ci.  C.  Y.  Eastman,  who  has  become  the  Rec- 
tor of  Christ  (,'liinch,  GuiUbrd.     The  present  number  of 
our  Clergy  is  tlie   following  :  twenty-one  presbyt(?rs,  and 
two  deacons,  besides  th(j  Bishop,  making  in  all,  24. 

The  list  of  vacancies,  however,  is  much  larger  than  it 
should  be.  Berkshire,  .Mouigomery,  Shelburne,  Brandon, 
Factory  Point,  all  want  laborers  in  tlie  Vineyard  of  the 
Great  Redeemer.  ?s\)r  is  this  difliculty  confined  to  our 
Diocese.  For  1  perceive  with  much  more  sorrow  than 
surprise,  that  the  same  complaint  is  becoming  general. 
The  growth  of  tlie  Chinch  is  greater  beyond  question,  than 
the  increase  of  the  ministrv.     And  the  evil   demands  not 


only  a  more  fervent  supplication  to  the  Lord  that  He  will 
send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest,  but  a  more  zealous 
and  consistent  support  on  the  part  of  our  laity,  who  are 
too  often  subject  to  the  reproach  of  forgetting  that  the  la- 
borer is  worthy  of  his  hire,  or  of  the  equal  injustice  of  ex- 
pecting? that  ministers  and  tlioir  families  should  live  and 
toil  in  the  service  of  the  Church,  without  a  fair  and  mod- 
erate share  of  comfort  and  r('sj)ectability.  1  do  not  mean 
to  say  that  the  Diocese  of  Vermont  is  more  liable  to  this 
censure  than  the  otiier  Dioceses  of  our  inunense  territory, 
because  I  am  well  convinced  that  such  is  not  the  fact. 
But  I  do  mean  to  say  that  the  Church,  in  every  quar- 
ter except  the  largo  city  ])arishes,  is  groaning  under  this 
most  serious  deficiency.  Indeed,  the  idea  seems  to  be 
fast  gaining  ground  ;  that  \\\k\  work  of  the  ministry  is  a 
sort  of  long  protracted  martyrdom,  under  the  pressure  of 
poverty  and  (Muharrassnient.  which  few  are  bold  enough 
to  encounter.  And  if  our  intelligent  and  intluential  laity 
do  not  awake  to  their  responsibility  in  time,  and  ]Mn*form 
for  their  ministers  ns  much  as  they  would  expect  to  have 
done  for  themselves  in  th(;  same  circumstances,  it  needs 
no  prophet  to  foretell  that  a  lamine  of  the  Word  and  the 
Sacraments  nuist  be  th(*  melancholy  consecpience,  in  the 
course  of  another  ureneration. 

It  is  with  pleasure  and  uratitude  to  (iod  that  I  turn  from 
this  topic  to  one  of  a  l>iighter  aspect,  namely,  the  eilbrts 
now  in  progress  for  the  increase  and  improvement  of  our 
Church  buildijigs.  A  new  Church  is  almost  completed  at 
Forestdale.  Another  is  conteni[)laled  at  West  Randolph, 
and  a  third  at  Jeri(^h(\  In  Sheldon,  the  old  building, 
which  had  become  nuicli  dilapidated,  is  putting  on  a  new 
form,  of  Ix'tter  siyle  and  materials.  In  IJurlinglon,  we  are 
about  to  have  a  irreal  addition  to  the  rt)om,  and  a  much 
greater  to  the  N^auty  of  the  Chmch.     All  this  is  cheering. 
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and  encourages  us  to  hope  that  where  the  outward  order 
of  the  house  of  God  is  a  matter  of  solicitude,  the  inward 
growth  of  religion  will  not  be  neglected.  True,  we  are 
all  aware  that  the  most  splendid  Architecture  in  the  world 
may  be  foimd  in  close  connection  with  superstition  and 
impiety.  But  yet,  in  itself,  there  is  a  manifest  fitne^  in 
the  zeal  which  seeks  to  honor  the  Lord  with  the  best  offer- 
ings in  our  power.  And  although  it  is  very  possible  to 
look  on  the  adornment  of  a  Church  with  feelings  of  pride 
and  self-complacency,  which  are  in  utter  inconsistency 
with  the  spirit  of  the  Gospt^l.  yet  no  intelligent  Churchman 
can  fail  to  derive  a  real  deliiiht  from  the  external  attrac- 
tiveness  whicii  oui^ht  to  characterize  the  Sanctuarv  of  God. 
The  Lord  has  endowed  us  with  our  senses,  as  well  as 
with  our  souls,  and  haruionv  and  beautv  can  never  be 
so  well  employed  as  in  the  service  of  pure  and  undefiled 
relii^ion. 

The  current  vear  has  been  further  marked  bv  vigorous 
effort  amongst  our    (.'leriry  to  establish  what  is   called  the 
Convocation  svsicin,  and  with  a   considerable   measure  of 
succi'ss.     Thev  held  a  ]>riiuarv  meetim?  at  Middleburv.  in 
April,    and   aLM\'<'d  on   a  constitution  which  was,  in  my 
judgment,  (juite  untwceptionable.     A  second  meeting  has 
btvn  had  at  \Vood>took.  and  the  third  will  be   immediate- 
Iv  al'iiT  the  clo>e  of  the  Couveniion.     It  has  not    iK-en   in 
my  power  to  be  ]>n's«Mit  at  the>e  meetings,  but    I  1ioj:m?   to 
be  at   the  fourth,  which  will  be  in  the  winter  season.       1 
ought  to  add,  tlmt  the  wholt*  movement,  from  first  to  last, 
was  submitted  to  me.  and  Cin-dially  approved.       It  will 
give  me  sincere  ])leasure  to  ser  the  plan  carried  out  with 
zeal  and  imanimity.  and  I  doubt  not  that  it  will  be.  found, 
in   such   case,  hiiihly  beneficial    to   the   interests    of  the 
Church  within  the  Diocese.     1  would  suggest  the  expedi- 
encv  of  lavins  the  Constitution  before  the   Convention, 
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and  giving  it  the  further  advantage  of  a  formal  vote  of 
approbation. 

There  has  been  another  event  of  no  small  interest  to  the 
best  feelings  of  the  Church  tliroughout  tlie  whole  Union, 
and  especially  to  the  Diocosc  ofVormonl,  in  tlie  celebration 
of  the  third  Jubilee  of  the  venerable  Society  for  the  Propa- 
gation of  the  Gospel.  On  the  past  history  of  that  admi- 
rable Institution  of  our  lATotlierChurcli,  we  have  all  cause 
to  dwell  with  gratitud<^  to  God,  and  its  future  course  will 
be  followed  by  our  e:;rnost  and  aflVctiouate  sympathy. 

But  I  will  not  further  occupy  your  time,  altliough  there 
are  many  topics  of  interest  omitted.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  (Jonstitution  and  Ganons  will  be  placed 
before  you,  and  that,  toLijcthor  with  tlie  Convocation  and 
other  subjects,  may  demand  a  lari^er  space  than  is  usually 
required  for  the  business  of  the  Convention.  1  would  on- 
ly add,  in  conclusion,  that  the  ireneral  prospects  of  the 
Diocese  are  hiirhly  favorable.  Let  us  only  proceed,  my 
beloved  breihren,  with  faithful  zeal,  and  with  humble  de- 
pendence on  the  power  andblessingof  Him  without  whom 
nothing  is  strong,  notliing  is  holy  ;  and  we  shall  doubt- 
less bc^hold  a  far  greater  advancement  in  the  influence  of 
that  blessed  (iospel  which  proclaims  *'(ilory  to  (lod  in 
the  highest,  and  on  earth  peiu^e,  good  will  towards  men."

The  Rev.  Oliver  Hopsox  was,  by  vote  of  Convention, 
appointed  to  preach  the  annual  sermon  before  the  next 
Convention  ;  the  Rev.  Josiaii  Swett  to  be  his  substitute. 

The  Rev.  F.  A.  Wadleigpi  was  duly  appointed  to 
preach  tlie  missionary  sermon  on  the  evening  before  the 
assembling  of  the  next  Annual  Convention ;  the  Rev.  C. 
R.  Batciielder  to  be  his  substitute. 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  Convocation,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted,  viz : 

"  The  committee,  to  whom  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  relates  to  the  organization  of  the  Convocation 
was  referred,  would  respectfully  submit  to  the  Conven- 
tion, for  its  adoption,  the  following  resolution  : 

"  Resolved^  That  this  Convention  receives  with  pleas- 
ure and  thankfulness  the  intelligence  of  the  organization 
of  the  Clerical  Convocation  in  this  Diocese,  and  gives  its 
cordial  sanction  to  the  constitution  which  has  been  adopt- 
ed by  the  same.  J  as.  Mulch  ahey, 

Jno.  a.  Hicks." 
On  motion. 

Ordered^  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Convocation,  re- 
ferred to  in  the  foregoing  report,  be  printed  in  the  Appen- 
dix to  the  Journal.     [See  Appendix.] 
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The  Resolution  fixing  upon  St.  James'  Church,  Wood- 
stock, as  the  place  for  holding  the  next  Annual  Diocesan 
Convention,  laid  on  the  table  in  the  morning,  was  called 
up,  and;  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  committee  heretofore  appointed  to  act  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Bishop,  in  revisine  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Diocese,  made  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  who  were  instructed  to  consult  with  the 
Bishop  in  revising  the  C^institutiou  and  Canons  of  the 
Diocese,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  met  at  the  house  of 
the  Bishop,  on  the  day  appointed  by  him,  for  the  per- 
formance of  xho  dntv  Lissi Lined  to  them,  and  went  over 

m 

the  prest-nt  code  oi  the  diocese  with  reasonable  care  and 
attention.  Tli«^  principle  proposed  and  adopted,  was  to 
alter  nothing  mert-ly  iV>r  the  sake  of  change,  but  only  to 
suffirest  a  few  oniomlations,  to  omit  several  of  the  Canons 
which  had  orii^iiKiIlv  bi-en  introduced  from  the  lesisla- 
tionofthe  General  Convention,  and  had  been  partially 
remodelled  by  that  body,  at  their  subsequent  sessions,  and 
to  embodv  the  resruiaiioiis  concerning  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee,  which  have  been  the  law  of  the  diocese  for  a  few 
years  past.  In  all  other  res])ects.  the  code  of  the  diocese 
seems  to  vour  Committee  siiihcient,  when  taken  in  con- 

m 

nexion  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention,  which  binds  the  whole  Church.  And  there- 
fore they  suggest,  as  the  result  of  their  labor,  the  following 
alterations,  as  being,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  and  your 
Committee,  all  that  the  present  interest  of  the  Church  in 
this  diocese  requires. 

Commencing  with  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution, 
vour  Committee  recommend  that  it  be  altered  so  as  to 
read  as  follows,  viz  : 
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"  There  are  three  orders  of  the  Clergy  established  by 
Apostolic  authority :  Bishops,  Priests  and  Deacons.  Of 
these,  all  baptise,  all  officiate  in  divine  service,  and  all 
preach  the  Gospel ;  but  none  except  a  Bishop  or  Priest 
can  consecrate  the  Eucharist,  or  take  the  pastoral  charge 
of  a  Congregation.  In  their  relative  order,  the  Deacon  is 
subordinate  to  the  Priest,  and  the  Priest  to  the  Bishop. 
And  the  Bishop,  being  successor  to  the  apostolic  order, 
has  the  sole  official  right  to  ordain,  to  confirm,  to  pro- 
nounce sentence  on  offenders,  to  preside  over  the  Church 
in  his  diocese  or  district,  and  to  govern  the  same  accord- 
ing to  the  Scriptures  and  the  Canons.  The  Priests  or 
.  Presbyters,  nevertheless,  are  bound  to  counsel  and  advise 
him  ;  and  he  does  not  ordinarily  act  in  any  important 
matter  without  consulting  with  a  certain  number  of  Priests 
and  Laymen,  elected  by  the  rest,  and  called  the  Standing 
Committee  or  Council  of  Advice ;  neither  does  he  exercise 
any  legislative  power,  except  in  concurrence  with  the 
Clergy  and  Laity,  duly  assembled  in  Convention." 

Your  Committee  next  recommend,  in  Article  V.  of  the 
Constitution,  the  omission  of  the  word  "  parochial,"  in  the 
third  line,  so  as  to  read,  "  the  Clergy  attending  in  their 
order." 

The  Eighth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  your  Commit- 
tee recommend  to  be  altered  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz : 

"  All  cases  of  presentment  of  Clergy  or  Laymen,  either 
for  error  in  religion,  whether  it  respects  faith  or  morals,  for 
breach  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church,  or  for 
any  offence  A-hich  involves  a  violation  of  the  baptismal 
or  ordination  vow,  are  tried  before  the  Bishop,  as  Ecclesi- 
astical Judge,  assisted  by  a  Council  of  Assessors  appoint- 
ed for  the  purpose,  according  to  the  rules  of  Ecclesiastical 
law,  and  the  Canons  in  such  case  made  and  provided." 

The  foregoing  are  the  only  alterations  thought  to  be 
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advisable  in  the  Constitution.    In  the  Canons,  your  Com- 
mittee would  specify  the  following  changes. 

The  first  Canon,  they  recommend  to  be  altered  so  as 
to  read  as  follows,  viz  : 

*'  §  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention,  three  presb^iers 
and  three  lavmen  shall  be  elected  as  the  Standins:  Com- 
mittee,  or  Bishop's  Council  of  Advice,  for  the  ensuing 
year.  They  shall  elect  from  their  own  body,  a  President 
and  Secretary.  They  shall  meet  on  the  summons  of  the 
President,  and  their  travelling  expenses  shall  be  defrayed 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  on  the  order  of  the 
President  in  writing. 

§  2.  It  shall  Ikj  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  reg- 
ular record  of  all  their  proceedings,  in  a  book  which  shall 
belong  to  the  diocese,  and  which,  together  with  all  papers 
in  possession  of  the  Committee,  shall  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  Bishop,  or  the  Convention,  when  required. 

§  3.  The  council  shall  be  summoned  on  the  requisition 
of  the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall  wish  for  their  advice, 
and  they  may  meet  of  their  own  accord,  and  agreeably  to 
their  own  rules,  when  then"  may  be  disposed  to  advise  the 
Bishop.  And  the  President  shall  call  a  meeting  at  any 
time,  on  the  reciuest,  in  writing,  of  any  two  members. 

§  4.  When  the  diocese  is  vacant,  through  the  death  or 
resignation  of  the  Bishop,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Council  to  call  a  meeting,  forthwith,  and  af- 
ter consultation  as  to  the  time  and  place,  to  summon  a 
special  Convention  of  the  diocese,  to  elect  a  successor, 
with  all  convenient  speed.  And  so  long  as  ilie  vacancy 
continues,  they  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authoritv,  consistent  with  their  character,  as  the 
Administrators  of  the  diocese  under  the  Convention.'' 

The  next  three  Canons,  numbered  the  2d,  3d,  and  4th, 
your  Committee  recommend  to  be  stricken  out,  inasmuch 
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as  they  are  found  in  an  amended  form  in  the  Canons  of 
the  General  Convention. 

The  sixth,  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  Canons,  your 
Committee  recommend  to  be  stricken  out  for  the  same  rea- 
son. And  the  numbering  of  the  5lh  Canon,  which,  by 
reason  of  the  omission  of  the  three  first  named,  will  be- 
come the  second,  as  likewise,  the  numbering  of  the  10th 
Canon,  which  by  the  omission  of  the  four  next  specified, 
will  become  the  third,  they  would  of  course  recommend  to 
be  changed  accordingly,  together  with  all  the  remaining 
numbers  to  the  end. 

In  the  tenth  Canon,  (which  would  be  the  third  in  the 
proposed  order.)  your  Committee  recommend  the  striking 
out  of  the  last  clause  of  the  first  section,  consisting  of  near- 
ly three  lines,  tiie  effect  of  which  would  be  to  render  the 
institution  service  optional,  instead  of  imperative. 

In  the  15th  Canon,  (which  would  be  the  eighth  in  the 
proposed  order,)  your  Committee  recommend  the  altera- 
tion of  the  4tli  section,  after  tlie  first  sentence,  so  as  to 
read  as  follows,  viz  :  ^*  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  preside,  as  Chair- 
man, or  Moderator.  And  if  he  caiuiot  attend,  the  Conven- 
tion shall  elect  a  Chairman,  from  the  Clergy  present.  A 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Standing  Committee,  and  Del- 
egates to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  elected,  by  a 
joint  vote  of  the  whole  body,  at  each  Convention."  The 
fifth  section  of  this  Canon  will  be  necessarily  stricken  out, 
being  repugnant.  And  the  two  remaining  sections  will  be 
numbered  5  and  0,  accordingly. 

The  ISth  Canon,  (which  would  be  the  eleventh  in  the 
proposed  order.)  your  Committee  would  propose  to  alter 
as  follows,  viz  :  The  second  section  to  have  the  words 
"be  requested  to,*^  in  the  second  line,  stricken  out.  And 
the  eighth  section,  to  have  the  words  '*  to  lay  it  on  the  ta- 
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hie,"  inserted  in  the  second  line,  after  the  word  '•commit," 
and  the  last  sentence  of  the  same  section  to  be  omitted,  as 
unnecessary. 

In  the  19th  Cancn,  (which  would  be  the  twelfth  in  the 
proposed  order.)  your  Committee  recommend  the  insertion 
of  the  words  "and  being  first  duly  notified,"  after  the 
word  "  Conventions,"  in  the  last  line  but  one. 

All  which  is  rosjyectfully  submitted.

That  the  Parish  of  St.  James'  Church,  Cas- 
tletofij  be  hiTcafter  known  and  called  by  the  name  of  St. 
James  Church,  Jlt/dcvillc. 
On  motion, 

Mr.  Ethan  B.  Webb  had  leave  of  absence  from  the  fur- 
ther sittings  of  tliis  Convention. 

The  following  resolution  was  read  and  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be 
respectfully  retiuested  to  lay  before  the  Board  of  Land 
Affcnts,  at  all  their  annual  meetinirs,  the  cases  of  such 
Parishes  in  the  Diocese  as  are  or  may  herer.fter  1m?  un- 
represented in  annual  Diocesan  Convention  ;  and  that 
he  be  recpiestcd  to  call  the  attention  of  said  Board  to  a 
resolution  passed  at  the  last  Convention  of  the  Diocese, 
relating  to  Parishes  not  represented  in  regular  Diocesan 
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Conventions  ;  and  that  the  Board  of  Land  Agents  be  re- 
quested to  act  in  conformity  with  said  resolution,  in  the 
future  apportionment  of  their  funds  throughout  the  Dio- 
cese ;  and  also,  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  insert  the 
aforesaid  resolution  in  the  Journal  of  the  present,  and  fu- 
ture, Annual  Conventions  of  the  Diocese. 

The  resolution  above  referred  to  is  as  follows  : — 

*'  Resolved,  That  no  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  which  shall 
hereafter  be  unrepresented  in  the  Annual  Diocesan  Con- 
vention by  its  Rector  (if  there  be  one)  and  a  Lay  Delega- 
tion, unless  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Bishop,  shall  be 
considered  as  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from  the  Board 
of  Land  Agents,  or  from  any  Missionary  Board  of  the  Di- 
ocese."— Adopted  in  Convention,  Sept.  18,  1850. 
On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Rochester,  and 
Union  Church,  Springfield,  be  erased  from  the  list  of  Pa- 
rishes in  this  Diocese  ;  they  having  had,  for  many  years, 
only  a  nominal  existence. 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  annual  Report,  which 
was  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  appended  to  the  Journal. 
[See  Appendix.] 

The  Treasurer  also  reported  the  state  of  the  funds  pla- 
ced in  his  hands  for  the  relief  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergy- 
men, and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen 
in  the  Diocese,  who  stand  in  need  of  assistance ;  and  also 
the  state  of  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese  :  all 
which  reports  were  severally  adopted.     [See  Appendix,]

up  friends  to  this  Church,    in  the  season  of  her  necessities,   will  not  be 
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unmindful  of  us  now.  Perhaps  we  have  put  too  much  confidence  in 
man  ;  too  little  in  the  power  of  God's  Spirit.  If  our  loss  but  bring  us 
nearer  to  God,  we  cannot  be  too  tliankful. 

In  addition  to  tiic  above  services,  tlie  Rector  has  held  services  extras 
during  the  year  past,  in  Sunderland,  durin^i^  the  first  six  months  on  the 
alternate  Sunday  eveninj^^s,  during  the  last  six  months  once  in  four  weeks. 
These  services  have  been  invariably  well  attended.  Very  often  want  of 
room  has  appeared  to  fix  the  only  limits  to  our  number. 

Were  it  possible  for  the  Rector  of  St.  James'  to  traverse  a  circuit  eight 
miles  in  diameter,  he  would  find  no  difficulty  in  doubling  the  number  of 
families  under  his  care. 

A  missionary  would  n(»w  find,  in  West  Arlinj^ton.  Landgrove  and 
Sunderland,  ample  em])loyment.  The  services  of  the  Church  were  once 
enjoyed  at  these  stations,  and  numbers  wouhl  rejoice  to  have  them  renew- 
ed. The  people,  however,  are  too  scattered  to  allow  of  their  being  gathered 
into  a  single  congregation,  and  too  poor  to  encourage  the  hope  of  being 
able  to  suj>]jort  a  minister.  These  few  sheep  in  the  wilderness  ought, 
nevertheless,  to  be  cared  for,  and  the  poor  ought  sometime  to  have  the 
Gospel  preached  unto  (hem.  Sunday  schools  have  been  sustained  a  part 
of  the  year  at  three  stations,  so  that  instead  of  the  40  Catechumens  of  the 
Church  reported  above,  more  than  80  children  have  been  under  the  indi- 
rect iniluence  of  the  Cliureh.

As  an  illustration  of  what  pa'ient  industry  and  untiring  zeal,  under 
God's  blessing,  can  accomplish  for  the  Chureh,  it  is  worthy  of  notice, 
that  the  Ladies'  Circle  of  Industry  here,  within  the  last  five  years,  have 
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paid  towards  the  Parsonage  about  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars, 
besides  several  other  contributions  to  other  pious  and  benevolent  objects. 

It  is  proper  to  express  the  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt, 
within  the  past  year,  of  the  legacy  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Parish, 
from  the  widow  of  the  late  Hon.  William  Hall. 

Public  Worship :  Morning  and  Kvcning  Prayers  and  Sermon  on  Sun- 
days throughout  the  year,  and  Good  Friday ;  Morning  Prayer  and  Ser- 
mon on  Christmas  day,  Ash  Wednesday,  Thanksgiving,  and  Fast  days 
appointed  by  the  civil  authority ;  Evening  Prayer  and  Lecture  on  ihe 
Wednesday  and  Friday  evening  during  Lent,  and  Alorning  Prayer  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  of  Passion 
Week.

Public  Worship  :  On  Sundays  throe  services  are  held  ;  the  third  ser- 
vice is  held  in  the  dilferr'nt  school-liouses  of  the  town.  Our  public  Sun- 
day services  arc  held  alternately  in  lln-  Chunh,  "West  Eno.sburirh.  and  at 
tha  centre  of  the  town.  On  other  days,  divine  Servii:c  is  celebrated  on 
the  principal  Fasts  and  Festivals,  and  on  tlK>sc  appointed  by  the  Execu- 
tive. The  Holy  Communion  is  adniinisteretl  the  first  Sunday  in  every 
month,  alternately  in  the  Ciiurch  antl  in  the  town  hall  at  the  Centre. 
Sunday  Schools  are  sustained,  and  the  children  catechised,  at  both  places 
of  worship. 

The  present  Rector  has  olliciated  in  this  parish  since  Christmas  last, 
and  on  Easier  Sunday  his  duties  as  Rector  coinmiMiced.  On  assuminsr 
the  charge  of  the  Parisii,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  divide  the  services 
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between  the  Branch  and  the  Centre,  and  tlie  result  is  highly  satisfactory 
and  gratifying  to  all.  At  the  Centre  we  worship  in  the  town  hall,  a  spa- 
cious and  convenient  room  capable  of  seating  some  300  people.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  Catechumens,  who  are  instructed  by  teachers,  the  Rector 
has  a  class  of  Young  Ladies  in  both  places  of  worship,  amounting  in  all 
to  about  25.  The  third  services,  in  the  various  school  houses  of  the 
town,  are  thought  well  calculated  to  carry  the  gospel  to  the  destitute,  and 
to  diffuse  a  knowledge  of  the  Church  among  those  who  otherwise  would 
remain  "  willingly  ignorant  of,"  if  not  strongly  prejudiced  against  her. 

Upon  the  whole,  so  far  as  external  circumstances  indicate,  the  parish 
may  be  said  to  be  in  a  growing  and  prosperous  condition,  and  the  Rec- 
tor cannot  but  feel  that  its  spiritual  state  corresponds,  in  some  humble 
degree,  with  its  outward  prosperity.  The  attendance  upon  all  our  reli- 
gious services  is  good,  the  attention  and  interest  manifested  in  them 
are  commendable,  and  a  prompt  willingness  to  give  of  pecuniary  means 
to  sustain  the  Church,  is  evinced  by  both  facts  and  figures.

The  Parsonai^c  begun  previously,  by  the  advice  of 
the  late  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pradt,  Avas  completed,  and  is  a  neat  and 
comfortable  house.  The  Sunday  School  was  kept  up  by  a  faithful  band 
of  Teachers.  When  the  present  Rector  commenced  his  care  of  the  Par- 
ish in  May,  he  found  a  united  peojile,  ready  to  co-operate  with  him  in 
every  good  work,  and  in  ministry  to  the  wants  of  himself  and  family,  they 
have,  up  to  this  time,  exceeded  their  promise,  and  excited  on  the  part 
of  their  Rector,  a  grateful  affection  for  their  kindness.*

A  Teachers  Meeting  and  Bible  Class  is  held  once  a  week.

The  year  now  under  review  has  passed  away  with  the  usual  variety 
of  joy  and  sorrow.    The  state  of  the  Parish  remains  much  the  same  as 
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at  the  time  of  my  last  report.  There  is  some  ground  of  encouragement 
and  hope. 

During  the  months  of  March  and  April,  on  account  of  ill  health,  I  did 
not  ofEciate.  With  the  exception  of  an  occasional  senrice  at  Swanton 
Falls  on  Sunday  afternoon,  the  Church  has  been  open  fox  tlie  usual 
services  on  Sundays  and  on  F>ast  and  Fast  days.  The  Holy  Eucharist 
has  been  administered  ten  times.  Immediately  after  the  Morning  service, 
except  on  Communion  Sundays,  I  have  met  and  catechised  the  children, 
and  given  them  books  from  the  Parish  Library. 

Tlic  number  of  persons  who  have  been  Communicants  in  this  Church 
or  elsewhere,  resident  in  tliis  town  and  at  Swanton  Falls,  is  55.  There 
arc  40  families,  a  part  or  nil  of  whose  numbers  attend  Church.  There 
have  been  2  Marriages  ;  2  Baptisms  of  adults, ;  G  Burials;  and  9  persons 
were  confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  at  his  annual  visitation.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF    THE   CONVOCATION    OF  THE   P.  E.   CHUBCH 
IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  VERMONT. 


Art.  L  This  Convocation  shall  bo  composed  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  and  all  clergymen  of  the  P.  E.  Church,  in  Canonical 
connexion  with  the  Diocese  of  Vermont. 

Art.  II.  The  officers  of  the  Convocation  shall  be  the  Bish- 
op, ex  officio^  President,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Art.  III.     In  the  absence  of  the  lit.   Rev.  President,  the 

Presbyter  senior  by  ordination,  shall  be  President  firo  tern. 

Art.  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convocation,  in  a  well  bound 
book,  and  to  give  to  every  member  of  the  Convocation  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  everj-  appointed  meeting  of  the  Convoca- 
tion, at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  time  for  which  any  such 
appointment  may  be  made.  He  shall  also  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence. He  shall  copy  the  Constitution  on  the  minutes  of 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Convocation  ;  and  shall  perform  all  da- 
ties   commonly  belonging  to  such  office. 

Art.  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
the  funds  of  the  Convocation,  and  to  disburse  them  bv  order 
of  the  Convocation.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  aU 
moneys  received  and  disbursed ;  and  shall  make  a  written  re- 
port of  the  same,  to  the  Convocation,  at  each  quarterly  meetlDg. 

Art.  VI.  Tlie  stated  meetings  of  the  Convocation  shall  be 
quarterly — in  the  months  of  April,  July,  September  and  Decem- 
ber— at  such  place,  and  on  such  days  of  the  aforesaid  months.  a8 
shall  be  designated  at  the  previous  meeting.  The  meeting  in 
Sept.  shall  be  the  Annual  Meeting,  at  which  time  the  officers  of 
the  Convocation  shall  be  elected. 

Art.  VII.     Special  meetings  of  the  Convocation  may  be  ap 
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pointed  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  any 
quarterly  meeting ;  or  by  the  Bishop,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  shall  be  deemed  by  him  expedient. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Clergy  assembled  at  each  quarterly  meet- 
ing shall  constitute  a  quorum  competent  for  the  transaction  of 
all  business. 

Art.  IX.  The  objects  of  the  Convocation  shall  be  :  1st, 
mutual  counsel  and  encouragement  of  the  Clergy,  2d,  to  excite 
and  extend  a  missionary  spirit  throughout  the  Diocese. 

Art.  X.  This  Convocation  being  designed  in  no  way  to  in- 
terfere with  the  constituted  authority  of  the  Church,  shall  be 
subject  in  all  its  operations  to  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop. 

Art.  XI.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  altera- 
tion in  any  article,  except  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Convo- 
cation, nor  unless  such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at 
least  one  annual  meeting  previous  to  its  adoption.

ADDRESS. 

My  Beloved  Brethren  : 

It  is  with  sincere  thankfulness  to  the  preserving  and 
fostering  cai*e  of  Almighty  God,  that  I  behold  you  assem- 
bled on  this,  the  twentieth  Conventionof  the  Church,  since 
I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  its  diocesan.  Still  spared  in 
the  fulfillment  of  my  humble  stewardship,  I  have  been 
called,  within  a  few  months,  to  lament  the  death  of  two 
most  estimable  and  worthy  bishops,  who  were  much 
younger  in  the  episcopate  than  I.  And  while  I  have  en- 
joyed to  this  hour  a  peculiar  measure  of  vigorous  health, 
I  have  mourned  over  the  bodily  weakness  and  afflicting 
diseases  of  others,  my  juniors  in  years,  though  greatly  my 
seniors  in  efficient  service  and  successful  devotion  to  the 
interests  of  Zion.  It  is  a  mystery  in  the  dealings  of  di- 
vine Providence,  which  our  limited  faculties  cannot  fully 
explain,  that  the  brightest  and  best  fitted  ornaments  of  the 
Sanctuary  are  often  summoned  away  from  the  sphere  of 
eminent  usefulness  and  honor,  while  those  who  seem  to 
b6  Comparatively  unprofitable,  remain  to  a  late  period  of 
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life.  It  may  be,  perhaps,  to  guard  the  Charch  from  the 
danger  of  resting  too  much  on  the  human  instrumeDts.  or 
giving  to  the  abilities  of  man  the  praise  which  only  belongs 
to  her  divine  Head  and  Master.  Doubtless  the  appointment, 
whether  we  can  always  account  for  it  or  not,  is  well  calcula* 
ted  to  administer  a  salutary  rebuke  to  the  vanity  of  all  mor* 
tal  calculations,  and  to  remind  us  of  the  necessity  of  faith- 
ful and  implicit  submission  to  Him  who  doth  all  things 
well,  and  who  recalls  us  to  a  sense  of  our  absolute  depen* 
dence  on  His  overruHng  government  in  the  solemn  decla- 
ration, "  Not  by  might  nor  power,  but  by  my  spirit  saith 
the  Lord." 

I  may  not  dwell,  however,  on  a  theme  like  this,  for 
which  the  pulpit  would  afford  a  more  favorable  opportu- 
nity. Rather  let  me  proceed  to  the  performance  of  my 
duty,  according  to  the  provision  of  our  Canons,  by  laying 
before  you  the  record  of  my  official  acts,  since  we  last  as- 
sembled together,  together  with  the  usual  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  diocese,  as  the  regular  introduction  to  the 
business  of  our  Convention. 

On  the  evening  ot  April  9th,  Good-Friday,  I  held  the  an- 
nual confirmation  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington,  on 
which  occasion  twelve  persons  were  admitted  to  that  apos- 
tolic ordinance.  I  performed  the  same  office  in  private, 
some  two  months  afterwards,  in  the  case  of  a  most  interest- 
ing individual,  who  was  enabled,  in  the  progress  of  a  quick 
consumption,  to  make  his  peace  with  God. 

Tuesday,  June  15th,  I  began  my  annual  visitation  at  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Middlebury.  The  services  were  con- 
ducted by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Jas.  Mulchahey,  and  the  Rev. 
W.  Randolph.  I  preached  once,  and  tonfirmed  three  per- 
sons. The  Church  was  prosperous,  and  I  was  much  pleas- 
ed to  learn  that  a  parish  school  had  been  commenced  and 
was  in  successful  operation. 


Wednesday,  June  16th,  I  proceeded  to  St.  Thomas' 
Church,  Brandon,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed  three 
persons.  My  next  service  was  at  Grace  Church,  For- 
estdale,  where  I  enjoyed  the  gratification  of  seeing  the 
new  edifice  completed,  and  of  preaching  to  a  large  and  at- 
tentive congregation.  The  building  had  a  fine  efiect,  be- 
ing in  the  Gothic  style,  surrounded  by  forest  trees,  and  well 
adapted  to  make  a  solemn  impression.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  serious  difficulties  which  attended  such  an  effort, 
the  zeal  and  devotion  of  its  directors  had  left  nothing  want- 
ing. The  organ,  thel)ell,  the  chancel  furniture,  the  books, 
were  all  in  excellent  taste,  and  the  whole  served  to  indicate 
that  the  labors  of  their  minister  would  be  well  sustained  by 
the  pious  efforts  of  the  people.  I  was  happy  to  learn  that 
the  Rev.  W.  Randolph,  who  accompanied  me  and  assisted 
in  the  services,  had  agreed  to  be  the  Rector  of  both  the 
Churches  of  Brandon  and  Forestdale,  which  are  united 
under  the  same  vestry. 

Friday,  June  18ih,  I  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Tin- 
mouth,  where  I  read  the  service  and  preached  to  a  respec- 
table audience  in  the  Congregational  meeting  house,  which 
had  been  very  kindly  placed  at  our  disposal  for  the  occa- 
sion. The  Rev.  A.  H.  Bailey  conveyed  me  to  his  resi- 
dence in  the  evening,  and  the  next  day,  being  Saturday, 
June  19th,  I  preached  in  St.  James'  Church,  Hydeville, 
assisted  by  the  Rector  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopson,  and  con- 
firmed four  persons. 

June  20th,  being  the  2d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  officiated 
in  the  morning  at  St.  John's  Church,  Poultney,  where  I 
preached  and  administered  Confirmation  to  eight  persons, 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Hopson,  assisting.  In  the  afternoon, 
I  proceeded  to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Wells,  of  which  Mr.  Hop- 
soo  is  also  Rector,  and  preached  again. 
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Monday,  Jane,  21st,  I  visited  Zioa  Cbnrcb,  Vnctotj 
Pbint  aud  officiated  alone  to  a  respectable  congregation. 
The  parish  was  vacant,  however,  and  had  no  immediate 
prospect  of  supply,  although  the  place  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  and  the  field  of  ministerial  nsefiilness  appears 
more  encouraging  than  at  any  former  period. 

Tuesday,  June  22d,  I  proceeded  to  St.  James*  Church, 
Arlington,  and  preached,  being  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Frederick  A.  Wadleigh.    One  person  was  confirmed. 

Wednesday,  June  23i,  I  went  to  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Bennington,  where  I  was  gratified  to  find  the  parish  ia  a 
hopeful  condition  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Manser.  The 
services  were  as  usual,  with  one  confirmation. 

Thursday,  June  24th,  I  crossed  the  mountain  to  Guilford, 
arriving  in  time  for  service  in  the  afternoon.  Here  I  preach- 
ed to  a  lai^  congregation,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman, 
assisting,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

June  2T'ih,  being  the  3i  Sunday  after  Trinity,  was  spent 
at  Norwich,  where  I  arrived  the  day  before,  and  found  the 
young  parish  of  St.  Andrew^s  Church  in  a  very  encourag- 
ing state,  under  their  Rector.  Rev.  Professor  Royce.  Three 
services  were  held  in  the  Chapel  of  the  University,  atten- 
ded by  a  full  congregation  in  the  morning,  and  a  very 
crowded  one  in  the  afternoon.  The  Rector  assisted  in  the 
Liturgy,  and  I  preached  three  times,  and  confirmed  five 
persons. 

From  Norwich,  I  proceeded  to  St,  Paul's  Church,  Roy- 
alton,  the  next  day,  (Monday,  June  28th,)  where  1  was 
gratified  to  meet  a  much  larger  congregation  than  usual. 
The  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Swett,  performed  the  service,  and  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

The  following  day,  (Tuesday,  June  29th,)  I  visited 
Grace  Church,  Randolph,  accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Swett^ 
wbo,  along  with  the  Rector,  Rev.   Mr.  Obear,  assisted  in 
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the  service.    Here  I  preached  to  a  large  and  attentive  con- 
gregation, and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

Wednesday,  June  30th,  was  given  to  the  other  parish  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Swett,  Christ  Church,  Bethel,  where  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  three  persons,  one  of  which  was  in  private, 
as  the  individual  was  not  able  to  attend  the  public  service, 
through  severe  indisposition.  A  second  visit  was  paid  this 
parish  on  the  28th  of  July,  on  my  return  home  from  Bel- 
lows Falls,  when  five  persons  more  were  confirmed,  thus 
making  eight  confirmations  at  Bethel  for  the  present  year. 

My  visit  to  Christ  Church,  Montpelier,  came  next  in  or- 
der, on  Thursday,  July  1st,  when  I  preached,  and  confirm- 
ed two  persons,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Putnam. 

The  7th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  which  was  the  25th  of 
July,  was  passed  in  the  visitation  of  Immanuel  Church, 
Bellows  Palls,  where  I  preached  morning  and  afternoon  to 
good  congregations,  and  confirmed  four  persons,  the  Rector, 
Rev.  Dr.  Clap,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Elmendorf,  of  the  diocese  of 
New  York,  assisting  in  the  services. 

From  Bellows  Falls,  I  proceeded,  on  Monday,  July.  26lh, 
to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Windsor,  and  preached  to  a  conside- 
rable number  of  attentive  hearers,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr. 
Johnson,  assisting  in  the  Liturgy.  Five  persons  were  con- 
firmed under  circumstances  of  unusual  interest,  and  the 
parish  appeared  to  be  steadily  rising  from  its  depressed 
state  of  former  years,  with  every  reasonable  prospect  of  en- 
couragement. 

The  day  following,  being  Tuesday,  July  27th,  was  giv- 
en to  St.  James'  Church,  Woodstock,  to  which  Rev.  Mr. 
Johnson  accompanied  me,  and  assisted  in  the  service,  along 
with  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Herrick.  I  preached  in  the  eve- 
ning, to  a  respectable  congregation,  and  four  persons  were 
confirmed. 
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According  to  a  preirious  arrangement  with  the  wardens 
of  Calvary  Church,  Jericho,  I  passed  two  days  with  ihat 
zealous  little  parish,  which  has  maintained  regular  services 
so  many  years  without  a  minister.  Here  I  officiated  on 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  the  6th  and  7th  days  of  July. 
On  the  latter  of  these  days,  I  confirmed  four  persons,  and 
administered  the  Eucharist.  I  am  much  gratified  to  add, 
that  a  beautiful  lot  has  been  secured,  through  the  zeal  and 
liberality  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bostwick,  of  Sandy  Hill,  New  York, 
who  is  a  native  of  Jericho,  and  spent  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  his  early  ministry  amongst  them.  And  the  fruits 
of  his  labors,  which  have  already  appeared  so  well,  are 
still  operating  beneficially,  for  the  accomplishment  of  their 
resolution  to  erect  a  place  of  worship.  . 

Monday,  the  16ili  day  of  August,  I  visited  St  PauPs 
Church,  Vergennes,  of  which  Rev.  Mr.  Hickox,  belonging 
to  the  diocese  of  New- York,  is  the  Rector,  preached  in 
the  evening  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

The  following  week,  I  devoted  to  the  parishes  north  of 
Burlington,  beginning,  on  Monday,  August  23d,  with  Unioa 
Church,  St.  Albans.  Here  I  preached  in  the  afternoon, 
to  a  large  congregation,  being  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Charles  Fay,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle,  and  fourteen  persons 
received  the  rile  of  confirmation. 

The  next  day,  Tuesday,  August  24th,  I  proceeded  to 
Christ  Church,  Fairfax,  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle, 
and  officiated  in  the  morning  to  a  lull  congregation  in  the 
school  house,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch,  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Cadle,  assisting  in  the  services.  Six  persons  were  con- 
firmed, and  I  was  informed,  to  my  great  satisfaction,  that  a 
good  subscription  has  been  raised  towards  the  desirable 
object  of  building  a  Church,  which  I  trust  the  ensuing 
year  will  see  ready  for  consecration. 
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In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  accompanied  by  the 
same  Rev'd  brethren,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Fairfield, 
and  found  the  congregation  much  depressed,  not  only  from 
the  want  of  a  minister,  but  through  the  reduction  of  their 
numbers  by  death  and  emigration.  Nevertheless  ihere  was  a 
fair  congregation  assembled.  Rev.  Mr.  Cad le  performed 
the  Liturgy,  and  the  ordinance  of  infant  baptism.  I  ad- 
dressed them  on  the  duty  of  hopeful  exertion,  and  left 
them,  as  I  trust,  fully  resolved  to  put  their  venerable  build- 
ing into  good  repair,  and  obtain,  once  more,  the  services  of 
some  faithful  pastor,  by  the  divine  blessing. 

Wednesday,  August  25ih,  I  visiled  in  the  morning, 
Christ  Church,  Jacksonville,  being  still  kindly  accompanied 
by  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle.  Here  we  found  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr. 
Sayles,  wilh  a  good  congregation  of  his  people.  Mr.  Cadle 
oflSciated  in  the  Liturgy,  and  1  delivered  the  sermon,  after 
which,  two  persons  were  confirmed. 

From  Jacksonville,  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle  and  myself  proceed- 
ed in  the  afternoon  to  Union  Church,  Montgomery,  where 
we  arrived  through  a  heavy  rain,  in  season  for  the  appro- 
priate service,  and  found  a  respectable  congregation  assem- 
bled, notwithstanding  the  storm.  Mr  Cadle,  who  is  the 
Rector,  officiated  in  the  Liturgy,  and  I  preached,  after 
wltich,  having  passed  an  hour,  not  unprofitably,  with  one 
of  his  parishioners,  we  went  on  to  East  Berkshire. 

The  following  morning,  being  Thursday,  August  26ih, 
service  was  held  at  Calvary  Church,  Berkshire,  where  I 
preached  to  a  good  congregation,  assisted  in  the  Liturgy 
by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle,  and  in  the  afternoon  we 
proceeded  to  Grace  Church,  Sheldon,  where  we  were  join- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch.  The  new  Church  not  being 
yet  finished,  a  large  school  house  was  prepared,  and  was 
entirely  filled  with  a  serious  and  attentive  assembly.    The 
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ordinance  of  adult  baptism  was  administered  by  Mr.  Fitch, 
who,  together  with  Mr.  Cadle,  performed  the  service,  and 
I  preached  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

The  next  day,  Friday,  August  27th,  I  proceeded  to  St. 
John's  Church,  Highgate,  where  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Batch- 
elder,  met  me,  with  a  large  congregation.  He  performed 
the  service  of  the  Liturgy,  and  I  deUvered  a  discourse,  and 
confirmed  an  interesting  class  of  eight  persons. 

The  visitation  of  this  year  was  closed  at  Rutland  on  the 
29th  of  August,  which  was  the  12th  Sunday  after  Trinity. 
There  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  parsonage  entirely 
renovated  and  much  enlarged,  while  the  Church  had  been 
repaired,  painted,  and  greatly  improved  in  the  arrangement 
of  the  chancel.  The  weather,  however,  was  not  propitious 
to  my  audience,  as  it  rained  almost  the  whole  day.  Still, 
there  was  a  sufficient  congregation  to  prove  the  increase  of 
the  parish.  The  Rector,  Rev.  Dr.  Hicks,  performed  the 
services,  morning  and  afternoon,  and  administered  the  sa- 
crament of  baptism.  I  preached  twice,  and  eight  persons 
received  the  rite  of  confirmation  ;  to  which  should  be  ad- 
ded a  sick  man,  confirmed  in  private,  making  nine  in  all.. 

The  whole  number  of  confirmations  is  124,  considera- 
bly beyond  our  usual  average.  My  visitations,  from  the 
commencement,  have  always  been  marked  with  eviden- 
ces of  kind  feeling,  but  never  more  so  than  the  last,  and 
the  general  aspect  of  the  Church  throughout  the  diocese, 
is  perhaps  more  encouraging  than  at  any  former  period. 
The  bestproof  of  this  is  seen  in  the  increase  and  improve- 
ment of  our  church  accommodations,  which  I  shall  ik>w 
proceed  to  specify. 

The  church  in  my  own  parish  at  Burlington,  has  been 
renewed  throughout,  with  the  addition  of  galleries,  and  an 
extension  of  the  mala  edifice  twenty  feet  towards  the  w^t, 
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including  a  new  chancel,  vestry  rooms,  and  a  spacious  base- 
ment story  eleven  feet  high,  handsomely  finished  for  the 
Sunday  School,  and  sufficient  for  100  scholars.  The  ad- 
dition of  eight  new  pews  on  the  floor  and  twenty-six  in  the 
galleries  will  accommodate  200  worshipers  more  than 
our  former  building  could  contain.  Our  stoves  have  been 
discarded,  and  instead  of  these,  we  have  two  furnaces  of 
the  best  construction.  The  windows  are  all  filled  with 
stained  glass,  and  the  whole  edifice  has  been  so  remodelled 
in  its  style,  that  it  is  fairly  entitled  to  take  a  respectable 
rank  amongst  the  better  specimens  of  Church  Architecture. 
The  cost  of  this  valuable  improvement  has  been  about 
7000  dollars. 

The  new  church  at  Forestdale  has  been  already  men- 
tioned, and  deserves  much  praise,  as  a  very  handsome 
building  for  its  cost  and  situaiion. 

The  Church  at  Sheldon,  which  is  almost  finished,  is  of 
brick,  and  will  be  a  very  great  advance  upon  the  former 
building,  in  appropriate  taste,  convenience  and  durability. 

The  Church  at  Middlebury  has  been  repaired,  and  much 
•improved  in  the  arrangement  of  its  chancel,  and  otherwise. 
In  this  parish,  too,  the  liberality  of  a  well-known  gentle- 
man has  given  a  lot  of  ground  with  a  good  house  upon  it, 
for  the  parish  school,  and  thus  laid  a  good  foundation  for 
an  institution  which  I  trust,  through  the  favor  of  Gk)d,  will 
be  a  blessing  to  many  generations. 

The  parsonage  at  Rutland,  and  the  Church,  both  already 
mentioned,  have  been  greatly  improved  and  beautified. 

Subscriptions  have  been  raised  in  Jericho,  Buck  Hol- 
low, and  Hydeville,  which  will  doubtless  add  three  other 
new  churches  to  the  diocese,  in  due  season. 

When  I  add  to  these  substantial  evidences  of  progres- 
sion, that  the  true  principles  of  the  Church  are  becoming 
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niDch  better  understood,  and  that,  as  a  necessary  conse- 
qnence.  they  are  gradually  gaining  friends  and  well-wish- 
ers throughout  the  diocese  at  large,  you   will  agree  with 
me,   my  brethren,  that  we  have  great  reason  for  devout 
gratitude  to  God   for  the  mercies  of  the  past,  and  a  good 
ground  of  hopeful  encouragment  that  our  future  labors  in 
His  service  will  be  prospered  by  His  blessing. 
The  changes  in  our  clergy  are  as  follows,  viz  : 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Perry,  who  was  our  missionary  at  North- 
field  when  I  last  addressed  you,  died  soon  afterwards.  His 
health  had  been  declining  for  a  considerable  time,  and  be 
was  perfectly  aware  that  his  stewardship  was  drawing  to 
a  close.     We  who  knew  him,  have  cause  to  mourn  his  de- 
parture, as  a  brother  who  possessed  a  large  share  of  minis- 
terial talent,  united  with  fervent  zeal  for  the  Church,  aod 
many  gifts  of  knowledge  and  experience,  which  promised 
to  produce  an  abundant  harvest  of  usefulness.     The  im- 
paired state  of  his  constitution,    however,   which    seemed 
almost  broken  down  by  a  severe  course  of  duties  as  a  pub- 
lic teacher  of  youth,  before  his  entrance  into  the  ministry, 
interfered  sadly  with  his  success.     And  to  this  were  added 
some  other  difficulties  of  untoward  circumstances,  which 
doubtless  contributed,  not  a  little,  to  depress  his  spirits,  and 
perhaps  to  hasten  the  period  of  his  dissolution.     He  has 
left  behind  him  many  attached  friends,  who  will  never  re- 
call his  memory  without  a  feeling  of  high  respect,  aod 
sincere  affection. 

The  Rev.  Thornton  W.  Clap,  whose  name  has  stood  for 
several  years  on  our  list  of  deacons,  has  been  regularly 
transferred  to  the  diocese  of  Ohio.  This  gentleman,  not- 
withstanding he  was  so  long  connected  nominally  with  the 
Church  of  Vermont,  had  never  taken  any  practical  share 
in  its  ministrations,  inasmuch  as  his  state  of  health  obliged 
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him  to  seek  a  milder  climate,  before  he  had  time  to  be  con- 
nected with  a  parish.  Under  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  therefore,  his  dismission  has  been  no  loss  to  us,  though 
I  hope  it  may  prove  a  gain  to  Ohio. 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Fitch  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of 
Grace  Church,  Sheldon,  on  account  of  his  feeble  health. 
He  has  since,  however,  consented  to  take  charge  of  Christ 
Church,  Fairfax,  which  had  become  vacant  by  the  trans- 
fer of  its  former  pastor.  And  the  Rev.  Richard  F.  Cadle 
has  become  the  Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Berkshire,  and 
Union  Church,  Montgomery,  which  were  vacated  by  the 
transfer  of  Rev.  Ez.  H.  Sayles  to  Christ  Church,  Enos- 
burgh. 

Thus,  the  only  real  loss  to  the  diocese  is  the  death  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Perry,  while  the  gain,  on  the  other  hand,  is  in  the  ad- 
dition of  Rev.  Moses  Royce,  transferred  to  us  from  Ten- 
nessee, and  now  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  and 
Professor  in  the  university  of  Norwich,  and  of  Rev.  Thom- 
as L.  Randolph,  transferred  from  Rhode  Island,  and  now 
the  Rector  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Brandon,  and  Grace 
Church,  Forestdale. 

Our  vacant  parishes  are  Trinity  Church,  Shelburne ; 
Zion  Church,  Factory  Point  ;  Calvary  Church,  Jericho ; 
Trinity  Church,  Fairfield,  and  Grace  Church,  Shel- 
don. There  is  good  reason  to  expect,  however,  that  two  of 
these,  Factory  Point  and  Sheldon,  will  not  continue  vacant 
long.  May  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  supply  them  with 
faithful  and  zealous  laborers,  and  give  His  people  grace  and 
wisdom  to  understand  and  fulfill  the  duty  of  sustaining  their 
ministers  in  reasonable  comfort,  and  of  esteeming  them 
highly  in  love  for  their  works'  sake. 

The  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  has  met  regularly  du- 
ring the  past  year,  and  their  labors,  I  doubt  not,  are  con- 
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tributing  beneficially  to  the  progress  of  the  Church  throngh- 
OQt  the  diocese.  There  is  good  reason  for  believing  that 
if  the  means  could  be  raised  for  the  necessary  support  of 
missionaries;  the  numbers  of  our  churches  might  be  al- 
most doubled,  in  the  next  ten  years.  But  before  we  can 
hope  for  this  result,  our  laity  must  adopt  a  higher  standard 
of  efibrt,  and  be  ready  to  spend  far  more  largely  io  the 
pririleged  work  of  providing  for  the  wants  of  the  minis- 
istry.  As  the  case  now  stands,  not  only  in  Vermont,  bat 
throughout  our  whole  country,  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the 
increased  wealth  and  intelligence  of  our  age  do  not  enable 
the  pastors  of  the  Church  to  live  with  as  much  comfort  as 
they  generally  enjoyed,  a  century  ago.  Salaries  are  increas- 
ed in  all  the  other  departments  of  the  community,  while 
they  are  nearly  stationary  in  the  case  of  that  class  of  men, 
on  whose  faithful  services  the  morals,  the  safety  and  the 
eternal  destiny  of  all  the  rest,  imder  God,  depend,  as  on  an 
indispensable  instrumentality.  Doubtless  this  is  one  of  the 
reasons  why  the  ranks  of  the  ministry  are  not  filled  up 
with  a  suthoient  number  of  qualified  candidates,  to  bear  a 
fair  proportion  to  the  rapid  increase  of  population.  Hence 
too  it  is,  that  our  parishes  often  remain  so  long  vacant,  and 
that  it  is  so  difficult  to  obtain,  even  for  old  and  established 
churches,  an  adequate  supply.  I  would,  my  brethren, that 
all  our  laity  could  take  a  serious  view  of  their  responsibil- 
ity to  Christ,  in  relation  to  this  matter ;  that  instead  of  look- 
ing upon  their  contributions  as  a  matter  of  voluntary  benev- 
olence, they  would  regard  them  rather  as  a  sacred  debt, 
due  not  only  to  that  divine  Saviour,  who  died  for  their  re- 
demption, but  also  due  to  the  community  in  which  they 
live,  and  to  the  rising  generation,  on  whose  principles  of 
piety  the  future  welfare  of  the  land  must  mainly  rest — nay. 
as  a  debl  due  to  generations  3^  unbcmi,  who  cannot  fiul 
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to  su^ffer  the  multiplied  evils  of  demoralization  and  anarchy, 
if  we  permit  the  truth  of  religion  to  decay  and  become  a 
practical  nullity,  by  failing  to  give  adequate  support  to  the 
ministry  of  the  Gospel.  I  trust,  however,  that  more  just 
and  consistent  views  are  in  progress  amongst  us,  and  that 
the  time  is  approaching  when  all  our  people  will  esteem 
the  fulfilment  of  this  most  important  duty  to  be,  not  a  bur- 
den, to  be  lightened  as  much  as  possible,  or  gotten  rid  of 
altogether  when  they  can,  but  rather  as  a  precious  privi- 
lege, to  be  enjoyed  as  a  blessing,  with  gratitude  to  the  di- 
vine Saviour  who  left  on  record  that  great  law  for  the  treat- 
ment of  his  ministers,  "  He  that  despiseth  you  despiseth 
me,  and  he  that  despiseth  me,  despiseth  Him  that  sent 
me."* 

With  regard  to  the  affairs  of  the   Church,  beyond  our 
own  diocesan  limits,  I  have  already  alluded  to  the  affliction 
which  we  have   been  called  upon  to  bear,  in  the  death  of 
the  excellent  bishop  of  South  Caroling,  whose  character, 
as  a  Christian  and  a  man,  stood  so  high  in  the  judgment  of 
all  who  knew  him  :  and  in  the  yet  more  recent  departure 
of  the  bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  in  whose  career  Vermont 
took  a  deeper  interest,  inasmuch  as  his  early  education,  his 
collegiate  course,  and  his  first  ministerial  efforts,  were  all 
within  our  own  diocese.     It  is  not  often  that  I  meddle  with 
the  themes  of  personal  panegyric,  but  it  is  due  to  the  most 
moderate  claims  of  truth  to  say  that  this  lamented  bishop 
had  few  equals  in  the  qualities  demanded  for  his  responsible 
office.  His  talents  as  a  preacher,  his  untiring  devotion  to  his 
duties,  his  soundness  in  doctrine  and  his  kindliness  of  heart, 
united  to  give  him  a  strong  hold  on  the  confidence  and  af- 
fection of  his  flock,  and  the  high  appreciation  of  his  breth- 
ren.    May  the  Lord  of  His  infinite  goodness  appoint  to

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both  of  these  bereaved  dioceses,  successors  of  equal  merit, 
whose  virtues  may  command  the  same  reverence,  and 
whose  labors  may  be  attended  with  the  same  blessing. 

Another  trial  has  fallen  upon  us,  of  a  still  more  painful 
kind,  in  the  presentment  of  the  bishop  of  New  Jersey, 
which  has  doubtless  been  regarded  throughout  the  whole 
Church,  as  a  sore  affliction.  And  I  feel  called  upon  to  no- 
tice it  the  more  especially  on  the  present  occasion,  because 
it  concerns  the  diocese  to  understand  the  ground  on  which 
I  have  thought  it  right  to  decline  the  office  devolved  upon 
me,  as  one  of  his  official  judges. 

Let  me  premise  then,  that  I  hold  it  to  be  the  bounden 
duty  of  all  the  bishops  to  attend  the  ecclesiastical  Court 
whenever  they  are  summoned  on  the  trial  of  any  of  their 
brethren.  Such  occasions  are  likely  to  be  very  rare,  bat 
when  they  do  occur,  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  to  the 
discipline  and  lasting  prosperity  of  the  Church  that  every 
member  of  the  tribunal  should  be  at  his  post,  prepared,  in 
the  sight  of  God.  and  in  faithful  depeudeuce  on  the  Al- 
mighty Judge,  to  discharge  his  solemn  trust,  without  fear, 
favor  or  alTeclion.  True,  there  may  be  a  providential  hin- 
drance, amounting  to  a  reasonable  necessity,  which  will 
of  course  excuse.  And  there  may  be  a  legal  disqualifica- 
tion which  ought  to  be  accepted  as  a  sufficient  apology. 
But  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  best  interests  of  justice 
demand  that  no  considerations  of  ease,  interest,  or  personal 
leeline,  should  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  tlie  fulfillment 
of  such  a  trust.  And  in  order  to  testify  a  proper  respect 
for  the  principles  of  law  and  order,  as  well  as  for  the  Court, 
I  should  consider  it  a  duty  to  submit  the  excuse  to  their 
judgment,  at  the  opening  of  the  Session. 

Now.  under  the  second  head  of  justifiable  causes,  author- 
ixiug  the  non-attendance  of  a  bishop  as  a  member  of  the

Court,  I  have  named  a  legal  disqualification.  The  members 
of  the  tribunal  are  not  jurymen,  but  judges  exofficioj  clothed 
with  the  authority  of  the  old  Canon  law.  Hence,  the  ac- 
cused party  cannot  challenge  them.  And  therefore  it  seems 
fit  that  they  should  secure  his  rights  to  a  fair  and  impartial 
trial  by  challenging  themselves,  whenever  they  are  aware 
that  he  might  have  a  good  cause  of  exception  against  them, 
according  to  the  rules  of  legal  principle.  These  rules  for- 
bid that  a  judge  should  be  related  to  the  party  in  any  re- 
cognized degree  of  consanguinity  or  affinity,  or  that  he 
should  have  any  personal  interest  in  the  result,  or  that  he 
should  have  had  any  personal  dispute  with  the  accused, 
which  might  tend,  according  to  the  ordinary  experience  of 
men,  to  create  a  feeling  of  resentment,  and  thus  prejudice 
his  mind  so  as  to  disqualify  him  for  the  work  of  impartial 
justice. 

It  is  imder  this  last  head  of  prohibition  that  I  consider 
myself  justified  in  asking  to  be  excused  from  the  judicial 
function.  Unhappily  there  was  a  difficulty  between  the 
bishop  of  New  Jersey  and  myself  some  twenty  years  ago, 
when  we  were  both  presbyters  belonging  to  the  diocese 
of  Massachusetts,  which  created  considerable  excitement 
at  the  time.  I  do  not  mean  to  enter  upon  any  detail 
with  regard  to  the  circumstances,  nor  do  I  wish  you  to 
suppose  that  he  had  not  a  full  share  of  support,  in  the  opin- 
ions of  his  friends.  Nor  do  I  admit  for  a  moment  that  I 
cherished  any  feelings  of  personal  resentment  against  him 
on  account  of  it.  God  forbid  !  I  trust  that  I  understood  my 
duty  as  a  christian,  to  make  the  best  apology  which  I  could 
for  the  supposed  error,  and  to  forgive,  as  I  would  hope  to  be 
forgiven.  Neither  am  I  aware  that  I  have  ever  regarded 
him  with  the  slightest  unkindliness,  but  on  the  contrary, 
although  I  have  often  had  occasion  to  differ  from  him 
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in  judgment,  I  think  that  I  have  always  been  ready  to  do 
justice  to  his  talents,  his  energy  and  his  eminent  zeal  for 
the  interests  of  his  diocese,  and  for  what  he  believed  to  be 
the  interests  of  the  Church. 

But  still  it  is  a  fact  that  there  was  this  personal  difficulty, 
and  this  fact  is  not  likely  to  be  forgotten.  And  therefore, 
not  only  the  bishop  of  New  Jersey  himself,  but  a  large 
number  of  his  friends,  would  probably  have  a  right  to  ques- 
tion my  impartiality.  Nor  could  I  deny  that  I  have  seri* 
ous  doubts,  myself,  whether  I  should  be  altogether  impar- 
tial, although  the  danger  would  lie  on  the  other  side.  For 
I  think  that  I  should  be  so  fearful  of  any  secret  prejudice 
against  him,  that  I  should  lean  as  far  as  possible  in  his  fa- 
vor. And  I  confess,  besides,  that  I  have  a  high  apprecia- 
tion of  his  zealous  efforts  in  the  cause  of  Christian  educa- 
tion, out  of  which  his  present  difficulties  appear  to  have 
mainly  arisen.  Without  intending,  however,  to  express 
the  slightest  opinion  on  the  truth  of  the  specific  charges, 
much  less  to  censure  the  bishops  who  have  assuredly  per- 
formed what  they  esteem  to  bean  act  of  obligatory,  though 
very  painful  duty,  in  presenting  him  for  trial,  it  seems  clear 
to  my  mind  that  I  ought  to  decline  the  office  of  his  judge, 
under  the  circumstances,and  thus  make  exception  to  myself, 
as  I  presume  that  he  and  his  friends  would  do,  if  the  right 
of  exception  were  in  their  power.  A  mournful  experience 
indeed,  has  proved  that  the  spirit  of  party  will  always  be 
ready  to  censure  and  accuse  the  judges,  whether  there  be 
any  real  ground  or  not ;  and  therefore,  no  man  of  sense  and 
principle  may  shrink  from  his  duty,  on  account  of  the  li- 
centiousness and  recklessness  of  the  tongue  or  the  Press. 
Yet  we  must  all  agree  that  we  should  not  furnish  occasion 
for  such  a  charge,  by  assuming  the  office  of  a  judge,  if  the 
facts  be  such  as  to  warrant  even  a  reasonable  suspicion  of 
disqualification.  . 
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With  this  view  of  the  matter,  I  have  concluded  to  decline, 
and  shall  present  my  excuse  to  the  Court,  respectfully  stat- 
ing the  grounds  of  my  opinion,  which  I  trust  my  brethren 
will  accept  and  sanction  by  their  vote  of  approbation,  and 
thus  relieve  me  from  the  discharge  of  a  most  painful  duty, 
as  well  as  establish  a  regular  precedent  for  future  action. 

In  order  to  prevent,  however,  the  danger  of  misappre- 
hension, in  a  principle  which  is  so  momentous  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  ecclesiastical  justice  in  the  highest  court  of 
the  Church,  I  must  further  ask  your  attention  to  a  few  re- 
marks on  the  true  theory  of  its  constitution,  which  is  far 
from  being  understood  as  well  as  its  importance  merits.      / 

The  Court  of  bishops  is  a  fixed  body,  acting  by  virtue 
of  their  office.  They  have  often  been  compared  to  a  Jury, 
but  very  incorrectly.  The  best  analogy  presented  by  the 
tribunals  of  secular  governments  is  that  which  exists  in 
England,  when  the  House  of  Lords  sits  to  try  an  impeach- 
ment, or  in  our  own  country,  when  the  Senate  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  or  of  a  single  State,  is  engaged  in  a  similar  du- 
ty. In  these  cases,  it  is  well  known  that  the  accused  party 
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is  not  allowed  to  challenge  his  official  judges.  That  right 
is  limited  to  juries  in  the  courts  of  Common  Law,  because 
jurymen  are  taken  from  the  ordinary  mass  of  the  commu- 
nity, and  their  places  can  be  supplied  from  others,  who,  be- 
ing sworn,  are  qualified  to  act  as  fully  as  the  original  panel, 
their  title  of  Jurors  being  derived  from  this,  that  they  are 
sworn  to  try  the  issue,  and  give  a  true  verdict.  And  their 
action  is  under  the  authority  of  the  Court,  which  is  fixed 
by  official  right,  and  cannot  be  challenged  by  the  party 
except  on  the  plea  of  want  of  jurisdiction. 

But  in  the  House  of  Lords,  or  in  the  Senate  of  our  own 
country,  the  members,  like  all  other  judges,  act  by  virtue  of 
an  official  title.     Neither,  if  they  were  liable  to  challenge, 
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could  their  numbers  be  supplied  from  any  other^class.  The 
confidence  placed  in  them,  however,  is  abundantly  jus- 
tified by  their  high  office,  and  by  the  consequent  sense  of 
responsibility,  which  ought  to  raise  them  above  the  nar- 
row and  selfish  feelings  of  inferior  men. 

It  is  especially  to  be  noted,  moreover,  that  in  those  courts, 
a  majority  of  votes  decides  the  judgment,  whereas,  in  the 
case  of  juries,  the  verdict  must  be  unanimous.  And  this 
difference  is  important,  because  it  can  hardly  be  presumed 
that  there  would  ever  be  more  than  a  very  small  minority 
influenced  by  personal  interests  or  feelings,  so  as  to  inter- 
fere materially  with  the  course  of  justice.  And  therefore 
the  accused  party  being  safe  in  the  integrity  of  the  major- 
ity, has  nothing  to  fear. 

Of  course  it  results  that  if  the  members  of  these  courts 
are  aware  of  any  cause  which  can  be  reasonably  supposed 
to  affect  their  impartiality,  it  must  be  left  to  their  own  con- 
sciences to  decline.  And  it  is  equally  evident  that  such 
cause  must  be  purely  of  a  personal  nature.  A  differcDce 
of  views  on  party  politics,  for  example,  would  be  no  dis- 
qualification. A  difference  of  faith  on  religious  questions 
would  form  no  ground  of  excuse.  But  it  must  be  a  reason 
which  comes  home  to  the  individual  man,  family  relation- 
ship, or  personal  wrong,  or  private  interest.  On  such 
grounds  only,  could  an  English  Peer,  or  an  American 
Senator  properly  decline.  And  these  are  the  analogies 
which  resemble  most  nearly  the  position  of  the  Bishops, 
on  an  ecclesiastical  trial. 

But  the  intelligent  Episcopalian  appeals  to  a  far  higher 
authority,  which  is  the  true  source  of  all  the  faculties 
claimed  or  exercised  by  the  prelates  of  the  Church.  Suc- 
cessors to  the  Apostles  in  the  exercise  of  their  ordinary  func- 
tions of  ordination  and  discipline,  and  looking  for  practical 
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detail  1o  the  pattern  of  primitive  Christianity,  they  ought  not 
to  limit  their  office  by  adopting  restrictions  of  modern  sug- 
gestion, which  were  unknown  to  the  councils  of  the  best 
and  purest  ages.  Thus,  at  the  General  Council  of  Nice, 
Alexander,  the  bishop  of  Arius,  who  had  already  condemn- 
ed him,  was  notwithstanding  an  eminent  member  of  the 
council  which  was  convened  on  the  express  subject  of 
his  heresy.  So  Augustin,  after  having  written  against  the 
Dona(ists,  was  a  member  of  several  councils  assembled 
on  their  account.  So  Celestin,  bishop  of  Rome,  who  had 
condemned  Nestorius,  was  represented  in  the  council  of 
Ephesus.  Cyril,  bishop  of  Alexandria,  was  the  most 
prominent  opponent  of  the  doctrine  of  Nestorius,  and  had 
even  held  a  council  in  which  he  had  dictated  twelve  anath- 
emas against  it,  and  yet  he  presided  in  that  General  Coun- 
cil, where  Nestorius  was  finally  deposed.  Indeed,  a  vol- 
ume would  hardly  contain  all  the  examples  of  the  princi- 
ple that  no  bishop  was  supposed  disqualified  to  sit  as  a 
member  of  a  council  called  against  a  heretic  or  schismatic, 
because  he  had  previously  taken  an  open  part  as  an  accu- 
ser. Nor  did  any  man  in  those  days  dream  of  attacking 
the  justice  or  the  impartiality  of  such  bishops,  unless  there 
were  other  facts  in  the  case,  which  brought  down  upon 
them  the  charge  of  personal  malice  and  bitterness.  All 
this  may  serve  still  further  to  illustrate  the  absurdity  of 
measuring  the  judicial  powers  of  a  court  of  bishops,  by  the 
rules  which  attach  to  jurymen.  For  in  the  case  of  jurors, 
in  criminal  causes,  no  question  is  more  common  than  this : 
'<  Have  you  formed  and  expressed  an  opinion  against  the 
accused  ?"  And  if  the  answer  be  in  the  affirmative,  the 
individual  is  set  aside,  as  disqualified.  But  in  the  ancient 
councils,  there  were  always  many  bishops  who  had  not 
only  formed  but  publicly  expressed  their  judgment  before- 
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hand,  and  yet  no  one  supposed  that  this  afforded  the  8Iigh^ 
est  ground  of  objection  against  their  competency. 

Neither  is  this  aspect  of  the  matter  without  a  perfect 
analogy  in  secular  government.  For  all  Ixxiies  of  men 
who  have  a  distinct  corporate  being,  decide  upon  the  ad- 
mission,  the  aensure  or  the  expulsion  of  their  own  mem- 
bers. Thus  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
House  of  Representatives,  are  the  competent  judges  and 
the  only  judges  of  the  question,  whether  one  of  their  body 
shall  be  censured  or  expelled.  And  any  member  may 
move  for  a  vote  of  censure  or  expulsion.  He  may  present 
the  charge,  and  prepare  the  evidence.  And  he  does  not 
thereby  lose  his  own  right  to  vote,  nor  does  he  vacate  his 
seat  amongst  the  rest,  as  one  of  the  judges  of  the  final  de- 
cision. The  same  rule  obtains  among  the  Legislative 
classes  of  every  government  in  the  world.  So  that  the  an- 
cient councils  in  no  respect  exceeded  the  bounds  of  what 
is  still  the  established  law,  in  the  higher  walks  of  civil  ju- 
risdiction. 

On  a  fair  examination  of  the  subject,  therefore,  we  find 
what  I  think  our  own  sound  reflection  must  justify,  namely, 
that  a  Court  of  bishops  should  be,  of  all  courts,  the  most 
free  to  pursue  substantial  justice,  without  any  needless  re- 
straints of  modern  technicality,  and  especially  without  be- 
ing exposed  to  the  imputation  of  low  and  unchristian  mo- 
tives of  action.  Those  who  labor  to  fling  suspicion  and 
contempt  on  the  exercise  of  ecclesiastical  discipline,  have 
little  idea  of  the  injury  they  inflict  on  the  character  of  the 
whole  church.  It  is  precisely  in  the  two  points  of  ordina- 
tion and  discipline,  that  episcopacy  stands  on  apostolic 
ground,  as  distinguished  from  ministerial  parity.  If  our 
bishops  are  not  trustworthy  in  reference  to  discipline,  espe- 
cially when  the  church  has  the  benefit  of  their  united  ac- 
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tion,  how  shall  they  be  thought  trustworthy  in  ordination, 
where  each  bishop  acts  alone,  without  any  other  aid  than 
that  of  his  Standing  Con>mittee?  And  is  it  not  a  marvellous 
mode  of  recommending  our  system,  to  vilify  the  many  for 
the  sake  of  one,  and  to  insist  that  the  highest  tribunal  of 
the  church,  composed  of  men  who  have  been  chosen  and 
approved  as  worthy,  should  be  represented  as  unfit  to  de* 
termine  the  case  of  one  of  their  own  body,  not  only  on  ac- 
count of  their  alleged  defects  in  legal  knowledge,  but  on 
the  far  more  serious  ground  of  their  want  of  moral  and 
christian  principle  ?  Nay,  has  the  world  ever  seen  pub- 
lished a  more  absurd  statement  than  this  :  that  confidence 
is  to  be  placed,  even  in  questions  of  life  and  death,  in  the 
verdict  of  twelve  common  men,  drawn  from  almost  every 
class  in  the  community  except  the  legal  profession,  and 
having  the  power,  in  criminal  cases,  to  decide  both 
the  law  and  the  fact ;  while  yet  confidence  shall  not  be 
placed  in  a  court  of  twenty  or  thirty  bishops,  acting  on  the 
very  subjects  which  they  are  most  solemnly  bound  to  un- 
derstand, namely,  the  doctrines  and  the  conduct  required 
of  one  of  themselves,  according  to  the  faith  and  discipline 
of  the  Word  of  God. 

But  enough  of  this  topic,  my  brethren,  on  which  I  should 
not  have  thought  it  necessary  to  occupy  your  attention,  had 
I  not  read  the  productions  of  a  large  number  of  ignorant 
writers,  most  admirably  calculated  to  please  the  enemies 
and  mortify  the  true  friends  of  the  church,  for  several  years 
past,  whenever  the  judicial  office  of  the  bishops  was 
brought  into  question.  I  trust  that  the  time  is  approaching 
in  the  Providence  of  God,  when  this  whole  matter  will  be 
fully  understood,  and  firmly  fixed  on  the  old  foundations 
of  apostolic  and  primitive  practice.  Then  we  may  hope 
that  those  who  have  been  unhappily  engaged  in  scattering 
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firebrands  throughout  their  own  dwelling,  will  abandon 
their  mischievous  folly,  and  consent  to  learn,  before  they 
undertake  to  dictate  and  condemn. 

I  would  next  briefly  advert  to  a  far  more  agreeable  topic 
namely,  the  new  and  highly  gratifying  application  of  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  acting  as  the  President  of  the 
Yenerable  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  that 
our  bishops  would  appoint  two  or  more  of  their  number  to 
attend  the  closing  services  of  their  third  Jubilee.  This  re- 
quest received  the  best  response  in  our  power.  It  was  not 
possible  to  convene  all  the  members  of  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops, nor  did  the  act  come  within  the  range  of  any  provis- 
ion in  our  Canons.  But  an  informal  meeting  was  held  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  during  the  month  of  April,  at  which 
I  attended  ;  and  the  Right  Rev'd  Bishops  of  Western  New- 
York  and  Michigan,  were  appointed  as  Delegates,  besides 
a  request  to  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright,  as  Secretary  of  the  House 
of  Bishops,  to  present  the  Resolutions  which  we  adopted. 
And  we  have  all  great  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  warm  and 
cordial  manner  in  which  our  Delegates  were  received, — and 
in  the  manifestation  of  fraternal  kindness  which  attended 
their  public  services  during  their  interesting  and  important 
visit.  I  frankly  confess  that  this  new  opening  of  intimate 
intercourse  with  our  ecclesiastical  mother,  so  honorable  to 
our  English  brethren  and  to  ourselves,  seems  in  my  judg- 
ment to  augur  a  most  acceptable  and  beneficial  result  in 
the  future  career  of  both  the  Churches.  And  as  the  diocese 
of  Vermont  has  the  strongest  reasons  to  regard  the  Venera- 
ble Society  with  grateful  feeling,  I  doubt  not  that  you  will 
all  unite  with  me  in  the  expression  of  our  thankfulness  for 
this  special  token  of  their  consideration,  and  of  our  hope 
that  the  future  may  bear  witness  to  our  mutual  solicitude 
for  the  restoration  of  complete  Communion  amongst  those 
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who  belong  to  the  same  apostolic  church,  and  profess  the 
faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints  under  the  same  form  of 
administration. 

There  is  but  one  subject  more  which  I  would  mention 
before  I  close,  as  a  matter  of  cordial  recommendation  to  the 
liberal  and  kindly  regard  of  all  my  brethren,  and  that  is 
the  University  of  Norwich,  which  is  now  placed  within 
the  control  of  our  Episcopalian  friends,  with  the  design 
that  it  shall  become  permanently  a  Church  institution.  A 
very  moderate  sum  will  suffice  to  secure  this  important  re- 
sult, and  it  would  be  a  theme  of  lasting  regret,  not  to  say 
reproach  to  us,  if  the  opportunity  passes  unimproved  away. 
I  am  gratified  to  say  that  the  present  prospects  of  this 
young  University  are  highly  favorable,  and  that  the  ability 
and  devotion  of  the  Faculty,  as  well  as  the  System  adopted, 
are  such  as  fully  to  justify  the  confidence  of  their  patrons, 
and  of  the  community. 

I  have  only,  in  conclusion,  to  congratulate  you  on  the 
continuance  of  the  kind  and  fraternal  spirit  which  the  cler- 
gy of  our  diocese  have  manifested  for  so  many  years,  un- 
troubled by  the  slightest  invasion  of  party  disputes,  and  re- 
alizing the  beautiful  language  of  the  Psalmist :  "  Behold 
how  good  and  pleasant  a  thing  it  is,  to  dwell  together  in 
unity."  May  the  grace  and  power  of  our  adorable  Redeemer, 
guard  and  preserve  to  us  this  and  all  our  other  privileges,  in- 
crease our  zeal,  and  make  us  faithful  stewards  of  His  heav- 
enly treasure.  Nowithstanding  our  manifold  infirmities  and 
defects,  may  the  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit  rest  on  our 
poor  labors  in  His  service,  that  His  word  may  have  free 
course  and  be  glorified,  and  His  peace,  which  passeth  all 
understanding,  may  not  only  fill  our  own  souls,  but  be 
more  and  more  diffused  amongst  our  people. 
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The  Bishop's  address  being  concladed,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Land  Agents  in  this  Diocese,  J.  S.  Bushnell, 
Esq.,  laid  his  annual  report  before  Ck)nventioD,  which  was, 
on  motion, 

Ordered,  to  be  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Journal. 
[See  Appendix.] 

On  motion. 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Diocese,  adopted  at  the  last  annual  Dioce- 
san Conrention,  be  now  ratified  and  confirmed.

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  have  five 
hundred  copies  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Di- 
ocese as  amended,  printed  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop, 
and  distribute  the  same  to  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Dio- 
cese, in  the  mode  provided  for  the  distribution  of  the 
Journal.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  services/  the  Rector  has  held  services  in 
East  Arlington,  once  in  two  weeks,  in  West  Arlington,  once  in  two 
weeks,  and  in  Sunderland,  once  in  four  weeks.  These  services  have  in 
general  been  well  attended,  the  Rector  having  in  the  three  stations  many 
more  hearers  than  in  his  own  parish.  The  Home  Missionary  Soci- 
ety of  the  Congregational  Church  will,  however,  probably  send  a  mis- 
sionary to  E^ast  Arlington,  which  arrangement  will,  owing  to  local  feelings, 
interfere  seriously  with  the  prospects  of  the  Church  there.

Public  Worship  is  performed  twice  on  each  Sunday,  by  the  Minister 
t)f  the  Parish  or  by  Lay  Readers.  The  services  on  Sundays  by  the 
Minister  of  this  Church  and  by  visiting  clergymen,  have  been  43 ;  on 
other  days  11.  The  Holy  Eucharist  has  been  administered  publicly 
four  times. 

The  connection  of  the  Minister  of  this  Congregation  with  this  Parish 
dates  from  the  beginning  of  January  last.  Sermons  have  been  delivered 
on  the  occasion  of  the  burial  above  reported,  and  whenever  public  wor- 
ship has  been  performed. 

On  the  2Gth  of  August  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  preached  to  the  con- 
gregation of  Calvary  Church,  East  Berkshire. 

A  small  Sunday  School  existed  during  the  winter,  but  it  has  grown 
mxich  during  the  last  three  months,  having  six  classes,  and  as  many 
teachers,  and  numbering  on  its  register  22  boys,  and  44  pupils  belonging 
to  the  female  department.  Every  third  time  of  his  officiating  in  this 
Church,  its  Minister  catechises  the  children  of  this  School  that  are  under 
14  years  of  age,  and  gives  to  them  extended  explanations  of  the  portion 
of  the  catechism  that  has  been  recited. 

In  the  month  of  October  last,  he  officiated  and  preached  twice  on  a 
Sunday  at  Shelburne,  Chittenden  County,  baptized  two  children,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Eucharist.  The  collection,  applied  to  parochial 
objects,  amounted  to  $1,35.  He  also  attended,  on  the  22d  of  that  month, 
the  burial  of  a  communicant  of  Trinity  Church,  Shelburne,  on  which  oc- 
casion he  preached  a  sermon. 

The  following  is  a  notice  of  Trinity  Church,  Fairfield,  from  Sept.  17(h 
last  to  Jan.  1st,  during  which  period  he  was  connected  witli  it  as  its

Since  the  last  annual  report,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  occa- 
sional services,  until  the  23d  of  May,  both  the  Church  at  Brandon  Vil- 
lage and  at  Forestdale  have  been  without  the  services  of  a  clergyman. 
Lay  reading,  however,  has  been  maintained  at  Forestdale  since  the  latter 
part  of  November.  At  that  time  the  Church,  of  which  mention  was 
made  in  the  last  report,  was  completed.  It  is  a  neat  and  appropriate 
structure,  erected  at  an  expense  of  about  $2,500  beyond  the  cost  of  the 
lot  upon  which  it  stands,  and  will  accommodate  300  persons.  The  av- 
erage congregation  is  from  125  to  150  persons.  It  is  located  in  a  neigh- 
borhood nearly  destitute  of  any  ministrations  of  religion,  and  where  the 
population  is  numerous,  though  generally  in  quite  indigent  circumstan- 
ces. It  is  gratifying  that  these  privileges  are  seemingly  appreciated  by 
many  in  the  vicinity,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  may  be  blessed,  by  the 
Author  of  all  good,  to  their  eternal  benefit.  The  erection  of  this  Church, 
under  God,  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  one  generous 
communicant.  May  his  warmest  wishes  be  gratified  by  the  establish- 
ment here,  in  time,  of  a  vigorous  Parish.  Many  generous  donations 
were  made  to  the  object,  by  friends  from  abroad,  for  which  we  are  truly 
grateful.  A  debt  of  considerable  amount,  however,  still  rests  upon  the 
Church,  for  which  donations  are  solicited.  This,  for  the  present,  will 
prevent  its  consecration. 

A  region  of  a  more  truly  missionary  character  it  would  be  difficult  to 
find  in  New  England. 

Service  is  held  in  the  morning  at  Brandon  Village,  and  in  the  afler- 
noon  at  Forestdale.

Public  Worship:  On  Sundays  three  services — the  third,  in  four  school 
houses  in  diflferent  parts  of  the  town.  Our  Sunday  serrices  are  held  al- 
ternately in  the  Church  at  West  Enosburgh  and  at  the  Centre  of  the 
town.  On  other  days,  service  is  held  on  the  principal  Fasts  and  Festi- 
Tals,  and  on  those  appointed  by  the  Executive.  The  Holy  Communion 
is  administered  the  first  Sunday  in  every  month,  alternately  in  both 
places  of  worship. 

In  addition  to  the  catechumens  who  are  instructed  by  teachers,  the 
Rector  has  a  class  of  young  ladies  in  both  places  of  worship.

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ces  indicate,  the  parish  may  be  said  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition ; 
and  the  Rector  cannot  but  feel  that  its  spiritual  state  corresponds,  in  some 
humble  degree  at  least,  with  its  outward  prosperity.

We  have  lost  several  families  and  valuable  members  during  the  past 
year  by  removal  from  the  town,  but  the  number  added  enables  us  to  hold 
about  our  own.  and  the  number  of  transient  attendants  upon  our  services 
has  very  considerably  increased. 

Some  important  improvements  have  been  made  which  it  gives  us  pleas- 
ure to  record.  The  Rectory  has  been  painted  and  otherwise  improved. 
The  interior  wood-work  of  the  Church  is  now  being  painted,  and  a  new 
pulpit  and  desk,  witli  much  more  chureh-like  chancel  arrangements  than 
the  old,  are  to  be  introduced. 

As  an  instance  of  praiseworthy,  and  but  too  uncommon  liberality,  ve 
have  to  record  that  a  house  and  lot,  situable  for  the  purpose,  have  been 
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deeded  to  the  parish  by  S.  W.  Jewett,  Esq.,  for  the  use  of  a  Parochial 
School.  The  only  condition  on  which  the  possession  of  this  property  by 
the  Church  is  made  contingent,  is,  that  a  sufficient  sum  be  raised  in  the 
Parish  to  make  the  necessary  repairs.  In  the  confident  hope  of  being 
able  to  comply  with  this  condition,  we  have  commenced  and  have  now  in 
successful  operation  the  Parochial  School.

This  Parish  was  first  organized  nineteen  years  ago  by  the  Rer.  Dr. 
Hale,  then  Professor  in  Dartmouth  College,  now  President  of  Genera 
College.  When  he  left  Hanover  The  serv'ces  w^^.e  discontinued,  and  the 
Parish  had  only  a  nominal  existence.  I  first  comrnenced  services  at 
Norwich,  in  the  early  part  of  March  of  this  year,  and  have  continued 
them  with  but  two  intermissions  to  the  present  time.  The  Parish  was 
organized  a  second  time  on  Easter  Monday,  by  electing  a  Vestry  Ac^ 
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and  will  ask  to  be  received  again  into  union  with  the  Convention  at  the 
prescat  session. 

I  have  adopted  the  plan  of  taking  np  the  Weekly  Offertory  since  Blas- 
ter, and  find  that  it  works  admirably,  the  congregation  being  entirely 
satisfied  with  it.  The  siate  of  the  parish  is  very  encouraging  in  all  re- 
spects. Tiie  congregation  averages  nearly  100,  and.  I  do  not  look  upon 
it  as  having  reached  its  limit  by  any  means.,  as  it  seems  still  to  be  stead- 
ily increasing.  There  is  a  good  degree  of  religious  interest  felt  by  many 
in  the  congregation,  and  I  trust  very  soon  to  have  quite  a  number  of 
adults  to  baptize,  who  were  not  prepared  when  the  Bishop  visited  us.

The  church  has  been  opened  also  on 
Ash- Wednesday,  Good  Friday,  and  Easter  evening  ;  Christmas  evening 
and  day  lost,  the  steamer  in  which  I  attempted  to  cross  the  lake,  being 
blown  back  by  an  unusual  storm  on  the  24th. 

Besides  administering  the  Communion  13  times,  (the  first  Sunday  of 
each  month.)  I  have  administered  it  once  in  Addison,  to  a  venerabie  and 
worthy  couple  prevented  by  the  infirmities  of  age  from  uniting  in  the 
services  of  the  Sanctuary, — in  which  a  son  and  daughter  participated  ; 
the  son  being  about  to  leave  for  so  great  a  distance  and  time,  as  to  render 
another  opportunity  for  Communion  in  this  world  unlikely,  and  desiring 
this  as  a  parting  ceremony,  preparing  for  and  looking  unto  the  Commun- 
ion above.  At  the  same  time  and  place,  I  baptized  a  grand-child  of  the 
same  venerable  pair. 

I  have  also  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once  in  Orwell,  at  the 
special  request  of  one  in  the  last  stages  of  a  disease — in  which  her  3 
daughters  (one  for  the  first  time)  united.  There  were  also  present  3  other 
persons  from  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y.;  one  of 
78  years,  who  had  come  2  miles  and  crossed  Lake  Champlain  in  a  small 
boat,  for  this  opportunity  of  Communion;  Ticonderoga  being  without 
the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  O,  when  will  the  great  Diocese  of  New 
York  provide  for  her  scattered  sick  and  dying  members,  in  this  northern 
country  1  ! 

I  have  also  officiated  once  in  Ferrisburgh,  on  the  lake  shore  ;  where  I 
found  one  venerable  Prayer  Book,  and  the  remains  of  an  Episcopal  fam- 
ily, which  boinjj  po^r,  and  visited  by  no  shepherd  of  the  flock,  had  been 
suifcrcd  to  grow  up  unbaptized.  The  mother  was  committed  to  the  earth 
5  years  ago,  by  other  liands,  and  one  only,  a  child  of  G  years,  is  within 
my  reach,  whom  I  shall  soon  baptize.

The  Rector  has  much  reason  to  be  thankful  not  only  for  the  zeal  man- 
ifested by  his  parishioners,  for  the  interests  of  the  Church,  thus  lessening 
his  burden,  but  also  for  many  acts  of  kindness  to  himself  personally.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THB  CONVOCATION   OF   THE  P.  E.   CHURCH 
IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  VERMONT. 


Art.  I.  This  Convocation  shall  be  composed  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  and  all  clergymen  of  the  P.  E.  Church,  in  canonical 
connexion  with  the  Diocese  of  Vermont. 

Art.  II.  The  officers  of  the  Convocation  shall  be  the  Bishop, 
ex  officio.  President,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Art.  III.  In  the  absence  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  President,  the  Pres- 
byter senior  by  ordination  shall  be  President  pro  tern. 

Art.  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  rec- 
ord of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convocation,  in  a  well  bound  book, 
and  to  give  to  every  member  of  the  Convocation  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  every  appointed  meeting  of  the  Convocation, 
at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  time  for  which  any  such  ap- 
pointment may  be  made.  He  shall  also  conduct  the  correspon- 
dence. He  shall  copy  the  Constitution  on  the  minutes  of  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Convocation  ;  and  shall  perform  all  duties 
commonly  belonging  to  such  office. 

Art.  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
the  funds  of  the  Convocation,  and  to  disburse  them  by  order  of 
the  Convocation.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  disbursed ;  and  shall  make  a  written  report 
of  the  same,  to  the  Convocation,  at  each  quarterly  meeting. 

Art.  VI.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Convocation  shall  be 
quarterly — in  the  months  of  April,  July,  September  and  Decem- 
ber— at  such  place,  and  on  such  days  of  the  aforesaid  months, 
as  shall  be  designated  at  the  previous  meeting.  The  meeting  in 
Sept.  shall  be  the  Annual  Meeting,  at  which  time  the  officers  of 
the  Gonvooation  shall  be  elected. 
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Art  YUL  Special  meetings  of  the  OonTOoation  maj  be  ^ 
pointed  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  any 
qoarteriy  meeting  ;  or  by  the  Bishop,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  shall  be  deemed  by  him  expedient. 

Art  YIII.  The  Clergy  assembled  at  each  quarterly  meeting 
shall  constitate  a  qnorom  competent  for  the  transaction  of  all 
bosinesa 

Art  IX.  The  objects  of  the  Oonyocation  shall  be  :  Ist,  mnta- 
al  connsel  and  encouragement  of  the  Clergy  ;  2d,  to  excite  and 
extend  a  missionary  spirit  throughout  the  Diocese. 

Art.  X.  This  Convocation  being  designed  in  no  way  to  inter- 
fere with  the  constituted  authority  of  the  Church,  shall  be  sub- 
ject in  all  its  operations  to  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop. 

Art  XI.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration 
in  any  article,  except  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Convocation, 
nor  unless  such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one 
annual  meeting  previous  to  its  adoption.

Bight  Rev.  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Swett,  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.

ADDRESS. 

My  Beloved  Brethren  : 

The  year  which  has  passed,  since  we  last  assembled 
together,  has  been  one  of  much  prosperity  to  the  Church 
within  our  Diocese,  claiming  our  devout  and  humble  grati- 
tude for  the  continued  favor  of  the  Providence  of  God.  With 
this  feeling,  and  with  more  than  ordinary  satisfaction,  I 
have  now  to  lay  my  usual  statement  before  you. 

My  first  duty  in  the  ordinance  of  Confirmation  was  per- 
formed in  my  own  Parish  at  Burlington,  on  the  evening  of 
Qood  Friday,  March  25th,  when  I  adminifttered  it  to  four- 
teen candidates,  in  the  presence  of  a  crowded  congregation. 
And  in  the  following  month  of  May,  I  commenced  my  visit- 
ation at  a  new  point,  under  peculiar  circumstances. 

This  was  the  flourishing  village  of  Waitsfield,  where  a 
very  unexpected  door  was  opened  to  our  ministry.  I  went 
by  request,  and  spent  the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  May 
29th,  in  services  which  were  deeply  interesting  to  myself, 
and  not  useless,  I  trust,  to  the  large  assembly  which  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  addressing.  I  found  an  excellent  edifice  of 
brick,  (originally  erected  for  a  Universalist  meeting  house,) 
offered  for  the  use  of  our  ministry,  through  the  zeal  and  lib- 
erality of  the  chief  proprietors.  A  subscription  was  raised 
towards  the  support  of  a  Missionary,  and  immediate  measures 
were  taken  to  construct  a  chancel  adapted  to  our  Liturgy. 
The  Rev.  E.  B.  Johnson  was  invited  to  take  charge  of  the 
work,  and  he  has  since  been  laboring  successfully  in  this 
new  and  promising  field. 

Monday,  June  13th,  I  proceeded  to  Union  Church,  St- 
Albans,  where  I  preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons,  the 
Rector,  Rev.  Charles  Fay,  assisting. 
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Tuesday,  Jane  14th,  was  given  to  the  PariBhes  of  Fair- 
fax and  Fairfield.  To  the  first  of  these,  Christ  Church,  Fair- 
fax, the  Rev.  Mr.  Fay  accompanied  me,  and  there  I  preach- 
ed, and  confirmed  five  persons,  presented  by  the  Beotor,  Bev. 
John  A.  Fitch.  With  him  I  went  on  to  Trinity  Chorch, 
Fairfield,  where  I  preached,  Bev.  Mr.  Hodges  and  Mr.  Fitch 
assisting  in  the  services.  This  Church  was  still  vacant^ 
but  its  congregation,  though  sadly  reduced,  was  not  cast 
down.  And  I  trust  that,  by  the  divine  blessing,  they  will 
yet  be  enabled  to  obtain  a  steady  supply  of  ministerial  duty, 
and  arise  again  to  more  than  their  former  prosperity. 

Wednesday,  June  15,  Bev.  Mr.  Fitch  kindly  conveyed 
me  to  Christ  Church,  Jacksonville,  where  he  read  the  aer- 
vice  and  I  preached,  in  the  morning.  In  the  a&emoon,  Bev. 
Mr.  Hodges  read  the  service,  and  I  delivered  the  sermon  at 
the  school-house  in  the  village  of  Enosburgh,  both  places 
being  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Bev.  Mr.  Sayles. 

The  day  following,  being  Thursday,  June  16th,  I  preach- 
ed in  the  morning  at  Union  Church,  Montgomery,  which  is 
vacant,  Bev.  Mr.  Sayles  reading  the  service.  And  in  the 
afternoon,  he  performed  the  same  duty  at  Calvary  Church, 
East  Berkshire,  which  is  also  vacant,  where  I  preached  a- 
gain.  In  both  these  Parishes  there  is  a  large  amount  of  re- 
ligious zeal  and  feeling,  and  I  sincerely  hope  and  pray  tiiat 
they  may  be  soon  supplied. 

Friday,  June  17th,  I  proceeded  to  Highgate,  where  Bev. 
Mr.  Hodges  read  the  service,  and  I  preached.  Four  per- 
sons presented  by  the  Bector,  Bev.  Mr.  Batdielder,  receiv- 
ed the  rite  of  Confirmation. 

Tuesday,  June  21, 1  visited  Grace  Churdi,  Sheldon,  and 
there,  assisted  by  Bev.  Messrs.  Fay,  Bachelder  and  f^tch, 
Bev.  Mr.  Hodges  was  examined  for  Priests'  Orders,  under  die 
certified  approbation  of  the  Standing  Committee.     In  the 
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dfening,  there  was  a  servioe  which  was  rendered  specially 
interesting,  by  several  adtdt  baptisms,  and  the  next  day,  as* 
sisted  by  three  of  our  ministerial  brethren  from  the  Prov- 
ince of  Canada,  ( the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  of  Farnham,  Rev.  Mr. 
Scott,  of  Dunham,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Fulton,  of  Rnsseltown, 
besides  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Batchelder  and  Fitch,)  the  new 
Church  was  consecrated,  and  Rev*  Mr.  Hodges  was  ordain- 
ed. The  sermon  was  preached  and  the  Eucharist  consecrat- 
ed by  myself  and  a  goodly  number  out  of  a  very  large  con- 
g;regation  partook  of  it,  many  of  whom  had  come  from  other 
Parishes.  In  the  afternoon,  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Hodges, 
presented  ten  candidates,  to  whom  I  administered  the  ordin- 
ance of  Confirmation,  after  a  sound  discourse  from  Rev.  Mr. 
Scott,  of  Dunham.  The  occasion  was  one  of  peculiar  grati- 
fication in  all  respects,  greatly  heightened  by  the  presence  of 
those  three  estimable  clergymen  from  our  beloved  mother 
Ohurch  of  England. 

Tuesday,  July  12th,  I  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Mid- 
dlebury,  where  I  preached  in  the  evening,  and  confirmed 
seven  persons,  the  Rector,  Rev.  James  Mulchahey  and  Rev. 
Dr.  Hicks,  assisting. 

Monday,  July  18th,  I  went  to  Rutland,  where,  with  the 
•id  of  Rev.  Dr.  Hicks,  Messrs.  Hopson  and  Bailey,  I  exam. 
ined  Mr.  Gemont  Graves,  for  Deacon's  Orders.  In  the  even- 
ing, I  preached  in  Trinity  Church  and  confirmed  four  per- 
sons, and  the  following  day  Mr.  Graves  was  ordained,  aftier 
a  sermon  by  myself,  and  the  communion  was  administered. 
The  Rector,  Rev.  Dr.  Hicks,  Messrs.  Hopson  and  Bailey, 
aeuBted  in  both  the  services. 

WediMsday,  July  20th,  I  proceeded  to  Brandon,  where  a 

number  of  our  clergy  were  assembled  in  convocation,  together 

with  Rev.  Mr.  Dennison,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  Rev. 

Mr*  Lambert,  of  Massachusetts.    Here  I  had  the  pleasure

of  consecrating  the  new  edifice  of  Grace  Church,  Forestdale, 
assisted  by  my  brethren.  I  also  preached  and  confirmed  fi?e 
persons.  And  in  the  afternoon,  I  preached  again  at  St 
Thomas'  Church,  Brandon,  where  I  confirmed  one  person 
more.  The  candidates  were  presented  by  Bev.  Thomas  L. 
Randolph,  who  is  the  Rector  of  both  these  Churches. 

Thursday^  July  21st,  I  proceeded  under  the  kind  care  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Hopson,  to  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Tinmouth,  where 
I  was  agreably  surprised  to  find,  although  the  parish  is  very 
small  and  without  any  regular  ministerial  services,  that  there 
were  six  persons  ready  for  Confirmation.  The  services  were 
held  in  the  Congregational  house  of  worship,  which  was  giv- 
en in  a  very  friendly  spirit  for  the  occasion.  Adult  Baptism 
was  administered  to  one  of  the  candidates,  Rev.  Mr.  Hopson 
assisted  in  the  services,  and  I  preached  the  sermon. 

From  Tinmouth,  we  went  on  to  Hydeville,  where  I  was 
much  pleased  to  see  the  excellent  progress  of  the  new  Church 
edifice,  being  already  under  roof,  and  expected  to  be  fit  for 
consecration  early  in  the  winter.  Service  was  held  in  the 
evening.  The  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Bailey,  and  Mr,  Hopson 
performed  the  services.  I  preached  the  sermon,  and  ad- 
ministered to  nine  candidates  the  ordinance  of  Confirmation. 

Friday^  July  22d,  I  proceeded  to  the  parish  of  St.  John's, 
East  Poultney,  of  which  Bev.  Mr.  Hopson  continues  to  be 
the  Rector.  And  here  I  preached,  and  confirmed  seven 
persons. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  visited  St  Paul's 
Church,  Wells,  with  Rev.  Mr.  Hopson,  where  we  met  Rev. 
Mr.  Williams  of  Granville,  N.  Y.,  who  has,  for  some  time 
past,  divided  with  Mr.  Hopson  the  care^of  this  small  but  en- 
ergetic parish.  I  was  much  pleased  to  find  their  building 
greatly  improved  in  its  interior,  under  Mr.  Williams'  direc- 
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tion.  The  services  were  conducted  by  my  brethren,!  preached 
the  sermon,  and  two  candidates  were  confirmed. 

On  the  23d  of  July,  being  Saturday,  I  visited  Zion 
Church,  Factory  Point,  which  is  now  happily  supplied  by 
Rev.  John  B.  Pradt.  And  here,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  I 
held  an  aftenioon  service,  and  preached.  The  following  day, 
which  was  the  9th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  officiated  again, 
in  the  morning,  and  confirmed  one  person.  It  gave  me  great 
satisfaction  to  learn  that  measures  were  in  progress  to  se- 
cure a  parsonage,  and  to  improve  the  Church  edifice,  both 
highly  important  to  the  welfare  of  the  congregation. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  proceeded  to  St.  James' 
Church,  Arlington,  where  seven  persons  were  confirmed. 
The  Rector,  Rev.  Fred.  A.  Wadleigh,  read  the  service,  I 
preached  the  sermon,  and  the  occasion,  on  many  accounts, 
was  one  of  uncommon  interest. 

Monday,  July  25th,  I  visited  St.  Peter's  Church,  Ben- 
nington, where  I  found  the  parish  in  a  prosperous  and  high- 
ly encouraging  condition.  The  Rector,  Rev.  Dr.  Manser, 
assisted  in  the  service,  I  preached  the  discourse,  and  six 
persons  were  confirmed. 

Tuesday,  July  26th,  I  crossed  the  mountain  and  reached 
Guilford  somewhat  late,  but  in  time  to  officiate  to  an  excel- 
lent congregation.  The  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman,  per- 
formed the  service ;  and  after  the  sermon  by  myself,  an  in- 
teresting class  of  nine  persons  took  the  vows  of  Confirma- 
tion. In  the  evening,  we  proceeded  to  Brattlel)oro',  where 
a  conunodious  hall  in  the  Revere  House  has  been  fitted  up 
for  the  service,  preparatory,  as  I  trust,  to  the  erection  of  a 
Church.  Here  I  found  a  large  number  assembled,  and 
preached,  Mr.  Eastman  reading  the  prayers  and  lessons  of 
Scripture.  I  was  much  gratified  to  learn  that  he  had  for 
sometime  been  regularly  giving  them  a  portion  of  his  time, 
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tnd  that  there  wae  a  good  pioepeot  of  the  establuhmeiii  of 
the  Church  in  this  important  and  promiaing  village.  It  is 
my  eameat  hope  and  prayer  that  this  expectation,  so  long 
thwarted  by  a  variety  of  untoward  circiunstanceSi  may,  by 
the  divine  blessing,  be  at  length  happily  fulfilled. 

Wednesdaf/j  July  27th,  I  visited  Tmnianuel  Chordi, 
Bellows  Falls,  where  I  also  found  the  spirit  of  Ghnrch  im- 
provement actively  advancing.  The  Hector,  Bev.  Dr.  ClBf, 
with  the  assistance  of  Bev.  Dr.  Sprague,  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, conducted  the  services,  I  delivered  the  disoourse,  and 
eight  persons  were  confirmed. 

The  following  day,  Thtirsdajfj  July  28th,  was  devoted  to 
Sti  Paul's  Church,  Windsor.  And  here,  likewise,  the  Church 
building  was  to  be  repaired  and  improved,  and,  I  trust,  a 
parsonage  provided.  The  Rector,  Bev.  Mr.  Johnson,  pe^ 
formed  the  liturgical  services.  I  preached,  and  administei^ 
ed  Confirmation  to  three  persons.  Acoompanied  by  Bey. 
Mr.  Johnson  and  his  lady,  and  the  Bev.  Mr.  Denniaon,  of 
New  York,  I  proceeded  on  Friday,  July  29th,  to  St.  James' 
Church,  Woodstock.  The  Bector,  Bev.  Mr.  Herrick,  offi- 
ciated in  the  prayers  and  lessons ;  I  delivered  the  discourse, 
and  two  candidates  were  confirmed. 

July  Slst,  being  the  10th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  Norwich,  which  is  without  a  Rec- 
tor, but  eiyoys,  nevertheless,  a  regular  service,  on  every 
Lord's  day,  through  the  kindness  and  zeal  of  Bev.  £dw. 
Bourns,  the  President  of  the  University.  I  was  much  grat- 
ified to  see  the  increasing  prosperity  of  this  valuable  insti- 
tution, which  reckons  more  students  than  at  any  former  pe- 
riod. And  I  trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  in- 
fant Church  will  be  firmly  established,  so  as  to  justify  the 
hopes  and  reward  the  zeal  of  those  who  have  labored  so 
faithfully  on  her  behalfi  I  preached  in  the  morning  at  Nor- 
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wiohi  and  in  the  afternoon  at  the  Chnrch  of  Purest.  BoumB, 
in  Hanoveri  thoB  reciprooating  the  kind  service  of  the  Bish- 
op of  New  Hampshire,  who  had  recently  given  to  Norwich 
a  portion  of  his  friendly  attention. 

Monday^  August  1st,  I  visited  St  Paul's  Ohorch,  Boy- 
alton,  and  was  pleased  to  behold  the  increasing  numbers 
and  strength  of  this  small  parish,  under  numerous  disadvan- 
tages, through  the  blessing  vouchsafed  to  the  faithful  labors 
of  the  Bector,  Bev.  Josiah  Swett,  and  the  lealous  pers^ 
veranoe  of  an  excellent  lay-reader.  The  largest  congrega- 
tion which  I  had  met  there  for  many  years,  was  assembled. 
Bev.  Mr.  Swett  performed  the  evening  service,  and  admin- 
istered two  adult  baptisms.  I  preached,  and  three  persons 
were  confirmed. 

Thieaday,  August  2d,  was  given  to  Christ  Church,  Beth- 
el, to  which  the  principal  part  of  Bev.  Mr.  Swett's  time  is 
devoted.  Here,  also,  a  goodly  number  were  assembled,  and 
after  the  usual  services  by  the  Bector,  and  a  sermon  from 
myself  six  persons  were  confirmed. 

The  next  day,  Wednesday^  August  8d,  I  proceeded  with 
Mr.  Swett  to  Grace  Church,  Bandolph,  where  I  was  sorry 
to  learn  that  the  Bector,  Bev.  Mr.  Obear,  had  just  resigned 
his  charge,  as  his  failing  state  of  health  induced  him  to  seek 
a  change  of  place,  to  the  great  regret  of  his  attached  con* 
gregation.  Bev.  Mr.  Swett  performed  the  evening  service, 
and  I  preached,  but,  under  the  circumstances,  there  were 
none  prepared  to  be  confirmed. 

Monday^  August  8tL,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Yer- 
gennes,  where  Bev.  W.  W.  Hickox,  of  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  officiates  as  Bector.  Here,  after  the  usual  services 
by  him,  I  preached,  and  administered  Confirmation  to  one 
person. 

Thursday ^  August  25th,  I  dosed  my  Episcopal  kbors 
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in  the  Diocese  at  Christ  Church  Montpelier,  irliere  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  the  Rey.  John  E. 
Johnson  performing  the  service  of  the  liturgy,  and  the 
Rector,  Rev.  E.  F.  Putnam,  assisting. 

Thus  has  ended  a  visitation  which  was  marked  through- 
out with  the  best  proofs  of  the  growth  of  the  Church,  in 
quiet  but  steady  prosperity.  The  warmth  and  kindliness 
of  my  reception  were,  as  they  always  have  been,  most  grat- 
ifying to  my  feelings.  And  from  the  commencement  to  the 
close,  I  was  constantly  led  to  admire  the  goodness  of  Qod, 
in  the  harmony  and  concord  of  the  clergy  and  the  people. 

The  number  of  Confirmations  is  125— one  more  than  those 
of  last  year,  and  beyond  our  accustomed  average.  Two 
ordinations-one,  to  the  priesthood,  of  Rev.  Jubal  Hodges  and 
the  other  to  the  diaconate,  of  Rev.  Gemont  Graves-two  con- 
secrations-one of  the  new  Church  at  Sheldon,  and  the  other 
of  the  new  Church  at  Forestdale— and  one  new  missionary 
Church  at  Waitsfield,  begun  under  the  most  promising  aus- 
ces,  have  marked  the  year  with  unusual  interest. 

The  changes  in  our  clergy  are  largely  in  favor  of  the  Di- 
ocese ;  for  although  I  was  obliged,  to  my  regret,  to  part  with 
Rev.  Mr.  Cadle,  who  has  been  dismissed  to  the  Diocese  of 
Delaware,  yet  we  have  received  four  additions,  viz :  Rev. 
Jubal  Hodges  from  New  York,  Rev.  John  B.  Pradt,  from 
Western  N.  Y.,  Rev.  John  E.  Johnson,  from  Massachusetts, 
and  Rev.  Gemont  Graves,  ordained  amongst  ourselves.  I 
ought  to  state,  however,  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopson,  being 
requested  to  unite  the  Church  of  Hampton,  N.  Y.  with  his 
former  parish  at  Poultney,  according  to  the  plan  pursued  by 
those  Churches  many  years  ago,  was  obliged  to  change  his 
canonical  residence  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  has 
been  dismissed  accordingly.  But  this  does  not  seriously 
affect  our  strength  in  the  practical  aspect  of  the  matter,  as 
he  still  remains  the  Rector  of  his  Church  at  Poultney. 
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Our  list  of  candidates  has  been  reduced  by  the  ordination 
of  Mr.  Johnson,  in  Massachusetts  ;  to  the  Bishop  of  which 
he  was  transferred  by  request :  and  the  ordination  of  Mr. 
Graves,  in  our  own  Diocese.  I  have,  however,  the  gratifi- 
cation of  stating  that  another  name  is  added,  in  the  person 
of  my  own  son,  William  C.  Hopkins.  We  have  now,  there- 
fore, two  candidates,  and  it  is  a  singular  fact,  perhaps  a  sol- 
itary one  in  the  history  of  the  Church,  that  the  only  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  in  the  diocese  should^be  the  sons 
of  the  Bishop. 

With  regard  to  my  official  acts,  beyond  our  own  borders, 
since  the  last  Convention,  I  have  to  state  the  following : 

In  October  1852, 1  attended,  on  the  summons  of  our  late 
presiding  Bishop,  as  a  member  of  the  Court,  to  try  the  pre- 
sentment against  the  Diocesan  of  New  Jersey:  and  there, 
as  I  had  previously  stated  to  be  my  intention  at  our  Con- 
vention, I  applied  formally  to  be  excused.  But  my  appli- 
cation was  overruled  by  the  vote  of  my  colleagues,  and  the 
Bishop  of  New  Jersey  himself  expressed  his  desire  that  I 
should  act  as  one  of  the  tribunal.  It  pleased-my  brethren, 
further,  to  elect  me  as  President  of  the  Court  ;  an  honor  for 
which  I  was  doubtless  indebted  to  the  &ct,  that  I  was  the 
Senior  Bishop  present  on  the  occasion.  The  result,  howev- 
er, as  you  are  probably  informed,  did  not  settle  the  question, 
as  the  majority  of  the  Court  decided  not  to  proceed  to  the 
.  trial  of  the  charges.  My  own  judgment  did  not  accord  with 
that  of  my  respected  Colleagues.  And,  as  I  anticipated, 
and  the  event  proved,  the  accusing  parties  were  not  satis- 
fied. 

Another  Presentment  was  made,  and  the  Bishops,  to  the 
number  of  twenty-one,  assembled  at  Camden,  on  the  1st  of 
this  month.  After  a  long  and  patient  hearing  of  the  alle- 
gations and  arguments  on  both  sides,  it  became  happily  ap- 
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parent  that  a  satiBfiMrtory  aeoommodalion  miglit  be  made 
without  going  through  the  painfiil  process  of  a  trial,  baaed 
upon  a  sufGicient  acknowledgment  of  error  on  the  part  of  the 
Respondent  to  meet  the  ends  of  justice ;  and  thus  the  Court 
was  enabled  to  unite  unanimously  in  a  final  dispoaitioii  of 
this  conflicting  controversy,  and  restore  the  Church  to  peaces 
In  the  month  of  March,  I  was  very  cordially  invited  by 
his  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  Montreal,  to  preach  the  sermcm 
at  the  consecration  of  a  new  Church,  St  Stephen's,  and  was 
received  there  in  the  kindliest  and  most  gratifying  spirit  of 
fraternity.  The  value  of  such  acts  is  to  be  estimated,  how- 
ever, far  beyond  the  mere  point  of  personal  esteem ;  because 
they  demonstrate  the  substantial  unity  (A  the  Church,  they 
tend  not  a  little  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  friendly  inter* 
course  and  affection,  with  our  Canadian  brethren ;  and  diey 
foreshadow,  as  I  trust,  the  approaching  time  when  the  tto» 
brotherhood  of  our  whole  Communion,  through  every  quarter 
of  the  world,  shall  be  fully  displayed,  after  the  beautifol 
model  of  primitive  Christianity,  in  one  unbroken  and  impar* 
tial  union,  without  regard  to  the  jealous  restrictions  of  earth 
ly  policy- 
It  was  my  mournful  duty,  in  my  last  address,  to  notice  Ae 
death  of  two  worthy  and  estimable  £ish(^.  And  now  I 
am  called  to  mention  the  departure  of  the  venerable  presi- 
ding Bishop,  whose  name  and  whose  virtues  will  go  down 
with  praise,  to  the  latest  posterity,  as  the  leader  of  the  Mis^ 
sionary  work  in  the  great  States  of  the  West,  and  the  found- 
er of  two  excellent  institutions,  Kenyon  College  in  Ohio^ 
and  Jubilee  College  in  Illinois.  Such  substantial  and  en- 
during monuments  of  well  directed  zeal  can  hardly  be  claim- 
ed by  any  other  man,  in  the  Church's  history.  Nor  is 
there  a  single  voice  which  can  deny  that,  under  God,  they 
were  the  honest  fruits  of  long,  and  fSuthful,  and  most  labor- 
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ioQS  toil  and  perseyerance,  in  the  &oe  of  difficulties.  The 
memory  of  Bishop  Chase  is  thus  engraved  upon  the  records 
of  our  Church  and  of  our  country,  as  the  brightest  example 
of  bold  and  successful  enterprise.  And  the  united  applause 
of  religion  and  learning  will  yield  their  tribute  to  his  char- 
acter and  merits,  with  each  returning  year ;  long  after  the 
best  achievements  of  the  majority  among  his  contemporaries, 
shall  have  been  superseded  and  forgotten. 

With  ^ar  different  emotions,  I  am  compelled  to  notice  the 
sad  event,  so  new  in  our  history,  of  the  defection  of  the  late 
Bishop  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina  to  the  ranks  of 
Popery.  He,  too,  is  dead  to  us.  Not  departed,  like  our 
venerable  Senior,  in  the  beautiful  radiance  of  the  setting 
8un,  but  &llen  from  the  firmament  of  the  Church,  like  a 
transient  meteor.  True,  there  were  sixteen  of  our  priests 
who  had  &llen  before  him,  as  upwards  of  a  hundred  in  our 
mother  Church,  had  been  previously  beguiled,  to  abandon  the 
pure  and  scriptural  faith  of  primitive  Christianity,  for  the 
errors  and  superstitions  of  Romanism.  Yet  by  many  of  his 
Ibrmer  friends,  the  fall  of  Dr.  Ives  has  been  attributed  to 
partial  insanity.  For  myself,  however,  I  see  nothing  more 
in  his  case  than  I  saw  in  the  others,  namely :  the  perver- 
sion of  the  judgment  to  which  all  men  are  exposed,  when 
they  forsake  the  unerring  teaching  of  the  word  of  Qoi,  as 
it  was  held  in  the  early  and  uncontaminated  ages  of  the 
primitive  Christian  Church,  and  is  still  retained  in  our  own 
&ithful  standards.  Over  such  defections  we  mourn,  not  for 
the  loss  to  us,  but  for  the  victims  of  a  melancholy  delusion. 
We  rather  gain,  by  the  departure  of  unsound  and  cankered 
members,  because  they  can  no  longer  infect  or  disturb  their 
fermer  brethren,  and  their  place  is  readily  supplied  by  wiser 
and  safer  men.  But  I  shall  be  much  mistaken  if  Rome  re- 
wasrds  her  misguided  proselytes  with  a  tithe  of  the  respect 
SiG.  8. 
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which  they  possessed  before.  We  leave  them  to  the  judg- 
ment of  heaven,  which  it  is  not  for  man  to  pronounce ;  and 
pray  that  God  may  convince  them  of  their  awful  error,  and 
pardon  it  in  His  mercy. 

In  comparison  with  the  successful  enterprise  and  large 
influence  of  many  others,  my  brethren,  I  have  nothing  to 
claim,  in  the  obscurity  and  poverty  of  my  humble  labors. 
And  yet,  inasmuch  as  twenty  years  of  my  episcopate  have 
now  passed  away,  it  may  be  right  to  ask  your  attention  to 
a  brief  statement  of  the  amount  of  our  progress,  in  this 
small  Diocese,  as  an  acknowledgment  of  the  goodness  of 
God,  notwithstanding  my  personal  deficiencies. 

When  I  look  back  to  the  year  1832,  in  the  Convention  of 
which  the  Diocese  of  Vermont  first  exercised  her  power  of 
electing  her  own  Bishop,  I  find  that  there  were  13  clergy- 
men who  voted  on  the  occasion.  Two  of  these,  however, 
left  the  Diocese  soon  after;  so  that  when  I  came  to  take  up 
my  residence  in  my  new  sphere,  there  were  only  eleven. 
There  are  now  25  connected  with  the  Diocese,  exclusive  of 
two  who  have  parishes  within  our  borders,  although  they 
are  canonically  reckoned  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

At  the  same  time,  namely,  in  the  month  of  November 
1832,  there  were  16  Church  buildings  in  the  Diocese,  which 
have  increased  to  28,  besides  two  which  have  been  entirely 
rebuilt,  at  Sheldon  and  Bethel,  one  much  enlarged,  at  Bur- 
lington, and  many  others  greatly  improved. 

At  that  time,  there  was  but  one  parsonage  belonging  to 
the  Diocese.  Now  there  are  seven,  with  several  others  in 
contemplation.  The  Confirmations  are  2595,  and  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Church  is  generally  free  from  debt  and  embar- 
rassment. 

But  this  statement  will  be  better  appreciated  when  it  is 
remembered  that  during  the  same  twenty  years,  the  popu- 
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lation  of  Vermont  which,  at  the  Census  of  1830,  amounted  to 
280,000,  was  only  314,000  at  the  Census  of  1850,  being 
kept  down  by  excessive  emigration  to  the  Western  States. 
Twenty  years  ago,  therefore,  we  had  only  one  clergyman  to 
every  25,456  souls,  whereas  now  we  have  one  clergyman 
for  every  12,520.  This  is  not  only  a  large  advance  upon 
the  increase  of  population  in  Vermont,  but  it  is  considera- 
bly more  than  the  average  for  the  population  of  the  whole 
Union.  For,  estimating  our  clergymen  at  1650,  and  the 
population  of  the  Union  at  23,000,000,  we  find  the  average 
to  be  one  clergyman  to  every  14,275  souls. 

It  may  be  yet  more  satisfactory,  however,  to  make  a  com- 
parison with  some  of  those  Dioceses  which  are  the  oldest 
and  the  strongest.  Thus  Connecticut,  with  a  population  of 
370,604,  has  109  clergymen,  which  is  one  to  every  3491 
souls,  a  far  better  proportion  than  any  other  Diocese.  New 
York,  with  a  population  of  3,042,000,  has  264  clergy  in  the 
old  Diocese,  and  120  in  the  new,  making  a  total  of  384, 
which  gives  one  to  every  7,922  souls.  On  the  other  hand, 
Pennsylvania,  with  a  population  of  2,258,000,  has  155  cler- 
gymen, or  one  to  every  14,567  souls.  Massachusetts,  hav- 
ing a  population  of  985,498,  has  75  clergymen,  being  one 
to  13139.  Virginia,  with  a  population  of  1,421,000,  has 
107  clergymen,  which  gives  one  to  every  13,280.  North 
Carolina,  with  a  population  of  868,870,  has  36  clergymen, 
or  one  to  every  24,135.  And  the  rest  vary  between  these 
proportions. 

It  is  thus  apparent  that  the  Church  in  Vermont  has  no 
cause  to  shrink  from  a  comparison  with  the  growth  of  other 
Dioceses,  notwithstanding  the  disadvantages  of  our  position, 
the  constant  drain  from  emigration,  and  the  lack  of  large 
and  wealthy  cities,  to  say  nothing  of  the  deficiencies  of  her 
Bishop.    We  have  grown  much  fiister  than  the  population, 
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for  our  clergy,  from  11>  have  increased  to  25|  more  than 
double,  while  the  population  has  only  increased  from  280|- 
000  to  314,000,  or  about  one-eighth  part  more ;  so  that  the 
proportion  of  one  clergymen  to  every  25,000,  has  become 
that  of  one  clergyman  to  every  12,000.  Hence,  while  we 
are  relatively  weaker  than  Connecticut,  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  or  Maryland,  we  are  relatively  stronger  than  Penn- 
sylvania, Massachusetts,  Virginia,  North  CaroUnay  and  a 
large  majority  of  others  ;  and  considerably  above  the  gesr 
eral  average  of  the  whole  United  States. 

One  fact  more  may  be  mentioned  in  this  connexion,  that 
in  the  year  1794,  when  a  small  Convention  of  Episcopalians 
in  Vermont,  elected  Bev.  Dr.  Peters  as  Bishop,  the  House 
of  Bishops  refused  to  consecrate  him,  amongst  other  i^a- 
sons,  because  the  Diocese  at  that  time  contained  not  a  sin- 
gle Church  edifice,  and  only  one  solitary  clergyman !  We 
have  reason  to  be  grateful  for  the  progress  made  since  then, 
under  all  the  circumstances ;  and  the  more  so,  since  it  must 
be  acknowledged  that  there  has  been  no  harder  soil  any 
where,  for  the  growth  of  Episcopacy. 

But  we  have  other  grounds  of  thankfulness  much  greater 
than  that  of  our  numerical  increase.  And  here,  perhaps, 
you  will  indulge  me  with  a  brief  reference  to  the  current  of 
events,  beginning  with  the  period  when  Vermont  separated 
from  her  previous  union  with  the  Eastern  Diocese,  about 
twenty-one  years  ago. 

The  election  of  your  Bishop  was  not  free  from  party  dis- 
sension, and  there  was  another  candidate  over  whom  my 
nomination  prevailed  by  only  a  majority  of  one  vote. — 
This  would  have  been  conclusive  with  me  in  refusing  an 
appointment  which  I  never  desired,  had  not  the  minority, 
with  a  magnanimity  which  did  them  honor,  signed  the  tes- 
timonials to  a  man,  and  addressed  to  me,  besides,  throa|^ 
one  of  their  number,  a  letter,  urging  me  to  consider  the  eleo- 
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tion  9S  virtually  anammous.  At  this  time,  I  was  living 
near  Boston,  being  connected  with  Trinity  Church  in  that 
city,  and  receiving  the  largest  salary  in  the  Diocese.  I  had 
never  seen  Vermont,  and  only  felt  constrained  to  become 
your  Bishop,  after  much  hesitation  and  delay,  from  what 
seemed  the  necessity  of  duty.  And  when  I  began  my  of- 
ficial course,  I  found  my  little  Diocese  about  equally  divid- 
ed by  High  and  Low  Church  differences,  and  there  was  a 
large  amount  of  irregularity,  and  a  plentiful  supply  of  the 
elements  of  strife. 

Afterwards  came  in  new  causes  of  excitement  The  Ox- 
ford tracts,  in  which  there  was  much  good,  united  to  no  little 
evil,  extended  their  influence  across  the  Atlantic  Contro- 
versy rose  up  in  a  new  field  and  a  new  form,  and  the  Churchi 
which  at  first  required  to  be  sustained  against  one  set  of  dis- 
turbing influences,  became  yet  more  in  need  of  being  guard* 
ed  against  a  contrary  and  fiur  stronger  tide  of  innovation.  I 
need  not  recall  to  your  minds  the  sad  variety  of  trials  which 
came  upon  us  through  this  source,  since,  by  the  special  mercy 
of  GK)d,  it  has  now  so  happily  passed  away.  Nor  would  it 
become  me  to  allude  to  my  own  share  in  the  controversy. 
Suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  period  of  my  episcopate  has  em- 
braced the  most  perilous  times  which  the  Church  in  this 
country  has  ever  encountered,  and  that  our  internal  peace 
and  unity  were  never  exposed  to  such  imminent  danger. 

But  now,  what  is  the  result  within  our  own  borders  ?  I 
state  it  with  humble  gratitude  to  the  Griver  of  all  good,  as  a 
special  ground  of  devout  thanksgiving.  There  is  not,  from 
one  end  of  the  diocese  to  the  other,  a  single  root  of  bitter- 
ness or  dissension.  Our  clergy  meet  together  without  one 
exception,  as  a  band  of  brothers.  The  lines  of  party  spirit 
are  all  merged  in  the  unity  of  the  Church.  And  I  doubt 
whether  it  is  possible  to  enjoy,  in  this  poor  imperfect  world. 
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an  ecclesiastical  condition  of  greater  harmony,  peace  and 
aflfection,  than  the  blessing  of  the  Redeemer  has  worked  oat 
for  ns,  to  the  praise  of  His  gracious  and  holy  name  ! 

Let  ns  all  then,  my  beloved  brethren,  nnite  in  the  ac- 
knowledgment of  His  goodness  and  His  mercy.  Let  us  all 
watch  carefully  against  any  movement,  or  act,  or  word,  or 
temper,  by  which  the  enemy  of  sonls  may  seek  to  bring  in  a 
commencement  of  strife  or  trouble.  Let  the  excellent  work 
of  your  Convocation  go  on,  as  it  has  done,  in  the  promotion 
of  the  high  and  holy  objects  of  the  Church,  in  the  pure  xeal 
of  Christian  &ith,  without  the  alloy  of  self  seeking,  or  vain 
glory.  Let  your  unworthy  bishop  continue  to  enjoy  the  ben- 
efit of  your  cordial  confidence  and  constant  prayers  ;  and  let 
brotherly  love  and  kind  consideration  mark  all  your  inter- 
course  with  each  other.  May  we  all  have  grace  firom  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  go  on,  looking  more  and  more  to  that  Sarionr 
who  is  the  Author  and  Finisher  of  our  faith,  and  ever  mind- 
ful of  the  solemn  account  which  we  must  render  at  His  tri- 
bunal. And  thus,  though  we  are  still  but  a  little  flock,  the 
I^rd  will  prosper  His  ministry  and  people,  and  God,  even 
our  own  God,  will  give  us  his  blessing  ! 
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The  Bishop's  address  being  concluded,  it  was,  on  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  do  now  proceed  to  elect 
the  standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year :

A  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Greneral  Con- 
vention of  1850,  relative  to  an  amendment  of  Art.  Y,  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  was  laid  before  Conven- 
tion and  approved. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Land  Agents,  J.  S.  Bnab- 
nell,  Esq.,  laid  his  annual  report  upon  the  table,  abstracts 
from  which  were  read,  and  the  whole  was  directed  to  be 
printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Journal  of  this  Convention. 

N.  Parker,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  then  made 
his  annual  report,  which,  having  been  audited  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  found  correct,  was  accepted  and  or- 
to  be  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Journal. 

The  Parochial  Reports  being  called  for,  the  reading  of 
the  same  was  dispensed  with,  and  they  were,  on  motion, 
ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Journal.

JU.  Rev,  and  Dear  Sir : 

As  I  hsTe  been  for  the  last  six  months  holding  religiooa  aervioes  in  this 
parish,  I  deem  it  my  duty  lo  make  some  report  to  you  of  its  condition  a 
present  and  during  the  last  year. 

The  Rer.  Mr.  Royce  continued  lus  regtdar  serrioes  here  until  BAarch  last 
when  his  year  expired  and  he  left  us.  Since  that  time  I  haTe  r^^ularly^with  ^ery 
few  exceptions,  held  morning  serviee  in  our  UniTersity  Hall  on  every  Sunday. 
The  attendance  of  the  villagers  is  small,  but  some  of  them  hare  been 
very  punctual  and  seem  to  grow  in  sincere  attachment  to  our  Church  and  its 
ordinances.  The  number  of  our  students  firom  Episcopal  fiunilies  has  very 
much  increased.  They  attend  regularly.  I  have  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion regularly  once  a  month  to  about  ten  communicants.  I  have  privately 
baptised  one  infant  A  Sunday  school  has  just  been  opened  with  fidr  praai- 
ise  of  success.  A  subscription  list  has  been  circulated  to  raiae  funds  to  erect 
a  Church ;  and  a  sum  large,  considering  the  size  of  the  parish,  has  been  praro- 
ised  for  that  purpose. 

I  cannot  doubt  that  if  we  had  had  the  permanent  aerviee  of  a  settled  minis- 
ter, the  parish  would  now  be  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  it  is  in. 
But,  with  my  duties  in  this  University,  and  as  Missionary  at  Hanover,  I 
have  not  had  sufficient  time  to  devote  to  it  There  is  a  great  desire  here  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  resident  minister,  but  we  find  it  hard  to  meet  with 
any  gentleman  who  wiD  undertake  the  double  duty  in  the  Univernty  and  the 
parish.  We  are  in  hopes  that  we  shall  next  Sunday  be  able  to  hold  our  serv- 
ices in  our  Hall  on  the  ground  floor,  aa  thia  will  be  muoh  more  aoeeasible  thaa 
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the  upper  Hall.    We  hivn  little  doubt  that  the  change  will  be  the  means  of 
increasing  the  congregation.

The  Rector  reported  to  the  Convention  of  1850,  that  8700  had  been  raised 
in  the  parish,  for  the  repairs  of  the  Church  and  Parsonage.  That  sum  being 
found  insufficient  for  the  purpose,  $500  additional  were  raised  last  year,  as 
stated  in  the  report  in  the  Journal,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  repairs, 

and  liquidating  a  debt  which  has  been  gradually  accumulating  ftom  the  insu^ 
ficiency  of  the  income  of  the  parish  to  defiray  its  expenses.  During  the  past 
jrear,  the  whole  debt  of  the  parish  has  been  discharged,  by  the  contribution  of 
the  farther  sum  of  $300.  The  parish  is  now  reported  as  entirely  &te  from 
debt  of  any  kind;  having  its  Church  edifice  in  handsome  repair,  and  a  fine 
Parsonage  in  one  of  the  most  eligible  sites  of  the  Village.  To  effect  this  ob> 
ject,  the  pari^ih  has  itself  paid  about  $2,500.  To  the  zeal  of  the  ladies  of  the 
parish,  we  are  especially  indebted.  The  congregation  has  been  increased 
from  the  increase  of  our  population,  all  the  pews  being  in  the  occupancy  of 
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attendants  on  our  wmces.  The  new  eyi tern  of  subecription  to  tlie  ^Sffjniw 
of  the  Church,  has  been  introdnced  with  encouraging  results,  almost  all  the 
members  of  the  congregation,  young  and  old,  having  engaged  to  pay  a  week- 
ly contribution  to  that  object  The  ladies  during  the  last  Winter,  made  a  box 
of  clothing,  and  household  articles,  in  value  about$100,  which  was  sent  to 
the  Bishop  of  Wisconsin,  to  be  appropriated  by  him,  to  the  use  of  Mission- 
aries in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin.  The  Rector  cannot  but  hope  that  the  iacts 
which  he  has  reported  may  be  found  a  true  indication  of  the  increase  in  the 
hearts  ofhis  people,  of  those  spiritual  graces  in  which  the  true  prosperity  of 
a  parish  consists.

Nine  months  have  elapsed  since  the  present  incumbent  entered  upon  his 
duties  in  this  parish.  Its  statistics  areas  follows;  Baptisms,  adults,  6,  in&nts, 
90  ;  Confirmed,  10 ;  New  Communicants,  12 ;  present  number,  60 ;  Pastor*s 
School,  41 ;  Burials,  5 ; 
Religious  offerings,  S60,53 

Of  this  sum  of  money,  $30,00  have  been  devoted  towards  the  purchase  and 
spread  of  instructive  and  devotional  works;  $18,00  have  been  appropriated 
towards  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  Pastor's  School ;  $5,60  to  the  fund 
for  supporting  the  aged  and  infirm  clei^ymen  ;  $3,00  to  the  contingent  fund 
of  the  Diocese,  and  the  remainder  to  the  necessary  and  laisoellaoeoas  ex- 
penditures of  the  Parish. 
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Divine  Service,  has  been  celebrated  twice  every  Lord's  Day,  and  occa- 
sionally thrice,  and  generally  once,  sometimes  twice,  and  in  Passion  Tide, 
seven  times  in  the  week.  On  the  Lord's  Day,  the  children  of  the  village  have 
a  third  service,  especially  appropriated  to  them,  and  are  usually  addressed 
and  catechised  "  openly  in  the  Church,"  on  the  first  Lord's  Day  in  the  month. 
The  Supper  of  our  Lord  has  been  administered  on  twelve  occasions,  on  week 
day  evenings,  as  well  as  Lord's  Day  mornings,  and  stbout  one  hundred  ser- 
mons preached  with  the  same  informality  as  to  time  and  place.  Numerous 
congregations  have  usually  listened  to  them. 

In  making  up  this  report  of  his  ministerial  services  during  the  passing 
year,  the  Pastor  cannot  but  put  on  the  records  of  this  Convention,  an  ex- 
pression of  his  gratitude  to  tlie  great  Lord  of  the  harvest,  for  tlie  blessings 
from  on  high.  Owing  to  the  peculiar  habits  of  the  people,  and  tlieir  local 
ways  of  thought,  a  missionary  of  the  Lord  Jesus  had  much  to  contend  with 
in  preaching  the  tilings  of  another  world.  Much  opposition  had  necessarily 
to  be  met,  and  patiently  to  be  borne  with,  ere  anything  systematic  was  even 
attempted,  but  there  was  full  encouragement  in  tlie  thought  that  a  pastor,  in 
doing  the  work  of  his  master,  must  necessarily  become  a  martyr  to  his  labors. 
The  things  of  faith  are  very  low;  perhaps  no  lower  here  than  anywhere  else, 
though  a  great  company  of  the  women  as  of  old,  in  the  days  of  St  Paul,  so 
hero  also,  are  obeilient  to  tlie  faitli  of  the  Gospel.  The  blessed  teaching  of 
Regeneration  in  Christ,  and  of  Baptism  as  the  means  whereby  God  bestows 
and  man  receives  it,  is  received  by  few,  and  understood  by  less,  and  many 
are  the  hearers  who  rest  in  the  hearing.  The  spirit  of  God,  however,  seems 
now  working  among  us,  and  though  the  time  of  the  Lord's  appearance  is 
close  at  hand,  "  even  at  the  door,"  yet  the  day  star  is  arising  in  our  hearts, 
and  our  eyes  are  being  opened  to  see  how  low  we  have  indeed  fallen  from 
the  high  standing  of  the  Church  in  Christ  Jesus.  Oh  !  who  may  abide  the

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF  THE  P.  E.  CHURCH 
IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  VERMONT. 


Art.  I.  This  Convocation  shall  be  composed  of  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  and  all  clergymen  of  the  P.  E.  Church,  in  can- 
onical connexion  with  the  Diocese  of  Vermont. 

Art.  II.  The  officers  of  the  Convocation  shall  be  the  Bish- 
op,  ex'officioj  President,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Art.  III.  In  the  absence  of  the  Et.  Rev.  President,  the 
Presbyter  senior  by  ordination  shall  be  President  joro  tern. 

Art.  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convocation,  in  a  well  bound 
book,  and  to  give  to  every  member  of  the  Convocation  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  every  appointed  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vocation, at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  time  for  which 
any  such  appointment  may  1)e  made.  He  shall  also  conduct 
the  correspondence.  He  shall  copy  the  Constitution  of  the 
minutes  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Convocation  ;  and  shall 
perform  all  duties  commonly  belonging  to  such  oflSce. 

Art.  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive 
all  the  funds  of  the  Convocation,  and  to  disburse  them  by  or- 
der of  the  Convocation.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  ;  and  shall  make  a  writ- 
ten report  of  the  same,  to  the  Convocation,  at  each  quarterly 
meeting. 
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Art.  YI.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Convocation  shall  be 
quarterly — ^in  the  months  of  April.  July,  September  and 
December — at  such  place,  and  on  snch  days  of  the  aforesaid 
months,  as  shall  be  designated  at  the  previous  meeting.  The 
meeting  in  Sept.  shall  be  the  Annual  Meeting,  at  which 
time  the  ofBcers  of  the  Convocation  shall  be  elected. 

Art.  VII.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convocation  may  be 
appointed  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
at  any  quarterly  meeting ;  or  by  the  Bishop,  at  snch  times 
and  places  as  shall  be  deemed  by  him  expedient. 

Art.  Vin.  The  Clergy  assembled  at  each  quarterly  meet- 
ting  shall  constitute  a  quorum  competent  for  the  transaction 
of  all  business. 

Art.  IX.  The  objects  of  the  Convocation  shall  be :  Ist, 
mutual  counsel  and  encouragement  of  the  Clergy ;  2d,  to  ex- 
cite and  extend  a  missionary  spirit  throughout  the  Diocese. 

Art.  X.  This  Convocation  being  designed  in  no  way  to 
interfere  with  the  constituted  authority  of  the  Church,  shall 
be  subject  in  all  its  operations  to  the  approbation  of  the 
Bishop. 

Art.  XI.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  altera- 
tion in  any  article,  except  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Con- 
vocation, nor  unless  such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed 
at  least  one  annual  meeting  previous  to  its  adoption.
